" SrRj 
ic T Have the honour to inform the 
£ Congrefs, that *I arrived here 
yefterday about twelve o'clock, on 
my return from Hartford; Some 
hours previous to my arrival, Major- 
general Arnold went from his quar- 
ters, which were at this place; and, 
as it was fuppofedy over the river to 
the garrifon at Weft-point, whither I 
proceeded myfelf, in order to vifit 
the poft. I found General Arnold 
had not been there during thfc day, 
and on my return to his quarters, he 
was ftill abfent. In the mean time, 
a packet had arrived from lieu- 
tenant-colonel Jameifon, announc- 
ing the capture of John Anderfon, 
who was endeavouring to go to New- 
York with feveral interefting and 
important papers, all in the hand- 
writing of General Arnold ; this was 
accompanied with a letter from the 
prifoner> avowing, himfelf to be Ma- 
jor John Andre, Adjutant-general to 
the Britifh army, relating the man- 
ner of his capture, and endeavouring 
Vol. XL 



to mew that he did not come under 
the defcription of a fpy. From thefe 
feveral circumftances and informa- 
-tion, that the General feemed to be 
thrown into fome degree of agitation, 
on receiving a letter a little time be- 
fore he went from his quarters, I 
was led to conclude immediately 
that he had heard of Major Andre's 
captivity, and that he would, if pof- 
fible, efcape to the enemy, and ac- 
cordingly took fuch meafnres as ap- 
peared moft probable to apprehend 
him ; but he had embarked in a 
barge, and proceeded down the river, 
under a flag, to the Vulture Ihip of 
-war;, which lay at fome miles below 
Stoney and Verplank's Point. He 
wrote me a letter after he got oa 
board. Major Andre was not ar- 
rived yet; but I hope he is fecure, 
and that he will be here to-day. I 
have been, and am taking precau- 
tions, which I trnft will prove effec- 
tual to prevent the important conie- 
quences jvhich this conduct, on the 
part of General Arnold,* was intend- 
ed to produce. I do not know the 
party that took Major Andre, but it 
k faid it confifted only of a few mi- 
litia, who acted in fuch a manner 
B en 
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on the occafion, as does them the 
higheft honour, and proves them to 
be men of great virtue. As foon as 
I know their names, I Ihall take 
pleafure in tranfmitting them to 
Congrefs.

*' I have the honour to inclofe 
Congrefs a copy of the proceedings 
•f a Board of General Officers in the 
caufe of Major Andre, Adjutant- 
general to the Britifti army. This 
officer was executed in purfuance of 
the fentence of the Board, on Mon- 
day the zd inftant, at twelve o'clock, 
at our late camp at Tappan. Be- 
fides the proceedings, I tranfmit 
copies of fundry Tetters refpe&ing the 
matter, which are all that pafled on 
the fubjeft, not included in the pro- 
ceedings. . 

** I have now the pleafure to com- 
municate the names of the three per- 
fons who captured Major Andre, and 
who refufed to releafe him, notwitb- 
ftanding'the moft earneft importuni- 
ties, and aflurances of a liberal re- 
ward on his part.

.Major Andre, Adjutant-general 
to the Britilh army, was brought be- 
fore the Board, and the following 
letter from General Wafhipgton to 
the Board, dated head -quarters, 
Tappan, September 29, 1780, was 
laid before them and read: 

*' Gentlemen, 
' " Major Andre, Adjutant-general 
to the Britifh army, will be brought* 
before you for your examination* 
He came within our lines in tha 
night, on an interview with Major- 
general Arnold, and in an aflumed 
character, and was taken within our 
lines, in a difguifed habit, with a 
pafs under a feigned name, and with 
the inclofed papers concealed upon 
him. After a careful examination, 
you will be pleafed as fpeedily as 
poffible, to report a precife flate of 
his cafe, together with your opinion 
of the light in which he ought to be 
confidered, and the punifhment that 
ought to be inflicted. The Judge- 
Advocate will attend to aflift in the 
examination, who has fundry other 
papers, relative to this matter, which 
he will lay before the. Board.

The name« of the officers com- 
•pofing the Board were read to Major 
Andre, and on his being aflted whe- 
ther he confefled the matter contain- 
ed in the letter from his Excellency 
General Wafhington to the Board, 
or denied them, hefaid, in addition 
to his letter to General Wajhingto» s 
dated Salem t the t^th of September* 
1780, which was read to the Board r 
and acknowledged by Major Andre, 
to have been written by him, which 
letter is as follows : 

Salm, 
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Salem, i^th Sept*. I 780. 
"Sir. 
'* What I have as yet faid con- 
cerning myfelf, was in the juftifiable 
attempt to be extricated ; I am too 
little accuftomed to duplicity to have 
fucceeded . 

" I beg your Excellency will be 
perfuaded', that no alteration in the 
temper of my mind, or apprehenfion 
for my fafety, induces me to take 
the flep of addreffing you, but that 
it is to fecure myfelf from an impu- 
tation of haying aflumed a mean 
character for treacherous purpofes or 
felf-intereft. A conduct incompati- 
ble with the principles that actuated 
me, as well as with my condition in 
life. 

" It is to vindicate my fame that 
I fpeak, and not to folicit fecuruy. 

*' The perfon in your poffeffion is 
Major John Andre, Adjutant-gene- 
ral to the Britifh army. 

" The influence of one comman- 
der in the army of his adverfary is an 
advantage taken in war, A cor- 
pefpondence for this purpofe I held, 
as confidential (in the prefent in- 
(tence) with his Excellency Sir 
Henry Clinton. 

" To favour it, I agreed to meet 
npon ground not within polls of either 
army, a perfon who was to give me 
intelligence; I came up in the Vul- 
ture man of war for this effect, and- 
was fetched by the boat from the 
more to the beach ; being there, I 
was told that the approach of day 
would prevent my return, and that 
I muft be concealed until the next 
• night. I was in my regimentals, 
and had fairly rifqued my perfon. 

" Againft my ftipulation, my in- 
tention, and without my knowledge 
before hand, I was conduced within 
one of your polls. Your Excellency 
may conceive my fenfation on this 
occafion, and will imagine how much 
more I muft have been affected, by 
a refufal to re conduct me back the 
next night as I had been brought. 
Thus become a prifoncr. 1 h;ui to 



concert my e/cape, / quitted my uni- 
form, and was pafled another way in 
the night* without the American 
pofls, to neutral ground; and in- 
formed I was beyond all armed par- 
ties, and left to prefs for New-YorJe, 
I wa$ taken at Tarry-town, by fome 
volunteers. 

** Thus, as I have had the honour 
to relate, was I betrayed (being Ad- 
jutant-general of the Hritifh army) 
into the vile condition of an enemy 
within your pofts. 

"'Having avowed myfelf a Britiiri 
officer, I have nothing to reveal but 
what relates to myfelf, which is trua 
on the honour of an officer and a 
gentleman. 

" The requeft I have made to 
your Excellency, and I arh confeious 
that I addrefs myfelf well, is, that 
in any rigour policy may dictate, a 
decency of conduct towards me 
may mark, that though unfortunate, 
I am branded with nothing dii- ■ 
honourable ; as no motive could be 
mine, but the fervice of my King, and 
as I was involuntarily an impoftor. 

i( Another requeft is, that I may 
be permitted to write an open letter 
to Sir Henry Clinton, and another 
to a friend for cloaths and linen. 

" I take the liberty to mention, 
the condition of fome gentlemen at 
Charles-town, who ? being either on 
parole or under protection,, were en- 
gaged in a confpiracy againft us,, 
Though their fituation is not fimilar, 
they are objects who may be fent in 
exchange for me, or are perfons 
whom the treatment I receive might 
affett. 

" It is no lefs, Sir, in a confi- 
dence in the generofity of your mind, 
than on account of your fuperior fta- 
tion, tha^ I have chofen to impor T 
tune you with this letter. I have 
the honour to be, with the greateft 
refpect, Sir, Your Excellency's moft 
obedient, and moft humble fervant, 

" Jown Andre, Adj. Gen..' 1 
fits Excellency General

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He then came on ftiore from tjie * 
Vulture, floop of war in the night of 
the twenty-firil of September inft. 
fomewhere under the- Haverftraw 
fountain. That the boat he came 
on fliore in carried no flag, and that 
he had on a furtout coat over his 
regimentals, and that he wore his 
furtout coat when he was taken.— 
That he met peneral Arnold on the 
(hore, and had an interview with 
him there. He alfo faid, that when 
lie left the Vulture floop of war, it 
was underftood he was to return that 
night ; but it was then doubted, 
and if he cpul4 not return he was 
promifed to be concealed on fliore in 
a place of fafety, until the next 
night, when he was to return in the 
fame manner he came on fhore, and 
when the next day came, he was fo- 
licitous to get back,* and made en- 
quiries in the courfe Of the day, 
how he fliould return, when he was 
informed he could not return that 
way, and he inuft take the route he 
did afterwarcjs. He alfo fald, that 
the firft notice he had of his being 
within any of our p oft* , was, being 
challenged by the fer*try, which was 
the firft night he was pn the ihpre. 
Jie alfo faid, that the evening of 
the twenty-fecond of September in- 
flant, he pafTed King's Merry, be- 
tween our pofts of Stoney and Yer- 
fjank's Points^ in the drifs he is at 
prefent in, and which he faid was 
not his regimentals ; and which drefs, 
he procured after he landed from 
the Vulture, and when he was with-- 
in our poft ; and that he was proceed- 
ing to New- York, fciit was taken on 



his way at Tarry-town, as he men- 
tioned in his letter, on Saturday the 
23d of September inftant, about nine; 
o'clock in the morning. t 

The following, papers were laid 
before the board, and Ihewed tc? 
Major Andre, who confefled to the 
board, that they were found on hirq 
when he was taken ; and faid they 
were concealed in his boot, except 
the pafs:

*' I am told my name is made 
known to you, and that I may hope 
your indulgence in permitting me 
to meet a friend near your out- 
pofts. I will endeavour to obtain. 



* Left it fliould be fijppofed that Colonel Sheldon, to whom the above 
letter is addreflecj, was' privy to the' plot carrying on by General Arnold, 
it is to.be obferved, that the letter was found among Arnold's papers, and 
had been tranfmitted by Colonel Sheldon, who, it appears from a letter 
pn the c;th of September to Arnold, which inclofed it, had never heard of, 
John Anderfon before. Arnold, in his anfwer on the i&th, acknowledged 
he had not communicated it to him, though he had informed him, that he. 
ervpeded a perfon would come from New-York, for the pur.pofe of bring- 
ing him intelligence* • • -• ■'■•-:•

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permiflion to go out with a fiag 
which will be fent to Dobb's Ferry, 
on Monday next, the nth, at 12 
o'clock, when I (hall be happy to 

meet Mr. G *. Should I not 

be allowed to go, the officer who is 
to command the efcort, betwen 
whom and myfelf no diflinction need 
be made, can fpeak on the affair. 

* ( Let me intreat you, Sir, to fa- 
vour a matter fo interefling to the 
parties concerned, and which is of fo 
private a nature, that the public on 
neither fide can be injured by it. 

** I (hall he happy, on my part, 
in doing any aft of kindnefs to you, 
in a family or property concern of 
a iiffiilar nature. 

" I trull I fhall not be detained, 
but mould any old grudge be a caufe 
for it, I mould rather rifle that, than 
neglect the bufinefs in queflion, or 
ajfume a myjler'tous cbaraSler to carry 
on an innocent affair ; and, as 
friends have advifed, get your lines 
by Health. 

I am, Sir, with all regard,

Major Andre obferved, that this 
letter could be of no force in the cafe 
in queflion, as it was written in 
New York, when he was under the 
orders of General Clinton, but that 
it tended to prove, that it was not 
his intentions to come within our 
lines*' * 

The Board having interrogated 
Major Andre, about his conception 
of his coming on more under the 
fanction of a flag, he faid, " that it 
was impoflible for him to fuppofe he 
came on fliore under that fanclion ; 
and. added, That if he came on 
fhore under that fanction, he cer- 



tainly might have returned under 
it." , ^ 

Major Andre having acknowledg* 
ed the preceding facts, and being 
afked whether 5 he had any thing to 
fay refpecting them, anfwered, he 
left them to operate with the Board. 

The examination of Major Andre 
being concluded, he was remanded 
into cuftody. 

The following letters were laid 
before the Board and read : — Bene- 
dict Arnold's letter to Gen. Wafh- 
ington, dated September 25, 1780. 
Colonel Robinfon's letter to Gene- 
ral Wafhington, dated September 
2$, 1780, and General Clinton's 
letter, dated the 26th of September, 
1780, (inclofmg a letter of the fam« 
date from Benedict Arnold) to Ge- 
neral Wafhington. 

On board the Vulture^ Sept. 25, 1780* 
" Sir, 

" The heart which is confeious of 
its own rectitude, cannot attempt to 
palliate a flep which the world may 
cenfure as wrong ; I have ever acted 
from a principle of love to my coun- 
try, fince the commencement of the 
prefent unhappy contefl between 
Great-Britain and the Colonies : the 
fame principle of love to my coun- 
try, actuates my prefent conduct, 
however it may appear inconfiflent 
to the world, who very feldom judge 
right of any man's actions. 
' "I have no favour to aik for my- 
felf.^ I have too often experienced 
the ingratitude of my country to at- 
tempt it ; but from the known hu- 
manity of your Excellency, I am in- 
duced to afk your protection for Mrs. 
Arnold, from every infult and in- 
jury that a miflaken vengeance of 
my country may expofe her to. It 
ought to fall only on me; fhe is as> 
good and as innocent as an angel, 



* It appears by the fame letter that Arnold had written to Mr. Ander* 
fon, under the fignature of Guflavus. His words are, " I was obliged t» 
Write with great caution to him, my letter was figned Guflavus, to prevent. 
ajy difcovery, ia cafe it fell into the hands of the enemy." 
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and is incapable of doing wrong. I 
beg ibc may be permitted to return 
to her friends in Philadelphia, or to 
come to me, as me may chufc* 
From your Excellency I have no 
fears on her account, but fhe may 
fuffer from the miitaken fury of the 
conn try. 

" I have to requeft that the in- 
clofed letter may be delivered to 
Mrs. Arnold, and fhe permitted to 
write to me, 

** I have alfo to aflc that my cloaths 
and baggage, which are of little con- 
fequence, may be fent to me ; if 
required, their value fhall be paid in 
money. I have the honour to be, 
with great regard and efteem, your 
Excellency's mofl obedient fervant, 

" B. Arnold." 
His Excellency Gen. IVaJhington. 

** N. B. In juftice to the gentle- 
men of my family, Colonel War- 
wick, and Major Franks, I think 
myfclf in honour bound to declare, . 
that they, as well as Jofhua Smith, 
Efq. (who I know is fufpeclcd) are 
totally ignorant of any tranfac"tions of 
mine, that they had reafon to be- 
lieve were injurious to the public." 
Vulture, offSinfink, Sept. 25, 1780. 
"Sjr, 

" I am this moment informed, 
tkat Major Andre, Adjutant-general 
of his Majefty's army in America, is 
detained as a prifoneY by the army 
under ycur command. It is there- 
fore incumbent on me to inform you 
of the manner cf his falling into your 
hands: — He went up with a flag, at 
the requef^ of General Arnold, on 
ptiblic bufinefs with him, and had 
tas permit to return by land to New- 
York. Upon thefe circumftances, 
Major Andre cannot be detained by 
you, without the greateft violation 
of flags, and, contrary to the cu Horn 
and ufage of all nations ; and as I 
imagine you will fee this in the fame 
manner as I do, I muft defire you 
will order him to be fet at liberty, 
and allowed to return immediately. 



Every rtep Major Andrt took, wa^ 
by the advice and direction of Gene-T 
ral Arnold, even that of taking a 
feigned name, and of cpurfe not 
likely to cenfure for it. 

I am, Sir, not forgeting our for- 
mer acquaintance, your very humble 
fervant, Bev.

" Sir, 

" Being informed-that the King's 
Adjutant-general in America has 
been ftopt, under Major-general Ar- 
nold's pafTports, and is detained a 
prifoner in your Excellency's army, I 
have the honour to inform you, Sir, 
that I permitted Major Andre to go 
to Major-general Arnold, at the par- 
ticular requeft of that general officer. 
You will perceive, Sir, by the in- 
clofed paper, that a flag of truce 
was fent to receive Major Andre, 
and pafTports granted for his return. 
I therefore can have not a doubt but ■ 
your Excellency will » immediately 
direct, that this officer has permiflion 
to return to my orders at New- York,

New-York, Sept. 26, 1780, 
".Sir, 

" In anfwer to your Excellency's 
meflage, refpecling your Adjutant* 
general, Major Andre, and deliver- 
ing my ideas of the reafon why he is 
detained, being under my pafTports, 
I have the honour to inform you, is, 
that I apprehend a few hours mufl 
return Major Andre to your Excel- 
lency's orders, as that officer is aflur- 
edly under the protection of a flag of 
truce, fent by me to him, for the 
purpofe of a conyerfation, which I 
requeued to hold with him relating 
to myfelf, and which I wifhed to 
communicate, through that officer, 
to your Excellency, 

" I com* 
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,( I commanded at the time at 
Weft-point, and had an undoubted 
right to fend my flag of truce for 
Major Andre, who came to me un- 
der that protection ; and having held 
my converfation with htm, I deliver- 
ed hun confidential papers in my 
own hand-writing, to deliver to your 
Excellency; thinking it much pro- 
perer he fhould return by land, I di- 
ttoed him to make ufe of the feign- 
ed name of John Anderfon, under 
which he had by my direction come 
on ihore, «md gave him my pafljports 
to go to the White Plains, on his 

way to New-York. This officer 

canaot, therefore, fail of being im- 
mediately fent to New-York, as he 
was invited to a converfation with 
me, for which I fent him a flag of 
truce, and Anally gave him paflports 
for his fafe return to your Excel- 
lency ; all which I had then a right 
to do, being in the actual fervice of 
America, under the orders of Gene- 
ral Washington, and commanding- 
general at Weft-point and its depen- 
dencies, I have the honour to be, 
your Excellency's moil obedient, and 
very humble fervant,

The Board having conhdered the 
letter from his Excellency General 
Wafhington refpecting Major Andre, 
Adjutant-general to the Britilh auny, 
the confeffion of Major Andre, and 
the papers produced to them, report, 
to his Excellency* the Commander in 
Chief, the following fads, which 
appear to them, relative to Major 
Andre: 

Firft, That he came on fhore from 
the Vulture (loop of war, in the 
night of the 21ft of September in- 
ftant, on an interview with General 
Arnold, in a private and fecret man- 
ner. 

Secondly,. That he changed his 
drefs within our lines, and under a 
feigned name, and in a diiguifed 
habit, pailed our works at Stoney 



and Verplank's-points, the evening 
of the 2 2d of September in ft ant, ana 
was taken the morning of the 23d of 
September inftant, at Tarry- town* 
in a difguifed habit* he being then 
on his way for New- York, and when 
taken, he had in his poticilion fevend 
papers, which contained intelligence 
for the enemy* 

The Board having maturely con* 
fidered thefe fac"ts, do alfo report to 
his Excellency General Waihington, 
that Major Andre, Adjutant-general 
to the Britifh army, ought to be con- 
fidered as a fpy from the enemy, and 
that agreeable to the law and uiage 
of nations, it is their opinion, he 
ought to fufFer death.

*' Your Excellency is doabtlefs a!-* 
ready apprifed of the manner . in 
which I was taken, and poiiibly of 
the ferious light in which my con- 
duce is confidcred, and the rigorous 
determination that is impending* 

" Under thefe circumftances, I have 
obtained General Waihington's per- 
miftloh to fend you this letter, the 
object of which is, to remove froi^ 
your breaft any fufpicion t;hat 1 could 
imagine I was bound by your Excel- 
lency's orders to e.xpoie myfelf to 

what 
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what lias happened.. The events of* 
coming within an enemy's polls, and 
of changing my drefs, which led me 
to my prefent fituation, were con- 
. trary to my own intentions, as they 
were to your orders; and the cir- 
cuitous route which I took to return, 
was impofed (perhaps unavoidably) 

- without alternative upon me. 

"lam perfectly tranquil in mind, 

- and prepared for any fate to which 

- an honeft zeal for my King's fervice 
. may have devoted me.' 

" In addrefling myfelf to your Ex- 
cellency on this occasion, the force 6f 
all my obligations to you, and of the 
attachment and gratitude I bear you, 
recurs to me* With all the warmth 
of my heart, I give you thanks for 
your Excellency's profufe kindnefs 
to me! and 1 fend you the moft ear- 
ned wifhes for your welfare, which 
a faithful, affectionate, and refpecl- 
•ful attendant can frame. 

" I have a mother and three fifters, 
-to whom the value of my commiflion 
would be an object, as the lofs of 
Grenada has much afte&ed their in- 
xome; It is needlefs to be more ex- 
plicit on this fubje£l ; I am perfuaded 
«of your Excellency's goodnefs. 

" I receive the greateft attention 
from his Excellency General Wash- 
ington, and from every perfon under 
whofe charge I happen 1 to be placed.

eft candour, in the courfe of his ex- 
amination, " That it was impoffible 
for him to fuppofe, he came on more 
under the fanction of a flag."

Major Andre, who vifited an offi- 
cer commanding in a diftridl at his 
own defirey and aSted in every cir- 
cumibmce 
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circutnftance agreeable to hi* direc- 
tion, I find is detained a prifoner ; 
my friendmip for him leads me to 
fear, he may fufFer fome inconve- 
nience for want of neceflkries ; I wiQi 
to be allowed to fend him a few, and 
fhall take it as a favour if you will 
be pleafed to permit his fervant to 
deliver them. In Sir Henry Clin- 
ton's abfence, it becomes a part of 
my duty to make this reprefentation 
and requeft.

.of Major Andre. In an affair «f fo 
rriuch confequence to my friend, to 
the two armies, and humanity, I 
would leave no poffibility of a mHun- 
derftanding, and therefore take the 
liberty to put in writing the fubftance 
of what I laid to General Greene. 

"I offered to prove, by the evidence 
of Colonel Robinfon, and the officers 
of the Vulture, that Major Andre 
went on more at. General Arnold's 
defire, in a boat fent for him with a 
. flag of truce ; that he not only came 
alhore with the knowledge and under 
the protection of the General who 
commanded in the diftrift, but that 
he took no ftep while on more, but 
by the direction of General Arnold, 
as will appear by the inclofed letter 
from him to your Excellency. Under 
. thefe circumitances, I could not, and 
hoped you would not, confider.Ma- 
. jor Andre as a fpy, for any improper 
phrafe in his letter to you. 

" The facts he relates correfpond 
with the evidence I offer ; but he ad- 
mits a conclufion that does not fol- 
low. The change of cloai;hs and 
name was ordered by General Ar- 
. uold, under whofe directions he ne- 
ceflarily was while within his com- 
mand. 

" As General Greene and I did 
not agree in opinion, I wimed, that 
difihterefted gentlemen of knowledge 
of the law of war and nations might 
be'afked their opinion on thefubject, 
and mentioned Monfieur Knyphau- 
fen and General RochambaulL 



" I related that a Captain RobirfJ 
fon had been delivered to Sir Henry 
Clinton as a fpy, and Undoubtedly 
was fuch ; but that it being fignined 
to him that you were deiircus that 
the man mould be exchanged, he 
had ordered him to be exchanged. 

" I wiihed that an intercourfe of 
fuch civilities, as the rules of waF 
admit of, might take off man'y of its _ 
horrors, I admitted chat Major An- 
dre had a great fnare of Sir Henry 
Clinton's citeemy ar/d that he would 
be infinitely obliged by his libera- 
tion ; and that if he was permitted to 
return with me T I would engage to 
have any peribn you would be pieaf- 
ed to name, fet at liberty. 

". I added, that Sir Henry Clin- 
, ton had never put to death any per- 
ibn for a breach of the rules of war, 
though he had, and now has, many 
in his power. Under v the prefent 
circumtlanccs, much good may arife „ 
from humanity, much ill from the 
want of it. If that could give any 
weight, I beg leave to add, that your 
favourable treatment of Major An- 
dre, wiLI be a favour, I fhould ever 
be intent to return to any you hold 
dear, 

" My memory does not retain, 
with the exaclnefs I could wifh, the 
words of the letter which General 
Greene (hewed me from Major An- 
dre to your Excellency. For Sir 
. Henry Clinton's fatisfattioa, I beg 
you will order *a copy of it to be fent 
t6 me at New-York:

juflice of thofe gentlemen leads me 
to believe, that if they had been 
made fully acquainted with every 
circumftance refpe#ing Major Andre, 
thai they would by no means have 
confidered him in the light of a fpy, 
or even of a prifpner. In juflice to 
htm, I think it my duty to declare* 
that he came from on board t;he Vul- 
ture at my particular requeft, by a 
flag fent on purpofe for him by 
Jofhua Smith, Efq. who had per- 
miffion to go tpDobb's Ferry to car- 
ry letters, and for other purpofes not 
mentioned, and to return. This 
was done as a blind to the fpy-boats. 
Mr. Smith at the Ame time had my 
private directions to go on board the 
Vulture, aad bring on more Colonel 
Robinfon, or Mr. John Anderfon, 
which was the name 1 had requefted 
Major Andre to afl'ume ; at the fame 
time I defired Mr. Smith to inform 
him, that he fhould have my protec- 
tion, and a fafe pafTport to return in 
the. fame boat, as foon as our bufinefs 
was compleated. As fevcral acci- 
dents intervened to prevent his being 
fent on board, I gave Jiim niy pail- 
port to return by land. Major Andre 
came on more in his uniform (with- 
out difguife.) which, with much re- 
luctance, at my particular and pref- 
fing in fiance, he exchanged for ano- 
ther coat- I fu mimed him with a 
horfe and faddle, and pointed out the 
route by which he was to return. 
And as commanding officer in the 
department, I had an undoubted 
right to tranfact all thefe matters, 
which, if wrong, Major Andre ought 
by no means to fuffer for them. 

" But if, after this juft and candid 
reprefentation of Major Andre's cafe, 
the Board of General Officers adhere 
to their former opinion, I fhall fup- 
pofe it dictated by pillion andrcfent- 



ment; and if thai gentleman mould 
fuffer the feverity oftheir fentence, I 
fhould think myfelf bound by every 
tie of duty and honour, to retaliate 
on fuch unhappy perfons of your 
army aa may fall within my power, 
that the refpeel due to flags, and to 
the law of nations, may be better 
undcrilood and obferved. 

" I have further to obferve, that 
forty of the principal inhabitants of 
South Carolina have juftly forfeited 
their lives, which have hitherto been 
fpared by the clemency of his Excel- 
lency Sir Henry Clinton, who can- 
not in juflice extend his mercy to 
them any longer, if Major Andre 
fuffers ; which, ii\ all probability, 
will open a fcene of blood, at which 
humanity will revolt. 

" Suffer me to intreat your Ex- 
cellency, for your own and the ho- 
nour of humanity, and the love you 
have of juflice, that you fuffer not an 
unjuft fentence to touch the life of 
Major Andre. 

" But if tfiis warning mould be 
difregarded, and he fuffer, I call 
heaven and earth to witnefs, that 
your Excellency will be ju.lly anfwer- 
able for the torrent of blood that may 
be fpilt in confequence. Ihave the 
honour to be, with due refpeel, your 
Excellency's moll obedient, and very ,

On the 29th of September, in which 
he faid, " I receive the greateft at- 
tention from his Excellency General 
Wafhington, and from every perfon 
under whofe charge I happen to be 
placed ;" not to mention many 
qtfier acknowledgments which he 
made of the good treatment he re- 
ceived ; muft evince, that the pro- 
ceedings againft him were not guided 
by paffion or refentment. -The prac- 
tice and ufage of war were againft 
his requeft, and made the indulgence 
he foltcited, circumftanced as he 
was, inadmi&ble.

Extraft of a letter from Sir Henry 

Clinton to Lord George Ger- 

WAiN, dated New-York, Oct. 30, 

1780. 

J have the pleafure to acquaint 



your Lordfhip, that the fleet from 
England, under convoy of his Ma- 
jefty's mips Hyaena and Adamant^ 
with recruits and ftores for this army, 
arrived here fafe, after a favourable 
pafTage on the 15 th inft. and I have 
the honour to tranfmit returns of 
the ftate and number of the recruits 
received by this opportunity. 

Major-general Leflie failed from 
hence on the j6th, and I underftand 
was feen entering the Chefapeak on 
the 1 8th with a fair wind, fo that he 
would probably be on James River 
on the 20th', and confequently in- 
terrupt Mr. Gates's communication, 
with Virginia. 

I am perfuaded Lord Cornwallis, 
with the afliftance of the co-operating 
corps under General Leflie, which I 
have given entirely to his Lordlhip's 
orders, will puriue fuch meafures 
as may oblige Mr. Gates to retire 
from thofe Provinces, Lord Corn* 
wallis was informed by me, previous 
to General Leflie's failing upon this 
expedition, of that General Officer's 
being to aft from his Lordfhip's or- 
ders ; and I fent him, at the fame 
time ? a copy of my inflruftions to 
General Leflie. 

By the prefent opportunity I have 
the honour to tranfmit to your Lord- 
fnip fome original difpatches, which 
were lately intercepted in an, American 
mail we were lucky enough to take 
entire, and contain matters of no 
fmall importance. The letters now 
fent appear to be fuch ar are of the 
mofl confequence ; thofe that are lefs 
fo, fhall be tranfmitted to your Lord- 
(hip by next opportunity, 

Wafhington has not yet detached a 
fingle man to the fouthward ; and by 
all accounts from General Arnold, 
Gates cannot have above 800 con ti* 
nental troops with htm. General 
Wafhington (till remains at or near 
Tappan, 

The French nave not moved from, 
Rhode-ifland, but are adding forti- 
fications to that place.

The under-written General Offi- 
cer* of the New-England lines think 
it our duty to unite in a ferious ad- 
drefs to the feveral States to which 
we belong, to repreferit the diftrelling 
condition of their officers in the ar- 
my. 

After having joined our brother 
officers of the line at large in two in- 
effectual applications to Congrefs on 
the fubject, nothing but the pureft 
regard for the fafety of the country 
could compel us to undertake a third 
eflay of this kind. 

r We beg leave to premife, that a 
large proportion of officers engaged in 
fervice with an intention of making 
one campaign only ; neither they nor 
their country thought of their becom- 
ing foldiers for life, or for a lengthy 
war ; their inclinations, conftitutions, 
*nd circumftances forbid it ; but 
from a conviction that their growing 
experience was of a value and impor- 
tance to the caufe, they have been 
induced, againft every confideration 
of a private nature, to extend their 
fervices from one period to another, 
conftantly flattering themfelves that 
every new campaign would be the 
Jaft, and bring about the wifhed-for 
aera of their return to the bofoms of 
their families and friends. 

The perfeverance of the army un- 
der wants and hardmips excited the 
admiration and applaufe of the coun^ 
try, until the perfonal and family 
diftrefles of the former conftrained 
them to remind tneir fellow-citizens 
of the wantj oh their - part, of equi- 
table and grateful returns. From 
that-time, many have feigned to en* 



tertain ill-grounded and impolitic 
jealoufies of the army.- Some have 
even charged the officers witfy ac- 
quiring wealth, and afpiring after 
honours and difUnction, at the very 
time when it has required all the per- 
fuafion within the compafs of lan- 
guage and argument to retain them 
in fervioe. 

A laudable pride, arifing from a 
jail fenfe of the real dignity of their 
employments and flations : an ambi- 
tion of excelling, which has been 
efteemed by all wife nations as a paf- 
fion amiable in itfelf, and eflential to 
the authority that is necefTary in every 
well conftituted army, have rendered 
the officers of our army opprobrious 
to too many in civil life ; fome of 
whom, and even of thofe in power 
and of influence, we fear, have la- 
boured to counteract and debafe th« 
principle, by denying the officers not 
only a fuitable provifion to maintain 
their character, but by leaving them 
to want the neceflaries of food arid 
clothing. 

The officers are fenfible of the pub- 
lic embarrafsments ; they have been 
attentive to the adminiftration of civil 
as well as military affairs, and for- 
ward in fuggefting their thoughts on 
every proper occafion, with an honeft 
zeal, of promoting the welfare of the 
army and State. They -do not look 
for impoffibilities from Government, 
but they wifh to fee that effufion of a 
liberal heart which it is poffible to ex- 
hibit in a ftate of poverty. Genero- 
fity is the characterise of a foldier; 
for a love of his country he lavifhes 
health and life, for which no equi- 
valent can be given him. Should he 
not then be fpared the mortification 
of receiving his pittance from a re- 
luctant hand \ 

Xhe prefent incomes of the majo- 
rity of tne people who bear the bur- 
thens of the public charges are pro- 
portioned to the : increafed prices of 
the necefTaries of life. If it is ob- 
jected that thofe who fubfift by fit fa- 
"■ - • lafies, 
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laries, or by the intcrefr. of their mo- 
ncv, or have been ravaged by the 
enemy, are as great fharcrs, as the 
army, in the common calamity, it 
argues, perhaps, no mor^ than that 
they ought to be favoured by foine 
exemptions, or tha: thofe who hr.ve 
futtercd lefs fhould contribute to in- 
demnify them. 

Was the cafe- and circumflance of 
the army fully underilood by the 
people at large, we are fully persuad- 
ed their wifdom and fcniibility would 
render their fnuation as eligible and 
happy as potable. 

The war appears to us as far from 
an honourable ifluc as it has ever 
done. * Our allies, however generous 
their intentions, have not been able 
to give us the expected affiftance. — 
Perhaps Providence, by repeated 
difappointments from this quarter, 
designs to convince us that our hope 
and falvation is, under Gcd, to be 
derived from our own exertions. 

There is no ground of hope that 
the enemy will relinquifh their object, 
'till they find rhe country prepared 
to defend itfelf; that is, until they 
fee an army oppofed to them as regu- 
lar as their own, and on as perma- 
nent a bafis. Our prefent condition 
promifes them the fpecdy accomplish- 
ment of their wiihes. An army con- 
fining of a few inadequate thoufands, 
almoft destitute of every public fup- 
ply; its officers, whole tables once 
abounded with plenty and variety, 
fnbfiiling, month after month, en 
one bare ration of dry bread and 
meat, and that, frequently of the 
meaneft quality ; their families look- 
ing up to them for their ufual fup- 
port ; their children for the educa- 
tion to which they once had a title. 
Our enemies know human nature too 
well to apprehend they mall have 
to contend long with an army under 
■ fuch circumflances. 

In faithfulnefs to our country we 
make this reprcfemation, without 
the folicitation or knowledge of thofc 



officers who are the chief fubjecls of it: 
they, we are allured, are generally 
determined to refign their commif- 
fions at the clofe of this campaign ; 
indeed it is impoffible for them to 
continue, let their virtue and incli- 
nation be ever fo great ; and we can- . 
not butexprefs to you, that we fhall 
consider tho lofs of the prefent body 
of officers as little fhort of the diiTo- 
lution of the army. 

If the country is competent to its 
^ defence, without a regular army, no 
more need be faid on the fubjedl ; let 
our's progrefs, as it does, to its diflb- 
'lution; but, on the other hand, if 
an army well appointed and provided 
is absolutely necelTary, the fubjedts 
of it mult be made eafy and content- 
ed with their fituation ; reafonable 
things will fatisfy them. 

The officers have, we conceive, a 
juil claim to a handfome fupport, ac- 
cording to their rank, for the time 
prefent, and to be fecure of anafter- 
provifion, to compenfate for the lofs * 
of bufinefs, and to enable them, when 
the war is over, to live among their 
brethren above contempt. Without 
this provifion, a pitiful penury, if 
not want and miiery, mull be the 
unavoidable portion of men, who 
have faithfully difcharged their duty 
as officers and citizens. 

The wages and rations of the offi- 
cers, if paid in fpecie, much lefs in - 
notes, are by no means Sufficient to * 
fupport them with decency and com- 
fort to themfelves, and advantages 
to the fervice: the neceflaries and 
conveniencies of life are raifed to two. 
or three times their former prices in 
fpecie ; and . as to the depreciation 
notes (fo called) they do not in fa£t 
fell for one third their value. 

It is our opinion, that nothing 
lefs than the nominal fum of the 
wages and rations, made good from 
time to time in its relative value to 
the property of the cairn try, will or 
ought to be fatisfadlory : this has 
been done for the New-York line ; 

■and • 
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and as to a future prcvifioivour's afk 
no more than virhat the lait mentioned 
State and the Southern States have 
done, or may do, for their refpeclive 
lines ferving in fhe fame army with 
them. If it ih<>uld be thought bcft 
to vary the mod£ of payment,' there 
will be no objection. A fum in grofs 
will be more agreeable and advanta- 
geous to the eaitern officers, and more 
confonant to the fentiments prevail- 
in^ in their fervices : and here we 
take the opportunity to mention that 
fome States feem to be taking mea- 
sures to attach to themfelves the af- 
fection of their own troops ; with 
what view it is done we know not ;

kind. We m-iift hare a foreign loan* 
We mull have a Bank on the trus 
principles of a Bank. Wemurt have 
an Adminiftration di$in& from Con- 
grefs, and in the hands of tingle men 
under their orders. We mull, above 
all things, have an army for the war, 
and an cibbliihment that will inte- 
rell the officers in the fervice. 

Congrefs are deliberating on our 
military affairs ; but I apprehend 
their refolutions will b** tinctured with, 
the old fpirit. We feem to be proof 
againit experience. They will how 
ever recommend an army fQrthewar, 
at leaft as a primary object. Ail 
thofe who love their country ou^ht 
to exert their influence, in the States 
where they refide, todetenrtine them 
to take up this object with energy. 
The States mult fink under the bur- 
den of temporary inliilments, and 
the enemy will conquer us by de- 
grees, during the intervals of our 
wcaknefs. 

Clinton is now faid to be making 
a coniiderablc detachment to the 
. fouthward. My fears are high, my 
hopes low. 

We are told here, there is to be a 
Congrefs of the neutral powers at the 
Hague, for mediating of peace* * 
God fend it may be true. — We want 
i.t; but if the idea goes abroad, 'tis 
ten to one if we do not fancy the 
thing done, and fall into a profound 
. fleep, till the cannon of the enemy 
awaken us irext campaign. This- is 
our national character.

prifoners of war, on both fides, and 
which has already included fuch of- 
ficers as were xrpori their paroles in 
New-York, or in Great-Britain. 
This exchange likewife comprehends 
an equivalent of Britifli and Ger- 
man foldiers, prifoners of war, for 
thofe of the enemy now in our pof- 
feflion in this place, who will be per- 
mitted to go out upon the arrival of 
a fimilar number of our privates at 
Elizabeth-town, the place appointed 
for their rendezvous. 

His Excellency the Commander iri 
Chief will make one more effort, in 
the courfe of the prefent negociation, 
for the releafe of the privates of the 
troops of Convention : mould it fail, 
and I am forry to obferve to your 
Lordmip, there is but a faint prof- 
peel' of its fucceeding, nis Excel- 
lency will immediately proceed to 
put into execution the plan hereto- 
fore propofed, and which was inti- 
mated from your Lordmip to have 
receive his Majefty's approbation, 
for a partial exchange of the officers- 
Major-general de Reidefel and 
myfelf were exchanged on the 25th 
inftant, as you will perceive, my 
Lord, by the inclofed copies of the 
Certificates of our exchanges. The 
Commander in Chief has been pleaf- 
ed to put me in orders to ferve with 
this army.

Your Excellency will receive here- 
with inclofed an aft of Congrefi of 
the 31ft ult; containing a new ar- 
rangement of the army. Special rea- 
fons have delayed the fending it for- 
ward to the feveral States until this 
time. 

By this arrangement the number 
of battalions is greatly reduced, and 

of 
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of conlequence marly* of the officers 
now retained in the fervice, mull re- 
tire for the prefcnt ; but after a juft 
and .equitable compenfation is made 
to them, the faving of expence will 
be very great. 

Gongrefs are extremely anxious, 
not only to avoid the dangers and 
embaxraflments heretofore experi- 
enced by delays in recruiting the 
army until the opening of the cam- 
paign, but alfo to efiablifh a perma- 
nent army of .troops engaged for the 
war, to confift of fuch numbers as 
may be adequate to the fervice* and 
at the fame time not exceed the abi- 
lity of the Hates to raife and fupport 
and conftantly recruit, fo as to keep 
up the number. 

It is recommended to the ftates, in 
the moft prefixing manner, to have 
their regiments compleated* and in 
the field, by the firft day of January 
next at fartheft. 

The Commander in Chief will 
cadfe immediate returns to be made 
. of the deficiencies of each ftate ac- 
cording to this arrangement. 

You will obferve, Sir, that the re- 
fpe&ive ftates are to feled from the 
line of trie army, the number of of- 
ficers to command the feveral regi- 
ments to them refpe£Hvely aifigrted, 
taking notice, that no new appoint- 
ment is to be made of higher rank 
than Lieutenant-tColonel Command- 
ant, for fubftantial reafbns fuppofed 
to be knOwn to all the ftates.

Tlie 'following is a copy of an ori- 
ginal letter, intercepted in the 
MaiL, taken fome days ago by a 
party of his Majesty's loyal 1 fab- 
jecls. 
" To the Honourable the Present of the 
Council of State tfMaffacbufett* * 
S 1 K, Baltimore, Sept. 24, ^80. 
Although the fubject of this let- 
ter is of no great public importances- 
it is fufirciently interesting to myfeU" 
perfonally, and has fufficient con- 
cern with the rights and dignity of 
your ftate to apologize for the liberty 
I take in thus addrefiing you.- The 
hiitory, Sir, is this-: Virginia, as art 
expedient to furnifh her quota of 
troops required by Congrefs, har 
parted a ftrange law, authorizing mi- 
litia officers to feize every perfon who 
has formerly ferved in the army, and 
cannot produce his difcharge, or fo 
at I*aitthe people at large are'pleaf- 
ed l to conitrue it. This law, or con- 
ftru&ion of the law, has been at- 
tended with a thoufand acts of in- 
juftice, violence, and every fpecies 
of enoraity. Under this pretext- 
they break into gentlemen's houfes, 
and even fei'ze on the perfons of re- 
figned officers'.—— -What rouzes thisr 
zeal, is, that every man 'thus feized 
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*nid thrown into prifpn, exempts a 
ciafs of fifteen from being drafted 
into the. militia, or pups a fum of 
money into their pockets, as the 
feizors have a right to fell, as a fub- 
ftitute, the man feized to any other 
clafs who has not been equally for- 
tunate in this fort of chance. Thus, 
from being the molt notorious har- 
bourers and prote&ors of deferters on 
the whole continent, the Virginian 
common farmers are become the mofl 
furious inquifitors, not only after the 
real deferters whom they had before 
protected, but after all thofe poor 
devils who had once ferved, but 
whofe difcharges are either unfortu- 
nately loft or worn out, which is the 
cafe of nine out of ten. Amongft 
their other feats, a party broke into 
my houfe, and laid violent hands on 
the only fervant I had in the world. 
This young man, Sir (his name 
Abraham Spur) was a foldier in Col. 
James Wefton's Maflachufetts regi- 
ment, inlifted on the 6th of Mav, 
1777, for three years, and of courfe 
his time expired on, the 6th of May 
Jaft. He was appointed to my guard, 
and in this capacity attended me to 
my houfe in Virginia. He made 
fundry applications to me for leave 
to return to his regiment before the 
expiration of his time, in order to 
receive a regular difcharge from his 
Colonel, and to fettle his pay arid 
his rations. As I had no other fer- 
vant, I prevailed on him to remain, 
as I propofed to go down myfelf very 
foon to Philadelphia, where I would 
take all blaine on myfelf for any ir- 
regularity ; that I would in the mean 
time write to his Colonel on tke fub- 
jeft, and (if memory does not fail 
me) I did write ; but probably my 
letter mifcarried, as has been the 
fate of moft letters either written 
from or addreJTed to our part of the 
world* This indignity, offered to a 
perfon of my condition, you may 
eafily conceive a good deal provoked 
pc ; but, however, I produced him 
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before a Juftice of Peace, who, not- 
withstanding the lad's affidavit that 
the time of his fervices were expired, 
and my offering, under any penalty, 
if he was a deferter, to deliver him 
over to the line to which he be- 
longed, obliged me to enter into a 
recognizance to produce him before 
the County Lieutenant- I accord- 
ingly did produce him before the 
Coqnty Lieutenant, who obliged rac 
to enter into another recognizance to 
produce him for the acceptance or 
non-acceptance of the Continental 
officer firfl* in rank then in the di- 
ftrid. Col. Morgan by name. I 
delivered him accordingly into the 
cuftody of Col. Morgan, who, as I 
expe&ed, would not receive him, 
and gave me a certificate, the fub- 
ftance of which was this : — That 
General Lee had delivered into his 
cuftody Abraham Spur, according to 
the obligation he had entered into; 
— that he was either no deferter, or 
he was ; if he was no deferter, he 
could not be apprehended as fuch> 
and that if he was a deferter, he 
certainly helonged to Colonel Wef- 
ton's regiment, and of courfe Vir- 
ginia could haye no claim to him, 
and as Gen. Lee had made himfelf 
refponfible to the line to which he 
belonged, he would have nothing to 
do with him. — This certificate, I 
concluded, would put an end to my 
trouble; but I was miftaken; the 
County Lieutenant would not re-de- 
liver the recognizance, but faid it 
mufl be referred to the decifion of a 
court-martial of the militia of Berk- 
ley county, whether this Abraham 
Spur (thus circumftanced) was to be 
confidered as a legal part of the 
Virginia quota or not. Now, what 
right a court-martial, compofed of 
tjhe militia officers of Berkley county, 
in Virginia, has to declare that a 
Maflachufetts foldier (fuppofing him 
to be a deferter) may be a part of 
the Virginia quota, I cannot con- 
ceive ; and I am tyre it will puzzle 
: ' all 
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all mortals but tfyemfelves to make 
Out the title. It is undoubtedly the 
duty of every public-fpirited citizen 
to apprehend thofe whom he has 
ftrong reafons to believe deferters 
from the public fervice ; but I con- 
ceive, at the fame time, that it is 
]the duty of every decent perfpn, if 
a gentleman of any rank and pro r 
perty gives fecurity for delivering 
over thofe, who are fufpecled, to the 
line t© which they belong, to be fa- 
tisfied with it. I beg, Sir, a thou- 
sand pardons for troubling you with 
this prolix hiftory ; but without fo 
minute a relation of the circum- 
ftances, you could not well under- 
fland the nature of the requeft I 
have to make, which is fimply this : 
That you will take- the troubje to 
prder an enquiry to be made, whe- 
ther this Abraham Spur, formerly a 
foldier in Col. Wefton's regiment, 
15 a deferter or not ; that if his time 
is expired, you will enjoin the Colo- 
nel to fend him a formal difcharge ; 
and if his time is not expired, to 
fend a formal claim on me for fcls 
Appearance, and I will make my- 
felf refponfible for it, or to find ano- 
ther man in his room. In propri- 
ety I qught not, perhaps, to trouble 
i man in your high and bufy ftation 
with fuch trifling matters, but rather 
addrefs myfelf to his Colonel; but 
as I know not where the Colonel is, 
or even if he is in exiftence, and as 
' I am not only warmly interefted in 
the affair myfelf, but think the right 
and dignity of your State in fome 
' meafure concerned, I flatter myfelf 
that you will not hefitate a moment 
in gratifying my requeft. In the 
mean time, Sir, \ am, with tr^e

Sir Henry Clinton, has au-, 
thorized me to raife a corps of cavalry 
and infantry, who are to becloathed, 
fubfiiled, and paid as the other troops 
are in the Britith fervice ; and thofe 
who bring in horfes, arms, or ac- 
coutrements, are to be paid their va- 
lue, or have liberty to fell them : to 
every ncm-commiffioned officer and 
private, a bounty of three guineas 
will be given, and as the Command- 
er in Chief is pleafed to allow me to> 
nominate the officers, I mall with! 
infinite fatisfaclion embrace the op- 
portunity of advancing men, whofe 
valour I have witnefled, and whofe 
principles are favourable to an union 
with Britain, and trut American li- 
berty. 

The rank {hey obtain in the King's 
fervice, will bear a proportion to 
their former rank, and the number 
of men they bring with them. 

It is expected that a Lieutenant- 
Colonel of cavalry will bring with, 
him, on recruit in.a reafon,abIe time, 
75 men.

mented their friendfhip ; whereas, 
you are now the prey of avarice, the 
(corn of your enemies, and the pity 
of vour friends. 

You were promifed LIBERTY by 
the leaders of your affairs ; but is 
there an individual in the enjoyment 
?f it, faving your oppreflbrs ? Who 
among you dare /peak, or write 
\v£at ije thinks, againft the tyranny 



which has robbed you of your pro^ 
perty, imprifons your perfom, drag* 
you to the field of battle, and is 
daily deluging ' your country with 
your blood ? 

You are flattered with indepen- 
dency as preferable to a redrefs of 
grievances, and for that ftiadow, in~ 
ftead of real felicity, are funk into 
all the wretchednefs of poverty, by 
the rapacity of your own rulers. 
Already you are difqualified to fup- 
port the pride of character, they 
taught you to aim at, and mull in- 
evitably fhortly belong to one or 
other of the great powers, their 
folly and wickednefs have drawn, in- 
to conflict. Happy for you, that 
you may ftill become the fellow fub- 
ject3 of Great Britain, if you nobly 
difdain to be the vaffals of France, 

What is America now but a land 
of widows, orphans, and beggars* 
And fhould the parent nation ceafe 
her exertions to deliver you, what 
fecurity remains to you, even for the 
enjoyment of the confolations of that 
religion, forwhich your fathersbraved 
the ocean, the heathen, and the wil- 
dernefs ? Do you know that the eye, 
which guides this pen, lately faw 
your mean and profligate Congrefs 
at Mafs, for the foul of a Roman 
Catholic in Purgatory, and partici- 
pating in the rites of a Church, 
againft whofe Anti-Chriftian corrup- 
tions, your pious ancestors would 
have witneffed with their blood. 

As to you, who have been foldiers 
in the Continental army, can you at 
this day want evidence, that the 
funds of your country are exhaufted, 
or that the managers have applied 
them to their own private ufes ?

the meafures neceffary to clofe the 
fcene of our afflictions, which, in- 
tolerable as they are, mull continue 
to increafe until we have the wifclom 
(fhewn of late by Ireland) in being

To the Honourable Mr. SuMNER. 
X2 amp at Rocky Ri<ucr t 03. io, 1780. 
" Sir, 
" I have the pleafure of handing 
you very agreeable intelligence from 
the weft. — Fergufon, the great par-r 
tizan, has mifcarried. This we are 
affured of from Mr. Bate,' Brigade 
Major^ to Sumpter's late command. 
The particulars from that gentleman 
Hand thus: That Colonels Camp- 
bell, Cleveland, Selby, Sever, Wil- 
liams, Brandon, and Lacey, formed 
a conjunctive body near Gilbert- 
town, confiftiug of 3000 men ; from, 
this body were fele&ed 1 600 good 
hprfe, who immediately went in pur- 
fuit of Col. Fergufon, who was mak- 
ing' his way to Charlotte ; our peo- 
ple overtook them, well pofted, on 
King's Mountain, and on the even- 
ing of the 7th, at four o'clock, be- 
gan the attack, which continued 
forty-feven minutes. Col. Fergu- 
fon fell in the action, befides 150 
men ; 810 were macje prifoners, in- 
cluding the Britifti; 150 of the pri- 
foners are wounded; 1500 Hand of 
arms fell into our hands. Col. Fer- 
gufon had about 1400 men; our 
people furrounded them. We loft 
20 men, among whom is Major 
Chroncelle, of Lincoln county ; Col. 
Williams is mortally wounded ; the 
number of our wounded cannot be 
afcertained. This blow will certain- 
ly affect the Britifh army confider- 
ably. The Brigade Major who. 
gave us this was in the adtiorL. 

"The above is true; the blow is 

great ; I give you joy on the occafion.

Kingftin, Qa. 16. The fchoonef 
Kingfton arrived on Tuefday from 
St. Juan. CoL Polfon, alfo Cap- 
tains Defpard and Bulkley, of the 
79th regiment, with Lieut, M'Lean 
or the Jamacia Volunteers, are come 
up in this veffel ; Col. Polfon is at 
prefent dangeroufly indifpofed, but 
by breathing a purer air, with the 
advantage of proper affiftance, it is 
to be hoped he will fpeedily recover. 
It is with concern we mention that 
the following officers are added to 
the number of thofe who before fell 
a facrifice to the inhofpitable cli- 
mate, viz. Capt. Gladowe of the 
Loyal Irifh, Capt. Colville of the 
79th regiment, Lieut. Charlton and 
Enfign Pleas, of the 60th, alfo Lieu- 
tenants Bromley, Hill,, and Denap, 
of the Jafnaica Volunteers ; Lieu- 
tenants George, Brown, and Wolf, 
lay dangeroufly ill when the fchooner 
-Kingfton came away. 

Sir Alexander Leith, with 200 
men, remained in : garrifon at the 
caiile ; it w'as however intended to be 
abandoned in a few days, the difor- 
ders that had proved fatal to fo.many 
ftill continuing to rage there with 
unremitting violence. Great part 
of the artillery hud been already fent 
down to the river's mouth, where 
Gen. Kemble is encamped with the 
greatefl part of the army; the re- 
mainder are at Black River on the 
Mufquito ihore. What further ope- 
rations are intended to take place, 
thnp will determine.

Refolved, That notwithftanding 1 
the rejection of every material re^ 
gulation, propofed to Parliament, 
during the laft feflion, for introduc- 
ing a more economical management 
of the public revenues, and effect- 
ing a proper diminution of the 
exceffive influence of the Crown, 
in conformity to the wifhes of the* 
people, and to the vote of Parlia- 
ment itfelf on the 6 th of April laft, 
this Committee doth confide in the

A PROCLAMATION. 
Whereas, notwithftanding the mo- 
deration of the Britifh Government, 
and his Majefty's unparallciled cle- 
mency to thofe of his deluded fub- 
jetts, who, from a fenfe of their er- 
rors, have returned to their duty and 
allegiance, there are feveral perfons 
of property in this province, who ob- 
flinately perfift in their guilty and 
treafonable practices, and are either 
in the fervice or acting under the au- 
thority of the rebel Ccngrefs ; or by 
abandoning their plantations, to join 
the enemies of Great-Britain ; or by 
an open avowal of rebellious prin- 
E ciples, 
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«ples r and other notorious acts, do 
mamfeft a wicked and defperate per- 
severance, in oppofing to the utmofl 
of their power, the re-eftabliftftnent 
of his Majeiiy's juft and lawful au- 
thority : And whereas it is a duty 
incumbent upon me to take all dac 
precaution to fecure the tranquility 
of his Majefty's government,, and 
the peace and liberties of his faithful 
and loyal fubjects in this province, 
and to prevent the wicked defigns of 
fuch ill-difpofed perfons, as are- above 
defcribed* from taking effect: And 
whereas it might be of dangerous 
confequence to fuffer fuch perfons to 
pbfTefs and make ufe of their eflates 
mthis province, thereby fumiihing 
them withi the means of carrying on. 
rfleir malicious and traitorous deHgns 
more effectually into execution ; and 
as it HJoewife appears to me both 
juft and expedient, that tke property 
which they have voluntary flaked iw 
'fupport of rebellion, fhould now be 
applied, on our part, to defray a 
portion of the expences occafioned by 
the obftinate delinquency of their 
faction. I have therefore thought 
fit ilTue this proclamation, to notify 
to all. peribns concerned, that I have 
ordered the eftates, both real and 

* pertbnal^in.this province, belonging 
t& the wteked and dangerous traitor* 
above defcribed, to be fequeftered ; 
and I have coniHtuted and appointed 
John Cruden, Efq. to be Comnaif- 
iioner to execute the purpofes of this 
proclamation, with full power and 
authority, on receipt of an order or 

'warrant under my hand, or the hand 
of the officer commanding the Britifh 
forces in this province, or of the Com- 
mandant of Charles-town, and. not 
otherwife, to take into his charge, 
cuftody and pofleflion, the eftates, 
both real and perfonal, of thofe who 
have abandoned their plantations, 
to join the enemies of Great-Britain ; 
and of the efta^s, both real and per- 
fonal, (not included in the capitula- 
tes of Charlcs-»Own). of thofe in the 



fervice, or acting under the authority- 
of tho rebel Congrefs ; and of the ef- 
tates, both real and perfonal, of thofe 
perfons, who, by an open avowal of 
rebellious principles, or by other no- 
torious acts, do manifsll a wicked and 
defgerate perfeverance in oppofing, 
to the utmofb of their power, the re- 
eflablifhment of his Majefly's jufV 
and lawful authority : And the faid 
Cbmmiffioner (hall, within the ;erm 
of twenty-one days after execution 
of every fuck order or warrant aoovcf* 
mentioned* by feizure of the eifcate* 
or property therein defcribed, caufe 
notice thereof to be publifhed in 
three fucceflive news-papers, that no* 
perfon concerned* may plead igno- 
rance qf the fame ; and the like term, 
is allowed' for the removal of poflef- 
fow from, the premifes fofeized. Ami: 
to the effd, that this truft of fo great 
importance be duly and faithfully 
admin ftlered for the public benefit,. 
I do hiftreby flrictly require and en- 
join, that the faid coirinuwoners doth, 
in every cafe of the feizure of pro- 
perty, whether real or perfonal, forth- 
with tajce upon, the fpot, (if in the 
country) in prefence of two perfons 
acting either, as. fold officers? or cap- 
tains of militia under his Majefty'* 
government, and (if in town) in 
prefence of two creditable free- 
holders, an exact inventory of the 
property fo ; feized, which they are 
iereby required to lign; and it is to 
be kept and produced by the Com- 
miffioner, as a voucher on the exhi- v 
bition of his accounts. And where- 
as it is dictated by humanity and 
companion, that due and reafonable 
confideration be had for the families 
of the traitorous offender^ whofe pro-* 
perty is neceflarily become the object 
of this Proclamation, I have autho- 
rifed and directed the faid Commif 
fioner to pay, for the fupport and* 
maintenance of families, confifling 
of a wife and children, one-fourth 
part of the nett annual product ol, 
Wic feized eftates refpectively, and 

one-; 
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<9ne-rlxth part where there ii a wife 
and no children, as jthe cafe may be ;* 
provided they are refident, and con- 
tinue to be re fi dent, within this pro- 
vince ; and the receipts and acquit- 
tances of the partiei (hall be, and 
are hereby directed to be, confidtred 
fufficient vouchers to the faid Com- 
miffioner at the fettlement of his ac- 
counts. And it being highly expe- 
dient, that accounts of all perfonal 
property, and of the iiTues and pro- 
duce of all eftates, confiding of land, 
negroes, cattle, and of every fpeotes 
of property, feized by virtue of this 
Proclamation, he kept in the moft 
clear and diftinlt manner poffibie : I 
.do hereby direct^ That the faid £om- 
miffioner do keep particular and fe- 
parate accounts of all property, real 
and perfonaj, under the names $f the 
perfons who were fuppofed and ac- 
knowledged to be the proprietors at 
the time of feizure : and I do Jiere r 
by further direct and require the faid 
pommiffioner to make up a general 
account of the expence of manage- 
ment, and of the amount of the 
fale and difpofal of all property what- 
soever, that mail come into his hands, 
which is to be laid before the Com- 
mandant and Board of Police of 
Charles-toW, every fix months, or 
oftener, if it (ball appear neceffary 
«nd practicable; and he (hall be 
thereunto required, during fuch 
time as the faid eftates mall remaia 
under fequeftration : and the Com- 
mandant and Board of Police are 
hereby directed ancl required to in- 
fpecl the raid accounts with all con- 
venient difpatch ; and if they appear 
to them to be juft and right, to grant 
a certificate thereof to the faid Com- 
miffioper ; and the faid Commiffioner 
is hereby further required, Hpon fuch 
certificate being granted, to pay the 
balance arifing from the above de- 
fcribed ertates, into the hands of the 
Pay-m after-general of his ^ a J e ^ s 
forces, or his Deputy, tq be applied 
(0 the purpofe beforc-mcn*}©nea, or 



in any other manner that may%e di- 
rected by his Majefty's Commiflione** 
for reftoring peace to America, or 
the Commander in Chief. And I do 
hereby declare, that any perfon or 
perfons obftrucling or impeding the 
faid Commiffioner in the execution 
of his duty, by concealment or re- 
moval of any property he may be au- 
thorifed to feize, er otherwise, (hall, 
on conviction, be punimed as aiding 
anrf abetting rebellion ; and if any 
perfon or perfons (hall make difco- 
vcxy where any effefti are concealed, 
or attempted to be carried away, or 
fhafl give any neceflary information 
to the faid John Cruden, Efq. fi> 
that effe&s belonging to a perfon 
whofe eftate is fequeftered, may b* 
fecured, the perfon or perfons giv- 
ing fuch information (hall be moft li- 
berally rewarded : And all officer*, 
civil and military, and all other per- 
fons whatfoever, are ftriclly enjoined 
and required to aid and aflift the fiud 
John Cruden and his deputies, in 
the execution of the trull repofed in 
hlvru And whereas certain limited 
orders and powers have been given 
by me to Colonels and Commanding 
Officers of militia, in fome few of 
the diftricls of this province, to feize 
the horfes, cattle, negroes, and pro- 
viKJons of perfons concerned in the 
lai revolt, more particularly defcrib- 
ed in the faid orders, and to apply 
the (ame, under certain regulatjpn*

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faid: I do now hereby require and 
command them, initead of reporting 
to me . their proceedings, as above 
directed, to tranfmit to the Com- 
mandant of Charles -town, within 
tiie term of fourteen days after the 
diftribution of the property feizei, 
•particular accounts of all fuch pro- 
perty feized, and of its application 
and. difhibution,. in writing, which 
, are to be figned by the Colonel or 
Commanding Officer of the militia, 
and by the twelve men of the neigh- 
bourhood who condemned the pro- 
perty, and ordered diftribution of the 
fame ; and that they do tranfmit ex^ 
aft duplicates of the faid accounts, 
figned in the manner above directed, 
£t the fame time, to John Cruden, 
Efq, the Commiffioner named in this 
Proclamation, tp be lodged in his 
, office at Charles-town, to the end 
that it may appear and be afcertained 
how the property feized, under the 
above-recited orders, hath been ap- 
plied and diftributed.

Cornwallis. 
By his Lordfhip's command, 
J, Money, Aid^de-Camp. 

Savannah (Georgia) 
Sept,. 23. We have received the 
following agreeable intelligence from 
Augulta: 

" On the morning of the 14th 
inrr. about nine o'clock, information 
was received that the Americans were 
at hand. Cornel Brqwn's iirft ob- 
ject was to join a number of Indians 
encamped about three miles off, 
propofing afterwards to act in con- 
junclion with them as circumftances 
fhould direct ; and had fcarce done 
fo, when he learnt that the Ameri- 
cans had conic in by the Savannah 



road, afid were advancing ' en his 
rear. Upon this he immediately 
faced about, and returned by a quick 
march to attack them. When he 
got in fight of the place, formerly 
Mackay's, they had attacked the 
guard placed there. Colonel Brown 
niftantly gave orders for the men to 
be formed in a field to the left of the 
road, which being obferved by the 
Americans, drew the fire of their 
rifles. Two .pieces of artillery were 
then ordered to play, and the enemy 
to be charged, to get pofTeffion of 
the garden hill, which was immedi- 
ately complied with. The Indians 
pn the left behaved well. 

** One of the pieces of artillery, 
which was placed to play in a fmall 
clearing to the right of that where 
the regulars drew up, was furround- 
ed ; the other was brought up to 
the Garden hill, and the belt ufe 
poffible was made of it. The action 
now became warm, and was well 
difputed for about a quarter of an 
hour, when the Americans gave way, 
except a party which ftole through a 
thicket to get upon the rear ; this 
party being charged, fled after giv- 
ing one fire, which killed fome of 
the men. The Indians fcpured the? 
thicket, and brought in fome killed 
and wounded. It was then thought 
advifeable to take port at the houfes, 
which hadjuft been effected, when 
the enemy's riflemen began again to 
Are, which was conftantly returned 
for about two hours, and did them 
much damage. About one o'clock 
they went down the town in queft of 
plunder. Nothing further of con- 
fluence happene4 that night* Next 
morning began to throw up a fmall 
ditch within. Intelligence was brought 
about twelve o'clock that the Ame- 
ricans had their head-quarters at CoK 
Grierfon's Fort, and were mounting 
cannon. At one about 50 Cherokee 
Indians fhewed themfelves on the op- 
pofite hill, and got into the garri- 
fon ; and as foon as they were fur-;

nifhcd with arms and ammunition 
the Americans were difcovered ad- 
vancing. The men and Indians were 
inftantly ordered to their pofts. Th« 
enemy having come up began to 
fire with the artillery. Warmly en- 
gaged till night, and the Americans 
fired a number of fcattering mot 
during it, which killed and wound- 
ed fome officers and men. From 
that time no perfon could be fent 
out, nor did any get in till the 18th; 
every five or fix hours a heavy dis- 
charge from the enemies artillery, 
which did much damage to the build- 
ings, &c. The greateft diftrefs arofe 
from being without water, every 
avenue which led to it being expos- 
ed to the fire of the Americans. In 
other refpecls the fituation was alfo 
difagreeable ; dead men and horfes 
all about the yard — wounded men 
and prifoners taken the firit day cal- 
ling out continually for a doclor and 
water, neither of which was it pof- 
fible to procure for them. That 
evening a flag was Ifent in by the 
Americans, Summoning Col. Brown 
to Surrender to the commander of 
the army of the United States; inan- 
fwer to which, this gallant Britifh 
Commander, warned them of the 
deftru&ion they were bringing on 
the Ceded Lands, and told them, 
he would do his duty as an officer, 
by defending himfelf to the laft ex- 
tremity. Another letter was fent in 
by Clark, who commanded the Ame- 
ricans, threatening Col. Brown, that 
he muft be anfwcrable for the con- 
sequences of his temerity, and de- 
claring that he was determined to 
fubdue him at th« rifk of all his 
men. Col. Brown in reply wrote 
to him, that if he had nothing fur- 
ther to offer, upon the return of the 
flag, hotfilities would commence a- 
fiefh. 

: " The officer fbon returned, and 
in a ihort time after the Americans 
began a very heavy fire from their 
artillery and /mall arms, in which 



the Iofs of the garrifon was but 
Small ; they continued it for about 
an hour, and lefs or more of it dur- 
ing the night. Juft before day-break 
it was repeated and returned, when 
the fog clearing away, they drew 
off. Although it was conjectured 
they were induced to make the de- 
mand they had done the night be-- 
fore, in confequenca of information 
they muft have received of the gar- 
rifon being about to be relieved, 
yet it was not known within when 
that might happen till Monday laft 
about eight o'clock in the morning, 
when Col. Cruger, with a party of 
troops and militia, was perceived 
on the oppofite hill, and at the fame 
time the Americans were feen run- 
ning off. They kept a few rifle- 
men firing for about an hour longer, 
during which time Col. Cruger fent 
over, defiring Col. Brown's opinion 
about the mode of trolling, Sec. 
That being fettled, and a fire com- 
menced from the flanks and front 
to facilitate his getting over the ri- 
ver, and through a hollow way, the 
Americans went entirely off; and 
by the time Col. Cruger got the 
the firit of his people over, part of 
the garrifon had fallied out, and 
brought in two pieces of artillery 
and foine prifoners, one of whonv 
(Henry Dukes) of the Ceded Lands, 
was inftantly hanged. The Indians 
now went out in numbers to purfue 
the fugitives, killed many of them, 
and took a number of horfes, &c. 
Col. Grierfon, with a party of re- 
gulars and fome Indians, proceeded 
to the town, killed a few Americans 
in his way, and took fome pri- 
foners." 

*' Col. Brown was wounded in 
both thighs at the beginning of the 
action. The greateft lofs in killed 
was the brave and worthy Capt. 
Johnftone, of Col. Brown's corps, 
who received a mortal wound in the 
beginning of jhe firft action, and 
died that night, univerfally regretted 

by 
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by the whole corps, as an officer of 
freat merit and expectation, and no 
«loubt will be bv every friend of 
Government. Two or three other 
officers were wounded, but likely to 
recover. The number of mn-com- 
auflioned onicers and privates who 
lave fufrered cannot now be afccr- 
aained, but it is not confideraWe; 
and the Indians have loft a great 
axanymen* The Americans fuftered 
feverely, and their lofs muft greatly 
exceed ours. The Americans ap- 
peared to be about 500 or 600, 
though they fay themfelves 1300." 



fruity sjf Amity and Commerce be- 
tween the Republic of Holland and 
the United States of Ameried* 

[The preamble recites, that the 
land contracting States of Holland 
aw£ America, wiihtng to e flab li Hi a 
treaty, of commerce, have refolved 
to fie it on the bafis of a perfect 
cqaality, .and the reciprocal utility 
aaaJIag from the equitable laws of 
alree trade; provided that the con- 
firaeling parties fhall be at liberty to 
admit, as they think good, other 
•ations to partake of the advantages 
arifcng from the faid trade Actu- 
ated by the above equitable princi- 
ples, the forementioned contracting 
jkij ties have agreed on the following 
articles.] 

Art. I. There fhall he a permanent 
onalterable, and univerfal peace and 
amity, eftabliihed between their 
High MightinefTes the feven Pro- 
vinces of Holland, and the United 
States of North America ; as well 
as between their refpective fubjects, 
iflands, towns and territories, fitu- 
ate under the jurlfdiction of the re- 
spective ftates above-mentioned, and 
their inhabitants, without any dif- 
cncHon whatfoever of perfons or 
Jexes. 

U. The fubjefts of the United 
Provinces of Holland (hall be liable 
tidy to fuch duties as art paid by 



the natives and inhabitants of North 
America, in all the countries, ports, 
iflands, and towns belonging to the 
kid States; and mall enjoy the 
rights, liberties, privileges, immu- 
nities and exemptions in their trade 
and navigation, common to the faid 
natives and inhabitants, when the 
fwbjects of Holland fhalf have ocr 
cafion to paf* from one American 
State to another, as well as wheij 
bound frotn thence to any part of 
'the worlds 

IIL The privileges, &c, grantee} 
by the forgoeing article to the State*. 
of Holland, are, by the prefent T 
confirmed to the inhabitants of North 
America, 

IV. The refpedive fobje&s of the 
contracting parties, as well as^thaf 
inhabitants of the counties, iflands, 
or towns belonging to the faid parties, 
fhall be at liberty, without produce 
ing a written permiftionv private or 
public, pafs, to travel by land or 
water, or in whatever manner they 
think bed, through the kingdoms, 
territories, provinces, Sec, or domi- 
nions whatever, of either of the con- 
fedrated ftates, to have their free 
egrefs and regrefs^ to remain in the 
faid places, and during the whole 
time oc at liberty to purchafe every 
thing necenary to their own fubfift- 
ence and ufe: they fhall alfo be 
treated witlj every mark of recipror 
cal friendfhip and favour* Provided 
neverthelefs, that in every circum- 
ftance they demean themfelves in 
perfect conformity with the laws*. 
ftatutes, and ordinances of thofe faid 
kingdoms, towns, &c where they 
may fojourn; treating each other 
with mutual friendfhip, and keeping 
up among themfelves the moft per- 
fect harmony, by means of a con- 
stant correfpondence. 

V. The fubjects of the contracting 
powers, and the inhabitants of all 
places belonging to the faid powers, 
fhall be at liberty to carry their fhips 
and goods (fuch as are not forbidden 
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by the law of the r*fyd$farc States) 
into all ports, places, Sec. belonging, 
or tarry, without any limitation' of 
time : to hire whole hoofes, or in 
part : to boy and parchafe from the 
manufacturer or retailer, either in 
the public markets, fairs, &c. all 
forts of goods and merchandize not 
forbidderf by any particular law; 
to open warehoure* for the fate of 
goods and effe&s imported from other 
parts : nor mail they be at any time 
forced, again ft their confent, #o bring 
tke faid goods and wares to the* mar- 
kets and fairs ; provided, neverthe- 
less, that they do not difpofe of them 
by retail, or elfewhere: they fhall 
not, however, be liable to any tax 
•r duties, on this or any other ac- 
count, except thofe only which are 
*> be paid for their mips or goods, 
according to the law* and cuftoms of 
<he refpe&ve States, and at the rate 
ftipulated by theprefent treaty. More- 
over, they mall be entirely at liberty 
fio depart, without the leafl hindrance, 
(this extends alfo to their wives, 
children, and fuch fervants who may 
be defirou* to follow their mafter) 
and to take with them all goodr 
bought or imported at any time; and 
for fuck places they may think pro* 
per, by land, or fea, or rivers, or 
lakes;- all privileges, laws, conten- 
tions, immunities, &c. to the con- 
trary notwithitanding. 

VI. la* regard to religious wor- 
(hip, the moft unbounded liberty 
fhall be granted to the fubje&s of the 
&id Confederate States, for them- 
selves and families. They fhall not 
be compelled to frequent the church- 
es, fcc. but fhall have full liberty to 
perform divine fervice, after their 
own manner, without any molefta- 
tfon in either church or chape!,, or 
private houfes (aftrtis fortius) it is 
farther provided, that any fubje& of 
ane of the contracting powers dying, 
in any place belonging to the other, 
ihall be interred in decent and con- 
veoic&t places, allotted for th:tt pur- 



pofe r a»o> tei fine, tTrat m> infirft 
ihall, at any time, or in any manner 
whatever, be offered to the dead or in- 
terred bodies. 

VII. It is further agreed anA 
fettled, that in all duties, imports, 
taxes,- Sccj laid on goods, perfons, 
merchandize, &c. of each and every 
fubjecl of the contracting powers, 
under any denomination whatfoever. 
the faid fubje&s, inittbiraats, &c 
ihall enjoy equal privileges, fran- 
chifes, immunities, either in the 
cortrts of juftice, and in every mat- 
ter of trade,- commerce, or any other 
cafe, and (hall be treated with the' 
fame favour and diftinclion hitherto 
granted, or hereafter to be granted 
to any foreign nation whatfoever. 

VIII. Their High; Migbtineires, 
the States-General of the Seven 
United Provinces, fhaH ufe the molf 
efficacious means in their poWer, to* 
protect the mips and goods belong- 
ing to any of the United States of 
America, be tkey private or public 
property, 1 when in the ports, road <v 
or leas adjoining the faid iflands, Arc- 
belonging to their faid High Mighti- 
nefles, and to ufe all their endeavours 
to bring about a reftitution to be- 
made to the owners^ or their agents, 
of all ve/Tels and goods ccpturcd 
within their jurifdiclion ; and the 
(hips of war belonging to their Ai£ 
High MightinefTes, fhall take under 
their protection, and convoy the fhip* 
belonging to the faid Americaa 
States, or any of the fubje&s or in- 
habitants thereof, following the famf 
courfe, and defend the faid fhip as 
long as they fail in company, agam& 
all attacks, violence, or opprelTioa, 
in like manner as they are in dutr 
bound to defend the fhips of their 
High MightmefT- r the Seven United 
Provinces of Holland. 

IX. By this article, the fame ob- 
ligation is laid on the American- 
States, in favour of the (hipping, Sec* 
belonging to thofe of Holland. 

X. Their High Mightihefles the- 
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States of Holland (hall interpofe, and 
tmploy their good offices in favour of 
the faid American State?, their fub- 
jects and inhabitants, with the Em- 
peror of Morocco, the Regaoues of 
Algiers, Tunis, and Tripoli, and all 
along the coaft of Barbary and Afri- 
ca, and with the fubjects of the faid 
powers ; that the mips, &c of the 
laid American States, be as much as 
poflible, and to the beft advantage, 
protected againft the violences, in- 
fults, &c. depredations of the above- 
faid Princes and fubjects on the coafl 
of Barbary and Africa. 

XI. It fhall be permitted, and 
granted to each, and cve\y fubject 
and inhabitant of the contracting 
powers, to leave, bequeath, or di£ 
pofe of, in cafe of ficknefs, or at 
their death, all effects, goods, mer- 
chandises, ready money, &c. being 
their property, at or before their de- 
ceafe, in any town, inland, &c. be- 
longing to the refpective contracting 
^powers, in favour of fuch perfon or 
perfons, as' they may think proper* 
Moreover, whether the faid fubjects 
ihould die after having made fuch 
wills, or inteflate, their lawful heirs, 
executors, or adminiilrators, dwell- 
ing in any part of the poffefTions of 
the contracting powers, or aliens 
coming from other countries, mail 
be at liberty, without hindrance or 
delay, to claim, and take pofTeffiori 
of all fuch goods and effects, con- 
formable to the refpective laws of 
each country. Nor fhali their right 
be difputed, under pretence of any 
prerogative, peculiar to any feparate 
province, or perfon whatsoever. Pro- 
vided, neverthelefs, that the claim 
to the effects of a perfon who died 
inteftate, be fupported by fuch proofs 
as the laws of either of the contract- 
ing powers have provided in fuch 
cafes ; all laws, ftatutes, edicts, droits 
d'Aubine, &c. to the contrary not- 
with flan ding. 

XII. The effects and property of 
the fubjects of either of the contract- 



ing powers, dying in any town, 
iflancf, &c. belonging to the other 
fhall be fequeftered for the ufe of the 
lawful heirs and fucceffors of the de« 
ceafed. The council, or public mi- 
niiler of the nation, to which the 
perfon thus dying belonge4, fhall 
take an inventory of all fuch goods, 
effects, papers, writings, and books 
of accounts of the deceafed. The 
faid inventory to be delivered into 
the hands of three merchants of 
known and approved integrity, who 
fhall be nominated fcr the purpofe of 
acting as truftees to the heirs, execu- 
tors, Sec, or creditors of the deceafed : 
nor fhall any court of judicatures in- 
terfere, unlefs the faid, heirs, &c- 
. mould require it in the due cpurfe of 
law. 

XIII. The refpective fubjects of 
the contracting parties, fhall be at 
liberty to choofe for themfelves ad- 
vocates, attornies, notaries, folici- 
tors and agents ; to this end, that 
fuch advocates, &c. fhall, by the 
judges of the courts aforefaid, be 
called in, if the faid judges fhould, 
by the parties, be required fo to do* • 

XIV. The merchants, command- 
ersj or owners of fhips, failors of 
every denomination, ihips or vefTels, 
effects, and goods in general, be- 
longing to either party, or any of 
its fubjects or inhabitants fhall, at no 
time, for any private or public pur- 
pofe, by virtue of any edict what- 
soever, be taken, or detained in the 

.countries, ports, iflands* &c. belong- 
ing to either of the contracting par- 
ties, to be employed in the fervice to 
forward military expeditions, or any 
other purpofe j and much lefs for the 
private ufe of any one, by violence, 
or other means made ufe of to .mo- 
left or infult the faid fubjects. It is 
further ftrictly forbidden to the faid 
fubjects, on both fides, not to take 
away, violently, the property of each 
other; but, the confentofthe pro- 
prietor once obtained, they fhall be 
at liberty to purchafe, paying ready 
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honey For the fame. This article, 
however, is not to be underftood as 
extending to fuch cafes* where the 
feizure fhall be made", or the em- 
bargo laid by the authority of the 
legislative power for debts incurred, 
or crimes committed, which fhall be 
tried by the due courfe of law. 

XV; It ' is further provided and 
agreed, that all merchants, com- 
manders of mips, and other fubjects 
belonging to their High MightinefTes, 
the States of the Seven United Pro- 
vinces, fhall regulate their private af- 
fairs by themfelves, or by fuch agents 
as they may chufe, in all and every 
place within the jurisdiction of the 
United States of America : nor fhall 
they be compelled to employ; or pay 
any interpreter or brother, but fuch 
as they think fit to appoint* More- 
over, in the lading, or unlading of 
fhips, the matters fhall not be obliged 
to employ perfons appointed for that 
parpoie, by public authority ; but 
fhall be at full liberty to do it them* 
felves, or call In the affiilance of any 
one they fhall chufe, without being 
liable to pay any fee or retribution 
to any body clfe. Neither fhall they 
be compelled to land any particular 
merchandize, to put them on bodrd 
other fhips, to take others on board 
their own, without their free con- 
tent ; or to remain laden longer than 
they mall think proper. The fub- 
je&s and inhabitants of the United 
States of America, fhall fully enjoy 
the fame privileges in all the domi- 
nions of the States of Holland. 

XVL In cafe any difpute; or con- 
troversy fhould arife between the 
matter of a fhip arid his crew, be- 
longing to v one of the two nations, 
and then in any port within the do- 
minions of the other, concerning the 
payment of wages, or any other 
matter to be determined by the civil 
law, the magiftfate of fuch port, or 
place, fhall only require the defend- 
ant to deliver to the plaintiff, a de- 
claration under his hand, and wit-

ne'fTed by the faid niagiftrate ; by 
which, the faid defendant fhall bind 
himfelf to appear, and anfwer the 
complaint laid againft him, before a 
competent judge in his own country. 
This being done, the faid crew fhall 
not be permitted to leave the fhip, or 
prevent the mailer from following his 
courfe. The merchants of ei:her na- 
tion, fhall be aathorifed to keep their 
books in what language and man- 
ner they may think beft, without the 
leaft hindrance or moleflation. But, 
in cafe it fhould be neceflary, in or- 
der to fettle a point of la^, for them 
to produce their books, they fhall 
bring them into court for examina- 
tion ; in fuch a manner, however, 
that neither the judge, nor any one 
elfe, whatfoever, fhall be permitted 
to perufe any article in the faid books, 
but fuch as may be abfolutely necef- 
fary to afcertain the authenticity and 
regularity of the faid books. Nor, 
fhall any one, under any pretence 
whatever, prefume to force the faid 
books and writings from the owners, 
or detain them : cafes of bankruptcy 
alone excepted. 

XVII. The fhips of either nation,* 
bound to the refpeftive ports, fhall, 
upon a juft caufe of being fufpefted, 
either in regard to their deflinatioa 
or their cargoes, be obliged to pro- 
duce, either at fta, in the roads, or 
ports, not only their pafTpprts, but 
alfo certificates, witnefling that<hd 
goods they have on board are not 
prohibited by the refpe&ive laws. 

XVIIL If, upon fuch certificates 
being produced, the examining party 
mould difcover that fome of the 
goods mentioned in the bills of lad- 
ing are prohibited by this treaty, or 
bound to fome port belonging to 
the enemy ; in fuch cafe it fhall not 
be lawful to break into any part of 
the fhip, or force any trunk, boxes, 
barrels, &c. nor even to difplace any 
part of the cargoes (whether fuch 
fhip belongs to Holland or Ame- 
rica) to come at the faid goods, 
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which are hot in airy ways tx> be 
fearched until they are landed in* pre- 
tence of fame officers of the Admi- 
ralty-court, who fhall enter a verbal 
procefs about them. Nor fhall it be 
permitted to fell,. exchange, or adul- 

■. terate the laid goods in any wife* 'till 
the law^'ihall have taken its* courfe, 
and the* matter be determined by the 
Sentence of the*fefpe£Hve Admiralty- 
courts, pronouncing them feizable ; 
the fhip and other parts of the cargo 
not prohibited by the treaty fhall not 
be detained, under the pretence .of 
part of the lading being condemned,. 
and much lefs con h* feat ed as lawful 

. priaesy But, in cafe part of the 
targo thcmld confift of the faid pro- 
Iwbited goods, and the mafier of the 

• Ihip-thall confent to deliver them up 
immediately, then the captor, hav- 
ing taken out of the faid ihip. the 
prohibited goods, fhall permit the 
Wiailer to continue his courfe to the 
place of his destination : yet, if all 
the prohibited goods could not be 
taken on board the captor, the* lat- 
ter fhall, notwithstanding the mailer's 
free tender of the faid goods, bring 
the former into the neareii port, . 
where it fhall be produced iu man- 
ner aforefaid. . 

XIX. It is agreed on thecontrary, 
that all effects, &c. of any fuhjecl 
o£ either ftate, found on any ftiip 
taken from an enemy, fuch . effecl> , 
fcc- though they be not prohibited. 

..by any article of this treaty* fhall 
be confidered a$ lawful prize, and 
be difpofed of as if they belonged 
xo the eneiny:. (except only in ckfe 
the war fhould not have been, pro- 
claimed, or not come to the know- . 
ledge of the proprietor* of the faid, 
effects, Sec,) which, in fuch cafes 
only, fhall not be liable to be con- 
fifcated, but be immediately return- 
ed to the owners without any delay,, 
upon their making good their claim ; 
proyided, nevertheless* that the (aid 
goods-are not of the kind which are 
prohibited; nor will it be lawful to 



ihip them afterwards,* for a*hy O^tke* 
enemy's ports. The two contracting 
parties agreeing, moreover, that fix 
months, from the dateof a decla- 
ration of war, will be confidered as 
a fufikient notice to the fubje&s of 
eifher State, whatever. quarter of the 
world they may crtne from. 

XX. In order to provide further 
for thefafety o§ the iu-bjecls on- both 
fides, that neither of tile parties may 
•be annoyed by the armed fhips or 
privateers belonging to the other, 
during the courfe of a wary parti- 
cular injunction's fhall be laid upon 
the Commanders of fhipy aircr pri- 
vateers, &c. Sec, to the refpeciive 
fubjees of the contracting powers^ 
not to *vex or offer any iaokflation 
.to any one of them ; and, in cafe 
of failure,* herein* theofFending party 
fhall be punifhed, and compelled sor 
make good .the damage, their per- 
fons and fortunes arifwering for tke 
fame. ' - 

XXJ; All fhips L ajid effects retaken 
from privateers or pirates, fhall hi 
carried into forne of the ports be- 
longing to either State, and return- 
ed to the owners, upon their giving 
fatisfadlory proofs of their right tor 
t4ie faid recaptures.* 

XXII. It fhall be lawful for all 
commanders of fhips of war, pri- 
vateers,; &cvto carry off freely all 
ihips , and efFe&s .taken from th« 
enemy, without, being fubjeel; to pay 
any duty Or duties to the Admiralty 
or other courts ;. nor fhaij fuch 'prises 
be liable to be detained Or fei^ed 
upon iti any of the port? of the re- 
.£pecUve States; the parching officer* 
ITiall not be permitted, to vint or 
fear.ch the faid prizes : the captors 
whereof will be at* liherty to put 
back to lea, and convoy the prizes 
wherever they are directed to be car- " 
ried i as fpecifed in the orders given 
to the commanders of fuch lhips,. 
privateers, &c. which they Jhall be 
obliged to produce. But all t&e 
ports- of both States fhall be (hut 
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againft all prices made on the fubjecls 
of either: and in cafe fuch prizes 
and captors fhould be driven to fome 
ef the- faid ports, by ftrefs'of Wea- 
ther, every means mail be emf>k>y*d: 
to haften their departure. 

XX UI. In cafe any mips, boats,. 
fcc. fhoukl be wrecked or otherwife 
damaged on the coails of either of 
the contracting States, all aid and 
aftiftance mall be giyen to the di/V 
trefled cre*s, to whom paiTes and 
free-conduct : fhall be granted for. 
their return into their own country. 

XXIV. If a fhip or mips, either 
of war, or employed for that pur- 
pofe of trading, by one of the States, 
mould, by ftrefs of weather, immi- 
nent danger from pirates, enemies r 
Sec. be compelled to take fhelter in 
any ports, rivers, bays, &c. belong- 
ing to the other, they ihall be. treat- 
ed with all rjumanity, friend/hip; 
and moifc cordial protections . Leave 
fhall be granted them to tal£e in pro- 
visions and refrefhmenjs at i reafon* 

' able rate, and to purchafe whatever 
they may'ftand in need of, either for 
themfelves or for the purpofe of re- 
pairing the damage they may havfl 
fuffered, and alfo for the continna- 
tion of their voyage. No obftacie 
whatever fhall be laid in their way 
to ftop or detain them in any of the 
faid ports, &c« whence they mail be 
at liberty to fail, whenever, tfyey may 
think fit. ' 

XXV. In order to pt?c commerce 
in the moft> flouriffcing ftate, it is 
agreed, that, in cafe a war mould at 
any time break out between the con- 
tracting parties, fix months Jhall be 
allowed to the rafpective fubjects for 
them to retire witH their families 
and property, to whatever place they 
may judge proper: alfo to be at li- 
berty, during the ab<5ve fpace of 
time, to fell or otherwife difpofe of 
their goods and chattels, without 
the leaft hindrance Or moleftation. 
But above all, it is provided, tha't 
the faid fubj eels ihall not be detain- 



ed, by arreirment or feizure." Om 
the contrary, during the aforefaid fi$ 
months, the refpeetive States, and 
their fubjecls, or inhabitants, fhalji 
have good and fpeedy juftice done 
to them; fo that, during the fiid 
time, they may recover their goods 
and effects, Ayhether they be in the' 
public funds, or in private hands.- 
And, if any part thereof fhould hap-' 
pen to be embezzled, or that any 
infult or wrong fhould have been- 
offered to the fubjects, &c. of either 
States, the offending party fhall give 
immediate and convenient fatisfac?' 
tion for fuch embezzlement, wrong 
or infult. * 

XXVI. The fubjecls, fcc. ofeithep 
States fhall abftain from requiring 
or accepting any commiffion? or letf 
x*rs of marque from any power then, 
at war with either of faid States, : 
fo as to command armed fhips againfl 
either, and to their detriment; and 
if any individual, belonging to either, 
fhould, fail herein, he fhall be dealf 
with as being guilty of piracy. 
. XXVII. It fhall not be lawful for 
any privateer, not belonging to either 
of the contracting parties, which' 
might be furnilhed with commiiHon, 
or letters of marque from any power, 
in actual enmity with either of them ? 
to fit out their* fhips in any-port be- 
longing to the faid States, therein 
fell their prizes, or make in any wife, 
an exchange of their faid fhips, mer- 
chandize, goods or effects, being the 
whole or part of the cargo contain- 
ed in the aforefaid captures. Nor 
fhall the faid commanders be per- 
mitted to take in pfovifions, but juft 
as much as wilienable-them to reach 
a port, neareft to the dominion p>f 
their employers* 

XXVIII* Subjects and inhabitants 
of both the contracting parties fhall 
-be at liberty to navigate their fhips 
(without any diftinfiion of owners, 
to whom the cargo or cargoes may 
belong) from all ports whatever be- 
longing to the powers, that then are, 
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or afterwards may be in amity with 
cither of the aforementioned States? 
as alfo to tpde in their way to or 
from fuch places, ports and towns 
belonging to the' enemies, of either, 
partyf whether' the laid place be, 
within the jurifdiclion of one or 
more powers. It is alfo hereby fh~ 
pulated, that the freedom of fhip- 

Eing will be extended to the cargoes, 
t elonging to the refpective fubjecb 
pi* inhabitants of the faid States, 
though the whole, or part of the faid 
Cargo fhouid be the, enemy's proper- 
ty. This privilege is alfo to be con* 
ftructcd as extending to ajl perfons 
Whatever, on board the faid fhips 
(the military in the enemy's fervice 
.only excepted) as well as con^ra- 
fiand goods. 

1 XXIX. This article contains a 
large enumeration of the goods pro- 
hibited, to be carried to the enemy, 
which comprehends all manner of 
warlike ftores. It gives alfo an ac- 
count of fuch gdods as may be law* 
fully exported, namely cioathing and 
other manufactured goods of Wool, 
cloth, fillc^ &c. &c. the matters em- 
ployed in* manufacturing the fame ; 
told and filver either coined or in 
bullion, all forts of metals, corn and 
feeds, fpices, tobacco, meat, fait or 
fmoaked, and every kind of eat- 
ables;' in fine, fhip timber, fails, 
canvas and every effects whatever not 
Jafhioned in the fhape of any too! 
or warlike inflrument usually em- 
ployed in war, cither by fea or land, 
all the aforefaid goods aiid wares 
fhall at no time be looked upon as 
contraband, and may be carried by 
the fubjecls and inhabitants of the 
confederate State?, even to places 
belonging to the enemy- then at war 
with ^either party, excepting only 
fuch towns and places, which might 
happen .to be befieged, furrounded 
or blocked up at the vtime of flip- 
ping off, for their ufc, the faid wares 



XXX. Ih order to prevent all dif» 
fentipn and difficulty which might 
arife between the fubjects of either 
State, in cafe one of them mould 
go to war with fome other power or 
powers, the fhipping, &c, belong- 
ing to the other party, (hall be pro* 
vided with letters or paffes, fpeci- 
fying the name, cargo, and bur T 
then of the fhip, together with the 
Captain or matter's name, and the 
place of his refidence. That thug 
$ may appear that the fhip, &c. be- 
longs truly to the fai^fiibje&s and 
inhabitants, The faid pafs to be 
worded as fhall be mentione4 at the 
end of this prefent treaty, 
" Thofc letters, or paffes, mall be 
renewed every year, if the bearers 
ihould return to the fame port with-, 
in that time. It is further agreed, 
that befides the aforefaid paffes cer- 
tificates fhall be given, mentioning 
every part of the cargoes, the re- 
fpective places from and to which 
fuch mips may be bound. The ftid 
certificates to* be drawn up ih the 
ufual form, before the officers of the 
place from whence the faid fhips is 
to fail, the faid officers fhall be a{ 
liberty to mention, by name, if they 
think it expedient, the Owners of 
the cargo or cargoes. 
' XXXI. The commanders or own- 
ers "of fhips belonging to the con* 
{ratting parties, errtering into any 
of the roads of either of the faid 
States, who may not thinfc proper to 
enter into' port; or, when entered, 
will not chufe to unload either the 
whole or part of their cargo, fhall 
not be compelled to declare in what 
it confifb, unlefs a well-grounded 
fufpicion fhouid arife, on fome evi^ 
*deht circumflarjces of their being 
laden for the enemy, or carrying 
from one of the* confederate State* 
to the other, any prohibited goods ;; 
in which cafe, fash commanders, 1 
owners orinhabitants, fhall be obliged 
to ihew their pafiports and certify 
s' ;-» catc& 
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cates, drawn up in the manner here- 
after mentioned. 

XXXII, When the fhips, belong- 
ing to either State, foiling coail- 
ways, or othcrwife, fhall be met by 
the "(hips of" war, privateers, &c. of 
(he other party, in order to pre- 
vent mifchief, the latter mail keep 
put of the reach of the guns, though 
it will be lawful for them to fend 
their boats to board the above faid 
merchant-men, not fuifering above 
two or three men at a time to get on 
board to them ; the mailer, or com- 
mander of faid fhips, fhall prefent 
his paiTports, conformable to the te- 
nor hereafter recited. After which, 
the faid fhip, or merchant-man, fhall 
be at full liberty to continue its 
voyage, withoutbeingfearched, chac- 
ed, or obliged to alter its courfe, or 
otherwife molefted under any pre- 
tence whatfoever. 

XXXIII. It is further agreed, that 
all goods and effects whatever, being ' 
once put on board of a fhip, or 
mips, belonging to either of the con- 
tracting parties, (hall not be liable 
to a fecond vifit, or fearch, after hav- 
ing undergone that which muft pre- 
cede the lading of fuch fhips; as all 
prohibited goods muft be flopped 
On the very fpot, before they are fuf- 
fered to be carried on board the fhips 
belonging to either party ; the fame 
hot being liable to any other kind 
of embargo for the aforefaid caufe.

William Lee, about a twelvemonth 
ago, in the prefence of Mr. William 
Stokton ; and as he is fhortly to ar- 
rive himfelf, I have made no diffi-

" Sir, 

** I had the prteafilre of writing to 
you the 51ft of December laft, and I 
fend you at prefent cdpies of what I 
wrote to you, as I did at fort; Mr.

which prevented his depart, and the 
ice hindering all veflels from failing 
from hence, I had no opportunity of 
giving you any advice of my lateff 
negoeiatioAs here. This letter will 
be delivered to your Excellency by 
Mr. George Nixon; he will com- 
ftu nicate t& you a copy thereof by the 
firft opportunity, as Toon as he ar- 
rives at St. Euftatia. 

" I fhall likewife fend you a copy 
of the coifefoondence between Mr. 
Chamont and a gentleman Whom I 
engaged here to write to him on the 
ftbjed of the two ihips built hefe ; 
by whkh' yotf will fee, that it was 
nfever ferioufry intended to fell the 
ikid ihips to me.

" Mr. Franklin has npver return- 
ed me an anfvver. I thought tha£ 
the arrival of Mr. Adams at Pari*' 
was a good opportunity to revive thi* 
affair. I consequently wrote to him, 
as well as to Mr. Izard, and Mr. A/ 
Lee, that they fhould addrefs them- 
felves to Monf. de Sartine, and to 
the Count de Vergennes, Miriirters 
at Verfailles, to endeavour to obtain ' 
the faid veflels, by offering to pay 
the prime coft, of to take them by 
appraifemtnt of four impartial per- 
fons, to be chofen here by the two 
parties ; efpecially as I had already 
removed here all difficulties, having 
fuccours promifed to me from high 
authority, and as I could fit them out 
either as Dutch property for Euftatia, 
or as American property for any other 
port. But the anhvers I received laflf 
riight from thofe gentlemen, obliged 
me to give up the flattering hopes of 
fending you two of the fineft veffel* 
in the world, of one hundred and 
eighty-fix feet keel, fit to carry 
twenty-eight thirty-fix pounders upon 
one deck. And though they drew 
too much water for our bar, they 
would certainly not have tarded to* 
take fome veflels which would have 
anfwered our purprtfe. Not that I 
fear that thefe gentlemen Will not dd 
all in their power to affift me in this 
affair, and fome others; but* they 
forefee that this requeft, in cafe it 
fhould be granted, might perhaps 
involve me' in other difficulties. 

" There are feveral veflels in the 
pbrt of France which would fully an* 
fwer our purpofes ; but th« difficul- 
ties which I haye already experienc- 
ed, fully convince trie that I fliall 
not obtain any fnccours.' It is for 
this reaforf that I have refblved this 
morning to' employ all your money 
in purchafing bar-iron, nails, cordage,

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medicines, iron hoops*, and all that

rthe quantity of the (mall articles, 
and in cafe I fhould have any money 
remaining, I intend to employ it in 
purc'-.aSng woollen clotji, linen, fhoes, 
blockings, and hats for our troops, 
and to fend all thefe effects, as foon 
as poflible, by different veflels, to St. 
Euftatia, from whence you may draw 
them, by your orders, whenever you 
fhall think it convenient. It will, 
perhaps, he necefTary to iniure here 
the articles which appear to be de- 
fined for large fhips,, in cafe they 
mould happen to be taken by the 
English, as well as the cables and 
anchors. 

" MefTrs, Nicholas, and Jacob 
Van Staphorft, merchants here, will 
do the bufinefs, and they have pro- 
mifed me a credit of thirty thoufand 
florins (very likely I fhall be able to 
get more from them, on my own 
credit) untif you; come yourfelf K as I 
blow defire you* to do, which fum, 
with Mr. ScreipreiferV loan- and your ' 
ftwn money, will make up a hand- 
fome . fum, to accompliih the laid, 
views, ami fave the State fome lofs^ 
on the plan propofed by your. Excel- 
lency to procure it a. good marine,, 
Pardon me,, if I. fpeak my fentiments 
at preient, on what may actually be' 
done. 

"If the State perfifb in the refo- 
lution, of having a good marine, 
tke three frigates ought to be built 
at Philadelphia, Bofton and Port/- 
moutb % in Neiv HamfjBire, The op- 
position I have met with in France 
prove* dearly to me s that they never 
bad an. intention that America Jhould 
ba<ue a marine y otherwife they would 
certainly have fold the ten fhips which 
were here lying empty, fince-' that' 



would not have dimimfhed their 
flrength, which they made a plea of 
laft fpring, when I propofed to them 
a plan, by which Georgia would 
have been delivered by laft May; but 
even then, they refufed to let us have 
one fiip . 

'* Captain Yoyner has done every 
thing in his power with refpect tor 
your affairs* ami he will return to 
St. EuAatia by the- £**ft good oppor- 
tunity, as will all the other officers. 
I will follow him immediately ; may 
I, on that account, defire your Ex- 
cellency to fend Captain Yoyner's 
orders, that he may find- them at St. 
Euftatia, under cover taMr. Anfon, 
( and the governor of that place, or. 
to whom you pleafe. I fhall have 
great pleafure to find myfelf equally 
honoured with- your orders, and to 
know how the goods ought to be 
fhipped there. I thjnk, with your 
pejmriffion, that if two or three conti- 
nental- frigates were fent here to take 
them, that would be a more certain* 
method ; but I cannot know it till 
after I am arrived these, and I fhali 
place them in the warehouses of good, 
merchants, 

" I have not been honoured with 
a fingle line from our government 
fince the 31ft of January, 1779, fo 
that I am at prefent obliged to act 
without orders, not doubting that 
you and my country will readily give 
me credit for acting to the belt of 
my judgment for yourinterefh, and 
that you and they will approve of my 
conduct- fince that approbation is- 
the only rtcompe nee to which I have 
looked in 1 all that I have been able" 
to effect by m.y feeble endeavours. 
Pleafe God! I- fhould have been able* 
to have done more, if the courage of. 
your pretended friends had <not beem 
greater than that of your real ones ; 
I am very certain I fhould have been* 
with you arlong time before this with' 
an ample fuccour, but I have the; 
confolation to reflect, that T frave' 
done as much' as any perfon feat 
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from America has been able to effect 
in Europe, to obtain credit for a 
State (South Carolina) which was 
confidered at the time I negociated 
the loan, as entirely in the pofleflion 
of the enemy. 

" I have had many interviews 
with the lenders, and the brokers in 
thofe affairs, would have procured 
me, in fix weeks, a million of florins, 
at fi<ue per cent* interefi, for ten or 
fifteen years, if the powers with which 
I was inverted had been authorized 
by our government, and to their fa- 
tisfa&ion. However, I have made 
them promife, that if the guarantee 
of Congrefs* for which I now write to 
your Excellency, mail arrive whilft I 
remain here, they will advance the 
faid million on that fecurity, until 
Che full powers and guarants, fuch 
as I inclofe, which are of their own 
compofition and tranflated by their 
notary, fhall come over. I now fend 
you the Dutch original and the 
tranflation, for your approbation, 
and the Dutch original and an Eng- 
lifh tranflation of the guarantee of 
Congrefs. ' If I were at this moment 
in pofleflion of fuch papers, I could 
get four millions of florins, which 
makes about three millions of Caror 
lina currency at five per cent, pay- * 
able in fifteen years, viz. nothing for 
fhe firft ten years, bxx% one million 
every year afterwards, until the 
whole was paid. The intereft pay- 
able every year; The broker's com- 
miflion or premium, as they call it 
here, is from one to two per cen fc, 
on the capital at the time of your re- 
ceiving it ; one per cent, the mer- 
chant's commiflion, for ncgociating 
the bufinefs, and one half per cent, 
on the annual intereft, and one per 
cent, commiflion on the reimburfe- 
ment of the capital ; which together, 
would carry the intereft to about five 
and a quarter per cent, a year. 

" The objections which they make 
againft my prefent full power is, that 
it is therein fpecified, for three fri- 



gates, and that there Is a lomplka* 
don in faying, that I may negotiate 
any indeterminate fum, inftead of 
naming the 'fixed fum. This want 
of fpecific preciiion affecls them to 
that degree, that I cannot give them 
aay fatisfaclion. 

*' Your Excellency is at prefent 
informed, upon what condition the 
fum in qucftion may be procured, in 
cafe the State fhould be in want 
thereof. If the laft fhould 'be the 
cafe, and if the conditions are ap- 
proved of, it would be heft to fend 
a fit perfon here with fuch full powers 
and guarantee, in fending two or 
three copies after him ; or elfe to 
fend the faid documents to Meflrs. 
Nicholas and Jacob Van Staphorft, 
merchants here, or to fome other 
good, folid Dutch houfe here, with 
ydur orders how the faid money is to 
be employed here. But as the faid 
Meflrs. Van Staphorft have laid the 
foundation of this affair, I leave it to 
the judgment of your Excellency, 
whether it would not be bc/t to in- 
tra ft them with the execution thereof. 
I have had dealing with them for 
above ten years, and I am jnformccl 
that they are generally looked upon, 
as a very folid Dutch houfe, of a 
good capital, and known integrity. ' 

" I have an opportunity of Know- 
ing what is doing here ? and I hare 
received from perfons of refpeclable 
authority the intelligence fpecified in 
the paper annexed. f ne Dutch have 
defigned thefq nine months to have a 
perfon here, authorifed by Congrefs, 
hot that they would receive him as a 
public Minifier ; but they are very 
anxious to have the moft accurate in- 
formation, and fuch a perfon might 
have laid the foundation of a treaty 
with us, until affairs fhall become to 
greater maturity, he might alfo have 
been able to gjot money here*. The 
objettipa againft the aclual lean of 
money for the Congrefs here is, that 
it does not proceed £irec"Uy from 
America ; an4 td ufe the language 
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of the Qld Dutchman, it u to be 
franchifed, 

" I am perfuaded, that if the 
Prcfi<Jent Laurens arrives here foon, 
he will find a reafonable and ample 
fum. I have taken the liberty of 
acquainting the noble Continental 
£on'grefs on what terms. I am fure 
of" being able to borrow here a fuffir 
cient fum at about five and quarter, 
or five and a half per cent, including 
all expences. 

u lam in hopes of receiving foon 
advices from you, if not, I fhalj 
continue as mentioned above, and do, 
as well as I can, making all the dif- 
patch .in my power to return home. 
I could have wifhed that my fate had 
been to remain in America, efpe- 
cially as I fhould have willingly fup- 
ported all the fatigues, and, with a 
good heart, braved all dangers, in 
preference to the plan of begging, 
which the neceffity, occafioned by 
frequent deceptions, has forced me 
to adopt. 

" I mod fincerelv wif}i ypu health 
and happinefs, and remain with due 
refpecl, Sir, '

"Sir, 

" As I have been the firft, or rather 
tjie only one amongfl the members of 
our State, who has dared openly to 
fypport the American caufe, and tha$ 
at a time, when their fuuation was 
yery problematical, I haften, not to 
be the Iafl tQ congratulate you on 
^e happy fuc<?ejTs, with which Pro- 



vidence has been pleafed to reward 
you. 

" The joy I felt on hearing of the 
capture of Qeneral Burgoyne's army 
(an epocha which will ever {hine in 
the annals of America and of liberty) 
could not be exceeded, except b£ 
that I experienced by the concluuon. 
of the treaty between France and the 
Republic of the United States of 
America, who by thofe means is. 
placed on a level with the other in- 
dependent powers of the world. 

" Be perfua4ed, Sir 7 that I have 
often fhed tears, and very fincere 
ones, when, particularly at Long 
Iujand, the good caufe, which you 
have fo glorioufly fupported, feemed 
to give way before the iniquitous- 
Tribunal, where force alone holds 
the place of arguments ; and no one 
has taken a more (incere and cordial 
intereft in the events, which, in all 
human appearance, will foon crown 
the juft defires of your brave citi- 
zens. 

\* Since I have not the honour tQ 
be personally known to you, permit 
me, Sir, in order jo convince you of 
my fentiments, and to point out 
wherein I have had the happinefs ta 
ferve the American caufe, to prefent 
you an exaft tranflation of a memot 
rial, by which I oppofed, with all my 
endeavours, the King of Qreat Bri-^ 
tain's demand, in regard to the 
Scotch brigade in our fervice. How 
happy mould I have been, if my ne- 
gative voice had been attended to, as. 
the fprm of our government requires, 
in fuch cafes ! How pleafed mould 
I have been, if I could immediately 
have prevented a ftep fo contrary to 
wholefome and humane policy ! All 
that my advice, printed at different 
times, could operate, has been to; 
caufe a great fenfation on the minds 
of many, although I have had the 
pleasure to fee nearly the fame idea 
adopted by the province of Holland, 
on the advice of one or two cities, 
particularly Amfterdam; for after 
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the deliberations had been (purpofely 
it is faid) drawn to an extravagant 
length, (without, however, confeffing 
as I had done, the juilice of the in- 
furrecYion of the American people) 
they finally declared, that they would 
yield the brigade on condition that 
his Majefty fhould not make ufe of 
them out of Europe, and would 
nuke a demand of then} in form, 
not to the provinces in particular, 
through the intervention of the 
Prince Stadtholder, but by his Mini- 
* ller to the States General. 

As to my memorial, I had it in* 
jferted in the regifter or journal of 
my province. I alfo intended a 
proteft, by which I intended to ex- 
pofe in a fair view the nullity of the 
coafent given by a plurality of votes, 
in a cafe which reauired unanimity; 
but on the 14th of March, the year 
following, the AfTembly thought 
proper, on the frivolous pretence, 
that it contained^ indecent expreffions 
(which, however, they did not par- 
ticularize) to reject it, tyitb fermif- 
fion, not<witbJlanding t to frefint ano- 
ther, wherein I Jbould mention only 
what direaly regarded the fubjeB of 
the deliberation, and mtbing effenfhve* 
You conceive, Sir, that having, 
by my birth, a right to vote in the 
^iTembly of the States, I difdained 
to accept a fermijjion from my equals, 
of which I had no need; for which 
reafon I rejected it with contempt, 
until I fhould have an opportunity 
of defending myfelf in public again!* 
fome pamphlets, in which I had been 
unmercifully ahufed, and even threat- 
ened with the vengeance of the King 
of England, whom, in their opinion, 
I had greasy injured. This wiihed- 
for opportunity happened, f he Ob- 
fervations, and the Additional Ob- 
servations of t>r. Price, appeared. I 
have Dutch tranflations of them, to 
which I added prefaces, in which, 
witnout entering into controverfies, 
I collected all what Locke, Hutche- 
(00, Burgh, in^his Political Dif^ui- 



iitions ; and you, Sir, in your excel* 
lent letters to Governor Shirley, have; 
faid moll interefting, in regard to the 
rights of the people,— Colonies,— 
the aftual conftitution of the Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, and particu- 
larly of the corrupted Hate of the 
Houfe of Commons. 

New contefts, which happened in 
fupport of the fundamental laws, 
which are openly neglefted; labo- 
rious and fervile burthens, with which 
the country people are aggrieved 
continually, altho* they have redeem- 
ed themfelves from it by money : — - 
ajl this gave birth \o pamphlets, 
which, indeed, gaye me an oppor- 
tunity of informing the public with 
the unworthy manner in which I 
was treated ; but, notwithftanding, 
did not prevent me from feeling, 
with all its force, what Pope fays in 
his EfTay on Man, ep. 4, 

" Gondemn'd in bufinefs or In arts to drudge, 
u Without a fecond or without a judge j 
" Truths would you teach, or ferve a, fink- 
ing land ? . 
" All rear, none aid you, and few under- 
stand." 

" Yes, Sir, it is now fix years 
fince I have fupported, without the 
leaft affiftance, an oppofirion hereto- 
fore without example in my coun- 
try ; but I can no longer continue 
fuch an infupportable way of life. If 
a wife, and a child of above eleven 
years of age, whofe education can* 
not permit me to leave my country, 
had not detained me here, I aflure. 
von, Sir, that* I fhould long ago 
have offered my blood in fervice to 
the United American States. Here- 
tofore I have not had it in my pow- 
er to ferve her but with my weak 
voice and my pen ; but if I can be 
ufeful, in any manner compatible 
with the engagements I ftill have 
with my country, I beg you will 
difpofe of me with all the confidence 
that a man deferves, who made no 
difficulty to declare, as I did in the 
Preface to the Additional Ob/er<va- 
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fhfis laft year, (and long before 
$he fuccefs of General Gates) that 
whatever might hfe the 'fcctfs, he 
waould always regard it as a glory 
And honour, to fya<ve openly and in his 
public cbaratlety protected the caufe of 
the Americans, which he ft ill regarded 
as that of all the human kind, 

" Animated with fuch, fentiments, 
I have long ago endeavoured to con- 
vince our monicd men that the cre- 
dit of America, having for its foun- 
dation the revenue of a country, 
rich in its productions, and fupport- 
ed by a government truly repub- 
lican, has. infinitely more folidity 
than that of England, who, totter- 
ing nnder the weight of an enormous 
national debt, has no other depend- 
ence than the advantages of a pre- 
carious commerce, and no other fup- 
port than a real defpotic and auk- 
nvara f government ; but I have not 
yet found a fum worth offering to 
you, for which reafon I take liberty, 
Sir, to propofe for your conffder-. 
aeon, whether it would not be pof- 
fible thar Congrefs mould propofe 
conditions fo advantageous and fe- 
•cure, whereby the Dutch might find 
their account, and be induced to 
difpofe of their funds in England, 
and place their money in America? 
Cnld not Congrefs make a fundamen- 
tml Jaw never to reduce the intereft y 
mritb*ut offering to pay the principal? 
It is for want of fuch a meafure, 
that France has loft its credit with 
Holland to fuch a degree, that to. 
Jtay knowledge, one of the principal 
brokers here lately declared, that he 
would not be able to procure ioo 
livrcs to that crown. — Secondly, 
could not Congrefs engage to give 
fuch an intereit, and for fuch a 
number of years, fo that our monied 
men, on calculation, might find that 
it would be their advantage to fell 
their funds in England, even at the 
low prices now currant, and fend 
their money to America? This 
would be the moft efficacious, and 



the moft humane method of waging 
war againft your antagonift, and 
would ferve to difengage more and 
more this nation from Great-Britain, 
and to attach them to the Unitetf 
American States. If this idea me- 
rits the attention of fo' enlightened a 
politician as you are, and "that I 
may be ufeful to you, be pleafed 
to let me know it in time. I have 
friends and acquaintances rich and 
powerful. I perhaps may perfuade? 
them — I fay perhaps. 

" I beg your pardon for the tire- 
fome length of this letter, and de- 
fire you will believe me to be, withj

" I took the liberty to write yon 
a letter, dated ZwoII, April 28, this 
year, and was about writing you a 
fecond, to enquire if you- had re- 
ceived the firft, when I found my- 
felf honoured with a letter from his 
Excellency Mr. Jonathan Trumbull, 
Governor, &c. of the State of Con- 
necticut, dated at Lebanon, Junes 
27, 1777, inclofed in another, dated 
Philadelphia, July 22, of the fame 
year, which a Dutch gentleman, fet- 
tled in America, named Gofwinus 
Erkelens, direfted to me, at the re- 
queft (according to his own words) 
of the Prefident and members of the 
Honourable the Congrefs; the origi- 
nals of thofe letters were fent by 
Congrefs under cover *o you, the 
duplicate and tMplicate by the Weft 
Indies. This one I only received 
laft Tuefday; fome accident muft 
have happened to the two, others. 
Not being able now to comply 
with the requeft of Mr. Erkelens, 
without firft fpeakirtg to fome per- 
fons' -whom I muft go to out of this 
province, and to whom I cannot 
write, having ho correfponderice with 
them, and that only in a few days X 
. '• ' ' ' ' ' '*. can 
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can execute the plari t have formed. 
I beg, Sir, that as foon as poffible, 
you will be fo kind as to inform hw 
Excellency the Governor, that his 
letter, which fully rewards me for 
what I have fuffered by meddling 
with the American affairs, and that 
of Mr. Erkelens, have at lait reach- 
ed me, and that I fhall not delay 
my anfwer in the manner directed 
by Mr. Erkelens, viz. the original 
to you, and the fecond and third by 
way of the Weft Indies.

" After having a few* days ago 
difpatched the ill and 2d of the 
above, one by way of Paris, and the 
other by the Weft-Indies; and al- 
though I had fealed this jd, I can* 
not help adding this poftfcript. 

u This is the happieffc defcriptiori 
of the Englilh government in its 
prefent corrupt ftate that language 
coold invent; it is in truth " a 
really defpctic and aukward govern- 
ment." 

" I had, in order to give example, 
placed about 20,000 livres Freich 
money in the negociation for the 
United States, in the hands of Meflrs. 
Horneca and Fkeaux. I had fuc- 
ceeded in perfuading forae people of 
my province, and I expected to have 
the fame influence in others, .where 
1 have connections. The credit of 
America can only gather ftrength by 
degrees, and*as the number of per- 
fons inclinedvjto trull them augments, 
fo that, in my opiaio*, it would be 
more advaafageous, in the actual 
conjuncture, Uf procure one hun- 
dred thoufend livres, furnifhed by 
yo perfons of different parts of the 
country, than even a million fur 
aimed by one fingle perfon. I be- 
gan to' rejoice on the. perfpe&ive, 
whifh appeared very flattening; bun 
the letters lately arrived from Lon- 
don, threw the aiarm on all fides, 



lt The people in America aredif-v 
guiled with the new Congrefs, of 
32,000 el efts, only 600 were found 
willing to take the oath of abjura- 
tion.

their country:" Sec, For want of 
information, I can only anfwer to-'. 
thofe queitions by another: "■ Why; 
don't the Spaniards, who are power- 
ful and eftaolifhcd nation,* drive the 
Englilh fronv Gibraltar?" I remind ; 
them, that New- York and Newport 
are two Gibraltars, but they always 
conclude by faying, xt that the Ame- . 
ricans do not defend themfelves with ; 
the fame aalmoiity and fury, "that 

the 
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the Dutch did when they revolted 
againft the Spaniards, and the Swit* 
zers againft the Germans; that no- 
thing has yet been done in America, 
comparable to the fieg£s of Haerlem, 
Leiden, and feveral cithers of our 
cities, or to the battle of Morgar- 
ten iri Switzerland/' — I repeat,, Sir, 
that I am forry to find fuch objec- 
tions daily made, to which I can- 
not anfwer, for want of information.

Seeing that the abondant publka* 
lions about rebellion, rrealon # and 
treafonable practices againft tie State 
(as difcovered from Mr. Laurens's 
papers) have femewhat fubfided, it 
may not be ami is to rectify a few mif- 
takes concerning a gentleman whole 
name has been held out, mt much 
to his advantage* 

Mr. Temple did #0/ go out with 
the Commissioners to North America* 
as bath been generally fuppofedf he. 
did not leave England till near two 
months after the Commiffioners had 
failed ; and it was long before he ar- 
rived in that country that they had 
failed in their conciliatory attempts 
the Congrefs having ratified the treaty 
of alliance, and plighted their faith 
with the Court of France, before the 
Commiffioners arrived at Phil add* 
pbia.

Mr. Temple had but very Jrefe 
knowledge of the Commiffioners $ 
Governor Johnftone was in ill health' 
the few weeks that Mr. Temple wae 
at New- York, and he never Caw 
Lord Carlisle and Mr. Eden buc 
once, and thca oolv for a fhort vifit. 
If (as fomqrpeople have taken the li- 
berty to fuggeft) bribery and corrup- 
tion was any part of their bufinefs in 
that country, Mr. Temple was an ear 
tire roranger to it, Mr. Temple ma/ 
flatter himfelf that hi* character ia 
iuch, that the Commiul oners never 
could have expected to derive any af- 
fiftance from him by any dishonourable 
means ; and he may be as happy i* 
npt doubting that the people of his 
own country have full and fufficient 
confidence m the inflexibility of his 
honour and his integrity. 

Mr. Temple went out an avowed 
friend to his country; he appeared 
as fuch upon all and every occafion 
while he was there (the honourable 
testimonials, lately published, from 
General Washington, the Governors 
Livingfbn, Trumbull, Powell, and 
others, fupport the facl) and he re- 
turned to England precifely in the 
fame fentiments with which he went 
out, all which Lord North ftrfonaUj 
knows from that gentleman. 

Mr. Temple was no negotiator in 
America on the part of jhe Commif- 

H .a " fieners. 
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ftoneri, or of any one of them, nor 
fjid he carry a fentiment or an idea 
from them, or from any of the Bri- 
tifh Minillers, when he went i\to 
the United States, as he declared to 
the feveral powers in thefe States 
when he was admitted. Mr. Temple 
mod cordially wifhed for peace, and 
w^s heartily glad when he was in- 
formed that_/i*ir, boneJ} r and honour- 
able terms 1 were going tp be offered' 
to the ConVrefs.'and Kimfelf requeft- 
e^d to pre cede (though unfortunately 
hf did not) and appflfe them of it.

Paris, Dec. 14..' Sir Jofeph Yorke, 
Ambaflador extraordinary and Pleni- 
potentiary of his Eritanuick Majefty, 
has prefented to the States-General 
the foIIowlhg"riTemonar: 

*** r High and Mighty Lords ! 

"The Uniform conduct of the 
King towards the republic; the 
friendfhip which hath fo long fub- 
filled between the two nations ; the 
right of fovereigns, and the faith of 
the moft folemn engagements, will 
decide, without doubt, the anfwer 
of your High-MightinefTes to the me- 
morial which the under-figned pre- 
fented, fome time ago, by exprefs 
order of his court. It would be to 
miftrnft the wifdom and the juftice 
of your High Mightinefles, to* fup- 
pofe that you could pauie a moment 
in giving the fatisfaftion demanded 
l?y his Majefty. 

" -As the refolutions of your 
High Migh^inerfe of the 17th of 
November, were the refultof a de- 
liberation which regarded only the 
interior of your government, and did 
not enter upon an anfwer to the faid 
Memorial, the only remark to be 
made r oh thofe refolutions is, that 
the principles which have dictated 
them; evidently prove the. juftice of* 
the demand made by the King. 
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c< In deliberating upon that me- 
morial, to which the under-figned 
here requires, irr the name of his 
court, an immediate and fatisfaclory 
anfwer in every refpect, your High 
Mightineffes will doubtlefs confider 
that the affair is of the laft impor- 
tance; that it relates to the com- 
plaint of an offended Sovereign ; that 
the offence, for which he demands 
an exemplary puniibment, and a 
complete fatisfaclion, is a violation 
oftheBatavianConftitution, of which 
the King is a guarantee ; an infrac- 
tion of the public faith; an attempt 
againft the dignity of his crown ! 
The King has never imagined that 
your High Mightineffes had approv- 
ed of a treaty with his rebellious 
fubjects. That had been raifing the 
buckler on your part; a declaration 
of war. But the offence has been 
committed by the magiftrates of a 
city which makes a confiderable part 
of the State ; and it belongs to the 
Sovereign Power to punifh and give 
fatisfaftion for it. 

" His Majefty, by. the complaints 
made by his Ambaffador, has placed 
the punifhment and reparation in 
the hands of your High Mightineffes ; 
and it will not be till the laft ex- 
tremity, that Is to fay, in the cafe 
of a denial of juftice, or of filence, 
which muft be interpreted as a re- 
fufal, that the King will take them 
upon himfelf,

(L. S.) Through the whole courfe 
of our reign, our conduct towards 
the States-General of. the United 
Provinces has been that of a fincere 
friend and faithful ally. Had they 
adhered to thofe wife principles which 
ufed to govern. th« Republic, they 



muft have (hewn themfelves equally 
folicitous to maintain the friendship 
which has fo long fubfifted between 
the' two nations, and which is ef- 
fential to the interefts of both : from 
the prevalence of a faction devoted to 
France, and following the dictates of 
that court, a very different policy has 
prevailed. The return made to our 
friendfhip, for fome time paft, has 
been an open contempt of the molt 
folemn engagements, and a repeated 
violation of public faith. 

On the commencement of the defen- 
five war, in which we found ourfelve* 
engaged by the aggreffion of France, 
we fhewed a tender regard for the inte- 
refts of the States-General, and a de- 
fire of fecuring to their fubjefts every 
advantage of trade, confiftent with the 

freat and juft principle of our own 
efence. Our Ambaffador was in- 
ftru&ed to offer a friendly negoriati- 
on, to obviate every thing that might 
lead to*a difagreeable difcuffion; 
and to this offer, folemnly made by 
him to the States-General, the 2d of 
November, 1778, no attention was 
paid. 

After the number of our enemiej 
increafed by the aggreffion of Spain, 
equally unprovoked with that of 
France, we found it neceffary to call 
upon the States-General for the per- 
formance of their engagements. The 
Fifth Article of the perpetual defen* 
five alliance between our Crown and 
the States-General, concluded at 
Weftminfter the 3d of March, 1678, 
befides the general engagements for 
fuccours, exprefsly ftipulates, ** That 
that party of the two allies that is 
, not attacked, fhall be obliged to 
break with the aggreffor in two 
months after the party attacked fhall 
require it:" — Yet two years have 
paffed, without the leaft afliftance 
given to us, without a fingle fyllable 
in anfwer to our repeated demands. 

So totally regardlefs have the 
States been of their treaty with us, 
that they readily promifed our ene- 
mies 
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•tries to obferye a aeHtrafity, in di^; 
re& contradiction to thofe engage* 
ments; and whilft they have with- 
held from us the fuccours they were 
bound to furnilh, every fecret af- 
filbance ha* been given the enemy, 
and inland duties have been taken 
off, for the fole purpofe of facili- 
tating the carriage of naval ftores 
to France. 

In direct and open "violation of 
treaty, they fuffcred an American 
Pirate to remain feveral weeks in 
one of. their ports; and even per- 
mitted a- part of his crew to mouot 
£uard in a fort in the Texel. 

In the JLaft Indies, the fubje£b of 
the States General, in concert with 
prance, have endeavoured to raife 
«p enemies again ft us. 

In the Weft Indies, particularly at 
£t* Euftatius, eatery protection and 
a&ftance has been given to our re- 
bellious fubje&s. Their privateers 
are openly received into t4e Dutch 
fcarbours, allowed to refit there, fup- 
plied with arms and ammunition, 
their crews recruited, their prizes 
brought in and fold, and all this in 
drreft violation of as clear and fo- 
lemn flipulations as can be made. 

This conducl, fo inconfiftent with 
all good faith, fo repugnant to the 
Icwfe of the wifeft part of the Dutch 
nation, is chiefly to be afcribed to 
the prevalence of the leading ma- 
jiftrates of Amsterdam, whofe fe- 
cret correfpondence vyith our rebel- 
lious fubje&s was fufpected long be- 
Ibre it was made known by the for- 
tunate difcovery of a treaty, the iirft 
article of which is : — 

" There (hall be a firm, invio- 
lable, and univerfal peace, and fin- 
cere friendihip, between their High' 
MightinefTes the Eftates of the Se- 
ven United Provinces of Holland and 
fbe United States of North Ame- 
rica, and the fubjtcls and people of 
the faid parties; and between the 
countries, iflands, cities, and towns, 
£toate under the jurifdiftion^of the 



£aid United States of Holland, and 
the faid United States of America,, 
and the people and inhabitants there-* 
of # of every degree, without excep- 
tion of perfons or places." 

This treaty was figned in Septem- 
ber 4778, by the exprefs order of 
the Pensionary of Amfterdam, and 
other principal magistrates of that 
city.— ^They now mot only avow thq. 
whole tran faction, but glory in it; 
and exprefsly fay, even to the States 
General, that what they did "ww 
what their iadifpenfible duty rer 
quired." 

In the mean time, the State* Ge* 
neral declined to give any anfwer to> 
the memorial presented by our Am* 
baftador ; and this refufal was ag- 
gravated by their proceeding upon 
other bufinefs, nay upon the conll- 
deration of this very fubje£fc to in- 
ternal purpofes; and while they, 
found it impoflible to approve thi 
condufl of their fubje£b, they ftill 
induftriouily avoided to give us th# 
fatisfa&ion fo manifeftly due. 

We had every right to expeel that 
fuch a difcovery would have rouzed 
them to a j nil indignation at the in- 
fuit offered to us, and to themfelves r 
aijd that they would have , beea 
eager to give us full and ample fads-, 
faction for the offence, and to in- 
flict the fevcreft punilhment upon the 
offenders. The urgency of the bu- 
finefs made an inftant anfwer eflen- 
tial to the honour and fafety of this 
country. The demand was accord* 
ingly pre/led by our Ambaflador in 
repeated conferences with the mi- 
nifters, and in a fecond memorial: 
it was prefied with all the earneftnefs 
which could proceed from our anci- 
ent friendihip, and the fenfe of re- 
cent injuries; and the anfwer now 
given to a memorial on fuch a fub- 
jedfc, delivered about five weeks ago, 
is, Thai the States barm taken it ad 
referendum* — Such an anfwer, upon 
♦ fuch an- occasion, could only be dic- 
tated by the fixe4 purpofe of hosti- 
lity 
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foy meditated, and already refelved, 
iy the States, induced by Uie ofren- 
five councils of Amfterdara thus to 
countenance the hoitile aggreffion, 
which the magistrates of that city 
have made in the name ef the re- 
public. 

There is an end of the faith of all 
treaties with them, if Arailerdam 
aay ufurp the fovereign power, may 
violate thofe treaties with impunity , 
by pledging the Scates to engage* 
meats directly contrary, and leagu- 
ing the republick with the aebels of 
a Sovereign to whom fhe is bound 
by th* clofeft ties. An infraction 
ef the law of nations, by the mean- 
eft member of any country, gives 
the injured ftate a right to demand 
fatufaction- and pooithment: — how 
much more fo, when the injury 
complained of is a flagrant violation 
of public faith, committed by lead- 
ing and predominant members in 
the State ?, lince then the fatii- 
fa&on we have demanded is hot 
given, we muft, though moil reluc- 
tantly, do ourfelves that juftice Which 
we cannot otherwife obtain ; we mull 
confider the States General as par- 
ties in the injury which they will not 
repair, as fharers in the aggreiEon 
which they refufe to punifh* and 
muft aft accordingly. We have there- 
fore ordered our Ambailador to with- 
draw from the Hague, and mall im- 
mediately purfue fuch vigorous mea- 
sures as the occafion fullyjuftifies, and 
our dignity and the cflential intererts 
of our people require. 

From a regard to the Dutch "na- 
tion at large, we wifh it were pof- 
ftble to direct thofe meafures wholly 
againfr. Amfterdam ; but this cannot 
be, unlefs the States General will 
immediately declare, that Amiter^ 
dam (hall, upon this occafion, re- 
ceive no afli^ance from them, but 
fee left to abide the confequences of 
its aggreffion. - 

Whilft Amfterdam is fuffered to 
prevail- in the general councils,* and' 



is backed by the (Irength of th* 
State, it is impoflible to reiift (ht 
aggreflion of fo confiderablc a parr, 
without contending with the whole. 
BtK we are too ienftble of the com- 
mon intcrefts 4ff both countries not 
to remember, in the midft of fuch 
a conteft, that the only point to be 
aimed at by us, is to raife a difpo-* 
fition in the councils of the republic 
to return to our ancient union, by 
giving us that fatisfa&ion for the 
paft, and fecurity for the future, 
which: we (hall be as ready to receive 
as they can* be to offer, and to the 
attainment of which* we fhall direct 
al! our operations. We mean oaly 
to provide fo» our own fecurity, by 
defeating the dangerous defigns that 
have been formed again ft us. We' 
fhall ever be difpofed to return to* 
friendship with the States- General,/ 
when, they fincerely revert ro that- 
fyftem which the wifdom of their' 
anceftors formed, and which has now- 
been fubverted by a powerful fac- 
tion* confpiring with France againfi 
the true intetefts of the republic, 
no lefs than againft thqfe of Great 
Britain.

From the Bofton Gazette, of OQobcr 
30, 1780. 

Wednefday laft being the General 
Election agreeable to the new con- 
ftitution of this ftate, the day way 
ufhered in by the ringing of bells, 
firing of cannon, &c. 

The members of the Hottfe of Re*- 
prefentatives, and the fenators chofen 
by the feveral diftrifts, in this com- 
monwealth, having convened in th« 
flate-houfe at ten o'clock, 1 A. M. 
took and fubferibed the declarations, 
oaths, or affirmations required by the 
conftitution, before the Prefident and 
five of the council of the former 
conftitution.- After which, the fe- 
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nate made choice of the Hon. Tho- 
mas Cufhing, Efq. for their Presi- 
dent, and'the Houfe of Representa- 
tives of the Hon. Caleb Davis, Efq; 
for their Speaker. 

The two houfes then appointed a 
committee to examine the returns of 
thefeveral towns in this (late for a Go- 
vernor, who reported that his Excel- 
lency John Hancock, Efq. was elected 
Governor by a majority of votes.— 
A committee of both houfes was then 
appointed t6 wait upon his Excel- 
lency to inform him thereof, and to 
requeft his attendance at the coun- 
cil chamber, in order to his being 
qualified for the fai4 office. His Ex- 
cellency attended accordingly, Waited 
upon by the honourable committee, 
preceded by the independent com- 
pany, to the State-houfe. The ho- 
nourable members of both houfes 
being alTembled in' the Council- 
chamber, his* Excellency addrefled 
tbem as follows, previous to his tak- 
ing the oaths required of him, viz. 
" Honourable Gentlemen, 

" It would have ill become me at 
fo early a moment after being noti- 
fied of my appointment by the re- 
spectable committee of this honour- 
able aifcmbly, to appear here to 
comply with the qualifying requifi- 
tions of the contention, had not the 
circumftances of the returns made 
the choice, a matter of public noto- 

nfom* weejes pad, and receiving 
om fuch authority as confirmed 
its reality, led me to contemplate the 
fubje& ; ' and although fully fenfible 
of my inability to the important 
porpofes of the appointment, yet 
having, in t^e early ftagie of this 
conteft, determined .to devote my 
Whole. time and fervices to be em- 
pfoyed in my country's caufe to the 
Utter exclufion of all private bufi- 
nefs, even' to the end of the war, 
and being ever ready to obey the call 
of my country, I venture to offer my- 
fclf ; ready to comply with the re- 
^riiitioils of the cpnftitutian, as W

external qualifications, aiTuring yem 
and my country, that I fhall endea- . 
vo'ur ftriclly to adhere to the laws of 
the, conftitution, and regularly and . 
punctually attend to the duties of the . 
department in which my country has 
been pleafed to place me." 

The oaths prefcribed by the cob- 
(Htution were then adminiftered to" 
his Excellency by the Prefident of 
the honourable fenate, in the pre- 
fence of both houfes, and haying : 
taken and fubferibed the declarations " 
and oaths required — The Secretary 
declared his Excellency John Ha it- . 
cock, Efq. Qovernor of this Com- 
monwealth, from the balcony of the 
State-houfe, repeated by the Sheriff 
of the county of Suffolk. . 

The joy dlfFuittf through the coun- 
tenances of the citizens upon this ocr 
cafion afforded a moff agreeable indi* 
cation of their entire fatisfa&ion irr* 
the choice. A detachment from the 
militia of this town, under the com- 
mand of Col. Proctor ; the In<Ie- t 
pendent company, commanded Jby* 
Gawen Brown, Efq. and the corner 
pany of Artillery, commanded by 
Major Miller, paraded in State-, 
ftreet,, where thirteen cannon wev: 
charged by the Artillery company, 
and three vollies by the Independent A 
company ; a grand feu dt joye was 
alfo given by the militia companies,. 
— The cannon at the Caftle and Fort. 
Hill, as well as on board the lhip~ 
ping in the harbour, were fired up- 
on this joyful occafion. 

His Excellency the Governor, with, 
$he honourable Senate and Houfe of 
I^eprefentatives, then attended di- 
vine fervice at the Old Brick Meet- 
ing-houfe, where an excellent dif- 
courfe was delivered by the Rev, Dr. 
Samuel Cooper, from thefe words- 
Jeremiah, 30th, part of zoth and z\$ 
^erfes : "And their congregation fhall 
be eftablifhed ; and their nobles fhall 
be of themfelves ; and their gover- 
nor matt proceed out of the^midft o? 
them," After which they proceeded 
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to Faneuil-hall, amidft a large con- 
courfe of people, where an elegant 
entertainment was provided, and a 
large number of refpeftable gentle T 
men of all orders aflembled, anti.

Whereas it hath been reprefented 
unto me, that fome of the inhabi- 
tants of this province have endea- 
vqtued to difpoje 1 of great part of 
their property, and intend to remove 
with their effects out of the limits of 
* his Majefty's government, whereby 
the merchants in Great-Britain, and 
^ other lawful creditors, may be great- 
ly injured, and defrauded of the juft 
debts which are due to them ; and, 
for many other reafons, the fame 
.ought not at prefent to be permitted: 
.1 do v therefore, by this my proclama- 
tion, ftrictly forbid all perfons what- 
ever from felling or difpofmg of, or 
from .offering for fale or difpofal, 
any lands, houfes, or negroes, with- 
out having firft obtained a licence fo 
,to do from the Commandant at 
Charles-town, who, in fit and rea- 
fonable cafes, will grant the fame ; 
.and all houfes^ lands, or negfoes, 
which (hall hereafter be fold, or 
otherwife difpofed of, or offered to 
.fee fold, or difpofed of, without fuch 
licence, will be feized and fequefter- 
ed. And whereas the privileges and 
advantages incident to the trade and 
^commerce which is carried on in this 
province, are by law limited to, and 
ought to be exclufively enjoyed by 
his fylajefty's liege and faithful fub- 
jectsj yet, nevertheless, perfons whd 
are prisoners have prefumed to inter- 
fere therein, and have opened fhops 
for the purpofes of carrying oh trade 
and co.mmerce in Charles-town; all 
fuch perfons are hereby cautioned 
againft continuing fuch practices, 
and if, in future,' they do not defifl 
therefrom, their goods and mer- 
chandize will be feized and forfeited; 
: &i\d all auctioneer* and v endue -m af- 



ters, or other per/bns, are hereby 
ftrittly enjoined from carrying 1 on arty 
trade, or felling or difpofing of any 
goods^ Wares, or merchandize, on 
account of, or for the benefit of fuch 
perfons, upon pain of having their 
licence taken from them, or being 
otherwife dealt with, according to 
the nature of the cafe. Provided, 
neverthelefs, that nothing is hereby 
to be conftrued to extend to prevent 
bakers, butchers, or any other han- 
dicraft tradefman, manufacturer, or 
labourer from exercifmg or carrying 
on their ufual and accuftomed occu^ 
patioHS and employments. And as 
fundry perforis may, clandeftinely, 
withdraw themfelves from this prc*- 
vince, to the prejudice of his Ma- 
jefty's fervice,- and injury of their 
lawful creditors, I do hereby, in the 
moil ftrict manner, prohibit and for- 
bid all matters of tranfportsj or other 
vefTels employed in his Majefty's fer- 
vice, from Receiving on board, of 
carrying away any perfons whatever, 
either white or black, -.except the 
crew they brought with them, unlefe 
they fhall receive a written pafTport 
or permiffion from the Commandant 
at Charles-town for that purpofe. 
And the more effectually to prevent 
the fame being done in the vefTek' 
employed in the trade and commerce 
of the country, the mailers of afl 
fuch. vefTels are hereby ordered to 
comply with the directions fpecified 
in two acts of the General Aflembl'y 
of this province, the' one entitled, 
"An act for the entry of vertels," t 
and the other, c * An additional aclf 
to an act for the entry of veflels," 
upon pain of being profecuted for Ac 
penalties inflicted by the'faid acts, in 
cafe of their neglect or refufal.

Bat leaving thefe matters, we find 
jou in l4ew - Yorkj returned from 
your ftolen expedition; in all the 
jpmp of an Eaftern conqueror, fwel- 
led with the praifes of your parafites, 
and flattered with the profpect of 
freih marks of royal diftinction, 
Y^ith fuch an army as you command- 
ed, you looked forward to an activ« 
campaign in this quarter. But pre-= 
rented from this by the exertions of 
the States, and confined to your gar- 
rifon after the engagement at Spnng- 
field, you fat dqwn gloomy and dif- 
appointed. You faw the campaign 
fpeniing itfeff in abortive parade, 
yhen the powers of corruption were 
gdle4 on \o clofe it in eclat, Weft- 
Point was *itq be the object, and Qe- 
Heral Arnold 'i^ts betrayer. From, 
yhat medium of intelligence you 
gained a knowledge of its principles,' 
whether you argued from your own! 
heart to his, or received it from him- 
(elf, we fl\all leave to th§ tctljer ex- 



planation of time ; nor fhaH we en- ^ 

quire why one fo high in military 
reputation as Arnold,, acquired top 
under fuch a fplendour of circum-, 
fiances, as juftly entitle him to that 
rank which he held in Europe, fhoulij 
thus difpofe of his fame, and his 
moral character. For the fake of 
human nature, it were to be wilhed, 
that a veil could be thrown over fuch 
examples of depravity; but from 
time to time, fociety is difturbed 
with their appearance. In Arnold's 
fituation, Cromwell would have act- 
ed as Arnol4 ; and could Clive have 
changed places with Arnold, Clive 
would have fold America, and Ar- 
nold would have exhaufted the Ea&. 
Indies of its wealth, and bribed the 
Eritifh Parliament to fuffer him to< 
fpend a few years in wretchednefs. 
and infamy. In thefe we fee the, 
compofition of certain fpirits, which, 
as conjectures point, are confidered 
as the ornament or difgrace, the 
pride or the peftilence of mankind. 

By the defection of Arnold, Ame- 
rica has one enemy lefs, and you are 
not fure of one new friend. He that 
fubmits to one fale, may be tempted, 
to another. If your nation can be 
pleafed with this purchafe, it muft 
lately have experienced a converia-. 
tion in favour of traitors. And 
mould your army fubmit to his com- 
pany, it is no longer at enmity with 
diihonour, perfidioufnefs is become 
facred, and you muft fear for your, 
own fafety. Such is the man you 
have bought, and it were wrong did 
America envy you his pofTeffion. But 
the exultation you enjoyed on this 
occafion was not that of a moment. 
It was defultory and fugitive as the 
faint hopes of a dying firmer, whilft 
the capture of Major Andre, your 
Adjutant-general, under the circum- 
ftahces of a fpy, and the failure of 
your fcheme, burft upon your head, 
like the difcovery. of a plot on that 
of a traitor**. It was a dagger ready 
to be plunged into, the heart of your 
: : enemy, 
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enemy, planted In your own. Were 
the fucceeding hours of your Excel- 
lency^ life to be burniflied with the 
fmiles of your Sovereign, they could 
not repay the • diffractions that fol- 
lowed. But they were diftraftions 
for yourfelf, in which Andre had no 
jhare. But for this, and had you 
felt but one pang for his fate, there 
iriight have been thofe who would, 
have even pitied your horrors. 
■ It is not eafy r Sir Harry, to esti- 
mate the Iofs you have fuffered in 
Major Andre. Your enemies were 
not infenfible to his worth. Men of 
genius Sympathized with him, and 
lamented that mifguided zeal in the 
fervice of his Prince, which led to 
Ms punishment, Thofe who have 
tbiletl heretofore to betray the liber- 
ties of America, could lye ; but he 1 
eboid deceive. Others might drfplay 
aliening, but he difcovered wifdom. 
The atmoft of your efforts was a 
Ihibe ; but he poflefled a power that 
was fuperior, that of feduttion. His 
talents werg beyond moft men's vir- 
tffce, and he had no enemy, but in' 
the field of a£Hon. But great abili- 
ties have their fluctuations and limits, 
nor are they at all times of the fame 
temper ; his failed him* at that point, 
Which would have compleated' his 
fortune, and created you a- fame, to 
which you had no title. It is curious 1 
}fy what little incidents and unfore- 
seen* combinations great events are 
decided. But for three armed pea- 
sants of the State of New- York, 
Weft-Point, and its dependencies^ 
would- have been at this hour in your 
foffeflion ; for it' is not probable, 
with an enemy within, and your 
army without, that it could have 
teen faved. Let this inftance of 

' fconefly refcue human nature from 
infamy, and fe/ve as a lefTon to 
mankind ; and let the names of 
Pauling, Van Vert, and Williams, 

" who rejected an immenfe bribe with 
a grandeur of foul infinitely fuperior* 
ft the bafonefe with which* Arnold 



received one, be remembered with 
the trophies of pride, and the monu- ' 
nients of falfe glory are trampled on 
or neglecled. 

Mr. Andre's rank and talents made 
his cafe peculiar. Your army, I am 
told, loved him. General Washing- 
ton admired him. The latter fhed 
tears at his" death, while you, Sir 
Harry, fcarce condefcended to mew 
the cold formalities of an affected 
condolence. There remained but 
this to complete your character, the 
torpor in which you heard the cir- 
cumilances of his capture, and your' 
unanimated efforts to fave him. 
His faithful fervices 'furely claimed 
your utmoft interposition ; your own 
fame required it, and your fuppofed 
friendfhip demanded it from you asf 
aright. Bat a vain felf-ifflportante, 
filled your heart, arid you remained 
during tlie fufpenfion of his life,* 
with all the haughty majefty of your 
native fullennefs. If you were with- 
held by a puh&ilio from being mors 
forward, I would not have pofl&fed 
your place for a kingdom. But po- 
licy, (for who will ferve Vou in fu-' 
t'ure) what you owed to Major An- 
dre, (for his abilities fupported your. 
character) and the general expe&a^. 
tion of your army, dictated every 
poffible expedient in his favour. The 
very army of your enemy Wondered 
at your 7 total privation of fenfibilityy 
and while they complied with the? 
Jaws and ufuages of nations, tlid' 
julHce to his, magnanimity. '*■ Be! 
my witnefles, (faid he to them) while" 
I acknowledge the propriety of my' 
ftntcace, I die like a brave man" 

Had you a'kght of fentiment, Sit' 
Harry, there would be no end to 
your aflliclrions : had youa maijna-' 
nimity like Andre's, you would, at 
leaft, have faenficed to your commif- 
ftbn, could thar have preferved* his' 
life. If to be great, is to be unfeel- 
ing, I afk not for greatnefs. If ta 
fee one's belt friend fuflfer without 
a tear, is charafteriftic of dignity^ 

give 
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give me Iowlineft If high ftations 
teach men to believe that the abili- 
ties of others were only fbrmed to 
forward their defigns, and that friends 
Ihould be ilo longer protected than 
they' are thought to be ufeful, place 
me in a cottage and obfcurity, and 
let mc for ever be fecluded from 
fuch men. But, alas! it is the na- 
ture of power to attract and deceive, 
and, perhaps, there is no country 
Without its Clinton. 

But I leave you, 'Sir Harry, to 
fullen fecdlleclion. Your fame i$

On the loth in the morning, the 
Blanche, which was charged with 
my letter to you of that date, failed 
with the Alcmene,- for Antigua; a 
■1kort time made a great l change*in 
but fituation; for on- the night fol- 
towang, (viz. the 'loth) -there aroft 
;> s( hurricane at N.'E. which encreaf- 
ed by the morning to a degree of 
violence that is not to be tfeicribetf. 
The Ajax, Montagu, 'and Egmonf, 
which had been anchored before the 
entrance of the harbopr, were, be- 
fore day-light,- all forced to fea, as 
was the Amazon feon k after*; and 
the Deal CaftleandCameHpn/whrcii 
-had'feeen Stationed in Gros Iflet feav 
-ibr the protection of the HofritalS, 
• Shared the fame fate. The Ven- 
geance, with the <£tna and Veftf- 
vjus bombs, and the San Vincente 
fnow, wtre moored within the Car- 
enage, and prepared with eVery Cau- 
tion that could 'be taken to witfi- 
iiand the temped, *whieh had already 
put feveral of the transports on Shore, 
and by this "dine blew with an irre- 
fiftlfcle fury, attended- with an incef- 
•fant flood of rain* A little after 
twelve o'clock, the Vengeance part-. 
ed her cable, and tailed upon the 



rocks. It now became abfolutely re* 
quifite to cut away her mails, the 
Iofs of which, with the help of * 
number of guns that were got for- 
ward, eafed confiderably the force 
with which She {truck; and by the 
wind fortunately fluffing two or 
three points farther to the Eaftward, 
her Stern fwung off the rocks, and 
She was, beyond every expeclation, 
faved ; -for it now blew, if ppffiMe, 
with redoubled violence, and nothing 
was to _he feen or expected, but 
ruin, defolation, and destruction in 
every jfart. The San Vincente fnow, 
wrthmany of the transports, victual- 
lers, and traders, were difmafted, 
and moftly all oh Shore; in Short* 
no representation can equal the fcene 
of diStreSs that appeared before us. 

The fborm continued with incre-* 
dible vehemence during the whole 
day; but the weather about mid^ 
night ■ became more moderate, and 
by t the next morning the wind was 
totally abated. The direction of It 
was from N. N. E. to E. S. E. of 
twenty-nine hours duration: * 
" On the 13th the Montagu anchor- 
ed before the harbour, without a 
mail or bowfprit Standing, eight feet 
Water in her hold, and -all her pow- 
der damaged: every affiftance was 
given to get her into the Carenage, 
where She is now fecured in faFetyv 
The Ajax returned to this anchorage 
Ion "the 21ft, with the lbfs of her 
main yard, main top inaft, and 
rnizen'maft. The Beaver*s prize, 
being on her pafTage to Sarbadoes, 
was unfortunately wrecked on the 
hack of this ifland,, near Vieux Fort 5 
and it gives me rain to add, that 
all her officers and crew* except 17 
men, periShed.' 

The prefervation t>f the Amazon 
is fo fmgular and extraordinary, that 
I herewith tranfmit a copy of die 
account given of it by Captai* 
Finch, 1 am, &c.

.Sir, 

I am at a lpfs whether to exprefs 
in the ftrongeit terms my regret for 
the misfortunes that have happened 
to his Majefty's fhips under" my com- 
mand, or my fatisfaction in having 
got her in fafely to this port. 

J flatter myfelf you faw the ne- 
cefiity we were under of putting to 
fca the morning after the commence- 
ment of the gale. We then flood 
under our ftorm day fails W. by'N. 
(rom the Carenage; it was but for 
afhorttime the canvafs held; after 
that the fhip behaved perfectly 
well, and appeared to every perfon 
on board as capable of (landing the 
gale that enfued, as was poffible for 
any Ihip. ' About feven o'clock at 
night the ga}e encreafed to a degree 
tkit can better be conceived from 
the confequences, than any^lefcrip- 
tion t can give. There was an evi- 
dent neceffity of doing fomething 
to relieve the fhip, but I was un- 
willing to cut away the lower mails 
tiJJ the laft extremity, and accord- 
ingly ordered the, people up to cut 
away the main top-maft; my orders 
were attempted to be put in execu* 
tion* with the utmoft, alacrity, but 
befere it co'uld be accomplifhed, t 
found it neceffary to calf tftem down 
to cut away the main-rnaft. Whilft 
I was waiting for the men to come 
down, a fudden gaft overfct the fhip : 
Jftoft of the officers, with ' myfelf, 
and a number of the fhips company, 
got upon the fide of the fhip ; the 
wheel on the quarter-deck was then 
under water. In that fituation I could 
perceivfe the fhip fettle bodily fome 
feet, imril the water was up to the 
after part of the fides of the carron- 
aides on die weather fide. Not with* 
Handing the fhip was fo far gone, 
upon the malls, bowfprk, &c. going 
away, me righted as far as to bring 
the lee gunwale even with, the- water's 



By the exertions of all the officers 
and men, we foon got the lee quarter 
deck guns andcarronades overboard, 
* tnd foon after one of the forecaiUe 
guns, and fheet anchor cut away^ 
which had To good an efFecl, that 
we were enabled to v get to the pumps 
and lee guns on the main deck; the 
throwing them overboard was in our 
fituation a work of great difficulty, 
and I could perceive the fhip wa* 
going down by the ftern : this ar- 
duous talk was accompliihed under 
the direction of Lieutenant Paken- 
ham, whofe great experience and 
determined perfervance marked him 
out as perhaps the only individual 
to whom (amidft fa ch great exertions) 
a pre-eminence could be given; and 
I do not think it poffible for greater 
exertions to be made. The water 
was above the cables on the orlop- 
deck, with a vaft quantity between 
decks; and the ftump'of the main- 
maft filling out of the itep, occafion- 
ed one of the chain pumps to be 
rendered ufclefs, as was the other 
foon after i by the great aclrvity of 
the two earpenter's mates, they were; 
alternately cleared ; upon my repre- 
fenting this to Commiffioner La~ 
fprey, he has appointed them both 
to aft as carpenters, (one in the 
Amazon, the other in the Antigua) 
till your pleafure is known. B elides 
the lofs of our malls, &c. ^he fhip 
has fuffered confiderable damages, 
the particulars of which, I cannot . 
fend until a furvey has been held 
upon the ihip. The books and pa- 
pers are totally deflroyed, „ fo that 
it is not in my power particularly 
to ascertain the loft we have fuffered 
in men; I believe twenty drowned, 
befides a number wounded. For 
further particulars I refer you to the 5 
gentleman who will deliver this let- 
ter to you. 

The carpenter was the only officer 
loft upon this occafion,

Sir, 

It is with the deepeft concern that 
to my account of the 13d of Octo- 
ber, I am now obliged to add a ftill 
tnore melancholy one, of the efFeds 
of the late dreadful hurricane, the 
force of which, it appears, was not 
to be withftood. 

Upon the 25th, the Governor of 
Martinique fent me over, in a flag 
of truce, thirty-one men of the 
crews of the Andromeda and J^au- 
f el ; the former overfet and founr 
dered about fix leagues to windward 
of that ifland ; and, by the account 
which the pilot of her givey, who 
was one of the people faved, there 
is little expectation- that the Endy- 
inion can have efcaped, as he favs, 
from her fituation when they lafl law 
her, and the direction of the wind 
at that time, it was impoflible for 
her to have cleared the ifland upon 
either tack : the Laurel was driven 
on ihore, and very foon weut to 
pieces. The Marquis de Bouille 
.could not confider men, who had 
only the force of the element? to 
cope with, in the light of enemies; 
but that having, in common with 
themfelves, partaken of the danger, 
were in like manner entitled to every 
comfort and relief that could be 
given in a time of fuch univerfal 
calamity . and diftrefs, He laments 
only that their numbers were fo few, 
and that among them no officer wa» 
faved. In his way of acting he has 
fhewn himfelf equally humane and 
generous ; and I fhould be wanting 
in thofe fen^irnents myfelf, if I 
omitted to point out to their Lord- 
jhips his conduct upon this unhappy 
occaflon. 

A French convoy, of about flxty 
fail, under two frigates, intended 
for Martinique, have been totally 
difperfed, many of them loft, and 
fome taken. One of the frigates, 
pained the Inconftant, got into Fort 



Royal difmafted, but the other I 
have not heard of. The Experiment 
was driven on fhore at Guadaloupe, 
the Juiio was caft away at St. Vin- 
cent, and a brig, with 160 men on 
board, troops, and others, founder- 
ed at the fame place, and all jte- 
rifhed. The hurricane, by every ac- 
count, has been more fatal to the 
French Iflands than to ours. It wa* 
felt at Tobago, but not in fuch a 
degree as to* do any mifchief. 

By the Vigilant, that anchored 
here to-day, I am informed by Com? 
miflioncr Laforey, that the Venus 
is arrived at Englifh Harbour with 
the lofs of her fore-mall and bow- 
fprit; and the trade a,t St. Kitt*s 
put to fea on the approach of the 
gale ; but the greateft part are iinct 
returned.

For granting tht diftribution ofprixt{ 

during the prtfent btftilitiu. 

GEORGE R. 

Whereas by our order in Council, 

{lated the twentieth of this inftant 

DecemJber t 
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December/ we have ordered that 
genera] reprizals be granted againft 
the Jhips, goods, and fttbje&s of the 
States General of the United Pro- 
vinces, fo.thatas well our fleet and 
fliips, as alfo all other mips and vef- 
fels that (hall be com mi donated by 
letters of marine, or general repri- 
sals, or otherwife, by our CommiC 
Jioners for executing our office of 
Lord High Admiral of Great Bri- 
tain, fhall and may lawfully feize all 
fhips, veflels, and goods, belonging 
to the States General of the United 
Provinces, or their fubje&s, or others 
inhabiting within any of the territories 
of the States General of the United 
Provinces, and bring the fame to 
judgment in any of our courts of Ad- 
miralty within our dominions : We, 
fwing defirous to give due encou- 
ragement to all our faithful Jubjects 
who fhall lawfully feize the fame, 
and having declared in Council, by 
our order of the twenty-fecond of 
this inftant December, our intentions 
concerning the difbibution of all 
manner or captures, feizures, prizes, 
and reprizals, of all ihips and goods, 
during the prefent hoftUities, do now 
make known to all our loving fub- 
je&s, and all others whom it may 
concern, by t this our Proclamation, 
by and with the advice of our Privy 
Council, that our will and pleafure 
js, That the neat produce of all 
prizes taken, the right whereof is in- 
herent in Us, and our crown, be 
given to the takers, but fubjeft to 
the payment of all fuch or the like 
cuftoms and duties as the fame are 
now, or would have been liable to, 
if the fame were or might have been 
imported as merchandize; and that 
the fame be fo given in the propor- 
tion and manner herein-after fet 
forth ; that is to fay, That all prizes 
taken by mips and veflels having 
commiflions of letters of marque and 
reprisals* may be fold and difpofed 
of by the merchants, owners, fitters, 
JUidqthcrs, to whom fuch letters of 



marque and reprizals. are granted 
for their own ufe and benefit, after 
final adjudication, and not before. 
And we do hereby further order and 
direct, that the neat produce of all 
prizes which are or fhall be taken by 
any of our (hips or veflels of war, 
fhall be for the (entire benefit and 
encouragement of our Hag officers, 
captains, commanders, and other 
commiwoned officers in our pay, and 
of the feamen, marines, and fol* 
diers, on, board our faid mips and 
veflels at the time of the capture; 
and that fuch prizes may be law- 
fully fold and difpofed of by them 
and their agents, after the fame fhall 
have been to us finally adjudged law* 
ful prise, and not otherwife. The 
diftribution fhall be made as follows ; 
the whole of the neat produce being 
firft divided into eight equal parts : 
The Captain or Captains of any 
of our faid /hips and veflels of 
war, who fhall be actually on* 
board at the taking of any 
prize, fhall have three eighth 
parts ; bnt in cafe any inch 
prize fhall be taken by any of 
our mips or veflels of war, un- 
der the command of a flag or 
flags, the flag officer or officers, 
being actually on board, or di- 
recting and affifting the capture, 
fhall have one of the faid three 
eighth parts ; the faid one 
eighth part to be paid to fuch 
flag or flag officers in fuch pro- 
portions, and fubject to fuch 
regulations, as are herein-after 
mentioned :

And we do hereby ftriftly enjoin all 
commanders of our mips and vefTels 
of war taking any prize, as- foon as 
jnay be, to.tranfmit, or caufe to be* 
tranfmitted, to the commiffioncrs of 
<rar navy, a true liii of the names of 
all rhe officers, Teamen, marines, fol- 
dirrs, and others, who were actually 
on board our Ihips and veilels of war 
under their command at the capture ; 
which fill fhall contain the quality ©f 
the fervice of each perfon on board, 
and be fubfcribed by the Captain or 



commanding officer, and three or 

more of' the chief officers 'on board. 
And we* do>herebyrequire and direct 
*he QonvmfTioners of our navy, or 
any thrfee or more of them, to exa* 
mine, or caufe to be examined, fuch 
lifts by the mnfter books of fach mips 
and fVeliels- of war, and lifts annexed 
thereto, to fee that fuch lifts do agree 
with the "laid roufter books and an- 
nexed IHls, *as to the names, quali- 
ties- or ratings, of the officers, Tea- 
men, marines, fcldiers, and others 
belonging t© fuch Ihips and veflels of 
war, and npon requeft forthwith to 
grant a certificate of the truth of any 
lift tranfmitted to them, to the agents 
n&minated and appointed by the cap?

ihall give or caufe to be given, to

That a flag officer, commander in

. a flag; officer, font to command at 
Jamaica, or elfewhere, fhaiihaveflo

fore he arrives at the place t& which 
he is fent, and. a&ualiy takes npon 
him the command: ThirdJy, That 
when an inferior flag officer is fent

officers, , a-ad men on board fuck 
cutters and fchooners, or armed vef- 
fels, ihall. fliare in the fame propor- 
tion as. is allowed to perfons of die 
like rank and denomination, on 
board his Majefty's ihips andvefleb

The following accounts of the late 
hurricarte at Barbadoes, and in the 
Leeward and Charibbee Iflands, have 
been received by Lord George Ger J 
main, one of his Majeity's Principal 
Secretaries of State, preught by 
Captain Hartwell, of his Majefty'! 
{hip Brune : 

Copy of a letter from Major-General 
VaughAK, Commander in Chief 
of fa Majefty's Forces in the Lee- 
ward Iflands , to Lord GlORCK 
Germain, dated Ba rbadoeU 
0#s 30, 1780.* 

Mr Lord, 
I am much concerned to irifordl 
your Lordihip, that this Ifland was 
almoft entirely deftroyed by a moft 
violent hurricane, which began od 
Tuefday the loth inftaflt, and con- 
tinued almoft without intermiilion 
for near forty-eight hours : it is im- 
poflible for me to attempt a defcrip- 
tion of, the ftonn; fuifice it to fay, 
that few families have efcaped the 
general ruin, and I do not believe 
that ten ioufes are (aved in the 
whole* Ifland ; fcafce a houfe is 
{landing in Bridgetown; whole fa- 
milies were burled in the ruins of 
tfceir habitations, arid many, in at- 
tempting to efcape, Were maimed 
and difabled; a general corivulfion 
of nature feenaed to take* jflace, and 
an univerfal deftruclion enfued. 
The ftrongeft colours could not paint 
to your Lordihip the miferies of the 
inhabitants on the one hand, the 
ground covered with the mangled 
bodies of their friends and relation^ 
and, On the other, reputable families, 
wandering 
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wafflfenngthroagh thefuins,feeking 
for food and fhelter ; in fhort, ima- 
gination can form but a faint idea 
ef the horrors of this dreadful fcehe. 

Every plantation and building, 
great and final I, are thrown to the 
ground ; the cattle and itock belong. 
ing to them are almoil all deftroyed ; 
the produce of the earth torn up by 
the roots, and not a trace left behind; 
ft that there is bat too much reafon 
to fear that a famine mull inevitably 
enfue, nnlefs fome effectual means 
"are uied to prevent it. 

Fortunately the (lores and provi- 
fions belonging to the army and 
navy, (the latter of which are very 
coBfiderable) have been with great 
difficulty nearly all faved, although 
the whole was a. continual fcene of 
rapine and confufion, and the ne- 
groes (who are extremely numerous 
in this ifland) inliead of attempting 
to fave the eifecls of the unhappy 
fufferers, were -plundering in every 
part of the town. 

Every ihip which was in Carlifle 
Bay, anrongft which were one army 
and two navy victuallers, and one 
ordnance ifcip, were driven to fea, 
and I much fear that molt of them 
have perifhed, or are carried fo far 
to leeward, as to render It impoifible 
for them to regain this port. 

I muil beg kave to refer your 
Lordihip to his Excellency the Go- 
vernor's letter, for a more minute 
defcriptitm of this deitf uclive tem- 
pcfl ; and I am confident your Lord- 
ihip muil fenfibly feel for the mifer- 
able calamities that have befallen the 
inhabitants of this ruined country*

to your view tfce'almoft total defirue* 
tion of this once beautiful iiland, 
which many years cannot repair; 
and I teo much fear that the prefent 
proprietors of the foil will be unable, 
to cre& buildings, fo deeply are they 
indebted ro the Englim merchants, 
unlefs from great indulgence. 

The chief employment now going 
on is, to fecure cc vering For their 
negroe* and inhabitants, and plant- 
ing provifions ; and here 1 mull re* 
call your Lordfhip's particular atten- 
tion to the fpefedy Supplying this 
iiland with provifions rrom England 
and Ireland, which they h vc no 
doubt, but that the bounty and ge- 
nerofny of the beft of Kings will am- 
ply provide, otherwife they will run 
a rifle of ftarving. 

The firft object of my attention 
was to fend fpeedy notice to Com- 
modore Hothamof our difafler, that 
he might furnlm a frigate to go to 
England ; and I have alio written 
circular letters to the Governors la 
North America, to encourage lumber 
and provifions to be fent out to us. 

Your Lordfhip will receive inclof- 
ed the addrefs of the Council of this 
ifland to the Throne ; and I muft 
do them the juftice to fay, that I 
have found them ready to co-operate 
in every meafure propofed for the 
good of the ifland and his Majeily'* 
fervice. 

It is fortunate that Gen. Vaughan 
refided in thL iiland. His authority, 
joined to the activity of the officers 
and troops under his command, con* 
tributed greatly to preferve order in 
the town, preventing rapine ana 
plunder from the prisoners and ne* 
groes. 

' The Spaniards, under the direction 
of Don Pedro St. Jago, Captain in 
the regiment of Arrtgon, conducted 
themfelves more like friends than 
enemies : I therefore mean to mew 
them every indulgence in my power, 
I have the fatisfa&ion of informing 
your Lordfhip, that the records of 
the ifland are preferved.

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QppV of of a Journal of what faffed at 
- Barhadoes from the gth of Oftober 

until the l6th* 

The evening preceding the hur- 
ricane, the 9th ofOclober, was re- 
markably calm, but the Iky furprif- 
ingly red and fiery ; during the night 
much rain fell. On the morning of 
the 10th, much rain and wind from 
K. W. By ten o'clock it encreafed 
very much ; by one, the fhips m 
the bay drove ; by four o'clock tne 
Albemarle frigate (the only man of 
war then here) parted her anchors 
and went to fea, as did all the other 
vefTels, about twenty-five 1 in num- 
ber. Soon after, by fix o'clock, the 
wind had torn up and blown down 
many trees, and foreboded a moll 
violent tempeft. At the Govern- 
ment Houfe every precaution was 
taken to guard againfl what might 
happen ; the doors and windows were 
barricadoed up, but it availed little. 
By ten o'clock the wind forced itfelf 
a paffage through the houfe, from 
the N. N. W. and the tempefl en- 
creaftng every minute, the family 
took to the centre of the building, 
imagining from the prodigious 
fbength of the walls, they being 
three feet thick, and from its circu- 
lar form, it would have withflood 
the wind's utmoft rage: however, 
by half after eleven o'clock, they 
were obliged to retreat to the cellar, 
the wind having forced its way into 
every part, and torn off moll of the 
roof. From this afylum they were 
foon driven out ; the water being 
flopped in its paffage, having found 
itfelf a courfe into the cellar, they 
knew not where to go; the water 
had rofe fpur feet, and the ruins 
were falling from all quarters. To 
continue in the cellar was impoffible; 
to return to the houfe equally fo ; 
the only chance left was making for 
the fields/ which, at that time, ap- 
peared equally dangerous: it was, 
Jiowever, attempted, and the family 
>verc fo fortunate as to get xo the 



ruins of the foundation of the Flagr 
ftaff, which foon after giving way, 
every one endeavoured to find a re- 
treat for himfelf ; the Governor, and 
the few that remained, were thrown 
down, and it was with great difficul- 
ty they gained the cannon, under 
the carriage of which they took ftiel- 
ter : their fituation here was highly 
deplorable ; many of the cannon 
were moved, and they had reafon to 
fear that under which they fat might 
be difmounted, and crufh them by 
its fall, or that fome of the ruins 
that were flying about would put an 
end to their exigence ; and to render 
the fcene ftill more dreadful, they 
had much to fear from the, powder 
magazine, near which they were ; the 
armoury was level with the ground, 
and the arms, &c. fcattered about. 
Anxiotffly did they wait the break of 
day, flattering themfelves, that with 
the light they would fee a cefTation 
of the florm ; yet when it appeared, 
little was the tempefl abated, and 
the day ferved but to exhibit the molt 
melancholy profpeel imaginable ; no- 
thing can compare with the terrible 
devaflation that prefenteel itfelf on 
all fides; not a building (landing; 
the trees, if not torn up by their 
roots, deprived of their leaves and 
branches ; and the mofl luxuriant 
Spring changed in this one night to 
the dreariefl Winter. In vain was 
it to look round for fhelter ; houfes, 
that from their fituation it was to 
have been imagined would have been 
in a degree protected, were all flat 
with the earth, and the miferable 
owners, if they were fo fortunate as 
to efcape with their lives, were left 
without «a covering for themfelves 
and family. 

General Vaughan was early oblig- 
ed to evacuate his houfe; in efcap- 
ing he was very much bruifed ; his 
Secretary was fo unfortunate as to 
break his thigh.. Nothing 'has ever 
happened that has caufed fuch uni- 
verfal defolation. No one houfe in 
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the ifland is exempt from damage. 
Very few buildings are left ftandihg 
on the eilates. The depopulation of 
the negroes, and cattle, particularly 
the horned kind, is very great, 
which mull more efpecially in thefe 
times, be a caufe of great diftrefs to 
the planters* (t is as yet impoflible 
to make any accurate calculation of 
the number of fouls that have perifh- 
ed in this dreadful calamity ; Whites 
and Blacks together, it is imagined 
to exceed fome thoufands, but for- 
tunately few people of confequence 
are among the number. Many were 
buried in the ruius of the houfes and 
buildings Many fell vi&Ims to the 
violence of the ftorm and inclemency 
of the weather, and great numbers 
were driven into the fea and there 
periftied. The troops have fuffered 
inconfiderably, though both the bar- 
racks and hofpital Were: early blown 
down. Alarming confequences were 
dreaded from the number of* dead 
bodies that lay uninterred, and from 
the quantity the fea threw tip, which 
however are happily fubfided. Wkat 
ftw public buildings .there were are 
fallen in the general wreck ; the for- 
tifications, have fuffered very con- 
fiderably. The buildings were all 
demolifhed ; for fo violent was the 
ftorm here 9 when aflifted by the fea, 
that a twelve pound gun was carried 
from the fouth to the north battery, 
adiltance of one hundred and forty 
yards* The Iofs to this country is 
immenfe ; many years will be re- 
quired to retrieve it. 

General, Vaughan's attention to 
the inhabitants of Bridgetown has 
been very great. On the 12th of 
October fuch orders were iffued to 
the troops, and obeyed with fuch 
alacrity, that every thinjj was kept 
quiet in the town, which would 
otherwife have been' in great danger 
of being plundered by the prifoners 
of war, &c. who were liberated by 
the demolition of the prifons, and 
are now, to the number of above 



eight hundred, difperfed over the 
town and country; they however, 
under this controul, behaved toler- 
able well, and have been of much 
fcrvice to the inhabitants, who have 
given them employment. 

On the 13th of October the Go- 
vernor went to Bridgetown iffued a 
proclamation, and took fuch fteps as 
appeared of utility to the inhabitants. 
The merchants, Sec. formed an aiTo> 
ciation, and appointed committees 
for the interment of the dead,, the 
care and diftribution of the provisions, 
&c. They voted their thanks to Ge- 
neral Vaughan and the troops; to, 
whom they propofed, as a reward for 
the fervice they had been of in pro- 
tecting their property, to give them 
a fixpence per diem ; to which Mr, 
Shirley, Purveyor to the Navy, pro- 
mifed another fixpence. A floop was 
on the i6th difpatched to St. Lucia, 
to Commodore Hotham, with the 
melancholy tidings of the dreadful 
calamity that has befallen the ifland, 
requeuing of him to fend a frigate 
to England with the news. 

To His Moft Excellent Majefty, 
The bumble Addrefs of the Council of " 
your Majefty 1 s IJland of Barbadoet. 
May it f leaf e your Majefty , 

We, the Members of your Ma- 
jefty's Council of Barbadoes, refident 
in the ifland, beg leave to approach 
your Majeily at this interefting pe- 
riod, with the ftronreft aflurances of 1 
that inviolable attachment and un- 
fhaken loyalty to your royal perfon 
and government, which this ancient 
colony has always preferved undimi- 
nifhed, and which neither time or 
fituation can ever efface. Allow us, 
Sire, at this time to hope, that we 
mail be indulged with your Ma- 
jefty's gracious attention to our pre- 
fent diilreffed fituation, 

*Tis natural for us, and indeed 
our duty, to apply to your Majefty 
in the hour of our diftrefs; for to 
whom elfe can we fly for fuccour and

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ffcoteSKon hat ta oar gracious Sove- 
reign, who has always been moft 
reA&y- to hear, and ever wiHing to 
^dfrefs, his fubjects grievance*. 
- Emboldened then by the experience 
ofyourMajetty's gracious condefcen- 
£en on former oecaflons, we humbly 
fr&fomc to lay before your Majefty 
a feint reprefentation of die de vaca- 
tion and ruin, in which a violent- 
hurricane, on the loth of this months 
h&a involved all the inhabitants of 
Barbadoes ; and here, may- it pleafe 
your Majeily, words are inadequate 
to Wprefent in its true circumftances 
Ae prefent horrid fcene. 

After a ferkfs of accumulated* mif- 
fbrttin'es had 1 reduced this once flou- 
rilh&g iftand to the loweft degree 
of poverty,^ a devouring ixrefift%!e 
hurricane, in point of violence, un- 
precedented in the memory of man, 
has, we fear, compleated the de- 
ftruftive work of ruin. Eftates which 
appeared* to poflefs the beft conftrucl- 
ed 1 buildings', have had thofe. valu- 
able buildings levelled with the 
earth : nor has there been any one 
pofleffion in the iflancl, but wJbat has 
received very confiderable, nay irre- 
parable damage. To hear the dying 
groans of a very confideraWe number: 
of the inhabitants, who ky expiring 
in the jftreets of the towns, as wclj as 
of others killed abo.ut the country* i* 
a- circumftance top. ihocking even to 
mention. Thus have, your Majefty's 
faithful fubje&s been reduced*; and. 
the furviyors left without habita- 
tions, the fatal confeqjiences of one 
dreadful* calamity. 

Withoutrelburcesof timber, with- 
out any refource of wealth to pur- 
chafe fuch timber, was it to be pro- 
cured, or thofe other necef&ries ef- 
ftntial for reaping our Kttle crops — 
we are now left without any profpeft. 
of alleviating our unfortunate con- 
dition. 

Haplefs, however, as our fitua- 
titm may be, we have every advan- 
tage to hope, every good to expeft 



from the benignity of yoor Majefty*'* 
compaffion-ate $ifpofitioa<, and f from 
thofe endearing feelings which hav^ 
taught the world, that in the famer 
pcrton may be united the great and* 
powerful monarch with the amiable 
good man. In behalf, then-, of this- 
ruined ifland we humbly requtft fuel* 
afliftance as may; be judged by yoor 
Majefty's- wifitem moft proper for u» 
to receive. 

But, while we aik fbrprefent re- 
lief, we are not unmindful of forme* 
benefits j and permit us, Sire, wkfc 
hearts full of gratitude t& returns 
your Majefty the poor tribute of oar 
thanks, the cmly trifcnrte we Wkv* to- 
offer; for alt the benefits we have en- 
joyed under your Majefty** ieign~- 
a^ reign we fince*efy hope may be at' 
long f and h^ppy as you yourfclf^ 
Sire, can wiflfi it to fce» 

It woufd be injuftke ih- ue to coft~ 
cjude without embracing this oppor- 
tunity of bearing our teftknony to 
the worthy conJucl of ou* preftn^ 
Govern©*, who at alt tunei> bw*mo» * 
efpecialry on the laft dreadfiif occa- 
fion, in the midft of our misfor- 
tunes, na* exerted hUfcfotf with-fi>

*h> barracks and huts, for his Ma- 
lefty's troops, and other buildings 
i« the iflend, are blown down, the 
Atps were drove to fea, his Majefty's 
ftips the Amazon, Captain Finch, 
meft maracttlottfty efcaped founder- 
Big; (he was on her beam ends for 
many hears ; fhe kry down fi> far 
that her windward gtuw were in the 
water; had many men warned over* 
board, others drowsed on her decks; 
was obliged to cut away all her 
matt* ana bowfprit, but uirder jury 
raa%, thank God, fa&Iy arrived at 
finglifh Harbour; Capt. Finch per- 
fectly w«H. The Albemarle blew 
out of Barbadoes, cut away her 
mafts, alfo put inte Rirgftfh Har- 
boor. The Venus cut away her 
foreman^ loft her bow{prit, and is 
arrived at Bnglifh Harbour. The 
Kaachc was fecn by the Alcmene in 
great diftrefs, and 1 has never been 
Ihce heard of ;. we hope- fhe is gone 
to Jamaica. The Ajax, Egmont, 
and Montague, blew out "of St.

new French frigate, of forty guns,

The hou/es* and every thing- in Ore*- 
nada, P hear, is levelled' with the 
grounds The fame at St. Vincent's, 
where the town is wafhed away; be*- 
fides. the frigates which I mention- 
ed, fnid to be thrown on fhoreoa 
the Saints, his Majefty's fhip tfce- 
Beaver's prize, Gaptain Drummond, 
is alfo fh~anded, and the- whole crew F 
except about thirty men, perHhecL : 
Captain Drum mend b: greatly la- 
mented.

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Governor Cuninghame and Bri- 
gadier-general St. Leger write me, 
that they much apprehend a famine 
in St. Lucia and Barbadoes. There 
were undifpofed of in this ifland, 
near one thoufand five hundred bar- 
rels of flour, which his Majefly was 
gracioufly pleafed to fend for the 
relief of this ifland. I have already, 
fent General St. Leger near one 
thoufand barrels, and propofe fend- 
ing him three hundred barrels, if 
not the whole remaining quantity.

vinces, as well as to thofe belonging 
to France and Spain, and fliould 
ajfo, in refpect of the ports belenging 
to France, Spain, and the States-

comprehend all kinds of provifions, 
without any exception : It is there- 
fore hereby ordered by his Majefly 
in Council, that the (aid embargo 
be forthwith extended to, and laid 



upon, all ftrips and veflels laden of

Jamaica, OB* 20, I780. 
My Lord, 
I am forry to be under the difa- 
greeable neceflity of informing your 
Lordfmp of one of the mofl dreadful 
calamities that has happened to this 
Colony within the memory of the 
oldeft inhabitant. 

On Monday the 2d 'inflant, the 
weather being very clofe, the iky on . 
a fudden became very much over- 
caft, and an uncommon elevation of 
the fea immediately followed. Whilfl 
the unhappy fettlers ac Savanna la 
Mar were obferving this extraor- 
dinary phenemenon, the fea broke 
fuddenly in upon the town, and on 
its retreat fwept every thing away 
with it, fo as not to leave the fmalU 
eft veflige of man, beaft, or houfe 
behind. 

This mofl dreadful cataflrophe 

was fucceeded by the mofl terrible - 

hurricane that ever was felt in this 

country, with repeated fhbeks of an 

earthquake,

earthquake, which has almofl totally 
demolifhed every building in the 
pariihes of Weftmoreland, Hanover, 
part' of St. James's, and fome part 
of Elizabeth's, and killed numbers 
of the White inhabitants as well as 
of the Negroes. The wretched in- 
habitants are in a truly wretched 
fituation, not a houfe ftanding to 
fhelter them from the inclemency of 
the weather, nor cloaths to cover 
them 4 every thing being loft in the 
general wreck, and, what is ftill 
more dreadful, famine itaring them 
full in the face. 

To obviate in fome degree the 
conference of this mod dreadful 
calamity, I have called a meeting of 
the Kingfton merchants, who have 
generoufly fent down to the unhappy 
fufferers io,oool. value in' different 
kinds of provifions,- cloathing, &c. 
which will be a temporary relief, 
until their diftrefles can be more 
effectually relieved, either from 
home, or from America, whjther I 
am fending fome vefTels in queft of 
rice, or fuch other provifions a^s can 
be procured. In the parifh of Weil- 
moreland, the damage, by the re- 
port of the committee appointed to 
take into confideration the amount 
of their lofTes, amounts to 950,000!. 
this currency : in that of Hanover, 
one fourth of the abfolute property 
is loft for ever : in that of St, James's, 
the ravage, though very great, yet 
has not been fo fatal as in the other 
two. In fhort, my Lord, the de- 
valuation is immenfe. The inclofed 
paper may give your Lordftiip fome 
feint idea of the diftrefs of the poor 
inhabitants, who now look up to 
their moll gracious Sovereign, in 
their truly calamitous fituation, for 
fome alleviation of their very great 
bufferings. 

The Monarch tranfport, having 
the Spanifti prifoners from St. John's 
Pn board, failed from Savanna la 
Mar on her way to Kingfton, on the % 
jftofQftober, but not having been 



heard of fince, *tis much feared that 
fhe alfo has experienced the dreadful 
effects of the late hurricane, and 
that every foul on board perifhed.

Copy of a letter from tht inhabitants 
of Savanna la Mar to Governor 
Dalling, dated Oil. 8, 1780, 

Sir, 
The remaining diftrefled inhabit- 
ants of the place where Savanna la 
Mar once ftood, beg leave to acquaint 
your Excellency of a moil dreadful 
calamity which befel that unfortu- 
nate town on Tuefday the 3d inftant. 
The weather had appeared very in- 
different for fome days before, but 
that morning the wind became more 
violent than ufual, with a moft ter- 
rible fwell of the fea, which, by 
afternoon, encreafed to fuch a de- 
gree, that it has not left the wreck' 
of fix houfes on both the Bay and. 
Savanna, and not lefs than 300 peo- 
ple of all colours were drowned or 
buried in the ruins; fuch terrible 
havock was never feen in the me- 
mory of the oldeft perfon here, nor 
can words, or writing, convey an 
idea fuitable to' the difmal fcene. 

Our accounts frbm the country, 
and alfo from Hanover, are equally 
melancholy ; fcarce a houfe ftanding 
on any eftate, and all the provifions 
deftroyed. It is fome comfort, how- 
ever, to underftand, that the violence 
has not extended very far, and that 
the line may, perhaps, be * drawn 
from Bluefields directly Northwards. 

What alarms us moft, atprefent, 
is the dread of famine, which ftares 
us in the face ; and if we have not 
fome fpeedy relief of bread-kind, 
the few that have furvived that un- 
fortunate day, will moft probably 
fall victims to the more miierable 
fate of periftring with hunger. In 
this diftrefs we muft look to the town 
of Kingfton for relief: their hu- 
manity, it is to be hoped, will not' 
fuffer us t« perilh for w*nt, or take 

any 
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any achcmtage of our mtfery and 
wretckedneis, which* God knows, 
is almoft as great as it can be, feeing 
the calamity has been To general, 
that no oae can help his neighbour ; 
neither have many of us flielter for 
oof heads from the inclemency of the 
weather, or cloaths to cover us ; even 
fire, dreadful as it is, is nothing to 
what we have fo lately experienced. 

We have likewife addrefied the 
Admiral on this ©ccafion, which we 
issdofe open to your Excellency, and 
luwe jm» dwrf^t yon will back it with 
all yottr influence. 

As a fpecimen of the deftruction 
of the inhabitants, we mention that 
of Dr. King's houfe, in which were 
•ID whiles and about 40 negroes, and 
not a fingle perfon oat of the whole 
has efcaped drowning. The fea 
flowed up half a mile beyond its 
skfoxl bounds, even to the heighth 
of ten fee

Lieut. Meilervey, of his Majefry's 
floop Alert, arrived at this office 
Jaft night with difpatches from Vice- 
Admiral Sir Peter Parkier, Com- 
mander in Chief of his Majefty's 
flH|» and. vefTels at Jamaica, to Mr. 
Stephens, dated the 6th of Novem- 
ber, 1780, of which the following is 
an extract : 

His Majefty's brig tie Alert having 
again been obliged to put back with 
t** Governor's difpatches and mine, 



and applications having been made 
to me* from the Governor and Coun- 
cil, and the Leeward parifhes of 
this iiland, that have fuffered moft 
by the late hurricane on the 2d ult. 
for a King's veflel to be fent e*pref« 
to England with the account of the 
calamity, I have altered the de- 
ftinajtion of the Alert, and ihe is to 
fail to-morrow exprefs for England, 

It is with much concern that I 
give the following detail of the 
difaflers which has befallen fome of 
the fhips and veiTels on this ftation in 
the late hurricanes. The 4th of iaft 
month, at half paft five in the morn- , 
ing, his Majefty's Ihip the Pheenix 
was wrecked on the Ifland of Cuba, 
about three leagues to the eailward of 
Cape Cruz, in a moft dreadful hur- 
ricane, and according to Sir Hyde 
Parker's reprefentation, if ihe had 
not been drove on fhore, (he muft 
foon have foundered ; all thte {hip's 
company were faved except twenty, 
moft of whom were loft, with tho 
main-maft, and wafbed overboard. 
Sir tyyde Parker difpatched his 
firft Lieutenant, Mr. Archer, in one 
of the (hip's boats, to Montego Bay 
for affiflance, and by the nth all 
that remained of the fhip's crew, to 
the number of two hundred and 
forty, were embarked on board {£ 
his Majefty*s floop Porcupine, and 
three fhallops, and arrived fafe in 
Montego Bay the 15th inft, Hb 
Majefty's floops the Barbadoes and 
Victor, and his Majefty's ihip the 
Scarborough, were in the hurricane. 
The two former, it is apprehended, 
are foundered, but the latter, I *« 
in hopes, is fafe ; fhe was under or- 
der? to proceed to St. Juan's on the 
Spanifh Main, and as the hwricsne 
run in veins Hie may have efcaped, 
as well as the Pallas, Diamond, Pel- 
lican, ind LoweftofFe, who were alfo 
at fea at the time, and are all ar- 
rived fafe, without any damage what- 
ever. 

The Pomona arrived the 24th 

with, 
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with the bow-ff>rit and fbre-mail 
fprung, and mizen-maft gone : and 
on the 26th, Rear- Admiral Rowley 
arrived in the Grafton with the fol- 
lowing lhips from convoying the 
trade part of their way to Europe, 
viz. Hector, Briftol, Trident, and 
Ruby, all of them difabled, and 
moftly difmafted. 

The UlyfTes arrived the fame day 
without main or mizen-maft, having 
thrown all her upper deck guns 
overboard. 

Captain Stewart has informed me, 
that he is going to England with the 
Berwick, difmafted. I hope that 
the Thunderer and Stirling Caftle 
are alfo on their pailage home, for I 
have not as yet received any intelli- 
gence of thofe fhips. 

By the diiFerent accounts which I 
have received, I find that the late 
ftorms -have vifited the Windward 
Wands, as well as the feas. The 
28th pail his Majefty's fhip the Eg- 
mont arrived here from St. Lucia, 
totally difmafted, and her frame 
much fhaken. The 29th the Endy- 
inion arrived at this port From a 
cruize to the windward of Martinico, 
with only the foremaft ftanding. She 
brought in with her two French mips, 
named the Marquis de Brancas, and 
theL'Eole, which me took on her 
way hither. The former was laden 
with provifions, and the latter had 
one hundred and fifty foldiers on 
board, part of the regiment of Tou- 
.raine, commanded by a Captain De 
Marcy* Thefe two fliips were on 
the 1 ith of October forced, with 
many others, out from St. Pierre's 
Road, Martinico, by the violence .of 
the ftorm.

information, they returnsd to tho 
Downs this afternoon with the faid 
Dutch lhip, which the Bellona took, 
after an action of about half an 
hour. 

The Dutch {hip proved to be the 
Princefs Caroline, of 54 guns and 
300 men, from Amfterdam, bound 
to Lifbon. She had 4 men killed 
and -12 wounded. The. Bellona 
1 man killed and 2 wounded.

In this late 
in (lance Major Carleton informs me, 
they behaved with the greateil mo- 
deration, and did not ftrip, or in 
any refpeft ufe ill, their prifonert. 

I inclofe, for your LordrtuVs in • 
formation, a lift of the killed, 
wounded, and prifoners. 

A party of i oo men and Mohawk 
Indians crofled Lake C hamplain, 
with Major Carleton, to co-operate 
with Sir John Johnfon, who muft 
be, before this time, upon the Mov 
hawk river, and another party of 
200 Canada Indians, with their pro- 
per officers, under the command of 
Lieutenant Houghton of the 53d re- 
giment, marched at the fame time 
towards C on nedticu t river.

They 
inarched acrofs the roads, and were 
in the Market-place by fix this 
morning, I was taken prifoner 
about feven ; but I was fortunately 
releafed by the very brave and fteady 
behaviour of the troops and militia ; 
and the Commandant then informed 
me, that they furrendered prifoners 
of war. They were all taken, killed, 
W wounded. Poor Major Pierfoa, 



everting himfelf at the head of a 
brave troop of followers, at the 
clofe of the affair, was unfortunately 
killed. 

'* P. S. We have about 500 pri- 
foners. Some hundreds are killed, 
and about 100 wounded. The reft 
left their arms, and are fled into the 
country; but I hope to have them 
all to-morrow. 

" Our lofs may be 50 killed, and 
perhaps half that number wounded. 

*' My friend Mulcafter has, as 
ufual, exerted, himfelf. I am not 
hurt ; but two mots through my 
hat.

parted company from the above /hips, 
I fell in with, engaged, and took a 
two-deck {hip under Dutch colours

She is the Rotterdam, belonging to 
the States-General, of 50 guns and * 
300 men, commanded by Mynheer 
Volbergen, eleven days from Hol- 
land, bound to the Weft-Indies ;

*' I arrived here this morning with 
Le Minerve, a French frigate of 32 
guns and 316 men, taken by the 
Courageux, in company with the 
Valiant, on the 4th of this month, 
about three in the afternoon, Ufhant 
bearing Eaft, diftant 14 leagues* 
She had failed from Breft on the 3d, 
with La Fine, L' Aigrette, and La 
Diligence, to cruize for a fortulght 
off Scilly. The Chevalier de Gri, 
mouard, who commanded her, did 
not ftrike till fhe had been for about 
an hour under the fire of our broad- 
fide, within mufquex fhot. From 
the mips being fo near each other, 
the few fhot fired by the frigate, in 
the courfe of that time, neceflarily 
took place, , by which the Coura- 
geux had 1 o men killed, and 7 wound- 
ed. The fore-maft, mizen-maft, and 
bow-fprit, are damaged. On b,oard 
La Minerve, Monf. Andrieu, one of 
the lieutenants, and 40 men, were 
killed, and 23 wounded, amongft 
whom it is with great concern that I 
mention the Chevalier Grimouafd 
and his nephew Monf. NofTay, both 
I fear very dangeroufly. All her 
mafts were rendered unferviceable, 
and the hull much damaged. The 
Valiant parted from us in chafe of 
one of the other frigates.

It appears from accounts from the 

ifland of Jerfey, that the French, to 



the number of 800, and upwards* 
landed before day-break on the 6th 
inftant, at the Bank du Violet.' 

That in their attempts to land, 
l privateer and 4 transport veflels 
were wrecked upon the rocks, 
whereby upwards of 200 men were 
loft. ' ' 

That the French General, Baron 
de Rullecourt, marched acrofs the 
country to the town of St. Heller's, 
feized the avenues of the town and 
the guard, made prifoner Captain 
Charlton of the artillery, and fent ft 
detachment to feize the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

That the Lieutenant - Governor 
reprefented, that being a prifoner, 
he was deprived of all authority, and 
that therefore his figning any capi- 
tulation, or pretending to give any 
orders, could be of no avail. 

That the -General infifted how t - 
ever ; and the Lieutenant-Governor, 
to avoid the confequences., figned 
the capitulation. 

That Elizabeth Caftle was fum- 
moned to furrender, which Capt. 
Aylward, who commanded there, 
peremptorily refufed, and, firing 
upon the French, compelled them 
to retire. 

That in the mean time the King's 
troops, under the command of Ma- 
jor Pierfon, next in feniority to the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and 'Captain 
Campbell, and the militia of the 
Ifland, aflemble<J upon the Heights 
near the town ; and being required 
by the French General to conform 
to the capitulation, returned for 
anfwer, That if the French did not 
lay down their arms, and furrender 
themfelves prifoners in twenty mi- 
nutes, they would be attacked. 

That accordingly Major Pierfon 
having made a very able difpofition 
of his Majefty's troops, they rufhed 
upon the enemy with fuch vigour 
and impetuofity, that in lefs than 
half an hour, the French .General 
fceing mortally wounded, the officer 

next 
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next in command to him defired the 
Lieutenant-Governor (who had been 
compelled by the French General 
to ftand clofc by him during the heat 
of the action, faying, that he fhould 
fhare his fate) to refume the govern- 
ment, and to accept their fubmiflion 
as prifoners of war. 

That Major Pierfon, who "com- 
manded the troops, was unfortunately 
killed in the moment of victory* 
The Iofs of this young officer, whofe 
military abilities, which were fo re- 
markable upon this occafion, held 
out the higheft expectations to his 
country, is moft fincerely lamented 
by every officer and foldier both of 
the regulars and militia, as well as 
by every inhabitant of the ifland. 

Captains Aylward and Mulcafter 
diftinguifhed themfelves in their un- 
daunted and fpirited prefervation of 
Elizabeth Caftle ; and it was fortu- 
nate that fo able an officer as Captain 
Campbell, of the 83d regiment, who 
had before remarkably diftinguifhed 
himfelf, was the next in taking the 
command, after the lofs of Major 
Pierfon. 

The higheft commendations are 
given to the good conduct, bravery, 
and refolution of the officers and 
men, both of the regulars and mi- 
litia;

That patience * and felf-denial, 
fortitude and perfeverance, and the 
chearful facrifice of time, health and 
fortune, are neceffary virtues, which 
both the citizen and the foldier are 
called to exerciftr, whilft flruggling 
for the liberties of their country. 

And that moderation, frugality, 
and temperance muit be among the 
chief fuppom, as well as brightefl 
ornaments of that kind of civil go- 
vernment, which is wifely inftttuted 
by the feveral States.in this union. 

That it has been recommended 
to the feveral States, to make com- 
penfation to the officers and foldiers 
to them refpeftively belonging, for 
the depreciation of their pay j and 
that Congrefs will take fpeedy mea^- 
fnres for liquidating and paying 
what is due on that account, to offi- 
cers and foldiers who dp not belong 
to the quota of any State.

" I think I have it now efhblifhed 
as a fact, that more than five hundred 
of the enemy's old troops were killed 
and wounded in the action of Cam- 
den ; inclofed I fend your Excellency 
the report of Colonel Williams, of 
South Carolina, who came here this 
morning." 

The Report of Colonel Williams is 
as follow j : 

Col. Williams, Col. Snelby, and 
Col. Clarke, with a party of South 
Carolinians and Georgians; in num- 
ber about two hundred, marched 
from the north fide of Broad River, 
on the 17 th of Auguir, in order to 
attack two hundred Tories on the 
Innere, at Mufgrove's mills. On 
the night of the i&th, the Tories 
were reinforced by Colonel Ennis, 
with two hundred regular troops and 
one hundred Tories. Our party 
meant to furprize them, but were 
difcovered. This obliged us to fend 
a fmall party of horfe to reconnoitre 
them, with' orders, if they found the 



enemy in a difp6fition to attack u*^ 
to ikirmifh with them, and lead theiu 
,0n to odr main body< 

Our lines being formed acrofs th« 
road, extended at leafl three hundred 
yards in length on a timbered ridge; 
twenty hone were ordered to each 
flank. In this pofition we waited 
the enemy's approach. They ad. 
vanced within two hundred yards, 
where they formed a line of battle, 
and moved on within the diftance of 
one hundred and fifty yards, and 
then began a very heavy fire. 

Col. Williams gave orders not to 
fire till the cnemycame within point 
blank mot, nor then, until orders 
were given. Every man was ordered 
to take his tree, and not to fire till 
the enemy was within eighty vards 
diitance, and then to take his object 
fure. A warm fire began, which* 
laited about fifteen minutes, when 
our brave friends to our diitrefled 
country obliged the enemy to retreat, 
and we drove them about two miles. 
We killed on the field fixty of the 
en-em y, the greateft part Britifh, and 
took feventy prifoners. Among the 
killed were a Major Frazer, of tfre 
Britith, one Britim and three Tory 
Captains. Colonel Ennis, of the 
Britim, is reported to be mortally 
wounded by two balls, one in the 
neck, the other broke his thigh. 

Our lofs in this action was only 
three killed ort the field, and eigkt 
wounded, one of whom mortally.

Congrefs took into confujerati^a 
the report of the Committee appoint- 
ed to devife ways and means for pre- 
venting the farther iflue of certificates, 
and for carrying into effect the refo- 
lutions of the >8th of March laft, Arc.

Whereas a large and immediate 
fupply of money is neceflary for car- 
rying, on the operations of the war, 

and 
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and for the payment of debts due 
for fupplies heretofore furnifhed, and 
for the payment of intereft on Loan- 
office certificates ; 

Refolved, That it be earneftly re- 
commended to the feveral States, to 
take the moft fpeedy and effectual 
meafures in their power, for drawing 
in their refpective quotas of the Con- 
tinental bills of credit, to be de- 
stroyed, either by a tax to be collect- 
ed immediately, or by exchanging 
for them new bills; to be emitted 
purfuant to the act of the 1 8th of 
March laft, at a rate no left than 
forty of the former for one of the 
latter, fo that the whole of the faid 
tiew bills may be iffued- 

That it be recommended to the 
feveral States to raife by taxes, pay- 
able in the bills emitted, purfuant 
to the' act aforefaid, or in fpecie, 
their refpective quotas of three mil- 
lions of dollars, agreeable to the ap- 
pointment of the 7th of October, 
1779, and pay the fame into the 
Treafury of the United States as foon 
as poflible, the payment to be fully 
completed by the laft day of Decem- 
ber next, each State to be allowed 
intereft for the fame, from the time 
it is paid, to be hereafter adjusted, 
According to a refolution of the 6th 
of October, 1779. 

That Major-general Green, late 
Quarter-mailer - general, and Jere- 
miah Wandfworth, late CommifTary- 
general of Purchafes, and the pre- 
sent CommifTary-general of Pur- 
chafes, respectively render, an account 
to the Board of Treafury, of the 
amount of the monies due from them* 
on certificates, or otherwife on pub- 
lic account, fpecifying the fum due 
in each State, in order that warrants 
may iflue in their favour on the 
treafurers of fuch States, for pay- 
ment of the fame, out of the monies 
to be collected for the United States 
as aforefaid, which warrants being 
paid, fhall be accepted by *the Trea- 
furer, towards fuch State's quota of

And to prevent the pofTibility of 
any depreciation in the bills to be- 
emitted, agreeable to the act of the 
18th of March aforefaid, That it be 
moft earneftly recommended to the 
feveral States, not to iffue bilk of 
credit for a currency on any con- 
fideration whatever, to a greater 
amount than their refpective quotas 
of the new bills ilated in the act 
aforefaid ; and that the bills of credit 
emitted by any of the States fincethe 
firft day of January laft, and redeem- 
able in fpecie at part be considered 
as part of the proportion of the mo- 
ney referved by the faid act of the

But if any per- 
fon of any denomination, attempts 
to leave your army after this flag is 
received, reft afTured, that be the fu- 
gitives of any rank or dignity, they 
fhall experience hoflile treatment. 

Art. I. All officers to be prifoners 
of war, bu^ admitted to parole, and 
allowed to return to their habitations 
till exchanged. 

' Art. If. All Continental foldiers to 
go to Lampriere's Point, or any 
neighbouring poft, and remain there 
as prifoners of war till exchanged. 
To be allowed provifions as good as 
Britifh foldiers. 

Art. III. All militia foldiers to be 
permitted to return to their habita- 
tions on parole* 

Art. fV. All arms, ammunition, 
(lores and artillery, provifions, wag- 
gons, horfcs, &c. to be faithfully de- 
livered. 

Art. V. All officers to be allowed 
their private baggage and horfes, 
and to have their fide-arms returned.

receive thofe terms, the blood be on 
your head.

Newborn, (N. C.J July 20, 1 780. 

" My Lord, 

" As my leaving Charles-Town 
without leave of the Commandant 
may be reprefented as a breach of 
my parole, and of courfe infamous 
and difhonourable, I take the liberty 
to ftate to your Lordfhip the reafons 
which urged me to take this ftep. 

" Notwithftanding the articles of 
capitulation, my Lord, the evening 
of the day on which the Britifh army 
ientered Charles-Town f my horfes 
and other property were forcibly 
taken ,away, with that of feveral 
other gentlemen, and tho' applica- 
tion was repeatedly made, no man- 
ner of fatisfoction could ever be ob- 
tained. - I could feldom waljc the 
ftreets without being infulted in the 
grofleft manner by different officers. 
To avoid this, and knowing that in 
all armies there are men whofe in- 
temperate tongue and favage man- 
ners no authority can restrain, or ex- 
ample polifh, I requefted General 
Patterfon's leave to go, for a few 
days, into the country, and I was 
the only perfon to whom this fmall 
lavour, was denied. Nor was this 
all : to my great aftonifhment, ,1 
was informed that General Clinton's 
proclamation excepted me from the 
King's pardon, and that I could 
therefore not be permitted to go out 
* of town on any pccafion ! This, 
my Lord, was a very alarming de- 
claration to come from head-quar- 
ters, as ft proclaimed at once the in- 
efficacy of the capitulation in the 
moft efTential article of it, the fecu- 
tfty of life. It told- us* (at leaft 
thofe whom General Clinton is 
pleafed to exclude from the royal 
clemency) that we were not cons- 
idered as prifoners of war, notwith- 
ftanding the paroles we had figned, 
but fubdued rebels; and that al- 



though out live* wefe to be fectitot 
from the violence of the foldiery, 
we might be attainted and executed 
in a civil procefs, of aiTaffinated ay 
outlaws. General Patterfon's con- 
duct and expreffions plainly (poke 
the former, while that of feveral of-' 
ficers and Gazette publications as 
flrongly excited the latter. I think 
you will agree with me, my Lord, 
that fuch an invafion of the capitu- 
lation, if carried into effect, would 
be the moft unjuft, inhuman, and 
abfurd, that ever difgraced human 
nature. It would be truly founded 
on Turkifh cafuiftry : for one of the' 
Mahcmets having folemnly promifed 
not^to behead any of the inhabitants 
of a town he was befieging, if they 
would furrender, got them into his 
power ; — he kept his word — For, in- 
stead, of beheading, he Tevered thekf 
bodies in two by the middle. 

" All this, however, my Lord, 1 
fhould' have borne. I fhould have 
defpifed the infults of thofe fuper^ 
cilious fcoundrels who are only info- 
lent to thofe whom the fortune of 
war hath deprived of the power of 
chaftifement. I ihould have held- 
in eqqpl contempt the threatened- 
vengeance of the civil law, becaufel 
well knew th& lex taliottis would be 
a very good plea in demurrer to an 4 
indictment ; but againft the piftol or 
dagger of a nocturnal affaffin, there - 
is no refuge but- flight. The morn- 
ing of the day I left Charles-town, a 
Britifh officer informed Mr. Juftictf 
Burke, my aflbciate in office, that 
the night before, a party had a£ 
fembled together in order to take me 
out of my houfe, and put me tfr J 
death ; and that it would moft cer* 
tainly have been effected, had he not 
with difficulty prevailed on them to 
confider further- of k ; that fome 
officers wer* concerned in it. The 
officer who gave this information is 
Capt. Conftable, fo 'that your Lord- 
fhip can ekfily difcoVer whether T 
have been actuated l>y vifionary 01 
well-grounded fears.. 
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** 1 know your JLordQiip would 
deteft, as much as any man living, 
fo atrocious and horrid a crime ; but 
there are in Charles-TowB many 
jnoft infamous traitors, who having 
violated the moil facred path, and as 
for as their power or influence ex- 
tended, have promoted the fubju- 
gation and ruin of their country, 
would aflaffinate or do any tiling elfe 
to preferve their new principles from 
fufpicion, and merit future favour by 
fomething more than words or, ad* 
drefles. But to fhew your Lordfhip 
tkat I hare the utmoft reliance on 
your honour, I will immediately re- 
turn to my parole in Charles-Town, 
if I obtain your promife that no fur- 
ther injury' or infult fhall be offered 
me. I require no other fecurity. 

" There are many EngHfti offir 
cers, my Lord, that have intelligent 
and generous fpirks, that know it is 
impoffible to fix any immutable ftan- 
dard of opinion in politics, any more 
than religion ; and therefore not im- 
poffible that a very upright and vir r 
tuous man may be a member of Con- 
gress, Governor, Judge, &c. not- 
withftanding the common epithet of 
Rebel, fo freely beftowed on them, 
Such men (it is no mane/ which fide 
their principles lead them to' em- 
brace) behold human mifery in every 
&ape, or from whatever caufe dc 
rived, with pity and concern, and by 
compaffion and politenefs endeavours 
to foften and mitigate it : but the 
malignity^ and virulence of Scotch 
(with fome few exceptions) and Ame- 
rican refugee officers (with none at 
all) whether in a civil or mili- 
tary line, * is Angularly cohfpicuous 
throughout this war, and cannot be 
defcnbed but in terms pffenfive to 
the pen of a gentleman, I am with

m finder in Chief for the time being, 
or to fuch officer as he may think fit 
to appoint to receive the feme, to be' 
difpoi'ed of -in fnch manner as the 
faid Governor or Commander inr 
Chief fhall fee fit, to and amongft 
fuch of hrs Majelty's loyal fubjed* 
as are enrolled, or may be enrolled 
in the militia in the faid province ; : 
and in cafe any of the perfons herein' 
before named, and thofe dtffignetT 
and intended as aforefaid,- or toy dr" 
either of them, fhall neglect or rernfe 
to bring in and deliver op their 
arms, wiihin the time limitted as 
aforefaid, or fhall afterwards ! heve er 
bear any arms, or warlike wewofts 
or .implements, in any part of tte 
faii /province, every fuch perfon flufll 
forfeit and pay the (urn of twerrtf-' 
fcve pounds tterling moftey of Great- 
Britain, for the offence of not bring- 
ing in and delivering up their aiws, 
weapons, and implements, as f afe*e- 
faid ; and the fum of ten potmA* 
like money, for every time fuch -p*r- 
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ibrt fliall have, 6r bear any warlike 
arms, implement, or weapon what- 
•foever. 

And to prevent the fecretirig and - 
'keeping back of any arms, fwords, 
cutlaffes* piftols, or other warlike ' 
implements ot weapons, or of pow- 
der, ball, or other ammunition, be 
it further enacted, that it fliall and 
may be lawful for any Juflice of the 
peace o*f this province, or of any 
pariih or diftricl thereof, on informa- 
tion made on oath by any credible 
perfon, or from his own knowledge, 
to ifTue his warrant, under his hand 
and feal, direfted to any conftable of 
* his diftricl, requiring him to fearch 
for fuch concealed or retained arms, 
weapons, implements, or ammuni- 
tion, and* if any fuch articles be 
found (the party having no licence 
cr permiffion for the fame, as herein 
after mentioned)' to feifce, fell, and 
difpofe of, , forthwith, and, after de- 
dueling the expences of the warrant, 
diftrefs, and fale, to divide the reu- 
due* one half to the informer or in- 
formers, and the other half to the 
Conftable or cohftables fearchirig after 
and feizing the fame ; and in cafe 
the perfon or perfons who fecreted or 
retained, or advifed or concerned 
himfelf or themfelves in fecreting or 
retaining fuch arms> weapons, im- 

Slements, or ammunition* can be 
ifcovered, the faid juftice is direct- 
ed to bind him, her^ or them, in a 
recognizance^ with two fufficient fure- 
ties, to appear at the next Court of 
6effions : and in cafe he* fhe, or 
they* fhall not give fuch furety, then ' 
forthwith to commit him, her, or 
them, to the common goal in Savan- 
nah* there to remain until he, fhe, 
.or they, mall find fuch* furety, or 
. ihall be otherwife difcharged by due 
cottrfe of few ; and every fuch per- 
ibn and perfons fo offending is and 
. are hereby fubjefted and made, liable 
to be indicted for fuch offence as for 
a mifdemeanor, and, if convicted, to 
be fentenced by the faid Court of 



Seflions at their discretion,- and 3d 
may be ufual in cafes of mtfdemtd- 
nors ; provided neverthelefs, that it 
ihall and may be lawful to and for 
the governor or commander in chief 
for the time being, by and with the 
advice and confent of his Majefty's 
Honourable Council, at any time or 
times during the continuance of this 
act, to grant licence and permiffion 
in writing to any of the perfon of 
perfons aforefaid to have, retain, 
and keep, in his arid their^ any dr 
either of their pofTeffion, fuch arms, 
ammunition, and other warlike wea- 
pons and implements, as fuch go- 
vernor or commander in chief may 
think fufficient to guard and protect 
him and them, or any or either of 
them, from injury, infult, and for 
defence againft his and their, and 
every of their domeftics, and againft 
the favages, any thing herein before 
contained to the coritrary notwith- 
ftanding. 

And be it further enacted* by the 
authority aforefaid, that all and every 
the perfons herein before named, 
and thofe defigned and intended as 
aforefaid, and all and every other 
perfon arid perforis, who, fince the 
firft day of November, have fepa- 
rated themfelves, or fhall hereafter 
feparate themfelves frdm his Ma- 
jefty's fubje&s, who are in a'rms or in 
rebellion againft him, fhall, within 
ten days after his of their coming, dr 
arrival into any part of this province, 
repair before fome one of his Ma- 
jefty's juftices of fhe peace within 
the, fame, and enter into a bond or 
recognizance to Our Sovereign Lord 
the Kingi his heirs and fucceffors, 
with two fufficient fureties, the prin- 
cipal ia one hundred poinds, and 
the fureties in fifty pounds each, of 
fterling money of Great-Britain, with 
condition to be void if the principal 
fhall, for twelve months thereafter, 
behave and demean himfelf as a good 
and loyal fubjecl> keep the peace 
and be of good behaviour towards 
' his 
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lis faid Majefty and all his liege fub- 
jeds, and mall difcountenance to the* 
utmoft of his power, 'all rebellion, 
rebellious practices, and treasonable 
mifdemeanofs, within this province, 
and take and ftfbfcribe together with 
the -State oaths, the oath following; 
viz. 

" I, A. B. dofwear/Thatl will 
be faithful, arid bear true allegiance 
to his M;ijeft/ King Oeofge the 
Third ; and I do folemnly and fm- 
terely declare, that I do believe in 
my conference, that He is lawful and 
Hghtfal King of the realm of Great- 
Britain, and of the dominions and 
colonies therednto' belonging ; that 
the Britifh colonies iiv America of 
right, ought to be fubordtnate to, 
and dependent upon the crown of 
Great-Britairi| arid that the people 
called the General Continental Con- 
fcrefs, and all the bodies of men and 
individuals exefcififig jurifdiclion arid 
authority under them, are in rebel- 
lion againft his Ivfajefty, their lawful 
Sovereign ; arid I do renounce and 
refufe obedience to them, and every 
one of them; and will riot hold of 
carry on any cofrefpondence, by 
writing, meffage, or othefwife, wiw 
any perfon of perfons at war with, 
or in rebellion agaifift his Majeftp 
Without licence and pefmiffion fifft 
obtained from one of his Majefty's 

!jovernors of commanders by fea of 
and ; and that 1 will ufe my utmoft 
endeavours to difclofe and make 
known te his Ivrajefty and his fuc- 
ceffops, or to them in authority urt- 
der him or them, all treafons and 
traiterous confjjiracies which I fhall 
know to fee againft the King, or any 
«f his Aicce&rs, and all irfvafions 
which i fhafl know, or fufpeel to be 
intended againft this province, or 
arty other of his Ma-jelly's dominions; 
and! will faithfully, and to the ut- 
ftftft of my power, enforce, main- 
tain, and defend his Majeftyjs go- 
vernment and* authority in and over 
all his dominions, and efpecially in 
Voi... XL 



and over the Britifh provinces ami 
plantations in America : and all this 
I do fwear voluntarily, heartily, tnir 
ly, and fincercly, without any equi- 
vocation, evafion, or fecret referva- 
tion whatfoever; fo help me Goo.'* 

Which bond of recognizance, and 
paths the faid juftices refpeclively are. 
hereby directed to take and admini- 
fter, and to give a certificate there- 
of; arid in cafe any of the faid per- 
foris fhall neglecl or refufe to appear 
and enter into fuch bond or recog- 
nizance, and take and fubfefibe the 
faid oaths, within the time and in 
manner above limited,- then every 
fuch perfon neglecling, or refufing, 
fhall be deemed a fufpected pcrfo*, 
and (hall and may be immediately 
apprehended by any juftice o^the" 
peace in this province, and commit- 
ted to the neareft Common goal, 
there to remain without bail or main-* 
prize, for the fpace of three months* 
unlefs fuch perfon fhall, in the mean 
time, voluntarily comply with the 
ierrris prefcribe'd by this act, or tcf 
ferve his Majefty as a private foldief 
for, and during the continuance of 
the prefent American rebellion ; and 
in cafe, after the expiration of the 
faid three months imprifonment, any 
fuch perfon or perfons fhall decline, 
or omtinately refufe to comply with 
the directions of this aft, and enter 
into fuch bond or recognizance, and 
take and fubferibe the faid oaths^ 
then, and in fuch cafe, every fuck 
perfon fhall be fubjeft and liable to 
be imprefled, and carried into* hit 
Majefty's fea fervice, and it, and 
are hereby difqualified and rendered 
iflcapable of ever hereafter becoming 
a refident of, or inhabitant, withtiri 
this proviifce. 

And t>e it further enacted, by the 
authority aforefaid, That the jufticefr 
of the peace of every diftrift and pa* 
ri(h of this province, and alfo the 
conftables therein, are hereby requir* 
ed, from time to time, to make di- 
ligent fearch and enquiry, after all 

Q and 
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tn-d every . perfon and perfon* who 
are or may come, within their refpec- 
tive diftiicts, whether included in 
this act or not, and all thofe whom 
they lhall fu.fpect, hath or have not 
complied with the directions of this 
ail, to fummon before him or them, 
and, unlefs fuch perfon and pcrfons 
fhall produce a certificate that he 
bath, or they have, complied with 
this act, then the faid juftice is here- 
by directed to demand and take the 
bond or recognizance afbrefaid, and 
that being entered iato, immediately 
thereafter to tender him and them 
the oaths aforefaid ; and in cafe he 
fhall decline or refufe to appear and 
give fuch bond or recognizance, and 
take and fubferibe the faid oaths, 
* thei#the faid juftice is hereby directed 
forthwith to commit every fuch per- 
fon to the neareft common goal, who 
is hereby fubjedted and made liable 
to the fame imprifonment and other 
punithments, restrictions and difabi- 
lities, by this act impofed oh thofe 
deemed fufpected perfons. 

And be it further enacted,, by the 
authority aforefaid, That the fines 
and forfeitures impofed by this act 
fhall be to his Majefty, his heirs, 
and fucceflbrt, and applied in aid of 
the general tax, and fhall and may 
he Hied for, and recovered in the 
General Court of thi* province, by 
action of debt, bill, plaint, or in- 
formation. 

And be it enacted. That all fum- 
monfes mentioned in this act, mail 
s $>e iffued by a Judge of the Superior 
Court,, or hy a juftice of the peace 
for the diftciclin which the delin- 
quent refides ; and ia cafe any con- 
flable fhall refafe or neglect tio re- 
ceive and execute any fummons or 
warrant directed by this act^ he fhall 
be liable to the fame pains and pe- 
nalties, as for neglecting or refuiing 
any other lawful proceis ifTued by a 
juftice of the peace. 

And be it further enacted^ by the 



authority aforefaid, That this afl 
fhall be and continue in force for 
and during the term of three years 
from the- palling thereof, and from 
thence to the end of th* next feffiort 
of the General* aflembly, and no 
longer.

Charlotte, Augufi 26, 1780. 
Dear Generals, 
Having received feveral wounds ia 
the action- of the 16th inftant, I was 
made prifoner with, the honourable- 
Major General the Baron de Kalb; 
with whom I ferved as aid-de-camp 
and friend, and had an opportunity 
of attending that great and good 
officer during the fhort time he Ian- 
guiihed with eleven wounds,, which 
proved mortal on the 3d day- 
It is with plcafure I obey the Ba- 
ron's laft commands,, in prefenting 
His rnoft affectionate compliments to 
all the officers and men of his dir 
vifion ; he exprefled the greateft fa- 
tisfaction in the teftimony given 
by the Britifh army of the bra- 
very of his troops, and he 'was. 
charmed with the firm oppofirioa 
they made to fuperior force,, when, 
abandoned by the reft of the army. 
The gallant behaviour of the De- 
laware regiment and the companies 
of artillery attached to the brigades 
afforded "him infinite pleafure, and 
the exemplary conduct of the whole 
divifton gave him an endearing

By the Honourable William Moore, 
Efq.Vice President of the Supreme 
Executive C«undl of the Common- 
wealth of .Pennfylvania, 
A PROCLAMATION. 
Whereas the following named per- 
fons, late and heretofore inhabitants 
cf this ftate, that is to- fay; — Bene- 
dict Arnold, late a Major-General 
in the army of the United States; 
Anthony Yeldall, Druggift; W. 
Weft, jun. merchant, late a major 
in the United, States; and Thomas 
Lightfoot, and John Turner, mer- 
chants, all now or late of the City of 
Philadelphia': —and John Wright, 
and Jonathan Wright, yeoman, both 
now or late of the townfhip of Hat- 
field: and John Hutchinfon, yeoman, 
now or late of the .townfhip of 
Kingfeffing; all now or late of the 
county of Philadelphia: — and John 
Jackfon, now' or late of the town- 
fhip of Eaft Marlborough : and Jo- 
fhuaBuffington, now or late of the 
townfhip of Eaft Bradford, yeoman ; 
both now or late of the county of 
Chefter ; have feverally adhered to, 
and knowingly and willingly aided 
and affifted the enemies of this ftate 
and of the United States of America, 
by having joined their armies in this 
ftate and elfewhere ; We, the Supreme 
Executive Council, aforefaid, by vir- 
tue of certain powers and autho- 
rities to us given, by an aft of Ge 
neral AfTembly intitled, " An aft for 
the attainder of divers traitors if 
they render not themfelves by a cer- 
tain day, and for veiling their eftates 
in this commonwealth ; and for more 
effectually difcovering the fame ; and 
for afcertaining and fatisfying the 
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lawful debts and claims thereupon."* 
Do hereby ftriftly charge and re- 
quire the faid Benedict Arnold, An- 
thony Yeldall, Thomas Lightfoot, 
John Turner, John Wright, Jona-' 
than Wright, John Hutchinfon, John 
Jackfon, and Jofhua Buffington to 
render themfelves refpeftively to fome 
or one of the j uftices of the Supreme 
Court, or of the j uftices of the peace 
of one of the counties within this 
ftate, on or before Monday the 13 th 
b*av of November next, and alio a- 
bide their legal trial for fuch their 
treafons : and we do in like man- 
ner require, the faid William Weft, 
jun. to render himfelf to fome or 
one of the j uftices aforefaid, on or: 
before Saturday the 30th day of De- 
cember next, and alio abide his le- 
gal trial for fuch his treafon: on 
pain, that every ; of them, the faid 
Benedift Arnold, Anthony Yeldall, 
William Weft, jun. Thomas Light- 
foot, John Turner, John Wright, 
Jonathan Wright, John Jackfon, 
and Jofhua Buffington, not rendering 
himfelf as aforefaid, and abiding the 
trial aforefaid, fhall from and after 
the faid thirteenth day of November, 
and 30th day of December refpec 
tively ftand and be attainted of high 
treafon, to all intents and purpofes, 
and fhall fufier fuch pains and pe^ 
nalties, and undergo all fuch for-" 
feitures as perfons attainted of high 
treafon ought to do, and all the 
faithful fubjefts of this ftate are to 
take notice of this Proclamation, 
and govern themfelves accordingly. 
Given by order of the Council, un- 
der the hand of the Honourable 
William Moore, Efq. Vice Pre- - 
fident, and the Seal of the State, 
at Philadelphia, this fecond day 
of Oftober, in the year of our 
Lord one thoufand feven hundred 
and eighty.

" Mi.jjr General Arnold's cha- 
racter as a military i£an is generally 
known fo far dc*wp-as the month of 
Q£ober, 1777, when* Re was fecond 
in command under General Gates 
ft Saratpga; and was wounded in 
an engagement with the Britain force? 
uader General Burgoyne. He pref- 
ffd General Gates to make another 
attack upon the Brkiih* ai>d to- eufc 
_them to pieces, .Gates refufed: it 
would be cruel and impolitic, faiH 
he, 10 "ipill the bloo(J of thofe men * 
and our c^m, when we know Ge- 
neral Bqrgoyne muft furrender iij a 
few day* for want of provifions : 
befides, it would be dangerous to 
driyi a Briti/h army to n&s of des- 
peration. Arnold wrote; to a friend 
in Congrefe, and imputed Gates's 
wifdom and good generalflup to 
5? cowardice." Hence a continued 
animofity between thofe General v 

N. B, Arnold's propofal for de- 
ftroying Gerteral BurgoyneY army 
was fixteen months after the decla- 
ration of independence-, which was 
in July, 1776. \ 

" When the Brklfh troops, in 

June, 1778, had evacuated Phila- 
eJphia, General Arnold was order- 
ed to take poiTeffion of that city, to 
protect the peaceable inhabitants in 
their perfons and property, and to 
toiled fuch itores and merchandize 
as were Britifh, for the further di- 
rection of the government of Penn- 
fvlvania and Congrefs.- General 
Arnold entered the city, and made 
Mr. Perm's (the beft houfe in it) his 
head quarters., Tlyis he furnifhed 
in an elegant anoVexpenuve man- 
her, and lived in a ftite far beyond 
)iis income, *' ; ' ! 

' In July, 1778, Monfjeur Gerard, 
Minifter Plenipotentiary from the 4 
Court of 'France, arrived in Phi- 
}^d^l f hia. General Arnold early and 
$z+uc±\ly ibiicited that miniiler, v/ith 



his whole fuite, to take appartr 
ments, and bed and board at his 
houfe, until a proper houfe could 
be provided by order of Congrefs. 
Monfieur Gerard accepted, and con- 
tinued with him fome weeks. Mr. 
Deane, one of NJonfieur Gerard's 
train, and wW had figned the 
French treaty of February 6, 1778, 
was of the family.-*-— N, B. Thit 
was two years after independence. 

" Monfieur Gerard returned from 
Philadelphia to France, in September 
1779. lowing his reftdence upward^ 
of fourteen months in that city, 
Qeneral Arnold kept up the molt 
friendly and intimate .acquaintance 
with hipv and a continued inter: 
change of dinners, reacts, balls, conr 
certs, iic. Monfieur Gerard mu4 
have -believed th,at in General Ar- 
nold he had found and left one of 
the warmeft friends the Court of 
France had in America. With Mr, 
Deane he' alfo kept the clofeit friend- 
fhip; and it was" generally faid and 
be4ieved he was one of Deane's 
partners in trade, 

; " Early in 1779, • General Ar- 
nold married a lady of reputable 
family in Philadelphia but no money. 
He continued his extravagant courfe 
of living, was unfuccefsful in trade 
and privateering, which, very indif- 
creetly, he had engaged in, his 
funds exhaufled and creditors impor- 
tunate, his luft for high Hving not 
in the lea'ft aftjaged, nor his pride: 
his connection with Mpnfieur Hol- 
ker {French Conful General) was 
as cloie as his acquaintance had 
been with I^onfieur Gerard; and 
he was among the firft in congratu- 
lating Le Chevalier La Luzerne, the 
fecohd French Minifter, 

" In thefe drcumftances, about 
July, 1779, General Arnold exhi- 
bited enormous accounts and de- 
mands againft the public, which were 
referred to the proper board of coxn- 
miffioners for examination. The 
commiifioAers rejeciefl above one 
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fcilf of the amount. General Arnold 
abufed thofe gentlemen in (he moil 
fcurrilous terms, and appealed to 
Coogrefs. Congrefs condescended 
to appoint a committee to re-conii- 
der the accounts and report. Tl^e 
.committee were of opinion, the com? 
ttiffioners had alk>we4 more than the 
General had a right to expect, or de- 
jnand. This provoked the General 
to outrageous e^preftions and pro- 
ceedings : he could no longer live in 
expence at Philadelphia ; he deftred 
to join the army. At the fame time 
it became neceflary for him to attend 
a Qeneral Court-martial, and to 
tnfwer to certain complaints and 
accusations brought again ft him by 
the Government of Pennfylvania, 
for divers mal-pra£Uces ; among 
which charges were the appropriation 
of goods and merchandize to his own 
life, which he Jpd fei^ed as Britifh 
property in Philadelphia, i n J ul y 1 7 7 3 ; 
for employing public waggons in the 
transportation of private property, 
yiz. merchandize purchafed by him- 
felf and his trading partners in New 
Jerfey, By the death of one, and an 
unaccountable abfence of another 
principal witnefs, the General 
efcaped under the flight fenterice 
that his conduct was highly repre- 
kuiible ; and fce was accordingly 
reprimanded by the Commander in 
Chief, General Wafhington. Every 
body was convinced of his guilt, and 
{aid he ihould have been difmiflfed 
from the army. 

" Thus, bankrupted in reputation 
a$d fortune, loaded with debts, and 
living' a growing expenfive family, 
fee General turned his thoughts to- 
Wards bettering his 'fortune by any 
mam* At length he adopted the 
well knoWn oueftjon, What will you 
( giye me, and I will betray him unto 
you? The wretch, who iirft pro- 
pounded this, Was not fo immodeft 
as to iffue an addrefs. in juftification 
tf his bafenefs, nor quite fo wicked 



as to aflert that he had difcovered hi* 
mailer to be an impoftor. 

" The above contain a few fads. 
Many might be added. No other 
comment is neceflary, than that 
which will fpring from a comparijc* 
of thefe fatts wifh General JrnildU 
ada'refu 

£xtra8 from a letter which appeared 
in the Pennfylvania Gaxette, date4 
Q3. 25. The author , fuppafed to 
ke Qdonel Hamilton, Aid- de- 
Camp to General Washington. 
Writing of the amiable Major An- 
nas, continues : 

*' Never, perhaps, did a man 
fufFer death with more juftice, .or 
defer ve it Jefs, The firfl ftep he 
took after his capture was to write a 
letter to General Wafhington, con- 
ceived in terms of dignity without 
infolence, and apology without 
meannefs. The fcope of it was to 
vindicate himfelf from the im- 
putation of having aflumed a mean 
character for treacherous or inter- 
efted purpofes : that contrary to hit 
intention, which was to meet a perfon 
for intelligence, on neutral gro*nd» 
he had been betrayed within out 
potts, and forced into the vile con- 
dition of an enemy in difguife ; foli- 
ating only, that to whatever rigour 
policy might devote him, a decency 
of treatment might be obfervod, due 
to a perfon, who, though unfor- 
tunate, had been guilty of nothing 
dishonourable. His requeft was. 
granted in its foil extent ; for, ii^ 
the whole progrefs of the affair, he 
was treated with the moft fcrupulous 
delicacy. When brought before the 
board of officers, he met with every 
mark of indulgence, and was re- 
quired to anfwer no interrogatory 
which could eveji embarrafs his feef- 
ings. On his part, while he care- 
fully concealed every thing that 
might involve others, he frankly 
confeffed all the fa$s relating to him. 
• " * fel/j 
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Iclf ; and npon his confeffion, with- 
oat the trouble of examining a wit- 
nefs, the Board made their report. 
The members of it were not more 
imprefTed withj the candour and 
modeit firmnefs, mixed with a be- 
coming fenfibility, which he dif- 
played, than he was penetrated with 
tbeir liberality and politenefs. He 
acknowledged the generofity of the 
behaviour towards him in every 
reipefl, but particularly in this, in 
the ftrongeft terms of manly grati- 
tude. In a converfation with a 
gentleman who vifited him after his 
trial, he faid, he flattered himfelf he 
had never been illiberal ; but if there 
were any remains of prejudice in his 
mind, his prefent experience muft 
obliterate them. 

" In one of the vifits I made to 
him (and I faw him feveral times 
daring his confinement) he begged 
me to be the bearer of a requeft to 
the General, for permiflion to fend 
an open letter to Sir Henry Clinton. 
* I forefe my fate,' faid he, * and 
though I pretend not to play the 
hero, or to be indifferent about life, 
yet I am reconciled to whatever may 
happen, confeious that misfortune, 
not guilt, will have brought it upon 
me. There is only one thing that 
difturbs my tranquillity. Sir Henry 
Clinton has been too good to me, 
he bas been lavifh of his kindnefs. I 
am bound to him by too many obliga- 
tions, and love him too well, to bear 
die thought that he mould reproach 
hini&tf, or that others fhould re- 
proach him, on a fuppofnion that I 
had conceived myfelf obliged by his 
inftruSions to run the rifle I did. I 
would not for the world leave a (ting 
In bis mind that mould embitter his 
future days/ He could fcarce finilh 
the fentencc, burfting into tears in 
fpite of his efforts to fupprefs them, 
and with difHculty collected himfelf 
enough afterwards to add, * f with 
to be permitted to aflure'him I did 



not aft under this imprefllon, but 
fubmitted to a neceflity impofed upon 
me, as contrary to my x own in- 
clination as to his orders.* His 
requelr was readily complied with, 
and he wrote the letter annexed, 
with which I dare fay you will be as 
much pleafed as I am, both for the 
diftion and fentiment. 

" When his fenterice was an* 
nounced to him, he remarked, that 
fince it was his lot to die, as there 
was a choice in the mode, which 
would make material difference to 
his feelings, he would be happy, if 
it were poflible to be indulged with 2 
profeffional death. He made a fe- 
cond application by letter, in concife 
but perfuafive terms. It was thought 
this indulgence, being incompatibly 
with the cuftOms of war, could not 
be granted ; and it was therefore de- 
termined in both cafes to evade an 
anfwer, to fpare him the fenfations/ 
which a certain knowledge of the 
intended mode would inflift. 

** When he was led out to the 
place of execution, as he went along 
he bowed familiarly to all thofe with 
whom he had been acquainted in his 
confinement. A fmile of compla* 
cency exprefTed the ferene fortitude 
of his mind. Arrived, at the fatal 
fpot, he afked, with this emotion, 

* Mull I then die in this manner?* 
He was told it had been unavoidable, 
' I am reconciled to my fate (faid he) 
but not to the mode.' Soon, how- 
ever, recollecting himfelf, he added, 

* Jt will be but a momentary pang;' 
and fpringlng upon the cart, per- 
formed the laft offices to himfelf, with 
a compofure that excited the ad- 
miration, and melted the hearts of 
the beholders. Upon being told the 
final moment was at hand, and a&ed 
if he had any thing to fay, he an- 
fwered, * Nothing, but to requeft 
you will witnefs to the world that I 
die like a brave man.' Among the 
extraordinary circumftanccs that at-* 
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tended Kim, in the midft of his ene- 
mies, he died univerfally eileemed, 
and univerfally regretted. 

" There was fomething Angularly 
interefting in the character and for- 
tunes of Andre. To an excellent 
understanding, well improved by 
education and travel, he united a 
peculiar elegance of mind and man- 
ners, and the advantage of a pleafing 
perfon. It is faid he poJTefled a 
pretty tafte for the fine arts, and had 
himfelf attained fome proficiency in 
poetry, mufic, and painting. His 
knowledge appeared without often- 
tation, and embellifhed by a diffi- 
dence that rarely accompanies to 
many talents and accomplifhments, 
which left you to fuppofe more than 
appeared. His fentiments werede- 
vated, * and infpired efteem ; they 
bad a fbftnefs- that conciliated af- 
fection. His elocution was hand- 
fome, his addrefs eafy, polite, and 
infinuating* By his merit he had 
acquired the confidence of his Ge- 
neral, and was making a rapid pro- 
grefs in military jank and reputation. 
But in the height of his career, 
fiufhed with new hopes from the 
execution of a project, the moft be- 
neficial to his party that could be 
devifed, he is at once precipitated 
from the fummil of prosperity, fees 
all the expectations of his ambition 
blailed, and himfelf ruined. 

" The character I have given of 
feim is drawn partly from what I faw 
of him myfelf, and partly from, in- 
formation, I am aware that a man 
of real merit is never fcen in fo fa- 
vourable a light^ as through the 
medium of adverfity. The clouds 
that furround him are fo many fhades 
that fet off his good. qualities. Mis- 
fortune cuts down little vanities, 
that, in profporous times, fcrve as 
fo many fpots in his virtues, and 
gives a tone pf humility that makes 
his worth more amiable. His fpec- 
tators who enjoyed a happier lot, 
arcTels prone to detract from its true 



envy ; and are more difpefed by 
companion to give him the credit he 
deferves, and perhaps even to mag- 
nify it. 

41 I fpeak not of Andre's conducl 
in this affair as a philofopher, but as 
a man of the world. 'The authorifed 
maxims and practices of war are the 
fatyrs of human nature. They coun- 
tenance almoll every fpecies of fe- 
dudtion as well as violence ; and the 
General who can make moft traitors 
in the army of his adverfary, .is fre- 
quently molt applauded. On this 
icale we acquit Andre, while we 
could not but condemn him, if we 
were to examine his conduct by the 
fober rules of philofophy and mora^ 
rectitude."

The Committee of AfTociation hav- 
ing been empowered by a general 
meeting of the county of York, held 
on the 28th of March* 1780, to 
take fuch legal and conftitutional 
meafures as to them mall appear' 
moft expedient for promoting the 
objects of the affociation adopted b^ 
that aflembly, doth nominate and 
appoint you the Rev. Chriftopher 
Wyvill, Samuel Shore, Efq. and Sir 
James Norcliffe, Bart, to "be- their 
deputies, with fill) power, on the 
2oth day of February next, or as 
foon after as conveniently may be, 
to meet in London or Weftminfter* 
and to confer with fuch perfons as 
may attend the propofed meeting of 
deputies, who fhall have received 
authority for that purpofe, from any 
county, city, or borough within thif 
kingdom, or from any committee" 
appointed by the fame. 

And this committee doth hereby 
empower and direct yon the faid 
Chriftopher Wyvill, Samuel Shore;

penditure of public money, and fat

Aiid this committee confidering, 
according to the principles of the af- 
fociatipn, that material advantage 
would more clearly refttlt to the con- 
futation, if the duration of Parlia- 
ment were fhOrtened, when a more 
frugal management of" the public 
parfe, a reduaion of the undue in- 
fluence of the crown, and a more* 
eq«al reprefentation of' the people 
nave taken place ; and not expee"hng 
thatabufcs, profitable to individuals, 
however injurious to the community^ 
ah be correfted without* mariy diffi- 
culties and much laborious exertion,. 
wilUot pofitivfely direft yon the faid

aflembly may be defamed and finally 
defeated, doth hereby moil tiridUy 
require you the faid deputies, . to.

Address of the Committee of Affo- 
ciation/br the C&unty of York,. t$ 
the Electors of the Counties, Cities, 
mnd Boroughs within the Kingdom 
of Great Britain, agreed upon at 
their Meetings, held on the yt and 
41b infianty at York. 
After much difpaffionate reflection 
on the multiplied grievances of our 
country, on the neceflity of fome 
fubftantial redrefs, and the moft pru- 
dent mode of attempting to obtain 
it, the committee of Y-or1dhii>e have < 
appointed the Rev. Chriftqpher Wy- 
yill, Samuel Shore, Efq, and Sip 
James Norcliffe, Bart, their deputies,, 
with full power to meet and delibe- 
rate with deputies from dther conn- 
ties, cities, and boroughs r and in 
concurrence with them to take the 
moft effectual meafures, confident with* 
law and the conftitution^ to promote 
that political reform which the 
county of York has affociated Co fup- 
jort. „ 

The committee are perfectly Satis- 
fied* that fuch deputation is foicily le- 
gal,- and confonant with* every prin- 
ciple of the. conftitutionv The right 
tp petition Baxliament for a redrefs 
0/ grievances,, is a fundamental rjght 
of the Britifh peofjle > and the exefe- 
cife of that right, in any mode which 
is- prohibited by no pofitive ftatnte^ 



qannot be unlawful. Lef rt be ac 
knowledged, then, that this deputa- 
tion is an uncommon appointment; 
uncommon diftrefs has called it forth ; 
and when new dangers arife to pub- 
lic liberty, new modes of defence, 
adapted to refill the attack, are not 
only justifiable, but abfolutely necef- 
fary for its preservation. The truth 
of this observation will hardly be 
contefted by thoSe, \tfho, under - 
Aamiing the nature arid value of ci- 
vil liberty,, have the Spirit tofupport 
it, by a iirenuous exertion of their 
legal powers. &ut it may be ex- 
pected that much misrepresentation 
and artful iuggeftions will be em- 
ployed by the obihuctors of reforma- 
tion, to calumniate the committee, 
and by exciting groundlefs apprehen- 
fions of innovation, and hazardous 
oppofition to government, to alienate 
the great body of independent elec- 
tors front the public caufe. It is 
not only thought expedient, there- 
fore, to Submit to general inSpection. 
the inductions of the committee to 
their deputies ; but alio to ftate, in a 
full and explicit manner, their view* 
of public reformation, and the mor 
tives of their political conduct for 
promoting that important work. 
Whether theiu interposition for that 
purpofe be proper or feafonable; 
whether- the means of redrefs they 
have propofed be practicable and 
prudent ; whether the end atfelf be 
jufl and neceffary ; thefe are quef- 
tions in which they feel themSelves 
too deeply concerned to pronounce 
their opinion. To- the judgment of 
their countrynea they appeal ; to 
the detffion of met of candour, mo- 
deration, and upright intentions ; to 
the public they cbeariully Submit their 
conau&; with fuch men they £n- 
cerrfy w}jh to co-operate ; and' from 
their aMpokatict and concurrence 
they derive their only hope, * that the 
progrefiof corruption aay yet be 
checked by pacific means, mid the 
Parliament %t chit country way b« 
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reftored in foirte degree to the purity 
of its original inftitution. 

During the reigns of the four 
Princes of the Houfe of Stuart, fre- 
quent attempts were made, by thofe 
weak but ambitious Monarchs, to 
overturn the conftitution, to abelifti 
Parliaments, and to afTume by force 
an unlimited and defpotic authority. 
Succeeding Princes, warned by the 
repeated mifcarriages and final ruin 
of that family, at .the Revolution, 
feem to have adopted a milder but 
not Iefs dangerous mode of attack. 
From that period, inftead of violent 
ufurpation, and declared hoftility to 
Parliaments, it has been the prevail- 
ing policy of Government to employ 
the arts of feduftion, and by crea- 
ting a corrupt /dependence in thofe 
aflemblies, virtually to emancipate 
the Grown from all controul. For 
almoft a century, corruption, with 
few exceptions, and fhort, very fhort 
interruptions, has been the avowed 
principle of our Government. The 
tendency of this fatal fyftem has long 
been feen and deplored by the wife 
and virtuous part of the community. 
But while the reftoration of the Stu- 
art line was an event within any de- 
gree of probability, the return of 
undifguifed defpotifm was the imme- 
diate danger, againft which the 
growing influence of the Crown was 
unwarily cherifhed as the only ade r 
quate defence. In later times, in 
the full flow of national pride and 
prbfperity, to Item the torrent of 
corruption, had been a vain and un- 
profitable attempt. 

But now; by the unfpeakable in- 
fatuation of our councils, t}ie fcene 
of national glory is changed; with 
much of our foreign trade our naval 
fuperiority is loft ; lv opr American 
provinces are dffraembefed from the 
empire ; and our ancient foes,' aided 
by -bur -once friendly ally, and en- 
couraged by almoft ever/' other Eu- 
ropean pnftwer, are proudly infulting 
oyer this wretched country! At 



home, agriculture and manufactures 
decline, as the load of taxes and our 
public debts increafe ; the national 
fubftance is wafting faft away by the 
profufion of expence in this raih and 
unfortunate war ; and the influence 
of the Crown fed by that very pro- 
digality, and -increafed in full pro- 
portion to it, is now fwoln to a moil 
alarming magnitude. The fyftem 
of corruption has reached to its ma- 
turity ; and the crifis of our country 
is at length arrived. Th«t amputa- 
tion of that poifonous tumour, the 
excrefcence of our vitiated conftitu* 
tion, muft, therefore, be refolved 
on, or political difTolution muft foon 
be the unavoidable confequence. 

With an alternative like this be- 
fore them, the choice of freemen is 
foon determined. The committee, 
therefore, took an early and active 
part in fupport of that petition to 
the Houfe of Commons, which was 
agreed to at a general meeting of 
the county of York, on the 30th of 
December, 1779, and which was foon 
after prefented to that Houfe. With 
great fatisfaction they obferved the 
lingular unanimity of fo many 
counties and corporate towns, who 
honoured this county with their con? 
currence in that meafure, fuppoxting 
their proportion for an ceconomicai 
reform, and adopting, not unfre- 
(juently, the language of their peti- 
tion. The fatisfaction of the com- 
mittee arofe not from a fond pa- 
rental partiality for their own pro- 
duction, but from the juft hope that 
concurrence feemed to afford, that 
fo temperate a reform, requefted by 
the general voice of the people, 
would not be folicited in vain from 
the reprefentative aflembly. But in 
thefe expectations, however appa^ 
rently reafonaole, they have been 
miferably difappointed. The ina- 
dequate relief in the mode of col- 
lecting the public revenues, with 
fome official regulations, which pof- 
fibly may be obtained hereafter, by 
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the dijatory operation of a commif- 
fion of accounts, is not that reform 
which the people aflced, and had : a 
right to expect. The memorable but 
ineffectual vote, that the influence of 
the crown ought to be diminished, 
only fented to cover that venal af- 
fembly with eternal fhame. For not 
one fprcific proportion for diminifti- 
ing the enormous influence of the 
crown has been granted ; not one 
exorbitant emolument of office has 
been reduced ; not one finecure place 
has bcen'abolifhed ; nor a fingle pen- 
fion unmerited by public fervice 
ilruck off the lift. Even the motion 
of the excellent reprefentative of 
Yorkfhire, for the production of that 
lift, was negatived by a corrupt ma- 
jority. 

The committee may be ftiocked, 
but they are not difcouraged, "by 
thofe evident proofs of the proftitu- 
tion of that aflembly. On the con- 
trary, they are more fully con- 
vinced, that the abufes of Parliament 
itfelf are become the principal object 
of public reformation. Among thefe 
the inequality in the reprefeutation 
of the people may juftly be pointed 
out as the fundamental abuSe. 

The balance of our conftitution 
had been wifely placed by our fore- 
fathers in the hands of the counties 
and principal-cities and towns ; but 
by the caprice arid partiality of our 
kings, from Henry VL down to 
Charles II. it was gradually with- 
drawn from them, and by the ad- 
dition of two hundred parliamentary 
burgeffes, was wholly invefted in the 
inferior boroughs. From that latter 
period, the mifchiefs of this irre- 
gular exercife of royal authority 
have. been farther increafed by the 
Silent operation of time. Many 
unreprefenteo* towns have rifen into 
population, wealth, and'eonfequence, 
m the kingdom ; many boroughs 
have funk into indigence, or have 
even totally disappeared, without -a 
trace of their exiftence . left behind 



them, except the privilege of nomi- 
nal representation. In thefe de- 
cayed boroughs, the Crown and a 
few great families nptorioufly nomi- 
nate representatives, who form a 
clear majority of the Houfe of .Com- 
mons. In that majority a liberal 
Miniftcr will ever find a ready Sup- 
port, however ruinous the meafures 
of his adminiftration may be to the 
liberty and the general intereft of 
his country. The Members who 
reprefent the great manes of landed 
and commercial property, fhall plead 
in vain for their conftituents. In 
the * fcale of parliamentary compu- 
tation, an inconfiderable village will 
balance a county ; and a fhort lift of 
hamlets, where hardly a velHge of 
population is to be found, will de- 
cide agayift the general fenfe and 
wiihes of $he public. A parliament 
elected in any reafonable proportion, 
would duly reprefent the fenfe, and 
aft for the intereft of the* whole 
community ; but from a Senate thus 
unequally arranged, no penal laws, 
no external regulations can exclude 
corruption ; becaufe in Situations of 
no controul, partial advantage will 
ftill outweigh the public good. In 
royal innovation, this groS abufe in 
the representation of the people 
chiefly originates. From parlia- 
mentary authority, a proper coun- 
terpoize to thefe dependent boroughs 
muft be reftored to the counties and 
principal cities, &c. before that a/- 
Sembly can become once more a firm 
and incorruptible guardian of the 
public weal. 

The Septennial duration of Par- 
liaments is another roanifeft abufe 
which calls aloud for reformation. 
The ftatute enacting that regulation 
was not only a contradiction to .the 
genius of our conftitution, it was a 
direct infringement of the triennial 
law, under whofe authority that 
HouSe of Commons* then fat, and 
had been elected. It was an irre- 
gular. aiTumption of power, which 
-...'. \ : ; the 
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. the alledged neceffity of the times 
could hardly excufe ; it was pror 
Med to be a temporary expedient, 
to guard againft the cabals of the 
bamfhed Family, and it was reluc- 
tantly fubmitted to on that fingle 
account. But fince the pretenfions of 
that Family to the throne haye been 
univejfally exploded, the repeal of 
the feptennial act is a matter of 
juftice which ftate policy no longer 
forbids, and which the people have 
the cleared right to demand. Short 
Parliaments are their ancient, indu- 
bitable right ; they are alfo necefTary 
for re-eltablifhing that dependence 
pf the reprefentative aflembly on the 
conftituent body which it is the pe- 
culiar aim and advantage of our 
happy conduction to maintain. A 
more equal reprefentation would 
reftore the balance of our govern- 
ment to the bulk of the electors ; a 
fhorter duration of Parliaments, by 
returning members more frequently, 
to.be approved or rejected by their 
conftituents, as their parliamentary 
conduct might deferve, would ever 
fecure the fidelity and vigilance of 
the reprefentative afTembly. By a 
temperate reform of Parliament on 
thefe principles, the fyftem of cor- 
ruption might be effectually ex- 
cluded, and the enjoyment of our 
liberties might be tranimitted to the 
lateft pofterity. 

Impreffed with; thefe fentiments, 
the Committee of Yorkfhire are not 
difpofed to relax . in their pacific 
efforts to reftore the constitution, 
becaufe the laft Houfe of Commons 



the influence of the Crown, was at 
once admitted to be juft and well 
founded, and yet every meafure for 
the diminution of it was rejected* 
with contempt, that Houfe juiUy 
forfeited the public confidence. In 
that Houfe, it is plain our domefric 
complaints have their foundation, 
and without a reformation of funda- 
mental abufes there, the interpofition 
of the people will be worfe than nu- 
gatory. Declarations of tfre public 
fenfe, in a regular way, are uie ul- 
timate check of the conftitution on a 
corrupt Parliament, or a tyrannical 
Adminiftration. But it had been 
better and wifer far if the people, 
patiently crouching under the pref- 
fure of their burdens, had never foli- 
- cited redrefs, than if, after the unjuffc 
rejection of their requeft, they ihould 
tamely furrender their rights, and 
fink at once into abject acquiefcence. 
The people ought not to interpofe 
on trivial or light occafions, but 
when great and enormous abufes 
call forth their exertions, they ought 
not to interpofe in vain. 

It is neceflary then, that the col- 
. lective fenfe of the public mould be 
fupported bv the moft efficacious 
meafures which can be devifed, con- 
fident with a ftrict obedience to the 
regulations of the law. For the 
fyftem of corruption is an eftablifti- 
ment of wide extent ; and the re- 
tainers of that eftablifhment form a 
numerous and well-compacted .band, 
determined to maintain every pro- 
fitable abufe with united ftrength. In 
opposition to that mercenary phalanx, 



thought fit to reject the moft ma- -the efforts of a few folitary indiH 



teriaf parts of the ceconomical pe- 
Jition. The neceffity for concerting 
pmper meafures. to fupport that Pe- 
tition, and alfo to obtain a reform 
ifl the principal parliamentary abufes, 
only appears more evidently demon- 
Jtrable* For if the great conftituent 
t>ody requested that Houfe in vain to 
correct grofs and undeniable abufes ; 
4f the alarm, at the rapid incxeafe of 



duals, or even a few unconnected 
cities and counties, would be too 
unequal to fucceed. From the joint 
endeavours of the public a political 
deliverance can only be expected. 
For this purpofe general affemblies 
of the people, frequently repeated, 
feem to be too operofe a mode ; to 
give die efficacy to the popular in- 
terpofition, a more compendious me- 
i -:■ - * thod 
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thodof proceeding feems to be ad- 
vifeable ; by which the friends of re- 
. formation may be enabled to act with 
, facility and vigour, and yet with the 
full weight and authority of the 
whole collective body. 

Whether afTociations in the feyeral 
difbicls of the kingdom,' acting by 
their refpective committees, and by 
general deputation from the afTociat- 
ed bodies, be the molt advantageous 
mode of collecting and fupporting 
the fenfc of the public, the commit- 
tee of Yorkfhire are confeious, it is 
pot their part to decide, but it is a 
feafible mode ; it is a mode con- 
formable to law ; and by this mode 
they truft, the united efforts of inde- 
pendent men, throughout the king- 
dom, will he crowned with final and 
complete fuccefs. 

The meafures which the commit- 
tee wifh to recommend, as the objects 
of this general deputation, are, 

I. The prefentmeitf of a petition 
to the new Parliament, equivalent 
in its prayer to the petition of the 
county of York, 

• 2. The application to Parliament 
in fuch modes, and at fuch times as 
may be approved by the majority 
of deputies, for obtaining at leait 
one hundred additional county mem- 
1>ers, and for fhorteuing the dura- 
tion of Parliaments to a term not 
exceeding three years. 

If the committee ' had confined 
their deputies to fupport the ceco- 
uomical petition, without attempt- 
ing to obtain any correction of par r 
liamentary abufes, it is plain their 
Tchcme pi" reformation would -have 
been a defective fcheme, and in the 
prefent circumilanceswould not have 
deferved the national fupport. On 
the other hand, if they had extendi 
fd their plan of reformation to the 
ptmof? flretch which theory can war- 
rant, they might have propofed an 
e ff cacious reform indeed, but it 
wculd not have been attainable. To 
the zealous advocates foramiualPajr- 



liaments, and the perfect equality 
of reprefentation, they are moft rea- 
dy to concede, that thofe propofin> 
ons may be fupported by the anr 
cient practice of the conftjtution, 
and the genuine theory of civil li- 
berty. But when this country is in 
manifeft danger of finking under 
that defpotic authority, which now 
tramples on almoft every other Eu- 
ropean ftate, it behoves the friend* 
of the confutation not to hazard 
the total lofs of liberty, by aiming 
■at theoretical, but unattainable per- 
fection. In given circumftances, 
that is the moft eligible plan of im- 
provements, which is the beft that 
can be attained. With the metro- 
polis and many counties, t)iefe con- 
siderations feem to have had their 
full weight, and by the generous 
afnflanee, with the concurrence of 
thofe refpectable counties, &c. which 
have already' fupported the cecono- 
mical petition;, there is every reafon 
to expect that conftkutional improve- 
ments may be obtained, which ap- 
proach as nearly to a perfect fyftem 
of reform, as the temper and actual 
circumftances of the nation would 
allow. 

Some excellent perfons, to whom 
the propofed plan of reformation ap- 
pears unexceptionably proper, have 
yet objected to the proportion at 
this time. Their concurrence would 
have been, and ftill would >be re- 
ceived with high refpect and grati- 
tude, But in the prefent fituation 
of diitrefs, the committee are clearly 
convinced, that procraftination and 
indecifion would not be confiftent 
with true political prudence- For 
when can the correction of abufes 
be propofed with fiich propriety, or 
fo much probability of fuccefs, as 
when their mifchievous confequences 
are moft feverely felt? What can 
induce a corrupt Parliament to a* 
bolifh corruption/ Not die weight 
of reafon ; not the force of fhame, 
but the authority of the public ar 
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lone. But the fame general con- 
currence of the people, which can 
reform the corrupt expenditure of 
public money, with equal eafe can 
correct thofe parliamentary defects, 
whence that corruption originates. 
There lies the root of our domeftic 
evils; and it is the duty of the 
committee to point it out, and to 
admonifti their fellow citizens, that 
nothing fhort of a parliamentary re- 
formation deferves their interpofiti- 
on. Since the defection of Pulte- 
ney from the public caufe, the pro- 
feffions of political men have been 
held in extreme diftruft ; difintereit- 
ed men have looked with uncon- 
cern on the ftruggles of contending 
parties, and, it mult be owned, 
contending parties have too ge- 
nerally deferved it. The individuals 
who form the fplendid exception are 
few, and they have not been able 
much to diminifh the popular dif- 
truft. Hence the long and Unavail- 
ing druggie of public men, unfup- 
ported by national confidence; hence 
the reluctance of unambitious men, 
to embark or any other bottom 
than that ftipulafed reform of par- 
liamentary abufes. The^ diltrefs of 
their country has, at lait, induced 
fuch mefc to make the virtuous at- 
tempt. Uninfluenced by perfonal 
regard, or partial considerations ; 
animated with an- honcft zeal for 
the welfare of the community, they 
have quitted- their private, but in r 
dependent ftatiorts, to profecute a 
foU redrefs of the national griev- 
ances ; but if a difpofition fhcmld 
appear to confine their generous un- 
dertaking to the reguiation of a 
few official abufes^ of fecondary im- 
portance in the fcale of public af- 
fairs, it is Jmpoffible to preferve the 
fupjport of fuch men on thefe con- 
ditions^ Hor oh thofs conditions 
would this committee wifh to pre- 
ferve ifv The general good, there- 
fere, feems to require, that the cor- 
*&on of thofe •fcufes in Parlia- 



ment, which are the foundation or 
our domeftic calamities, be nowpro- 
pofed to the public, as the proper 
and principal object of their united 
endeavours. 

Having thus freely Hated to their 
countrymen their views of refor- 
mation, and the motives of their 
public conduct, the committee truft 
that the other counties, cities and bo- 
roughs, who concur in thefe political 
fentiments, in whole, or in part, will 
co-operate with the intended gene- 
ral deputation, by appointing de- 
puties, with power to fupport, ia 
that aflembly, fuch of theie propo- 
rtions of reform, as they may re- 
fpe&ively approve. By a long traia 
of fatal mitcondncl, the wealthy, 
grandeur, the fuper-eminent power 
of this empire are, perhaps, irreco- 
verably loft. But in the general 
wreck which threatens the fortunes; 
of the public, their vigorous and 1 
timely interpofition may yet pfe- 
ferve the liberty and the conftitu- 
tion of Britain. 

Kefolved, That the thanks of this 
committee be given to the Rev. Mr. 
Wyvill, for drawing up the foregoing* 
addreff. 

Refoived, That the' thanks of this 
committee be given to David Hare* 
ley, Kfq. for his unwearied and dif- 
intereftcd femcesin the public caufe; 
and alfo their particular acknowledge* 
ments for his addrefs to this com- 
mittee, dated this day.

That this 
committee does ferioufly exhort and 
recommend it to the representatives 
of this county, that they will not 
omit any opportunity of obtaining 
a redrefs of the feveral grievance 
intended to be remedied, which re* 
drefs this committee think will beft 
be obtained by that excellent plan of 
reform, fo well imagined,^ and fpl 
well digefted by Mr, Burke, in his 
bill brought ;ntO Parliament for thai 
parpofe, a plan which does honour 
to his* abilities and integrity ; and 
alfo by the bill for retraining reve- 
nue officers from voting at election* 
of Members of Parliament, as well 
Qj as 
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as by this bill for difabling contrac- 
tors t6 fit in Parliament ; and by 
the feveral other meafures propofed, 
in putfuance of the late petitions (all 
trf which, in the opinion of this 
committee,^ tended towards a refor- 
mation of expences, and a diminu- 
tion of the influence of the Crown;) 
fend that they do unite and concur 
with other Members of Parliament, 
in fupport of thefe or any other pro- 
'pofuions, which ftiall tend towards 
the fame end, 

' 'Thrrdly. Refolved, That as all 
public -burthens siuQr either medi- 
ately or immediately affect the pro- 
perty of the people ; and as jt hath 
'-ever been their undoubted privilege 
tt> grant or withhold fupplies, fo it 
% their legal and conftitutional right 
*to-aflfemble peaceably for the purpofe 
*qf inftructing their reprefentathts, 
Confidering the exigencies of the 
tomes, and for petitioning for a re- 
■drek of grievances. 

Fourthly. Refolved, That not- 
withftanding the rejection of every 
•material regulation, propofed to 
'Farliament during the la ft feffion* 
-this committee doth confide in the 
«nrmnefs and energy of the nation, 
• not doubting but their fteady perfe- 
verance in, and orderly and legal 
fupport of the meafures of their 
*7efpec"Hve petitions, will in due time 
be found effectual, to obtain a com- 
p-eat redrefs cf thofe alarming evils 
of which they complain- 
■ Fifthly • Refolved, That this 
committee looks with equal indig- 
nation and contempt on thofe cala- 
mities, which tend to confound the 
legal and peaceable aflemblies of 
Kngliih people, with the outrages 
of a frantic popu'acc, as nrifrepre- 
ftntatkms vainly contrived to inti- 
midate the aflbciated bodies from 
the profecurron of their juft and ne- 
ceflary plan of reformation. 

Sixthly. RcforVed, That how- 
ever the erder for the interference 
•f the military at their ii faction, 



for the fuppreffion ©f the late riots 
in the metropolis, may have been 
unavoidable from the preffing cir- 
cumftances of ihe cafe, viz. from 
the greatnefs of the danger, the in- 
timidation of the magiitracy from 
the due execution of their office in 
maintaining or reftoring public peace, 
yet* the extenfion and continuance of 
fimilar orders to the army throughout 
all England, without the appearance 
of diforder exifting, is an ufurpatioo 
of power, which, while it infults 
the coniKtution, excites the moft 
alarming fears in the breaft of all its 
friends. And that it be recom- 
mended to the representatives of this 
county to promote an enquiry in 
Parliament, by whofe advice the 
order of the 7th of June was iffued 
for the military to act without wait- 
ing the directions from the civil ma- 
giflrate, and for what time, and by 
whtfe advice it was continued. 

Seventhly. Refolved, That this 
committee feel with the deepeft con- 
cern the Situation to which this once 
flourifhing empire is now reduced, 
and which they think arifes from 
fuch a feries of errors in policy, and 
neglect of government, as will ad- 
mit »f few examples ; nor can they 
look forward with any pleating hope 
that a reftoratioa to our former dig- 
nity or confequence is likely to take 
place,, tilha different line of conduct, 
both as to meafures and principles, is 
adopted, from that which has brought 
us into thofe difficulties in which we 
are now involved. 

Eighthly. Refolved, That this 
committee (thinking that there never 
was a time when union among all 
well wilhers to their country wu 
more neceffary than at prefent) w 
defirous of uniting with the otbtfr 
cou a ties and committees of England 
for the purpofe of effecting a confti- 
tutional reform in the feveral matters 
and grievances complained of, and 
is ready to concert with them the 
moft likely means < to obtain thii 
unanimity 
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unanimity, and to extricate the na- 
tion out of its prefent difficulties. 
For which purpofe, this com mi tire 
does hereby appoint and nominate 
the Honourable Mr. Fortefcue, Sir 
George Yonge, Bart. John Dun- 
ning, John Chichciter, John Short, 
James Hamlyn, and Walter Rat- 
cliffe, Efqrs* or any three of them, 
to act as Deputies from this com- 
mittee, to meet and confer with the 
Deputies of other counties, exhort- 
ing them to concert and fupport fucb 
jneafures as may awaken the pfefenc 
Parliament to a ierious attention to 
the concerns of the public* and to 
the de fired reform, together with 
fuch other reformaiion in the dura- 
tion and mode of reprefeatation in 
Parliament, as mail prove neceflary 
to fecure true Jailing enjoyment of 
fuch benefits as may be derived from 
their. united endeavours to the con- 
stitution and people of England. 

Ninthly. Reiblved, That copies 
of thefe refolutkms be tranfmitted 
by the Chairman to the repreienta- 
ti?esof this county. 

Laftly. Refolved, That this 
committee do adjournyfo* die, fub- 
je& to the call of the Chairman, 
upon application of any three mem- 
bers of the committee.

Ptttrfiurghy Dec. 26. Our Court 
having received on the 21ft inilant 
an exprefs from Holland, with dif- 
patches, containing the confederation 
of the armed neutrality, and the fame 
being likewife formally notified by 
the Minifters Plenipotentiary from 
the States General, her Imperial Ma- 
jefty was pleafed to exprefs the great- 
eft fausfadtion of thofe proceedings 
oa the part of. their High Mighti- 
ness, and has appointed a committee 
to regulate with their Excellencies 
the great affair of a New Treaty , to 
be concluded between the two powers. 



This committee conflfts of Count 
Panin, Firft Minifler or State ; Count 
Oiler man, High Chancellor of Ruf- 
fia ; Monf. Bacunin, Privy Couo- 
fellor of State ; and of Mr. Bclbo- 
rodka, Major-general and Secretary 
of her Imperial Majefty's Cabinet. 

The Englifh Miniiler having lately 
pre fen ted a memorial to our Court; 
containing remooftracces agajnft the 
resolution of her Imperial Majelly 
per fitting in the fyft- m of arme^ neu- 
trality, the Emprefs has returned for 
anfwer, — " That her Imperial Ma- 
Jelly hath nothing mere at heart than 
to preierve the good harmony and in* 
telligence which hath hitherto ful- 
filled between Rurna and England;- 
but.ihat the dignity of her crown 
and the inteieft of her fubje&e would 
not permit her any longer to fufFer 
the violence* -daily exercifed toward* 
her ihips; that her Majelly waa alio- 
nilhed, as well as all Europe, to ex- 
perience a far better ufage from the 
Houfe of Bourbon, than from the 
Court of Great Britain, though the 
Englifh natioa enjoyed- in Auui* 
many more privileges than any other 
nation whatfoever - 9 that no twill*, 
lhnding.her Imperial Majelty had 
given fufticient proofs of her mtea- 
tions of preferving the ftricleft neu- 
trality, thehoiHIe proceedings on the 
part of Great Britain towards to* 
iubjec~U of Ruflia, has not yet been 
iufpended ; that her imperial; Ma- 
jelly could not fiiSer them any lon- 
ger, and could bv no means acknow- 
ledge the authority of Engliih tru- 
bunala, which arrogate to themselves 
the right of judging and difpofing of 
the fhips and properties of the fab*- 
je&s of Ruflia; that her Majefty 
confequently demanded a complete 
reftitution of all the mips ami, ctfec> 
belonging to her fubje&s, and a re*- 
fonable compeniation for\thc dama- 
ges, lofs of time, fire, without any 
juridical proceedings, delay or pro- 
teftations- whatfoever ; and in ooie of 
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a refufal of thefe equitable demands, 
her Majefty would be under neceffity 
of having recoarfe to meant of vio- 
lence." 

The credit of the Englifh party at 
our court has been upon the decline* 
for fome time, and has now entirely 
loft its influence. It is even faid, 
that the above-mentioned memorial* 
prefented by the Englifh Minifter, 
has not only been received coolly by 
the Emprefs, but has alfo been found 
to be couched in terms very un- 
becoming. 

Paris, Jan, 9. It has been men- 
tioned that Mr. Leftevenon Van Ber- 
kenrode, AmbafTador from the States 
General to our Court, had notified 
on the 1 8th of laft month, the ac- 
ceflkm of the republic of Holland to 
the confederation of armed neutrality. 
The difpofitions of our Sovereign, 
in regard to that airair, have long 
been known ; we have therefore not 
been farprized that his Majefty, con- 
ft apt in his principles of juftice and 
moderation, has received the faid 
notification with the greateft fatis- 
faction. The following is a letter 
ttrittea by the Count de Vergennes 
to Mr. Van Berkenrode on that fub- 
je£t: 

- " I have laid before the King the 
declaration which your Excellency 
nas been pleafed to deliver to me on 
the Urn inftant. And I have it now 
in command from his Majefty to de- 
liver uoto you, Sir t the anfwer here 
incloied. The King flatters himfelf 
that their High Mightineffe* will find 
therein the principles of juftice*, 
which have guided him in all his pro- 
ceedings during the prefent war, and 
above all thcintereft which his Ma- 
jefty takes in the fecurity and advan- 
tages of the commerce of the Dutch 
nation. The, King denre* your Ex- 
cellency to aflure their High Mighti- 
neies, that he has feen with great 
plcafefe, the precautions which they 



have taken to maintain their* dignity 
and the liberty of thejr flag ; that 
this fentiment arifes from the cordis! 
affection' which his Majefty has always 
entertained towards the Republic} 
and that it is the meafure of the fin* 
cere wifhes which he forms for the 
happinefs and conftant profperity of 
the United Provinces.

The Anfwer of his Moft Chriftia* 

Majefty to the Declaration of the 

States General* 

" Ever fince the beginning of chi 
prefent war the King has manifefteel* 
in a general regulation, the princi- 
ples which he has laid down as the 
bails of his conduct towards ah neu* 
tral powers. Thefe principles, drawn i 
with refpeft to the United Provinces, 
from the laws of nature, have, fof 
their moft effential objeft, a perfect 
liberty of the feas ; and the three* 
Northern powers have fo well ac j 
knowledged the equity thereof, that 
they have- eftablimed them as the 
foundation of their affoclation, in 
which their High MightinefTes have 
lately taken a part* In this ftate of 
affairs the King could not, bnt witfc 
the greateft fatisfa&iort learn, that 
the States General have riot only 
adopted the difpofiuons laid down vX 
his regulation of the 16th of July* 
1778, but have alfo taken the ne- 
ceflary meafures to fopport them effi- 
cacioufly, in concert with the Env 
prefs of RuiTia. The States General 
may be affured that the King will be 
conftantly attentive, that neither any 
fliip of the royal navy, nor privateer, 
fhall trouble the legal and innocent 
commerce of the fubje&s of the Re- 
public ; that his Majefty wifi fc- 
verery punifti the flighteft tranf- 
greflion of the regulations e*prefled 
in the Declaration of their H$i 
Mightineffes, fo as to convince them 
of the whole extent of his juftice, as 
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fell as of his affedUon for the United 
Provinces ; and that his Majeity is 
invariably refolved to concur, with 
all in his power, to the eftablift)ment 
of a fixed and permanent jurifpru- 
dence, the equity of which his ene- 
mies would in vain attempt to call 
into queftion, and the fupport of 
which is effentially interefting for 
the profperity of the Dutch nation* 

" But at the fame time that the 
King fhall redouble his attention to 
protect the Dutch commerce from 
Juffering any inconveniences from 
the prefent war, he flatters himfelf 
that their High Mightineffes will on 
their part taice the moil efficacious 
meafures, that the fubjecls of the 
Republic fhall comply in the moil 
fcrupulpus manner with the con* 
ditions which fecure unto them the 
liberty of their commerce ; and that 
they will ortier their Courts of Ad- 
miralty to take all poffible pre- 
caurions, to prevent all frauds and 
connivance with the enemies of his 
IVJajeity,*' 

Given at Verfaillre, the 23d of 
December, 1780. 

Paris, Jan. 10. As foon as the 
news of the rupture between England 
and Holland was known here, the 
King gave immediate orders that all 
the Dutch veffels in any of the French 
ports mould be made acquainted 
therewith. In confequence thereof 
the Marquis de Caftries fent the 
following circular letter to all the 
commanders and commifTaries in 
their refpeclive ports : 

" I hereby acquaint you, Sir, that 
England has declared war again it the 
Republic of Holland, by a Manifeito 
which appeared in London on the 
?lft iaflant. As it is important that 
tae captains of Dutch veffels fhould 
be fpeedily acquainted therewith, I 
write this, in confequence, to all the 
commanders, commiffaries, and fyn- 
4jcs in their refpective ports. It is 
JU« Majefty's pleafurc that his mips of 



the line, frigates, And other armed 
veffels, fhall take under their pro* 
teclion, whenever it is duly requested, 
their mips and veffels belonging to 
the fubjecls of the States General. 
All captains of French privateers are 
like wife to conform with thefe orders* 
And you are hereby requeued to ac* 
quaint them, and all others whom 
it (hall concern, with thefe his Ma r 
jelly's commands, to that effect. 

Given at Versailles, Dec. 25, 1780. 
(Signed) Db Castries '* 

Hague, Jan. 16. In the Affembly 
held on the 1 2th inilant by the States 
General, preiided by the Prince 
Stadtholder, their High Mighrineffea 
came to the refolution of inning oat 
three placarts, and one publication, 
all of them relative to the means of 
refenting, in a fpirited manner, the 
injuflice of the Court of Great Bri- 
tain. By the nrft of thofe placarts, 
their High Mightineffes have or- 
dered a. prolongation of the fiftee* 
days embargo laid on all the flapping 
in the diffierfcnt ports of this Repub- 
lic: the fecond prohibits the ex- 
portation of any kind of goods to 
any part of Great Britain : by the 
thud, their High Mightineffes de- 
clare their intentions of granting 
letters of marque and reprifals again! 
England, to any perfon orperfons, 
who fhall apply for the iame. The 
publication rejrulates the diilribution 
of prizes, and the rewards or in* 
demniftcations intended for thofe 
who may be wounded in any naval 
engagement. His Moft Serene High- 
nefi, as Admiral General, by giving 
up hir (hare in the faid prizes, to be 
applied to the relief of maimed 
failors, their widows, or families, 
fets a bright and noble example, 
which it is hoped will be followed by 
our countrymen, who will not only 
vie with each other to fit out pri- 
vateers and other armed (hips, to 
revenge the honour of our infulted 
flag, butaUb cfUblifh a fund for the 
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benefit of thofe who may be wounded 
in the patriotic conteft, or to fettle a 
provision for the furvivors of thofe 
■who may chance tolofe their lives in 
the iervice of their country. We 
alfo flatter ourfelves that private in- 
tereft will give way to the general 
good, and the unanimous wifh of the 
difintercfted part* of this Republic. 
'The province of Zealand, whofe 
commercial in tereft is moil clofely 
connected with that of Great Britain, 
£s the only one which feemed averfe 
to the taking thofe fpirited meafirres 
which are now become indifpenfrble. 
There is now on record a refolutiori 
communicated by the Deputies to the 
States General. It was preferited on 
the 8th inftsnt, aud is to the following 
purport: — " That they continue to 
perfnl in their opinion that a nego- / 
tiation is the moft convenient method 
to, pat an end to the mutual com- 
plaints between Great Britain and 
this Republic, revive their refpeclive 
trade, and preferve the harmony 
which has fo long fubfifted between 
the two nations ; the more (o as it 
may be effected without their devi- 
ating- in the leaft from the honour 
and independency 0/ the faid Re- 
public : that they do not think that 
the way to fnch a negociation is 
entirely precluded, and therefore 
recommend it as the beft and moft 
eligible, profiling themfelves ready 
to deliberate with the other confe- 
derates, on the moft convenient and 
fpeedy manner of entering upon and 
carrying ■ on the propofed nego- 
ciation . M ' 

" This declaration, which their 
High Mightinefies are far from at- 
tributing to any motive of fear or 
indifference for the general welfare, 
a charge that can never be brought 
againft a province, that has fo well 
deferred of the reft of the xonfe- 
deratesi is further enforced by the 
representation of 'the merchants and 
traders of Middleburgh, the capital 
<rf Zealand, who, in fupport of the 



above opinion, obferve, that tfiB 
two nations cannot go to war, with- 
out ftabbing the very vitals of each 
other y adding, as a further and 
powerful incitement to fome peacc-r 
able overture being made, that they 
have above 1500 Englishmen, fettled 
in their town alone. But as all this 
amounts to no lefs than, that for, 
and in consideration of private in- 
terelt, the Republic Should facriftce 
every thing, rather than break with 
Great Britain ; the States General 
did not chufe to give any pofitive 
anfwer, but have referred the whole 
matter to commiilioners, appointed 
for the purpofe of taking the fame 
into their more ferious confideratior, 
whenever England will think proper 
to offer peace on fome honourable 
terms. 

" YeftcrJay mefTengers were dif- 
patched to Peterfburgh, Copenhagen, 
and Stockholm, for the purpofe of 
claiming the aiTiftance of thofe pow- 
ers, by virtue of the neutral com' 
pad, and in order efpecially to de- 
mand a furhcient number of fhips of 
war; as it is notorious, notwith- 
ftanding the fubterfuges to which 
the Englifh Miniftry and their ad- 
herents have had recourfe, that the 
declaration of war, on the part of 
England, has no other foundation, 
than the acceflion of the Republic to 
the Treaty of Neutrality. 
¥h* following Placart <was puhlijhef 

by the States - General, granting 

Letters of Marque againjt the Eng- 

lijb y dated fan. 12. 
* " The States - General of the 
United Provinces of the Low Coun- 
tries, to all whom thefe prefehts 
may come greeting. Be it known, 
that as the King of Great Britain 
has thought proper, without any 
lawful reafbn, to treat and attack 
thefe countries in an inimical man- 
ner, and we are thus obliged to ufe 
every means "for. our own defence, 
and to proceed in the fame manner 
towards that Sovereign as he hsi 
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towards us, and to cut off all com- 
munication between his fubjects and 
ours. 

" For which purpofe, and for the 
protection of the trade and navi- 
gation of thefe countries, we have 
thought it proper to grant to all the 
inhabitants who fhall take or deftroy 
any Englifh fhips of war, or mer- 
chantmen, the following premiums, 
viz. \ 

Article i* All thofe veflels which 
are particularly fitted out as pri- 
vateers, and furnifhed with proper 
commiflions from the Prince Stadt- 
holder, as Admiral General, (hall, 
onder the required conditions, be 
exempt from the giving up of every 
third man of their crews, according 
to the placart of the 26th of June, 
1780, but not thofe that fail as 
merchantmen and letters of marque 
at once ; and further, all thofe, who 
have taken and brought into any of 
the Admiralties of this country, any 
fhip of war or privateer, mail re- 
ceive a premium of 150 florins for 
every man on board fuch fhip ; and 
for every pound weight of metal fuch 
fhip fhall carry at the time of rhe 
engagement, and the mot of the 
new-invented carronades to be reck- 
oned at a fourth of their weight ; 
for example, fuppofe a privateer 
Jhould take a fhip of war carrying 
40 guns, which would fire at once 
3501b. weight of ball, or 40 car- 
ronades, which would fire at once 
14.00 eight-pouncVs and manned wi h 
220 men, each pound and each man 
reckoned at 150 florins, the whole 
premium would be 85,800 florins, 
and fo more or lefs according to the 
number of men and weight of metal 
of the fhip taken* and always over 
and above the whole booty of the 
fhip, and all the cargo, except the 
Admiral's one tenth. 

" By the 2d Article, the fame 
premium is promifed, if the men of 
the enemy's fhip mould be killed or 
loft, but only the half if they efcape.

" By the 3d, the receiving of the 
premiums is not to take place, till 
fentence is obtained from omvof the 
Admiralties. 

" By the 4th, the Captain, Lieu- 
tenant, and M^te of the privateer, 
together with the Book-keeper, are 
to make oath, that the enemy's fhip 
was abfolutely taken without any 
collufion. 

" By the 5th, the; wounded and 
maimed on board a privateer, are to 
be cured at the Government ex- 
pence, and to have half what is 
allowed for thofe on board of a man 
of war. 

" By the 6th, any man of war, 
or privateer, taking an enemy's fbipj 
is promifed the whole veflel and 
cargo as booty, without any draw- 
back, except the Admiral's one* 
tenth* 

*' By the 7th, the re-takers of 
taken veflels, if they are re-taken 
within twice 24 hours, fhall be jal- 
' lowed one-fifth of their worth ; if 
within four times 24 hours, the^n one 
third ; and if later, then one hartf 
of their worth. 

" By the 8th, the Receiver-Ge- 
neral of the raifed laft 1$ <vyl Gttt, 
in the Hague, is.ordered, upon fhew- 
ing the above, to pay the promifed 
premiums as foon as poflible, in any 
place that may be moft convenient. 

" By the $th, the faid Receiver- 
General is enjoined always to be 
properly provided with money for th<5 
above purpofes. 

" By the joth, the privateers are 
ordered upon their arrival, to give 
notice to the faid Receiver of the 
fame, and the amount of the pre- 
miums i 

" By the i lth, the greateft ex- 
pedition is promifed in the fe/pe&ive 
Colleges of Admiralty. 

" By the izth, it is promifed, 
that if a revifion of the fentence of 
any Court of Admiralty is rtquefted, 
that the premiums mail tieverthelefs 
he paid, on condition of the pri- 
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vateer being bound to anfwer for 
the fame. 

" By the 13th, it is declared, 
that this placart fhall be in force on 
its publication. 

*' Befides the above, their High 
Mightinefres on the 12th of January 
publifhed the neceffary inflru&ions to 
be obferved by the captains, officers, 
&c. . failing with letters of marque 
and reprifals, and that they do take 
the necefTary oaths before the Com- 
miiTiOners of the Admiralty, previous 
to their failing. 

" Their High Mightiness alfo 
on the 12th of January, publifhed 
the premirfms to be allowed to thofe 
failors who fhould be wounded or 
maimed in the fervice of this Re- 
public, fo as to be unfit to fcrve in 
future, is to he left to their own 
choice, either to receive a fum of 
money at once, or a weekly allow- 
ance." 

Hague* Jan. 16. His Excellency 
Count Welderen, who had refided in 
the quality of Miniit^r Extraordinary 
and Plenipotentiary of this Republic, 
at the Court of London, fince the 
year 1 76 1, arrived here laft Friday 
in perfect health. 

The different artifices which the 
Court of London has made uie of to 
delude the foreign powers, and to 
give them to underftand, that- the 
acceflion of the States General to the 
confederation of armed neutrality, 
was not the reafon for which they 
declared war againfl this Republic, 
begin now to unfold daily more and 
more. We are well informed, and 
from, undoubted authority, that as 
fooa as the Britifh Cabinet was made 
acquainted with, their High MightU 
neiles re&lution, of the 20th of No- 
vember laft, by Sir Jpfeph Yorke, 
they immediately determined upon 
that meafure ; and if they hefitated 
at that momeit, to make an imme- 
diate declaration, it was only to give 
their officers and commanders in 
foreign ports, previous notice there- 



of. They thotrght, however, of di£* 
playing a grnad political manoeuvre, 
in breaking with this Republic, be- 
fore the faid acceffion of the States 
General to the armed neutrality was 
formally notified to the Court of 
London, with a view to exclude the 
United Provinces from the number 
of neuter powers, before they had 
made their declaration in that quality. 

On the 1 8th of December laft, offi- 
cial advice was given to Count de 
Welderen, of the recall of Sir Jofeph 
Yorke from the Hague; and from 
that day Lord Stormont refufed all 
minifterial communication, either 
verbal or in writing, with our Am- 
baflador, i>nlefs he had proportions 
of. reconciliation- to offer from the 
part of the Republic, fa that not- 
withstanding all poffible pains taken 
by Count Welderen, to deliver the 
declaration of the States General's 
accefiion to the armed neutrality,- 
proved in vain. This Minifter hav- 
ing received in the night of the 27th 
to- the 28th, the order of their High 
Mightiness to quit London, but 
previoufly to deliver their declara^ 
tion, he fent a letter to Lord Stor- 
mont, in which he inclofed the faid 
declaration,, together with their High 
Mightinefles refolution, concerning 
the affair of Amfterdam.- But the 
Englifh Secretary of State, fent 
back the faid letter, without open- 
ing it, whereupon the Count de Wel- 
deren, before his departure, wrote a 
fecond letter to the* laid Minifter, m 
the terms following :

paflports for my voyage, and like- 
wife with two paffports for two 
Dutch exprefles, named J. Paux, 
and Augent Kohler, by the way of 
Harwich. * 

(t I cannot help at the fame time, 
to exprefs my furprife to your Lord- 
lhip, in receiving back from your 
Excellency's office the letter which I 
had the honour to fend there ; nor 
was { lefs aftonifhed when my fecre- 
tary, whom I had fent to your Lord- 
fliip's office, to enquire for the rea- 
fon of returning the faid letter, with- 
out being opened, acquainted me 
therewith. Give me leave to obferve 
to your Lordfhip, that it is impoflible 
to know whether a propofition is ad- 
miflible or not, before it has been 
feen and examined. Their High 
Mightinefles have given me exprefs 
orders to deliver unto the Britim 
Miniftry, before I fhould withdraw 
from this Court, the papers which I 
had the honour of adarefling to your 
Excellency yefterday morning. How 
can I execute thefe orders, if you 
will not permit me to fee you, nor 
accept any .letters from me ? I flatter 
myfelfthat, convinced of the juftice 
of my remarks, you will be pleafed 
to accept the letter which I fent yef- 
terday, and to fend me a line in an- 
swer, informing me of your inten- 
tions in that refpect.

" Until the conduct of the Re- 
public had broken the ties of friend- 
fhip which fubfifted between the two 
nations, and which the King has 
conftantly defired to preferve, f have 
always been, as you Know very well, 
Sir, ready and willing to confer with 
you on all occafions, and upon all 
objects concerning your Miniftry ; 
and have always received what came 
from your part with due attention. 
But fince all connection between the 
two nations is broke off by the ag- 
greffion of yours, and fince I have . 
officially notified unto you the King'9 
Manifefto, and orders given in con- 
fequence thereof, I can no longer 
behold you as the Minifter of a 
friendly power. You cannot, there- 
fore, Sir, attribute the return of 
your packet without my opening it, 
but to the execution ofindifpenfible 
duty in the prefent circum fiances. 
After an open rupture, all minifte- ^ 
rial communication between us muft 
neceflarily ceafe ; and anterior orders 
are no longer applicable to the pre- 
fent flate of affairs. '

Schuylkill Falls, Nov. 1 5, 1780. 
Dear Sir, 
Some time has elapfed fince J, 
wrote you laft, owing to my having 
been ill with the fever which raged 
in. the city ; I was not confined more 
than a week, yet it left me {b en- 
feebled thut an attention to the bu- 
finefs in Congrefs, and on Com- 
mittees which met, every morning 
and. evening, not ; ohly prevented my 
writing, but reduced me fo low 3 that 
I was; compelled to move to this place 
for recovery of health, from which 
J .ride into the -cjty every morning, 
to meet, Committees at nine, attend 
Congrefs afterwards, and return at 
night ; this deprives; me of that lei- 
fure which I wbuld with: to ctnploy 
in giving you every poflible inform- 
ation . refpeding our' public affairs. 
I am forry to fay that thfcy are far 
fvom affording pleafureto tke friends 
of America ; former Congrefles un- 
doubtedly had their, difficulties, ^and 
whether any other fet of men under 
their.circumftances. would have done 
better, is it not eafy for a judicious 
mind to determine-. Events have, 
however, proved their error, and call 
for a fpeedy reformation. Perhaps, 
moft of our. difficulties Jaave arifen 
from our ignorance of finance, and 
the want of fyftem in every depart T 
jnent. 

A new army is now arranged, the 
States now callea^upon for men and 
fpecifis fupplies, AH public depart- 
ments are now arranging upon ccco r 
nomicil principles, the feveral. ( and 
fxpenftve navy boards will be abo- 



Iimed. The war office and treafury 
board regulated. A Committee ia 
appointed for arranging our finances. 
A loan from France foliated in the 
moft preffing and pofitive terms, and 
a regular fyftem will foon take place. 
Perhaps, it may be thought a late 
hour for this reformation, hut is it 
not hetter late than never? Every 
day's experience proves that many of 
our diftrefTes arife from a want of 
power in Congrefs to carry any of 
their meafures into execution. — — 
They fend requifitions to the States, 
fome comply, fome do not, and the 
confequence of this is too obvious to 
need explanation ; hence it is that 
our army is often ready to periih with 
hunger and cold. I am happy to 
find that, New- tjampftrire ftanas fore* 
moft in her compliance with the re- 
quifitions of Congrefs. At prefent 
w« have no money in the treafury ; 
fome ftates have not yet received 
their new money, or called in their 
old. This r with the artful ihduftry 
of Tories and Speculators had de- 
preciated the old money to eighty- 
five, and even to an Hundred and ten, 
for one in this city. This of courfe 
more than doubles our national debt; 
for as the bills of the 1 8th of March 
muft be redeemed with fdver and 
gold, and are iflued at forty for one, 
five million pf' filver dollars muft be, 
employed to redeem the two hundred 
millions of dollars emitted, when at 
only eighty for one, two millions and 
an half of filver dollars would pur- 
chafe in, the whole furn. Confer 
quently there is a national fofs of 
more than two millions and an half 
of filver dollars with its ihtereft, 
without anjf profpeet of public ad- 
vantage. : jut this is not all, Specu- 
lators and Tories, who have hoarded 
up the fpecie, take every advantage 
of our neceffities,. fpeculate upon 
our foreign bills, fo that we lofe 25 
per cent, on all our money borrowed 
from France. Our army i$ almoil 
naked, yet we have had cloathing 
fufncien* 
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fttfScient for them at Cape Francois 
more than eighteen months, and 
frigates employed on ufelefs adven- 
tures, We had alio arms for twenty 
thoufand men, and cloathing for 
forty-nine thoufand, purchafed in 
France, and fent to the flores to be 
fhipped in April laft. The Captain 
of the Alliance was to have brought 
them, but he' came off without them ; 
we then hoped they might have come 
in the Ariel, but fhe has not arrived. 
In fhort, this feafon has exhibited a 
fcene of misfortunes, fcarcely to , be 
equalled in hiftory, many of them 
have arilen from unforefeen events ; 
and too many from our own inatten- 
tion and neglect. Meafures are now 
taken for forwarding the arms and 
cloathing. But to prevent the other 
evil ariiing from depreciation and 
fpeculation is not fo eafy. The firft 
Jofs of two millions and an half of 
dollars is inevitable. For the credit 
of the laft money muft be fupported, 
or public faith can no longer exift. 
To do this, and prevent the lofs on 
Our bills, fpecie muft be introduced, 
to circulate with the bills to redeem 
them, and to act in all refpects as an 
auxiliary to them. Perhaps it may 
befaid, that it was wrong to ifiue 
thofe bills in the manner they were 
iflued, to which I agree, but it is 
now too late to prevent an evil which 
Has had all its effects ; and an at- 
tempt- to remedy it, would draw on 
confequences ftill more injurious. 

I havd the honour to be one of the 
committee for arranging our finances, 
and flatter myfclf, that we mall yet 
have them eltablifhed upon a refpect- 
able footing. Thus have I given you 
a true, though melancholy picture 
of our political affairs, and fincerely 
wiiji that truth would permit me to 
give you a more pleafing one. With 
refpect to our military affairs, I can 
give you but little information ; 
Lord Cornwallis, fince the famous 
Fergufon was defeated, has retreated, 
towards Charles -town. Gen. Green 



has gone to take the command from 
Gates. The Britifh that landed at 
Portfmouth in Virginia, remain 
there, fending out fmall parties to 
pillage. General Clinton is about 
embarking with a large force, I fup- 
pofe for the fouthern States, to em- 
ploy the winter there, as he did the 
laft, though I hope not fo fuccefs- 
fully. 

I fuppofe you will readily conceive 
by the accounts I have given, that 
my employment here is not of the 
mod entertaining kind, I freely con- 
fefs it, and wilh to be relieved as 
foon as is convenient, I muft, at alf 
events, be home by the firft of the* 
Spring to look after my farms, which 
are now the only barrier between me 
and extreme poverty. Perhaps, if 
requeued, I may return again in the 
Summer ; I wifh, as foon as the afc 
fembly meets, to know what wage* 
I am to expect (in real value) as the 
duty I owe to myfelf and family will 
no longer permit me to ferve the) 
public, in the higheft and moft per- 
plexing offices, to the ruin of my forv 
tune, when even the common foldier 
receives a fuperior reward, and com- 
mands fuperior attention. This hat 
ever been my misfortune fince in 
public fervice, except when! had the 
honour to ferve in Congrefs before for 
New Hampshire ; and as it is tv\y 
duty to ferve the public with fidelity, 
I at xhe fame time ought to knotf 
what I tfm to expect as a reward ifbr 
thofe fervices, v 

With refpeft to Vermont, the cafe 
was feveral times argued, and at 
length Congrefs met to confider upon 
it, at fix in the evening, and fat rift 
twelve : it was learnedly ahd candid^ 
ly argued ; the agents on both iide^ 
attended without fpeiking.' Thfc 
arguments ran fo much againftNew*. 
York, that the agents who were be- 
fore preifing 3 decifion, have never 
mentioned it fince, and thus it refts 
at pre fent. 

I am compelled to inform you that 

I fhall 
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J (hall be in immediate want of mo- 
ney ; articles are fo dear here that 
you can fcarce have a conception of 
it; board, without any thing but 
water to drink, eight hard dollars 
per week. Then firewood, and ^11 
liquors to be paid for; horfe keeping 
forty dollars per day : a common 
riding faddle twenty - one pounds 
hard money, ar;d every thing elie in 
proportion, and daily rifmg. In 
fliort, a thoufand Continental dollars 
will not purchafe what five formerly 
did.

Sir, 

I have the honopr to enclofe to 
your Excellency a copy of an ad of 
Congrefs, airecHng me to apply to 
the feveral States for the nece/lary 
fupplies of forage. This I hoped 
would have been done mor* e fie du- 
ally by Congrefs it (elf, whom \ had 
addreflcd on the fuDJecl, and in con- 
sequence of which the acl referred to 
was patted. 

Had *he provjfipns and forage de- 
manded of the States by Congrefs 
fceen furniftied in time, the trans- 
portation of them might have been 
performed during the fummer and 
autumn, with more e^fey and at far 
Jefs expencc, than in the winter ; and 
magazines being the»eby formed, the 
fupport of the army would not have 



depended on chance fupplies, andth« 
uncertain contingencies of wind and 
weather, 

I cannot but regret as a lingular 
mlsfrtune, that the States fhoald 
have purfued no other mode to pro- 
cure their quotas of fupplies than by 
purchasing. Nothing can be more 
evident than that all the current 
money of the United States, if 
brought into the public treafuries, 
would have been infufficient for the 
purpofe. Hence have flowed the 
diitrefles that have pervaded every 
public department. The particular 
States have exhaufred their funds in 
purchafmg partial fupplies. The 
Continental Treafury of confequence 
remained empty. The army has 
been without pay, but half cloathed, 
and not feldom ill fed. 

The numerous mifchiefs that have 
flowed from the fe csufes are ferioufly 
alarming; The long continued fuf- 
ferings of the troops have produced 
many refignations of excellent offi- 
cers, and great defertions among the 
, foldiers, and defertions to the enemy! 
and defertions of old foldiers, native! 
of New England ! men whom no- 
thing bat defpair of effectual relief 
would have induced to talce fo un- 
happy and dangerous a flep ! Their 
diilrefles, I fear, will be renewed and 
enceafed : for as not a fingle maga- 
zine of provifions or forage is yet 
formed, and the fubfnlence of the 
troops will depend on daily trans- 
portation through the winter, which 
is ever precarious ; and the provifions 
r,hemielves are yet to be procured ; 
I cannot but be apprehenfive of the 
troops fufTering extremely. 

But, as far as pofiible to facilitate 
the tranfportat;on, and at the fame 
time provide for the horfes and teams 
abfolutely neceflary to be kept with 
the army, it is my duty, agreeable 
to the direction of Congrefs, to aflc 
the aid of thofe States whofe fitu- 
ation admits of their yielding fup- 
plies* 

I have 
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I have never been informed what 
portions of forage the State of Con- 
necticut has furmihed in confequence 
of the demand of Congrcfs and their 
Committee at camp ; but fo much as 
the tranfportaiion^fhaH require muft 
by fome means be procured, or the 
army will fuft'er. From the weftern 
towns mufl alfo be drawn fome forage 
for the horfes and cattle that will 
remain with the »»my, during the 
winter, in the Highlands. Col. 
Sheldon's regiment of dragoons is 
liicevvife yet to be provided fur within 
your State ; and probably many wag* 
gon horfes. The places. of depofit 
nave been pointed oat by the Com- 
mander in Chief, viz. Hartford, 
Danbury, Waterbury. But the de- 
pofits at the fir fE and Jafl places are 
to facilitate the transportation of 
ftores and provifions. AtDanl.upy a 
magazine would be proper ; as from 
thence the army itfelf may draw fup- 
plies. 

In procuring the large quantities 
of forage neceflary for the purpofes 
before-mentioned, I moil earnellfy 
requefl your Excellency's afliilance. 
I cannot now afcertain how much 
will be neceflary; but there is no 
danger of excefs. If the Deputy of 
the State (when fixed) can be fup- 
plied with- money, nothing more. I 
conceive will be neceflary : but he 
can expect no money but from the 
State. Deficiencies arifing from the 
want of money, nothing but the 
authority of government can fupply. 
And even that authority will fail,- 1 
Humbly conceive, if exerted in any 
Way except imprefling, or which 
would doubtlefs be infinitely mere 
eligible by aflefling taxes in kind. 

I requefl your Excellency will 
honour me with an anfwer to this 
letter, and information of the aid I 
may expect in the bufinefs before- 
mentioned.

the fpeciiic lofs to the proprietors 
being near rbur millions uerling, 
muft occafion bankruptcies and dif- 
trefs, which will not only difguft 
them with, -but difenable them to 
continue the war. 

Yefterday's pofl did not brine as 
'any advices from the Southward ; 
the enemy have made no advances in 
Virginia* and by an intercepted let- 
ter from' General X-eflie to Lord Corrf- 
wallis* it appears that their object 
iii taking poil*here, was tojomhlm, 
which his retreat towards Charles- 
Town muft render impracticable* 
The militia are turning out with great 
fpirit, but they are almofl unprovided 
with every thing neceiTary to take 
the field, fo that we cannot expefi 
much from them in the offenfive way. 

The merchants here have deter- 
mined to prevent the depreciation 
of money, which by the manoeuvres 
of fome fecrct enemies in this city 
was making a rapid pr'ogrefs ; they 
have fixed the exchange at feventy- 
five paper dollars for one in filver. 

Your Governor's fpeech is ex- 
tremely well written, manly, clear, 
and comprehenfive. The arrange- 
ment of our army is an object of the 
utmoft importance, and I hope will 
occupy the immediate attention of 
all the. States. That of Virginia has, 
I am told, in fpite of a ftrong Tory 
oppofition, voted their quota of 
troops to be raifed during- the war. 
But the great defideratum is money, 
and it does not appear to me that 
Congrefs is taking meafures for the 
attainment of it, either at home of 
abroad, which promife/uccefs.^ 

I beg the favour of you, Sir, to

It is with infinite anxiety' arjti con* 
«arn that I hear of the difficulties 
arifing amonr you refpe&ing the ar- 
rangemenrofthe army, f am well 
convinced 0# the fitfferings of par 
•JEdtts, and have with pleasure' 
viewed the fortitude and Srmnefs 
with which- they encountered and 
fiirmourited ev<*ry difficulty, and tf*i* 
even without any rational Hope of 
*ver being put upon a refpeoable 
military efl&limaMnt. $ut this t-

contention among them fcrremain- 
&|j in fervlce, but by ho means for 
miring, and IftiaH bfc exceedingly 
mortified, if I- am compelled t6 
change my fentiments, efpeciaHy 
with refpe& to the New Hampfhire 
lint, 

I aav informed, that fome-doub6 
have arifen, refp^fc>ing the nefcrVe of 
Congrefs, which I wiih to ex^l'airiv 

Congrefs directed a meeting cf the 
officers of each State (not for deter- 
mining who ihould go home,- but) 
to fix upon proper officers to com- 
mand the regiments of the refpec- 
tive States, and where they could 



not agree, it Was tb be determined 
by feriiority, the obvious and natu- 
ral contraction is, that where the 
corps could not be eftatjlimed by 
agreement, they were to be com-* 
pleated by feniority. Whoever would- 
puta different conftruftion upon it, 
mutf foppofe* that Congrefs meant at 
once- to get rid of all their old and 
experienced officers, and to ptft the*. 
army under the command or young 
amd inexperienced men*. This con- 
ftru&ion is not only againft the na- 
tural and obvious meaning of the 
words, but againft, common fenfe 
and rtfafon- j and I confefs I was no? 
a little furprrced to hear that Tome' 
officers in the New Hampfhire line, 
Bad fuppofed that this was die mean- 
ing of Gorigifefe.

The CRISIS Extraordinary. 

It is impoffible to fit down and 
J&ink feriouily on the aflairs of Ame* 
fica, but the original principles on 
which fhe jefifted, and the glow and 
ardor they infpired, will occur like 
<tne undefaced remembrance of a 
lovely fcene* To trace over in ima r 
^nation the purity of the caufe, the 
Voluntary facrifices made to fupport 
>t, and all the various turnings of 
$e war in its defence, is at arice 



both paying and receiving relpec% 
The principles deferve to be remem- 
bered, and to remember them rightly 
is repoiTefling them. In this indul- 
gence of generous recollection, we 
become gainers by what we feem to 
gLre, and the more we give the 
richer we become. 

Soextenfrv^Iy right was the grouml 
en which America proceeded, that 
«t not only took in every jift and li- 
beral fentiment which could imprefs 
the heart, but made it the direct in* 
tereft of every clafs and order of men 
to defend the country. The war, 
on the part of Britain, was originally 
a war of covetoufnefs. The fordid 
and not the fplendid paflions gave it 
being. The fertile fields and prot- 
perous infancy of America appeared 
to her as mines for tributary wealth. 
She viewed the hive, and difregard- 
jng the induftry that had enriched 
it, thirfted for the honey.. iBut in 
the prefent ftate of her affairs, the 
violence of temper is added to the 
rage of avarice ; and therefore, that 
which, at our iirft fetting out, pro- 
ceeded from purity of principle and 
public intereft, is now heightened 
by all the obligations of neceffity ; 
for it requires but little knowledge 
of human nature to difcetn what 
would be the conference, were 
America again reduced to the fub- 
Jeclion of Britain. Ifocontrouled 
•power, in the hands of an incenfed, 
imperious and rapacious conqueror, 
is an engine of dreadful execution; 
and woe be to that country over 
wiuch it can be exercifed. The 
games of Whig and Tory would 
then be funk in the general term of 
Rebel, and the expreffion, whatever 
it might be, would, with very, few 
inftances of exception, light equally 
on nil 

Britain did not go to war with 
America for the fake of dominion, 
becaufe ihe was then in pofleflion ; 
neither was *,. &r extenfion f trade 
and commerce, becaufe ihe had mo- 
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Hopolized the whole, and the coun- 
try had yielded to it ; neither was it 
tp entinguifti what j&/ might call re- 
bellion, becaufe. before fhe began, 
no refinance exifted. It could then 
be! from no other motive than ava- 
rice, or a defign of eftablifhing, in 
the firft inftance, the fame taxes in 
America as are paid in England 
(which, as I mall prefently fhow, 
are above eleven times heavier'thart 
the taxes we now pay for the prefent 
year J780) or. in the fecond in- 
Itance, to confifcate the whole pro- 
perty of America, • in cafe of refin- 
ance and cono^ueft, of the latter of 
which fhe had then no doubt. 

I ihall now proceed to fhe\y what 
T the taxes in England are, and what 
the yearly expence of the prefent 
war is to her. What the taxes of 
this country amount to, and what 
the annual expence of defending it 
effectually will t?e to us ; and mall 
endeavour concifely to point out the 
, caufe of our difficulties, and fhe ad- 
vantages on one fide, or the confe- 
rences on the other, in cafe we do, 



or do not, put ourfclves in an ef, 
feclual ftate of defence, I mean to 
be open, candid and fincere. I fee 
a univerfal wifh to expel the enemy 
from the country, a murmuring be- 
caufe the war is not carried on with 
more vigour, and my intention is to 
fliew as fhortly as, pofiibje both the 
reafon and the remedy. 

The number of" fouls in England 
(exclufive of Scotland and Ireland) 
is feven millions*, and the number 
pf fouls in America is three mil? 
lions, 

The amount of the taxes in Eng- 
land (exclufive of Scotland and Ire- 
land) was, before the prefent war 
commenced, eleven millions fix hun- 
dred and forty-two thoufiyid fix hun- 
dred and fifty-three pounds Iterling, 
which on an average is no, lefs a fum 
than one pound thirteen fhillings and 
three-pence fterling per head per an- 
num, men, women,, and children ; 
. befides county taxes, taxes for the 
fupport of the poor, arid a tenth of 
all tfce produce of fhe earth for the 
fupport of the bifhops and clergyf.

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Nearly five millions of this fum went 
' annually to pay the intereft of the 
national debt con traded by former 
wars, and the remaining fum of fix 
millions fix hundred and forty-two 
thoufand fix hundred pounds was ap- 
plied to defray the yearly expence of 
government, the peace eftablifliment 
of the army and* navy, placemen, 
penfioners, &c. consequently the 
whole of her enormous taxes being 
t^us appropriated, flie had nothing 
. to fpare out of them towards defray- 
ing the expences of the prefent war 
or any other. Yet had (he not been 
in debt at the beginning of the war, 
as we were not, and like us had on- 
ly a land and not a naval war to 
carry on, her then revenue of eleven 
millions and a half pounds fterling, 
jvould defray all her annual expences 
• of war and government within each 
year. 

But this not being the cafe with 
her, ihe is obliged to borrow about 
ten million pounds fterling yearly, 
. to profecute the ware flie is now en- 
gaged in (this year flie borrowed 
; twelve) and lay on new taxes to 
rfifcbarge the intereft ; and allowing 
. that the prefent war has coft her on- 
ly fifty millions fterling, the intereft 
tiereon at five per cent, will be two 
millions and a half, therefore the 
amount of her taxes muft be now 
fourteen millions, which on an ave- 
rage is no lefs than forty fhillings 
per head, men, women, and child- 
ren, throughout the nation. Now 
as this expence of fifty millions was 
borrowed on the hopes of conquer- 
1 fng America, and as it was avarice 
which firft induced her to commence 
the war, how truly wretched and 
deplorable would the condition of 
• |his country be, were fhe, by her 
own remiflhefs, to fuffer an enemy 
of fuch a difpofition, and fo circum- 
stanced, to reduce her to fubje&ion. 
I now proceed to the revenues of 
America, v " < 



' I have already flated the somber 
of fouls in America to be three mil- 
lions, and by a calculation I have 
made, which I have every reafon to 
believe is fufficiently right, the whole 
expence of the war, and the fuppott 
of the feveral governments, may be 
defrayed for two million pounds 
fterling, annually ; which, on an 
average, is thirteen fliilUngs and 
four-pence per head, men, women, 
and children, and the peace eftab- 
lifliment at the end of the war, will 
be but three quarters of a million, 
or five fhillings fterling per head. 
Now throwing ( out of the auefHon 
every thing of honour, principle, 
freedom, and reputation in the world, 
and taking it up on the fimple 
ground of intereft, I put the fol- 
lowing cafe: 

Suppofe .Britain was to conquer 
America, and, as conquerors, was 
to lay her under no other condition, 
than to pay the fame proportion to- 
ward her annual revenue which the 
people of England pay, our fhare 
in that cafe, would be fix million 
pounds fterling, yearly; can it them 
be a queftion, whether it be beft to 
raife two millions to defend the 
country, and govern it ourfelves, 
and only three quarters of a million 
afterwards, or pay fix millions to 
have it conquered, and let the ene- 
my govern. 

Can it be fuppofed that conque- 
rors would chufe to put themfelves 
in a worfe condition than what they 
granted to the conquered. In Eng- 
land the tax on rum is five (hillings 
and one penny fterling per gallon, 
which is one filver dollar and four- 
teen coppers. Now would it not 
be laughable to imagine, that after 
the expence they have been at, they 
would let either Whig or Tory in 
America drink it cheaper than them- 
felves. Coffee, which is fo conftder- 
able an article of confumption and 
fupport here, is there loaded with a. 

duty, 
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/djptyv which makes the price be- 
£wecn five and fix millings fterling 
a pound*, and a penalty of fifty 

.. pounds fterling on any perfon de- 
veiled in roafling it in his own 
to ufe. There is fcarce an article 

, cf life you can eat, drink, or wear, 
or enjoy, that is not there loaded 
vith a tax j even a light from hea- 
ven is only permitted to fljine in- 
to their dwellings* t>y paying eigh- 

. teen-pence fterling, per window an- 
nually ; and the humbleft drink of 
life, fmall beer, cannot there be 
purchafed without a tax of nearly 
two coppers a gallon, befidesa heavy 
tax upon the malt, • and another on 
the hops before it is brewed, ex- 
clusive of a land-lax on the earth 
which ^produces then 1 * In fhort, the 
condition of that country in point 

. of taxation is fo opprefflve, the 
number of her poor fo great, and 
the extravagance and rapacioufnefs 
of the court fo enormous, that were 

, they to effeft a conqueft of Ame- 
rica, it is then only that the dip- 
trefles ( of America would begin. 
Neither would it fignify any thing 
to a man whether he be what we 
call a Whig or a Tory. The peo- 
ple of England aud the miniftry of 
thai country know us by no fuch 
4iiHn&kms. What they want is 
clear folid revenue, and the modes 
.they would take to procure it, would 
operate alike on all. Their roan- 
jner of reafoning would be fhort, 
becaufe they would naturally infer 
that if we were able to carry on 
war of Eve or &c years againft them, 
we are able to pay the fame taxes 
which they do. 

I have already ftated that the ex- 
pence of conducting the prefent war, 

, and the government of the feveral 
ftates, may be done for two millions

fterling, and t>e eftaMifhment in 
time of peace, for three quarters of 
a million.* 

As to navy matters, they flourifh 
fo well, and are fo well attended 
to, in the hands of individuals, that 
I think it confident on every prin- 
ciple of real ufe and ceconomy. to 
turn th* navy into hard money 
(keeping only three or foiir packets) 
and apply it to promote the fervice 
of the army. We mall not have a 
fhip the lefs; the ufe of them, and 
the benefit from them, will be greatly 
increafed, and their expences faved. 
We are now allied with a formidable 
naval power, from whom 'we derive 
the afiiftance of a navy ; and the 
line in which we can profecute the 
war fo as to reduce the common 
enemy and benefit the alliance moft 
effectually, will be by attending clofe? 
ly to the land fervice. 

I eftimate the charge of keeping 
up and maintaining an army, of- 
ficering them, and all expences in- 
cluded, fuificient for the defence of 
the country, to be equal to the ex- 
pence of forty thoufand men at 
thirty pounds fterling per head, 
which is one million two hundred 
thoufand pounds* 

I likewife allow four hundred 
thoufand pounds for Continental **" 
pences at home and abroad. 

And four hundred thoufandpotmds 
for the fupport of the feveral ftate 
governments, the amount then will 
be,

Total, a,ooo,ooa 
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I take the proportion of tnis ftate, 
Pehnfylvania, Co be an eighth part 
of the Thirteen United States, the 
quota then for us to raife will be 
two hundred and fifty thoofand 
pounds fterling ; two hundred thou- 
fend of which will be our fhare for 
tjie fupport and pay of the army 
and continental expences at home 
and abroad, and fifty thou fan d 
pounds for the fupport of ftate go- 
vernment. . 

In order to gain an idea of the 
proportion in which the raifmg fuch 
afurawill fall,, I make the following 
calculation* 

Pennfylvania contains three hun- 
dred and feventy-five thoufand in- 
liabitants, men, women, and chil- 
dren, which is Iikewife an eighth 
part of the whole inhabitants of the 
United States: therefore two hun- 
dred and fifty thoufand pounds fter- 
Iing to be raifed' among three hun- 
dred and feventy-five thoufand per- 
fcns, is, on an average, thirteen 
killings and four-pence fterling per 
head per annum, or fomething more 
than one milling fterling per month. 
And our proportion of three quar- 
ters of a million for the jjovern- 
toent of the country, in time of 
peace, will be ninety- three thoufand 
leven hundred and fifty pounds iier- 
fing, fifty thoufand of which will 
> be for government expences of the 
ftate, and forty-three thoofand fe- 
ven hundred and Mty pounds for 
continental expences at home and 
abroad. 

The peace eftablifhed then will, 
oa an average, be Eve millings fter- 
ling per head- Whereas was Eng- 
land now to flop, and the war ceafe, 
ket peace eftaWiihment would con- 
tinue the feme as it is now, viz. 
fcrty-ttillings per head; therefore 
was oar taxes neceflary for carrying 
ta t&e wtif as much per head as hers 
now hj and the difference to be 
Only whether we fhould, at the end 
tf the war, fay at the rate of five 



fhillings per head,' or forty fnifling* 
per head, the cafe needs no think- 
ing of. But as we can fecurely de- 
fend and keep the country for one' 
third Iefs than what our burden 
would be if it was conquered, and 
fupport the governments afterward, 
for an eighth of what Britain would 
levy on us, and could. I find a mifer 
whofe fieart never felt the emotions 
of a .fpark of principle, even* that 
man, uninfluenced by every love' 
of money, and capable of no at- 
tachment but to his intereft, would, 
and muff, from the frugality which 
governs him, contribute to the de- 
fence of the country, or he ccafe* 
to be a mifer, and becomes an 
ideot. But when we take in with it 
every thing that can ornament man- 
kind ; when the line of our intereft 
becomes the line of our happiness ; 
wl^en all that can cheer and animate 
the heart ; when fenfe of honour, 
fame, character, at home and a- 
broad, are interwoven not only witk 
the fecarity but the increafe of pro- 
perty, there exifts not a man' in* 
America, unlefs he be a hired emif-- 
fary, who does not fee that his' 
good is connected with keeping uj> 
a fufitcient defence;.

ataboo) a horfe and a mare, a bull 
and cow, a he and two fhe goats, a 
boar and two fows— took a {hark 
with 40 young ones in her belly. 
At York Ifland, Oft. 5. left a bull 
and three cows; a peacock, turkey- 
cock and hens; a gander and four 
geefej a drake and four ducks ; and 
fome Englifh hog? and fheep. Dur- 
ing their flay, one of * the Indian 

Chief* 
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STOLE A. YOUNG COAT, which not 

being returned On demand, it fo 
enraged the Captain, that he got all 
the marines and petty officers under 
arms, and marched them over land 
15 miles, to where the Chief lived 
who ftole the goat: here,' alfo, the 1 
goat being refufed, the Captain gave 
orders to fire the toivn^ and hum all 
tbt*war canoes they came to, fvhicb 
<was obeyed— and fo they marched 
along from town to town, burning 
and deftroying all they came near. 
In this progrefs, they came to a 
ifeck of land, where 4, or 500 In- 
dians were afTembled, fuppofed to 
fight them, when the' Captain or- 
dered his people to form in a angle 
line, to rive them a warm reception^ 
<3n which the Indians declined their 
Safe attempt — foon after fome of 
die Chiefs came with green boughs 
in tfieir hands (tokens of peace) and 
brought cocoa nuts: and then! 
they went on burning and deftroying, 
undl they came to a long houfe, 
where the boats were waiting ; and 
Here the Captain made the Indians 
barbacue fame hogs, and fetch plen- 
ty of bread fruit for their refrefh- 
meht;" after which they went on 
feoard. The two or three next 
days they proceeded to the other fide 
of the, iiland, burning and deftroy- 
ing as before— On the third day the 
goat was brought. [This was a 
d-^d goat, not a fcape-goat.] 

Twelfth October, 1778. At Gha- 
na, they put Omiah on more, built 
Mm. a houfe^ left hiin a horfe and 
a mare, a boar and a fow, a he and 
fiie goat, a monkey and turkey cock ; 
alfo Tiburuah and Cohah, two young 
lads, "they brought from New Zea- 
. land,— Nov. 2, at Ulateia, a mari- 
ner ran away, but was fetched back 
—after which, two more mariners 
went off, but wore fent back by the 
Chief, becaufe the Captain Tiad pru- 
dently confined his fdn and daugh- 
ter in the cabin of the Difcovery, 
as hoftages. Nov, 24th, they came 



to an iflandj and turned four pi 
five hundred turtle, killed plenty of, 
birds, and caught fifh of all kinds. 
Here two boys were loft jn the 
ifland, one was found In two days, 
and the other in three days, but fo 
weak and low, as to be crawling on 
his ■ hands and knees. Tuefday 20th 
December, came to three iflands, the 
middlemoft ot which is Sandwich 
Ifland, in 41 deg. N. lat. and 169; 
deg. 40 mirt. Weft longitude ; here 
the Indians came off fwimniing, and 
fome in canoes, and brought hogs, 
yams, plantains, fweet potatoes, &c* 
One of them ftole the butcher's* 
cleaver, which, in attempting to re- 
cover, was thrown overboaro. On 
going afhore in their boats, a num: 
ber of Indians ran into the water 
and attempted to over-fet them ; till 
Lieutenant Williamfon fhot one of 
the moft forward of them, on which 
the reft feemed very peaceable. On 
27th December, departed this life, 
Thomas Roberts, Quarter-mailer. 
29th December, came to King 
George's Sound ; the inhabitants 
were numerous and cannibals 1 [So 
he fays are the Indians of feveral 
other iflands they touched at.] Here 
they got plenty of verv fine water- 
beaver fkins, for nails, iaws, ket- 
tles, and fuch trifles; which were 
the ufual prices paid by the natives, 
for their provisions and commodities, 
when they trafficked ; that is, when 
they could not get them without. At 
this place the Indians, in their war 
canoed, attempted to take the fhips 
there repairing ; but feeing the crews 
prepared to bppofe them, dieywent 
off. ill. May failed by land, in 
55 deg. K. lat. mountainous, and 
covered with fnow. They faw fe- 
veral openings in thefe latitudes, 
r but could not 'find any paffagt* ift 
June, numbers of Indians in tin- 
ned canoes, of the Esquimaux kind, 
came and traded with hollibut, q^tffe 
falmon, and feveral forts of feijis— 
faw a volcano. 2d July, thejrwefe 
' furroufldcd 
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flifron'nded with iflands— 30 or 40 
canoes, loaded with Indians, came 
along fide to trade, but ftaid only a 
fliort .time. 3d Auguft, departed 
this life, William Anderfon* fur- 
geon of the Refolution — got fome 
wild peas, angelica and par/ley', for 
the goats. 10th Auguft, came to 
an anchor in 65. N. lat. and on 
the 13th, crojfed the Antartic circle. 
17th Auguft* in 71 deg. fell in with 
the ice— caught nine fea^horfes, 
which, with bread, were ferved to 
the men inftead of all other provU 
fions; and after a change of beef 
and pork, more fea-horfes were fcrv- 
cd, and foon after they were put 
to third allowance of provifions. 
On the 28th Auguft, gave over 
Cruifmg for the North-weft pajfuge. 
Sept. 1 . fleered to the Southward ; 
and on the eleventh came to an 
anchor off part ofAmerica ( Alatchka) 
in 66 deg. Oclober 2d, anchored 
at the Ifland of Providence, and 
Hopped a leak— here "is a factory 
belonging to the Ruffians. 26th 
Nov* made land at Sandwich Ifland, 
in 23 deg. N ]at. Dec. 10th, 
fent a letter to the Difcovery, con- 
cerning provifions* On the 24th, 
loft fight of the Difcovery, but on 
the 7th January, 1779, joined com- 
pany again at the eaft end of Oro- 
M9, 1 ft. Feb. departed this life,, 
Wrn. Watman : here they got hogs, 
fait, plaintains, cananas> and fugar- 
canes. On the 4th, failed to 
Hawee, and on the 7 th returned to 

Onnoo, AND HERE COMMENCES 

Captain CookVtracedy ; for 
on the 13th Feb. the Difcovery's 
cutter was ftolen, of which Captain 
Clarke, on the morning of the 14th 
informed Captain Cook, who feem- 
td very much enraged [the expreffion 
ufed when the little goat was ftolen 
at York Ifland] and ordered them 
to prepare to go on fhore to re- 
cover the boat. When they landed, 
the Indians feeing only the captain, 
one lieutenant of marines, one fer-

jeant, one corporal, one drummer, and 
fix privates, became very refolut* and 
armed themfelves with fpears and 
clubs, and fpikes they had go: from 
the Captain : one of the Indians got 
near Captain Cook, and took up a 
great ftone, with an intent, no 
doubt, to knock him down ; but 
of which the ferjeant apprifed him, 
and immediately the Captain Ihot 
him dead: on this a fight began; 
but the fire from the boats was of 
no fervice, the Indians were fo nu- 
merous. — They killed the captain, 
corporal, and three privates, the reft 
fwam off to the boats, or muft alfo 
have periftied ; the lieutenant being 
wounded in the fhoulder, and one 
private man in the left eye : the 
names of the killed were, Captain 
James Cook, James Thomas t corporal 1 
Theophilus Hinks, Thomas Tatchet % 
and John Allen. When the fur- 
vivors got on board, they manned 
the boats and went on the other 
fide of the bay, where their foremaft 
was, and went on fhore ; when the 
Indians continued flinging ftones, till 
they got off their forematt; during 
which time they, however, kept fif- 
ing, and killed great numbers: 
they returned on boarl, and, in 
the evening, manned the boats a- 
frefh, and went on fhore to de- 
mand the dead bodies : the Indians 
fignified they would let them have 
them on the morrow. In the even- 
ing of the next day, about half 
paft eight o'clock, they brought the 
fiefh of one^s thigh, and intimated 
this was the Captain's — It was bu- 
ried overboard. On the 17th Feb. 
1779, they went on fhore to wood 
and water, when the Indians again, 
threw ftones, on which they fet fire 
to a fmall town ; the Difcovery fired 
her great guns, which killed fix or 
feven, and they took a man and wo- 
man prifoners. T*helndians tumbled 
down ftones of fix or eight hundred 
weight to the watering place, but 
hurt nobody. The man and woman 
prifoners 
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£rifoners they took on board, but 
Jbon after fet them at liberty ; on 
which the man, by Health at night 
(for fear of his own people) brought 
off all the provifions he could get, 
(grateful creature!). On the 19th, 
£n Arrea came to make peace, and 
promifed to bring the remains of the 
Captain ; and, on the 20th, they 
Brought the fcalp, fkull, arms, hands, - 
and; brains; which, on the 21ft, 
yere buried* and nine minute guns 
were fired. On the ; 24th, they 
brought the flefh of jthe face and 
knder-jaw, and the feet : in the 
.evening they received intelligence^ 
that on the 14th, they had killtd 17 
'Indians (feven of them Anzas, and 
.t;*n Tootoos), Alfo, that on* the 
r6th, they killed ninej and pn the 
17 th, feven Indians* x The fame 
evening (the 24th) they failed, and 
"^9: the, 27th, came to an. anchor at 
jAttahies. The, firft of March canue 1 
to Sandwich tfland— Here the In- 
dians ; ftole the Cooper's bag of 
£ungs, fome toys, and a bucket ; 
tmt on a mufket ball being fired at 
.them, they retired, and returned 
armed with fpears and duos. In 
trowling down the cafks of water 
; $o fhe jhor€u they dole Lieut. King's 
feanger,, and ftrove to wreathe Ser- 
jeant's piece out of his hand $ and 
in getting into the boats, the In- 
dians knocked the Serjeant's hat off, 
upon which be fined, and wounded 
one of them in -the backfide * the 
next day the Indians became more 
peaceable. The 7th of March they 
failed to Nehoe, and, took in a laige 
quantity of yams, hogs, and fait. 
The 15th, they came to Kamfchat- 
ca, in Siberia. The z$d April, 
tliey anchored in the bay of St. 
Peter and Saint Paul, in 52 deg. 
81 rain. N. lat. where there are 
three burning mountains ; the place 
is peopled with Ruffian cOnvi&s, 
whofe chief food is dried fifh ; they 

ate drawn on fledges by dogs 

iiere they got fixteen bullocks, and 
. iieventcen . hundred weight of rye- 



flour — One of the volcanoes threW 
up great quantities of fand, fmall 
ftones and mud; fome of which fell 
at the diftance of thirty miles. The 
17th March, they caught two fea> 
bears, fwimming from the ice, in 
6j deg. N. lat. The Difcovery 
was clofed in by the Lee eight hours. 
The 24th, they caught eleven fea- 
horfes, but only got eight on board, 
as the reft broke out of the flingi* 
March 27^ they made land in Afia; 
<W gave over cruijtngfor the North* 
Eajl pojfage. 

Auguil ajtd,. at Awatchka — de- 
parted this life Captain Charles 
Clarke, and Captain John Gore 
took the command — Uppn the 29th, 
Captain Clarke was buried on fhore; 
twenty minute guns were fired; the 
104th pfalm was played .on. the 
French horns, fife and dram, in 
the procefhon to the grave ; the mu- 
rines fired three volhes over him; 
and afterwards the crews were ferv- 
ed with double allowance of grog, 
" By Capttaix Qmrkb's ox- 
txEits !* — September 9, a galliot ar- 
rived with foldiers from. Ohatehka, 
and delivered pitch, tar, nails, and 
cordage, me had for them-— Sep- 
tember tt, they failed by Cape 
Garvares, the fauthcrnmoift Cape in 
Ana, in their way tp the Eait-In 
dies — November 4th, 5 and 6; there 
was great quantities of Pwttite-ftone 
fwimming % along -fide the fhip*,, and 
on Sunday the 14th faw Sulphur- 
Ifland— On the 27th pafled an 
iJland with only one tree upon it* 
January u, 1780^ two of the fea- 
men ran away with their large cat* 
ter which they fearched for in rain. 
The 1 8th at Pullacandore they wood- 
ed, watered,, and got in ten bu£* 
falos, one hoganyl fome fowls* ifcc. 
They proceeded by Java and Su- 
matra, and on the 13th at Piinees- 
Ifland they got turtle and f««* 
monkies— in their return to England 
they met with a French 30 gun 
frigate, who feeing, two Chips ifc 
„ company did not engage. 

Conclufiont 
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CdncIufior« — The tranfcriber, as 
% Citizen of the Worlds defires pcr- 
miffion to aik, was it well done, for 
the lofs of a poor goat, or even a 
fcoat, to pour fuch en*ac£D ven- 
geance on thofe extremely ignorant 
beings? Is not the breach of every 
Chnraaii, every humane law and 
principle, too great a price in at- 
tempting fuch difcoveries ? Are not 
thefe Indians, however the difpro- 
portion in intellectual acquisitions, 
car fellow creatures ? Were tkefe 
Chriftians or thefe Indians the great- 
eft fav.ages? Was not the power 
exerted over the natives, the natural 
lords of the foil, that of free-boot- 
hs and plunderers? Upon the whole, 
finely, the great and common Pa- 
rent of the uniyerfe has marked with 
his diipleafure, this opprelive and 
abortive expedition.

Tbi following is a correS copy vf the 
ttltbrated TrbaTV of armed 
Neutrality, between the Nor- 
thern Powers, which threatens 
to overthrow the whole ancient Afa- 
ritsme Syftew of Europe* particularly 
as far as relates I* the British* 

DOMINION OF THE SEAS< 

Translation of the Naval Treaty, 
or Convention, for an armed neu- 
trality, concluded at Copenhagen, 
June 28, 1789, O* S, between 
her Majefty the Emprefs of Ruffia, 
and his Majefty the King of Den- 
mark and rslorway, for the prefer^ 
vation of the liberty of the com- 
merce and navigation- of neuter 
nations ; to which his ^ajefty the 
Jfcinff of Sweden, and their High 
MightineiTes t^e Statejs General of 
<\z United Provinces, have ac- 
ceded, and refpecUvely figged ( tke 
/ame, at Peter^urgh, on the 2 lit 
i>f July* 17&©, and the 5th of 
January, 1781. 

"Whereas the commerce and navi- 
gation of neuter powers is greatly 
■injured by the prefent war at fea, 
jftticfc has broken out between Great 



Britain, on the one part, and France 
and Spain, on the other part, btf 
Majefty the Emprefs of KuiDa, and 
his Majefty the King of Denmark 
and Norway, in confequenoe 0/ their 
arduous attention to fupport their 
own dignity, and to unite their con* 
ft ant care for the fafety and welfare 
of their refpe&ive fubjecls ; as well 
as from the refpeel which they hart 
at all times manifefted for the rights 
of nations in general, have found it 
neceiTary, in the present ctrcum- 
ftances, to determine their conduft 
According to thefe fentimeaw. 

Her Majefty, the Emprefe ofRuwa, 
in her declaration to the belligerent 
powers, dated Feb. 28, 1780, has 
plainly Hated, in the face of all Eu- 
rope, the fundamental principles 
which derive from the primitiise 
rights of mankind, and which her 
faid Majefty claims and adopts as a 
rule of her condu& in the prefent 
war. As this attention of her Im- 
perial Majefty, in watching over the 
reciprocal rights of nations, has been 
honoured with the approbation of all 
neutral powers, her faid Majefty has 
engaged in this affair, whjeh ma- 
terially concerns her moft eiTential 
interefts, and has proceeded therein 
fo far that it may be ferioufly con- 
sidered as a fubje£t worthy of the at- 
tention of both the prefent and future 
time, as it tends to the eftabliihment 
of a permanent and invariable (yftety 
of the rights, prerogatives, and en 7 
gagements of neutrality.. 

His Majefty, the King of Den- 
mark and Norway, convinced, of the 
juftice of thefe principles, has like- 
wife eftablifhed and claimed them in 
his declaration of the 8th of July, 
;7$o, which declaration (as well as 
that of the Emprefs of Ruffia) his 
faid Majeily has caufed to be com- 
municated to the belligerent powers ; 
and in order to fupport thefe princi- 
ples efficacioufly, his Majefty has or- 
dered part of his fleet to be fitted 
out. From thefe proceedings hare 
. I z ■ " 
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arifen that harmony and unanimity 
with which her Majefty, the Emprefs 
of Ruflia, and his Majefty, the King 
of Denmark and Norway, have 
thought necefTary, in mutual friend- 
ship and reciprocal confidence, and 
in conformity to the intereft of their 
refpeftive fubjetts, to confirm their 
common engagements by the con- 
clufion of a formal convention. 

To this end their Imperial and 
Royal Majefties have chofen and ap- 
pointed the following Plenipoten- 
tiaries, viz. Her Majefty the Em- 
prefs of Ruflia has appo:n:ed Charles 
Van Often, commonly called Baron 
Saken, Privy Counfellor of State, 
Knight of the order of St. Ann, Mi- 
nifter Plenipotentiary from her faid 
Majefty to the court of Denmark, 
ire. and his Majefty the King of 
Denmark and Norway, has appoint- 
ed Ottcn Count of Thott, Privy 
Counfellor of State, Knight of the 
order of the Elephant, &c. Joachim 
Otton Baron de Schack-Rathlau, 
Privy Counfellor of State, Knight of 
the order of the Elephant^&d John 
Henry Baron Eichftedt, Privy Coun- 
fellor of State, Governor of his Royal 
Highnefs the Hereditary Prince of 
Denmark, Knight of the order of 
the Elephant, &c. and Andrew Peter 
Count BernftorfF, Privy Counfellor 
and Minifter and Secretary of State 
for the foreign department, Prefident 
of the Royal German Chancery, 
Knight of the order of the Elephant, 
&c. which faid Minifters, after hay- 
ing exchanged their full powers, 
which were found to be in due form, 
have concluded and agreed to the 
following articles $ 

Art. I. That their aforefaid Ma- 
jefties are fincerely determined to 
mairitain, conftantly, the moft per- 
fect friendfhip and harmony with 
the different powers at prefent en- 
gaged in war, and to obferve the 
moll fcrupulous neutrality ; and in 
confequence thereof they declare, 
that adhering to this determination, 



the prohibition of all contraband 
trade with the powers at prefent in 
war, or with thofe who may here-^ 
after be engaged therein, mail be 
ftri&ly obferved by their refpecVive 
fubjetts. 

Art. II. To avoid all errors 
and mifunderftandings with regard 
to commodities which fhall be deem- 
ed contraband, her Majefty, the Em- 
prefs of Ruflia, and his Majefty, the 
King of Denmark and Norway, do 
hereby declare,* that they (hall only 
acknowledge fuch articles to be con- 
traband commodities, as are includ- 
ed and mentioned in the treaties now 
fubfifting between their refpeftiye 
courts, and the one or the other of 
the belligerent powers. 

Her Majefty, the Emprefs of 
Ruflia, conforms herfelf intirely in 
this refpeel: to the articles X. and 
XII. of her treaty of commerce with 
the court of Great-Britain, and ex- 
tends likewife the engagements of 
this treaty, which are founded upon 
the natural rights of nations, to the 
courts of France and Spain ; which 
faid courts, until the date of this 
prefent convention, have no treaty 
of commerce with her empire. 

His Majefty, the King of Den- 
mark and Norway, on his part, con- 
forms himfelf chiefly to the II. ar- 
ticles of his treaty of commerce with 
the court of Great-Britain, and to 
the articles XXVI. and XXVII. of 
his treaty of* commerce with France, 
and extends alfo the engagements of 
this laft mentioned treaty to the 
court of Spain, as his faid Majefty 
has no treaty with the laft mentioned 
power, which determines any- condi- 
tions relative to this fubjecl. 

Art* III T As by thefe means all 
contraband: goods and commodities 
are determine.d and afcertained, con- 
formable to the treaties and fpeciaj 
convention fubfifting between the 
high contracting parties and the bel- 
ligerent powers, and chiefly in tie 
treaty between Ruflia and Great- 
• . .'■■■* Britaio 
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Britain, of the 20th of June, 17,66, 
as well as in that between Denmark 
and Great-Britain, dated July nth, 
1670, and by that concluded be- 
tween Denmark and France, on the 
23dofAuguft, 1742; the will and 
intention of her Majefty the Emprefs 
of Ruflia, and of his Majefty the 
King of Denmark and Norway' are, 
that all other commerce mail be and 
remain free. 

Their faid Majefties having al- 
ready fet furth in their declaration to 
the belligerent powers, that they 
have laid down- as the bafis of their 
conduct, the general principles of 
t}i; natural rights of mankind, from 



out lofs of time, and that flie pre 
ceedings mall always be uniform, 
fpeedy, and according to the laws ; 
and that whenever any mail be found 
to have been flopped, or fufFered anyt 
damage without any fuflkient caufe, 
they mall not only be entitled to a 
fufTicient compenfation, but alfo to a 
complete fatisfaction for the infult 
offered to the flag of their Majesties. 
Art. IV. In order to obtain thi* 
end, and to protect the general com- 
merce of their fubjects, founded, upon 
thefe invariable principles, her Ma- 
jefty, the Emprefs of Ruflia, and his 
Majefty, the King cf Denmark and 
Norway, have refolved to fit out, 



whence the liberty of commerce and ' feparately, a proportionate number 



navigation, and the rights of neuter 
nations derive, are refolved not to , 
depend any longer from the arbitra- 
ry explication of thefe rights, which 
is generally dictated by partial ad- 
vantages anjl momentary interefts ; 
with this view, their faid Majefties' 
have agreed upon the following 
articles : 

1. That all neuter veflels fhall be 
permitted to navigate from port to 
port, and on the coafts of the belli- 
gerent powers. 

2. That the effects belonging to 
fubjects of the belligerent powers, 
fhall be free on board neuter fhips 
aad veflels, excepting only fuch ar- 
ticles as are flipulated to oe deemed 
contraband. 

3. In order to determine what is 
to be confidered as a port blocked 
up, it is hereby declared, that that 
port fhall only be deemed as fuch, 
into which no fhips can enter, with- 
out being expofed to an evident peril 
from the forces that attack the faid 
port, and the fhips that fhall have 
taken a ftation near enough for that 
purpofe. 

4. That neuter veflels fhall only 
be liable to be flopped and feized for 
juft and cogent reafons, and upon 
the moft convincing proofs, that 
juflice fhall be 4one unto them with- 



of fhips of the line and frigates ; and 
the fquadrons of thefe refpective 
powers fhall repair to fuch latitudes, 
and fhall ferve as convoy* to the 
trading fhips of their refpective fub- 
jects, wherever the Commerce and 
navigation of each nation ihall re- 
quire it. 

"Art. V. In cafe that any mer- 
chant fhips belonging to fubjects of 
one of the high contracting parties, 
fhould happen to be in a fea or lati- 
tude, where no fhips of war of their 
fovereign are flationed, and that they 
confequently could not obtain any 
protection from the forces of their 
own nation, the commander of tlie 
fhips of war of the other power, up*. 
on being duly requefted, malt im- 
mediately afford them all nece'i'iry 
afliftance ; and in this cafe it is here- 
by flipulated, that the fhips and fri-, 
gates of the one power fhall always 
grant the neceflary protection and 
afliftance to the trading fhips of the 
other power; provided always, that 
thofe who fhall claim fuch afliftance 
or protection, fhall not carry on any- 
illicit tfade, which may be contrary 
to the laws of neutrality, as received, 
and mentioned hereabove. 

Art. VI. The prefent conven- 
tion fhall not DQ retroactive, and 
confequently neither of the high con- 
tracting 
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fi-adling parties can take cognizance 
of any differences that may have 
ftrifen between them and other 
powers, before its conclusion ; un- 
lefs the matter in litigation fhoul4 be 
relative to violences which are (till 
exifting, and which may tend to op- 

•prefs all neuter nations in Europe, 

Art. VII. If, notwithftanding 
the vigilant and amicable care of the 
two high contracting parties, and the 
m6ff exact, obfervations'of neutrality 
on their part; any Ruffian, or Danlfh 
merchant {hip? mould happen to be 
Infulted or taken by the mips of war 
©r privateers of one or the other of 
the belligerent powers, the Minifter 
of the offended party fliall make pro- 
per reprefentations to that court, 
whofe mips of war or privateers have 
been guilty of the fa id aft ; he mall 
infift upon a reafonable compenfa- 
fioa for the damages or lofe of time, 
as well as upon a complete fatisfac- 
tion for the infult offered to the flag 
of his Sovereign. The Minifter cf 
the other high contracting party, 
ihall fecond and fupport thefe repre- 
fentations in the mo^t ferious and 
efficacious manner, and thus they 
fhall continue jointly and unani- 

' jnoufly,. until their rcquefl is grant- 
ed. But in cafe of a rcfufal, or any 
unreafonable delay from time to 
time, to redrefs thefe grievances, 
their aforcfaid Majefties do hereby 
declare, that they will make ufe of 
yeprifafc towards that power that re- 
jfofes to do them juftice, and will 
immediately unite, in the mod effi- 

' cacious means, to execute thefe juft 
jeprifals. 

' Art. VIII. In cafe that one cf 
the high contracting parties, or both 
together, mould be difluibcd, mo- 
felted, or attacked, in cpnfequence 
pf jbis convention, or any Subject 
whatever, relative thereto, it is here- 
by flifmlated and agreed, that the 
two powers (hall immediately act in 
concert, for their mutual and reci- 
procil defence, and (hall employ and 



unite all their force* to obtain a pro* 
per fatisfaclion, as well v for the in full 
offered to their flag, as for the loflo 
fuffained by their refpeftive fubjec"U* 

Art. IX. This convention fhatt 
be in full force as long as this 
prefent war fhall lait; and the en- 
gagements contained therein ihall 
fervc as the bafis for all future en- 
gagements and treaties that may be 
concluded hereafter, according to 
circumitances, and in cafe if any 
other maritime war ihould hereafter 
unfortunately dilturb the tranquility 
of Europe. As to the reft, all what 
has here been ftipulated and agreed 
upoi:, lhall be confidered as perma- 
nent and invariable, as w<ril with re- 
gard to mercantile affairs as for what 
concerns the navy, and mall have 
force of law in all decifions upon the 
rights of neuter nations. 

Art. X. As the end and chief 
objeft of this convention is tQ fecure 
the general liberty of the commerce 
and navigation, their Majefties, tfc& 
Emprefs of Ruffia, and the King of 
Denmark and Norway, do hereby 
confent, and engage themfelves re- 
ciprocally, to permit that other 
neuter powers may accede thereto; 
and that thefe powers fo exceeding* 
being fully acquainted with the fun- 
damental principles aud engagements 
concerned in the-obligations and adr 
vantages of the faid convention. 

Art. XL And in order that tie 
belligerent powers may have no pre- 
text for their proceedings, or pretei^ 
to be unacquainted witlv thefe en- 
gagements between their aforefaid 
MajefHes, the high contracting post- 
ers do hereby promifej that they will 
feparately acquaint the belligerent 
power, with the meafures they -have 
taken, and the motives which have 
engaged them to unite in this affair; 
which meafures are the leis hoitile, 
, as they arc no ways detrimental to aoy 
other power, but have only fbrobjoc) 
the fecurity of the commerce and na- 
vigation of their refpeclive fubje&s. 
- £rt, XIJ. 
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Art. XII. The prefent convention 
ftall be ratified by the two high con- 
tracting parties, and the ratifications 
Hull be exchanged, in due form* 
within* the term of fix weeks from 
the date hereof, or fooner if poffible. 
In virtue whereof we, whofe names 
arc hereunto written, being pro- 
perly mtefted with full powers to that 
effcft, have figned and fealed this 
prefent convention.

And as a like convention has been 
concluded at Peterfbargh, between 
the Minifters chofen and appointed 
to that effed, namely on the part of 
her Majefty the Emprefs of Ruflia, 
Count Nikita Paunin, Privy Coun- 
sellor, Mmifter and Secretary of 
State, Knight of the order* of St. 
Andrew, St. Alexander-Ncwfky and 
£t. Ann.; and Count }. Overman, 
Vice Chancellor of Ruflia, Privy 
CourifeHbr of State,- and Knight of 
the orders of St. Alexander-Newfky, 
and St. Ann; and on the part of 
his Majefty the King of Sweden, 
Baron Frederick Von NoHcen, En- 
voy Extraordinary from his Swediih 
Majefty to the court of Peterfburgh, 
'.Chamberlain, Commander of the 
order of the Polar Star, .and Knight 
of the orders of the Sword and St. 
John, &c. which faid convention 
fas been figned at Peterfbur£h, by 
t\s above-named Plenipotentiaries, 
*fier the cu&omary exchange of 
their full powers in due form, on 
*ift,frf July, 1780 ; and the faid 



convention bein£ word for word of 
the fame tenor and form, as that 
concluded and figned at Copenna* 
gen, excepting only the fecofid ar* 
ticle, in which the itipulatkms con- 
cerning the articles that sr« to ©* 
deemed contraband, are determined 
and afcertained according to the 
treaties fttbfifting between die Court 
of Sweden and other powers, k 
has been thought proper, to avoid 
a repetition of what has already 
been mentioned, to infert here the 
fecond article only, word for word 
the fame as it ftands in the treaty 
concluded and fignid at Peterfburgh^ 
July 21, 1780, between their Ma- 
jeures the Emprefs of Ruflia and 
the King of Sweden. 

" Art. II. To avoid all error* 
and mifundcrftandings with regard 
to commodities which. mall be deem- 
ed contraband, her Majefty, the 
Emprefs of Ruflia, and his Majefty, 
the King of Sweden, do hereby de- 
clare, that they fhall only acknow- 
ledge fuch articles to be contra- 
band commodities, as are included 
and mentioned in the treaties now 
fubfifting between their refpe&iwe 
courts, and the one Or the other of 
the belligerent powers. 

" Her Majefty, the Emprefs of' 
Ruflia, conforms herfelf intirely in 
this refpeft to the articles X, aikf 
XI. of her treaty of" commerce .wUH- 
the Court of Great Britain, sod • 
extends likevvife the engagements 
of this treaty, which are founded 
upon the natural rights of nacioM r 
to the Court of France and Spain; 
which faid Courts, until the date 
of this prefent convention, have 
no treaty of commerce with, her 
empire. 

.•* His Majefty the King of Swe- 
den, for his part, refers, chiefly, to 
the eleventh article of his treaty of 
commerce with the Court of Great- 
Britain, and to the tenor of the 
preliminary treaty, of commerce, 
concluded between Sweden and 

France 
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France in the year 1741 ; and al- 
though the articles that are to be 
deemed contraband are not exprefsly 
afcertained and determined in the 
lafl mentioned treaty, the two pow- 
ers, having underftood to confider 
each Other as Gens amicifjima* the 
Court of Sweden has however re- 
served to itfelf the fame advantages 
which the Hanfe-Towns enjoy in 
Prance fince times immemorial un- 
til the prefent period. The advan- 
tages which are included in the 
treaty of Utrecht being fully con- 
Jirmed, the King has nothing to 
add thereto. With regard to the 
Court of Spain, his Swedifh Ma- 
jefty finds hjmfelf in the fame fitu- 
ation as the Emprefs of Ruflia, and 
following her Majefiy's example, the 
King likewife extends to the Court 
of Spain, all the engagements of 
the above-mentioned treaties, as be- 
ing founded upon .the natural rights 
of nations/* 

In confequence of this difference 
in the above article, th? two Kings 
who have joined her Majeity the 
Emprefs of Ruffia in this affair, 
Lave acceded, as principal contract- 
ing parties, to the treaties and con- 
ventions concluded between them 
and her faid Imperial Majefty, and 
to this effect they have figned with 

' their own hand a feparate act, which 

/aid acts have been exchanged, in 

due form, at Peterfburgh, by the 

Minifters of her Imperial Majefty. 

Their High MightinefTes, the States 

. General of the United Provinces, alfo 
acceded to the faid convention on 
the 26th of November, 1780, and 
under the fame conditions, for what 
concerns the articles of contraband, 
according to the treaties fubfifting 
between their High ^MightiHefTes 
and other powers, winch laid con-' 
vention has been figned at Peterf- 
burgh by their Plenipotentiaries, 
on x the 5th of January, 1731, with 
the addition of the following ar- 
ticle : 



" Art. XIII: For what concerns 
the command in chief of the navat 
forces, in cafe the fquadrons or 
mips of war of the two high con- 
tracting parties mould happen to 
meet, or find it expedient to fornf 
a junction, it is hereby ftipulated 
and agreed, that the fame ihall be 
obeyed as is cuftomary between 
crowned Sovereigns and the Repub- 
lic of Holland."

few days.' 

Four fail of the enemies line of* 
battle fhips, from their fquadron at 
St. Domingo, are in thefe feas. I 
fhall do my utmoft endeavours to 
take or deflroy them before the 
force, which the enemy hourly ex- 
pect, arrives. 

P. S. I fhall fail to-morow on thff 
enterprize.

Sandwich, off St. Lucia, December 
22, 17&6. 
,1 have tk'e honour to inform your 
Lordihip, that the Admiral and my^ 
felf, having many reports made to 
ns of the rainoiis ftate of the iflartd 
of St. Vincent, in confequence of 
the Juyricane, and being «ver anx- 
ious for the revovery of any of his 
Majefty's pofleflions, we judged it 
proper, as the fleet was going to 
cruize, to fee with what foundation 
thefe reports were made, and whether 
any advantage could be taken of 
their fituation: we therefore em- 
barked 300 of the flank corps, and 
appeared off the ifland on the i6th, 
and with them landed the body of 
marines, whom I marched four mile9 
Up the country, to be able to re- 
* connoitre the enemy's works, which, 
on viewing, I found fo perfectly 
ftrong and well fortified, both by 
art and nature, that I am convinced 
treble our numbers would have 
made it a very doubtful under- 
taking. Upon fignifying my opi«- 
tiion to the Admiral, it was agreed 
the troops mould reimbarkj which 
they accordingly did on the 17th* 
■without meeting the lea ft molefta- 
tion. 

Your Lordfhip may be aflured, 
that on every favourable opportu- 
nity no exertions in my power fhall 
be wanting; and I flatter myfelf 
that the precautiona obferved on the 
prefent occafion will meet with his 
Majefty's approbation.

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In my laft difpatches fent by the 
Anna Tberefa Packet on the 13th 
inftantj 1 acquainted their Iordfhips, 
that General Vaughan and myfelf 
intended to undertake an enterprize 
which we flattered ourfelves mignt 
be attended with fuccefs. 

On the ij.th inftant we failed 
ffom Gros Iflet Bay, in hopes of 
being able to lartd the troops on 
St. Vincent's the next morning ; 
but the currents baffling us, we 
did not make that ifland till the 
ijth in the evening, and then at 
fuch a diftance to windward as not 
to be discovered by the enemy. We 
anchored about two in the after* 
noon in Warrawaron Bay, All the 
troops and marines were landed; 
and, before fhe day clofed, General 
Vaughan had put the whole in mo- 
tion, and at the head advanced to- 
wards the enemy's citadel* 

I could ealily perceive, on my apS 
proaching the ifland, and viewing 
the enemy's works, which they had 
erected upon the mountain that 
commands Kingfton Bay and that 
of Warrawaron, that-the whole ap- 
peared in perfect repair, with s 
numerous and ftrong garrifon. How- 
ever, fuch was the fpirit of Ge- 
neral Vaughan, that he marched to 
the foot of the wof ks (having dif- 
perfed every impediment in his way) 
and reconnoitred them in every 

'part, in hopes to find fome place 
vulnerable, where he might make- 
the attack , with a probability of 
fuccfefs; but Anding they were in 
every place complete, I concurred 
with him in opinion, that an at- 
tack ought not to be hazarded with 
the force .which he commanded. 

' The ^troops therefore returned to 
the Beach, and were reimbarked, 
without the enemy's daring to move 
from their entrenchments.

Wynne/borough y Dec* 18, 1780. 
- As your Lordlhip will doubtlefsbe 
glad to fieiar., by every fafe oppor- 
* t'unity, the* (late of afTairs in the 
•Southern diftrlc\ I tiavc the honour 
of tranfmitting to' you copy of my 
letter to the Commander in Chief, 
on the 3d of this month. As this 
letter explains fully our pall ope- 
rations, and prefent fituation,! have 
only to add, that Major- General 
' Leflie is fafely arrived, with his 
whole fleet, at Charles-Town. 
Extraft of a letter from the Earl 
Co r n w a l l i s to Sir Henry 
Clinton, dated Campy at Wyn- 
ntflorough) Dec. 3, 1780* 
I had the honour to inform your 
Excellency, that Major Fergufon 
had taken infinite pains with fome of 
the militia of Ninety-fix. He ob- 
tained my permiflion to make an 
incurfion into Tryon county, whilft 
the ficknefs of my army prevented 
my moving. As he had only militia 
and the fmall remains of his own 
corps, without baggage or artillery, 
and t% he promifed to come back if 
\he heard of any fuperior foice, I 
thought he could do no harm, and 
might help to keep alive the ipirits 
of our' friends in North Carolina, 
'which might be damped by the flow- 
nefs of our motions. The event 
proved unfortunate without any 
'fault of Major Fergufon's. A nu- 
merous and unexpected enemy came 
from the mountains ; as they had 
good horfes their movements were 
rapid: Major Fergufon was tempted 
to flay near the mountains longer 
■than'ha intended, in hopes of cutting 



off Col. Ciarke en his return frftit 
Georgia. He was not aware that 
the enemy was fo near him ; and in 
endeavouring to execute my orders 
of palling the Catawba, and joining 
me at Charlotte-Town, he was at- 
tacked by a very fuperior force, and 
totally defeated on King's Mountain. 

Wynneiborough, my prefent po- 
rtion, is an healthy fpot, well fitu- 
ated to protect, the greateft part of 
the Northern Frontier., and to afliit 
Camden and Ninety-fix. 

Sumpter having pafled the Broad- 
River, and joined Branan, Clarke, 
&c. I detached Major M'Arthur 
with the 1 ft battalion of the 718, 
and the '6 3d regiment, after having 
fent my aid-de-camp, Lieutenant 
Money, to take the command of k r 
to Btierly's Ferry, on Broad-River, 
in order to cover our mills, and to 
give fome check to the enemy's 
march to Ninety-fix. At the fame 
time I recalled Lieutenant-colonel' 
Tarfeton from the Low Country. 
Tarleton was fo fortunate as to pafs 
not only the Wateree, but the Broad 
"River, without. General Sumpter's 
being apprized of it, who having 
increafed His corps to' 1000, had 
patted the Ennoree, and was on the 
pojnt of attacking our hundred mi- 
litia at Williams's houfe, 15 miles 
from Ninety-fix,, and where I be- 
lieve he would not have met with 
much reiiiknee. LieutenantrColot>el 
Tarleton would have furprized him 
on the fouth of Ennoree, had not a 
deferter of the 63d given notice of 
his march : he however cut to pieces 
his rear-guard in pafTing that river, 
and.purfued his main body with fuch 
rapidity, that he could not pafs the 
Tyger, and was obliged to halt on 
a very Jtrong position, at a place 
called Black Stocks, clofe to it. 
Tarleton had with him only his 
cavalry, and the 63d mounted,, Ms 
infantry and a three-pounder being 
feveral miles behind. The enemy 
not being able to retreat witltfafety,. 

and 
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■and 'being informed of Tarleton's 
approach and want of infantry, by a 
woman who pafled him on the march, 
and contrived -by a nearer road to 
get to them, were encouraged by 
their great fuperiority of numbers, 
and began to fire on the 63d, who 
were dismounted. Lieutenant-colo- 
nel Tarleton, to fave them from 
confiderable lefs, was obliged £0 
attack, although at fome hazard, 
and drove the enemy with lofs over 
the river : Sumpter was dangeroufly 
wounded, three of their Colonels 
killed, and about 120 men killed, 
wounded, or taken. On our Ude 
ahout 50 were killed and wounded. 
Lieutenants Gibfon and Cope, of 
the 63d, were amongft the former, 
and my aid^de-camp. Lieutenant 
Money, who was a mofl promifing 
officer, died of his wounds a few 
days after. Lieutenant - colonel 
Tarleton, as foon as he had taken 
care of his wounded, purfued and 
drfperfed the remaining part of 
Sumpter's corps; and then, having 
aflembled fome jnilitia under Mr. 
Cunningham, whom I appointed 
Brigadbr-general of the militia of 
that diitrict, and who has by far the 
greateft influence in that country, 
he re;urned to the Broad River, 
where he at prefent remains,* as well 
as Major M'Arthur in the neigh- 
bourhood of Brierley's Ferry. 

It is not eafy for Lieutenant- 
colonel Tarleton to add to the re- 
putation he has acquired in this pro- 
vince ; but the defeating 1000 men, 
polled on very flrong ground, and 
occupying log-houfes, with 190 ca- 
valry, and 80 infantry, is a proof of 
that fpirit and thofe talents, which 
ffluft render the mod eftential fef- 
vices to his country. Lieutenant- 
colonel Tarleton commends much 
the good behaviour of the officers 
and men under his command ; and 
he particularly mentions Lieutenant 
$Jtinner, of the 16th regiment of 



infantry, who does duty with the 
legion, as having diflinguiihed him- 
felf. 

ExtrfiJi of a Utter from Major-general 
Leslie, to Lord Georce Ger^ 
main, dated Charles -Town, De- 
cember 19, 1780. 

I did myfelf the honour of writing 
ta your Lordfhip, at iea, on board 
his Majelty's (hip the Romulus, the, 
27th ult. From .hard gales, and \ 

contrary winds, we did not get here 
before the 13th inft. The troops 
are all arrived in great health : we 
met with no lofs except our horfes* 
Commodore Gay ton paid the gieat- . 
eft attention in keeping his fleet to- 
gether, and difpofing^ of his light 
armed vetfels for the protection of the 
tranfports. I found orders here to 
march up the country, with about 
1530 men, to Join L»rd Cornwallis 
as foon as pollible: the want of 
horfes and waggons prevented me 
proceeding on my march until this 
day. 

CcJ>y of a letter from Lie&tnantr 
colonel Balfour, Commandant ap 
Charles - c fowK $ to Lord GfiORCS 
Germain, duted Cbsrlcs-Totvn, 
Jan. 16, 1781. 
My Lord » 
. I am honoured with Lord Corn - 
wallisYdiredtions to addrefs myfelf 
to ycyir Lordfhip during his abfenc* 
from this province, and to have the 
honour of informing your Lordfhip, 
from time to time, of the flate of the 
army, and the fituatkm of affair* 
here. 

By the lafl difpatches from Lord 
Cornwallis, which were dated the 
nth inflant, the army was then in. 
motion, and. advancing towards 
North-Carolina, fo that his Lordihip 
would reach Bullock Creek, between 
the Catawba and Broad Rivers* by 
the 1 6th ; to which I am happy to 
add, that the troops under his com- 
mand "were, at that tune, in the 
higheft health. 
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The. lateft accounts of the enemy 
inform us, that General Green, with 
his army, is at Haly's Ferry, on the 
eaftern banks of the Pedee. 

In order to co-operate with Lord 
Cornwallis^g views on Cape Fear, 
and to afford prpvifions and other 
fupplies for his army, a fmall force 
of about 300 men, under Major 
Craig of the 8 2d regiment, will fail 
from hence with the packet. Capt. 
Barkley in the Blonde, with the 
Delight and Otter floops of 'war, 
convoy this corps, and will co-ope- 
rate with the troops on this expe- 
dition, which, I truft, will be fuc- 
ceTsful, and give us pofleffion of 
Willmington, and of this very eflen- 
tial communication. 

It is with pleafure I inform your 
Lordfhip, that many of the principal 
inhabitants of the province, and 
fome who held the chief offices under 
the late rebel powers, have reverted 
to their loyalty, and declared their 
allegiance to his Majefty's govern- 
ment. 

I have alfo the fatisfaclion to, ac- 
quaint your Lordfhip, that Major 
Rofs and Capt. Broderick are arrived 
with the difpatches ; and as the 
former gentleman has mentioned to 
me your Lordfhip's great anxiety to 
receive frequent informations from 
hence, and as there has of late been 
no eligible conveyance, I have, from 
thefe motives, taken upon me to 
change the courfe of the packet, by 
fending her directly home ; to which 
Ihave been the rather induced, as a 
, fliip of war fhortly is to fail for New- 
York, and will take with her the 
Commander in Chief's difpatches, 
jind the mail for that place. 

Capt. Mallom, of the 63d regi- 
ment, an officer of merit, and who 
is returning to Europe for the re- 
covery of his health, has Lord Corn- 
wall's flifcciions to deliver this dif- 
pateh to* your Lordfhip.

Whitehall, Feb. zo, 1781, 
Extras of a Utter from Sir Henry 
Clinton to LordGvoiGt Ger- 
MA'IN, one of his Mapfty\ Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, teceived 
this morning by Lieutenant Sir 
William Twysden, 'who ar- 
rived in the Grantham Packet t 
*which jailed from Sandy Hook the 
ZQtb of laft month. 
On the 3d. inflant it was reported 
tome, that on the ift the PennfyU 
vania line had revolted. The parti- 
culars, as far as I have been able to 
afcertain them, and the fteps I took 
in confequence, are contained in the 
Journal, which I have the honour to 
inclofe. My offers reached them on 
the 6th, together with a declaration 
of the Admiral's arid mine, as com- 
miffioners. They admitted two of 
their generals to a conference on the 
7th : their demands were pay, ar T 
rears of pay, the depreciation of 
money made up to them according 
to the different periods, and their 
difcharges from further fervice. I 
had no reafon to fuppofe they in- 
tended joining us ; nor was it pofi 
Able to fay what meafures they meant 
to purfue, until they , removed^at a 
diflance from us, and delivered over 
two of our meflengers to Congrefs. 
On the 5th, notwithstanding the 
feafon was fo far advanced, 1 made 
a movement with the elite of the 
army to Staten Ifland, in which 
fituation, with the afliftance given,, 
me by the V^ce-Admiral, of a fhip 
of war, and a number of boats, to 
co-operate with tne army, I was 
ready to aft as circ^mftances might 
make neceffary ; but until I had 
•fome certain information refpe&ing 
their intentions or wifhes, it would 
have been very imprudent for me to 
have done any thing more than favour 
the revolt, and offer afylum ; for 
one ftep further might have re- united 
them to their oppreffors. Oh the 
17th I received, by the return of 
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two of my mefFengers, the inclofed 
printed papers, by which I plainly 
law that there was an appearance of 
accommodation, I therefore re- 
turned from Staten rfland; and the 
General Officer I left in the com- 
pund there reporting to me that the 
troops fuffered much from the index 
mency of the weather, and that their 
ftatc in fact might be termed a con- 
tinual picquet, 1 ordered them to 
feturn to their huts onLonglfland. 

It is impoffible at prefent to fay 
in what manner, or how foon, this 
bufmefs will be fettled; 'tis gene- 
rally thought that Congrefs cannot - 
fatisfy the demands of the revolters, 
and it is probable, therefore, they 
may attempt to force them ; if they 
do, thofe people can ftill fall back 
upon us, as there is no force in 
Jerfey to prevent them, nor any 
rivers to pafs but that at South Am- 
boy^which our flaips can command. 

General Wafhington has not 
moved a man from his army as yet ; 
and as it is probable their demands 
are nearly the fame with the Penn- 
lylvania line, 'tis' not thought likely 
he will. lam, however, in a fitua- 
tion to avail myfelf of favourable 
events ; but to ftjr before they offer, 
might mar all. 

I have received no certain intelli- 
gence from the Southward fince my 
laft ; but I make no doubt that Ge- 
neral Leflie has joined Lord Corn- 
wallis ; and I expect every hour to 
hear that the rebels have quitted the 
Carolinas ; more efpecially as Bri- 
gadier-general Arnold arrived in the 
Chefapeak on the 2d. Rebel re- 
ports fay he has reached Richmond^ 
• the capital of Virginia. 

There is every reafon to fuppofe 
that Ethan Allen has quitted the, 
rebel caufe.

On the lft of January, 1781, the, 
Pcnnfylvania troops hutted at Mor- 
ris-Town, having been for fome 
time much diflatisfied, turned o*t, 
in number about 1300, declaring 
they would ferve no longer, unleu 
their grievances were redreffed, as 
they had not received either pay, 
cloathing, or provifions : a riot en- 
fued, in which an officer was killed, 
and four wounded ; the infurgents 
have five or fjx wounded. 

They then collected the artillery, 
ftores, provifions, waggons, &c, 
marched out of camp, and paffed by 
General Wayne's Quarters, who 
fent a meffage to them, requeuing 
them to defift, or s the confequences 
would prove fatal; they refufed* 
and proceeded on their march till 
evening, when they took poft on an 
advantageous piece of ground, and 
elecled officers from among thera- 
felves, appointing a Serjeant Major, 
who was a Britifh deferter, to com- 
mand them, with the rank of Major 
General, 

Ou the 2d they marched to Mid- 
dlebrooke ; and on the 3d to Prince . 
Town. 

On the 2d a meffage was fent th?m 
by the officers from camp, defiris-^ 
to know their intentions, -which th-y 
refufed to receive. A flag of truce 
was then fent; to which Tome an- 
fwered, that they had ferved three 
years againft their inclinations, and 
would ferve no longer ; others faid, 
they would not return, unlefs their, 
grievances were redreffed.

* ( To be taken under the protection 
" of the Britilh Government, to 
* l have a free pardon for all former 
* c offences, and the pay due to 
** them from Congrefs faithfully 
'* paid to them, without any expec- 
** tation of military fervice, (except 
•* it might be voluntary) upon con- 
** dition of laying down their arms, 
*' and returning to their allegiance." 
Jt was alfo recommended to them to 
move behind the South River; and 
they were allured a body of Briiifh 
troops mould be ready to protect 
them whenever they defired it. The 
inability of Congrefs to fatisfy their 
juft demands, as well as the feve- 
rity with which they would be treat- 
ed, fhould they return to their for- 
mer fervitude, was pointed out to 
them. They were defired to fend 
perfons to Amboy, to meet others 
from us, in order to treat further. 

The corps ordered to be in readi- 
trefs palTed over to Staten Ifland the 
5th * where they were cantoned in 
readinefs to move. 

The infurgents having taken poll 
at Prince-Town, frequent meflages 
and propofals to the fame effect 
were fent out; but the' militia of 
Jerfey having been alTembled foon 
after the meeting, they kept fo Uriel: 
a watch on the coaft, and on the 
roads leading to Prince-Town, that 
the utmoft difficulty attended com- 
municating with them, or receiving 
intelligence. 

The infurgents remained at Prince 
Town until the 9th, during which 
time propofals, No. 2, were printed 
and diltributed among them, and a 
committee of-Cc-ngrefs fent to treat 
with them, of which General Sul- 
livan, Mr. Matthews, Mr. Atlee, 
and Dr. Withcrfpeon were members. 

On the 9th they moved to Tren- 
ton, and on the 10th gave the an- 
swer, No. 3, from their bosrd, 



compofed- of ferjeants. By the Ial} 
account they Hill remain at Tren- 
ton ; and, although Congrefs have 
difcharged feme of them, they ftill 
refufe to quit the town until the 
whole are fettled with for all their 
demand.

2. To fettle who are and who 
are not bound to Hay, three perfohs 
to be appointed by the prefident 
and the council, who are to examine 
into the terms of enlifhnent;" where 
the original enliftments cannot be- 
found, the foldier's oath to be ad- 
mitted to prove the time and terms 
of enliilmcnt, and the foldier to be 
difcharged upon his oath of the coiv- 
dition cf the enliflmeht. 

3. Wherever any foldier has en - 
Iified for three years, or during the 
war, lie is to be difcharged, unlefs 
lie fhall appear afterwards to have 
re-enlifted voluntarily and freely. 
The gratuity of 100 dollars givea 
by Congrefs not to be reckoned as 
a county, or any men detained in 
confluence of that gratuity. The

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commuTioners to be appointed by 
the ,prefident and council to adjuit 
any difficulties which may arife on 
this article alfb. 

4. The auditors to attend as foon 
as poffible to fettle the depreciation 
with the foldiers, and give them 
certificates. Their arrearages of pay 
to be made up as fbon as circum- 
Hances will admits 

5. A pair of fhoes, over-alls, and 
ftiirt, will be delivered to each fol- 
dier in a few days, as they are al- 
ready purchafed and ready to* be 
font forward whenever the line mall 
be fettled. Thofe who are difcharg- 
ed to receive the above articles at 
Trenton, producing the General's 
.difcharge. 

The Governor hopes that no fol- 
dier of the Pennfylvania Line, will 
break his bargain, or go from the 
contract made with the public, and 
they may depend upon it, that the 
utmoft care will be taken to furnilh 
them with every neceflary fitting for 
a foldier. The Governor will re- 
commend to the State to take fome 
favourable notice of thofe who en- 
gaged for the war. 

The commiflioners wiU attend at 
Trenton where the cloathing and 
the flores will , be immediately 
brought, and the regiments to be 
fettled with in their order. A field 
officer of each regiment to attend 
during the fettlement .of Jiis re- 
giment. 

Purfuant to General Wayne's or- 
ders of the 2d inftant* no man to 
bs brought to any trial or cenfure 
for what has happened on or fin ce 
New Year's Day, but all matters to 
be buried in oblivion.

Extras of a Utter from a gentleman in 
Ne*w&ury-Port 9 to a friend in Bof 
ton, dated July 4. ' 

.** This day, my dear Sir, com- 
pleats fow years fince the commence- 
ment of the independence of thefe 
United States, an anniverfary which 
ought to be held facred in the me- 
mory of every virtuous American ! 
Within this laft year we have enter- 
prtfed fome brilliant ftrokes in the 
field and in this State, notwith- 
ftanding a variety of differing in- 
lerefts, have formed a constitution 
of government perhaps the moft 
equal, and the beft adapted to the 
fpirit of freedom of any one now 
exifting in the world; yet, from 
fome unaccountable fatality, our 
army, under the command of our 
illuftrious General, has been fuf- 
fered to moulder away, and is at 
this time reduced to a very fmall 
and inefficient number. Charles- 
Towrt has finally fallen into the 
hands of our enemies ; but I con- 
* jefture greatly to their difappoint- 
ment, and the confequencesrefulting 
therefrom, I already .perceive, will 
profper the good old caufe of liberty 
and freedom. It has been the dif- 
pofition of Americans, in common 
with mankind in general, to be 
lulled into fecurity, profperity and 
fuccefs ; but, by differing from 
•very other nation, misfortunes and 
danger haye roufed them from their 
lethargy, and they have awoke 
doubly vigorous and brave. Wit- 
hefs the affair at Trenton ; witnefs 
the convention of Saratoga, Plato 



thanked Heaven that he was born Iri 
the fame age with Socrates ; I give 
thanks to God that I was t bornan 
American, that I lived in the hour 
of the feparadon of America from 
Britain, and that I have feen the 
exertions of my country in the caufe 
of freedom, that rival the boaftdd 
patriotifm of antiquity. I conFefs 
that I haye fometimes been appre- 
henfive, that we would leave the 
glorious <wcrk unfinished, by qu'ttirig 
the caufe when the race was almdft 
won ; but this day has convinct I me 
that our countrymen have yet tie 
fire, have ftill the patriotifm arid 
virtuous enthufiafm, that fo glo- 
rioufty blazed forth, to the confufibn 
of our enemies, at Lexington arid 
Bunker's Hill.

coutred agreeable to the refolves ; 
have no doubt of raifing to-morrow 
the few which are ftill wanting to 
6. 1 up our proportion of the addition 
of the Continental army, a confi- 
derable part having already inlifted. 
The public fpirit and zeal manifested 
en this occasion, have been hitherto 
unequalled. The men of property, 
in addition to the large Aims fub : 
(bribed as a loan, have liberally en- 
gaged to make the pay of the foldier 
adequate and generous. — There ap- 
pears a general refolution to oppofe 
with vigour the inroads of the ene- 
my, and a determination to be fore- 
moft'in an exertion, at this period, 
to extirpate them from the land. If 
this fpirit becomes generally diffufed, 
we may hope all from, this campaign. 
One generous exertion, and all will 
be finilhed ; one ftruggle more of 
the yeomanry of this country, fimilar 
to that in 1777, and we mall reap 
the golden harveft of all our toils — 
peace, liberty, perfonai fecurity, 
and the fovereignty of our pro- 
perty \"

You cannot give too early or too fe- 
riousan attention to that proportion 
of this bufinefs that falls to the fhare 
of this Commonwealth. The mode 
yve have too long practifed of rein- 
forcing the army oy inliftments for a 
fhort time, has becen found to be at 
pnee greatly ineffectual and extremely 
burthenfome. The Commander in 
Chief, in whofe abilities and inte- 
grity we juftly repofe the higheft 
confidence, has repeatedly ftated to 
ps the great difadvantages arifing 
from ; it, and tlie neceffity of an army 
engaged for the whole war, and well 
provided, is now univerfally felt and 
acknowledged. Nor ihould there be 
any time loft in promoting every 
rneafure for eftablifhing an ooject fp 
pffential to the prefervation of our Ii- 
bprties and all that is dear to us* 
Care at thp fame time ought to be 
taken, that the neceffary fupplies be 
committed to men on whofe princi- 
ples and affection to our great caufe, 
aswell as capacity for fuch a fervice, 
jve may fafely depend. 

The fupport of the public faith 
ftands in clofe connection with this 
jneafure of defence, and indeed is 
abfolutely neceffary to it, and to 
the whole intereft and honour of 
£he flue: no expedient ihould be 
unexplored, no neceflary meafute 
unattempted, no uerve in govern- 
ment or the community unexerted 
to maintain our credit and re- 
move all juft grpund of complaint 
from the army that protects us, 
or from thofe who have in any 
Jnfiance re!jsd on {he public en- 
gagements. What friend to his 
country would' not chearfully bear 
His full proportion of the expence 
neceflary for this purpofe? And I 
doubt not you will take; all poflible 
care that no more than fuch a pro- 
portion be laid upon any man. or any 



clafs of men. This is not only a. 
clear point of juftice, from which nq 
government can in any inftance re- 
cede, without injuring and difho- 
nouring itfelf, but is of particular? 
importance to the internal peace and 
good temper, and confequently the 
iafetyofthe Commonwealth. Does 
not this iafety alfo require a ftricter 
attention than I fear has been paid 
to the methods and purpofes of an 
intercourfe with Great Britain, and 
that more effectual meafures may be 
taken to prevent flags of truce from 
conveying intelligence ; or impro- 
per perfons, to thofe who are profe- 
cuting a war againft us with great 
infidioufnefs, as well as cruelty, to, 
cut off a correlpondence between our 
fecret enemies at home, and our de- 
clared ones abroad, and to reftraia 
prifoners of war from being at large 
among us without prudent checks, 
efpecially in our fea ports. In all 
fuch cafes your vigilance will dif* 
cern, and your fidelity provide, where 
it may be needed, a proper guard to 
the public fafety. The prefent fita- 
ation of the EJaftern part of this ftatc, 
and the protection of our fea coafts, 
navigation, and commerce, in all 
which not only the intereft of this 
and the United States, but that of 
pur allies is deeply concerned, are 
important objects that require parti- 
cular attention. If we look to the 
Weftward, we fee recent incurfions 
and ravages of the enemies, fo that 
from ^very, quarter wc are loudly 
called upon to employ the moil 
fpeedy and ftrenuQus efforts for pro- 
viding funds that may be depended 
on, and eftabliming an army fuffi- 
cient, by the blefling of Heaven, for 
the complete deliverance of our 
country ; its refources, improved 
with judgment and fpirit, are ade- 
quate to fuch a purpofe.' Nor can 
I forbear to obfer^e, that we may 
enter upon this bufinefs immediately 
with lefs expence and greater advan- 
tages, than in any future time.

** You are fully fenfible, gentle- 
men, that the feparation which the 
conftittition has made between the 
legislative and judicial powers, and 
that juft degree of independence it 
has given to the latter* is one of the 
fureft guards to the perfohs, property, 
and liberties of the fubject of this 
Commonwealth, and accordingly you 
are, I am thoroughly periuaded, 
heartily difpofed to fupport this in- 
dependence; and the honour and 
vigour of the fupreme judicial de- 
partment, in its whole conltitutional 
extent. 

**' Senfible of the importance of 
Chriftian piety and virtue to the 
order and happinefs of a ftate, I 
cannot but earneitly recommend to 
you every meafure for their fupport 
and encouragement, that fhall not 
Infringe the rights of conference, 
which I rejoice to fee eftabliihed by 
the constitution on fo broad a bafis ; 
and if any thing can be further done 
on the fame bafis, for the relief of 
the public teachers of religion and 
morality, an order of men greatly 
afeful to their country, and who 
have particularly fiiffered in the de- 
fence of its rights, by the depre- 
ciation of our currency ; as alfo for 
the relief of widows and orphans, 
many of whom have been diftreffed 
in the fame way, and who are par- 
ticularly committed by Heaven to 
the protection of civil rulers, I fhall 
nioft readily concur with you in 
*very fuch meafure. 

"• A due obfervance of the Lord's 
Day is not only important to inter- 
nal religion, but greatly conducive 
to the order and benefit of civil fo- 
eiety— it fpeaks to the fenfes of man- 
kind, and by a folemn ceflation from 
their common affair's, reminds them 
of a Deity, and their accountable*- 
nefs to the great Lord of all, What- 
ever may be necefTary to the fupport 
of fuch an inflitution, in confidence 
with a reafonable perfonal liberty, 
defervw the attention of civil go- 



vernment. Manners, by which not 
only the freedom, but the very ex- 
istence of republics are greatly af- 
fected, depend much upon the pub- 
lic institutions of religion, and the 
good education of youth : in both 
thefe inftances our fathers laid wife 
foundations, for which their posterity 
have had reafon to blefs theirjnemo- 
ry. The public fchools, and our 
Univerfity at Cambridge, very early 
founded by them, have been no 
fmall fupport to the caufe of liberty, 
and given no difhonourable diAinc- 
tion to our country ; the advantages 
they are (till capable of affording to 
the prefent and future generations, 
are unfpeakable ; I cannot therefore 
omit warmly to recommend them to 
your care and patronage fc r 

" The laws will now require to 
be accurately revifed, and particu- 
larly that which regulates the mi- 
litia, on which the fafety of a Com- 
monwealth naturally refts ; this re- 
vifion you cannot fail to attend to 
as early as circumftances will allow, 
which will lead you not only to adopt 
the laws in the moft perfect manner 
poffible, to the defence of the ftate, 
but alfo for the fuppreffion of idle- 
nefs, dif&pation* extravagancy, and 
all thofe vices that are peculiarly 
inimical to free republics, and for 
the encouragement of thofe oppo- 
iite virtues that are particularly 
friendly to fuch a form of govern- 
ment. 

" In fuch meafures as I have now 
mentioned, and in every other rc» 
lating to promote the public welfare, 
you may always depend on my chear- 
ful concurrence with yon, and giving 
every difpatch in my power to the 
public bufinefs; and I fhall from 
time to time feafonably communicate 
to you, fuch informations and pro- 
pofals of bufinefs as may be proper 
, to lay before you. 

" May this new government dif-

The - following is a true copy of 
t fecond original letter found in 
Major Rugely'shoufe, thirteen miles 
from Camden, South, Carolina, the 
Major having departed, on the ap- 
proach of our troops, in fuch hafte 
as not to have time to fecure his pa- 
pers; the originals have been com-, 
pared with feveral letter's from Lord 
Rawdon to the Baron de Kalb and 
General Gates, and are exactly- and 
clearly tlie fame hand-writing. 
' (Secret) Camden, July, 7, 1780. 

",I fend you the names of fome 
cf the field officers who are at pre- 
fent under General Sumpter's com- 
mand. Perhaps you may have fuch 
Acquaintance with, fome of them, at 
teaft with their characters, that 
you may tempt them with propofals, 
-without rear of betraying you. The 
fervrce which I would have them 
perform is, to advife Sumpter to 
advance and Ex his encampment 
behind Bcrkley's-creek, where there 
' is a very fpacious pofition. 

" I will proriufe five hundred 
guineas to any of them who will 
jrevail upon'him to take that ftep ; 



will give you notice of it ; will par- 
ticularife the enemy's force, and 
mark* what detachment ara made 
to fecure thejr camp from furprife. 
Whoever undertakes it, may de- 
pend upon the ftricteft fecrecy being 
obferved ; for, upon that head, 1 
am fure I may rely upon you* Very 
plauftble arguments may be ufed for 
counfelling Sumpter to take that po- 
fition ; it may particularly be reprc* 
fented, that he would thereby cover 
the Wahaws from the imyirfions of 
our cavalry, and fecure all the grain 
of that diftrict 1 that Mecan's de- 
tachmen t, from its halting at Hang* 
ing Rock, is evidently weak, and act- 
ing on thedefenfive ; and, as we can 
fupport our light troops much more 
readily from Hanging Rock,, than* 
he can fuftain his prefent pofition, 
his advanced parties will always be 
circumfcribed in their range, and 
muft always fufrer_when they fall in 
with ups. To prevent their having 
any apprehenfions from me, reports 
might be propagated in their camp, 
that Cafwell had defeated M* Ar- 
thur, and was* preffing forward a- 
gainfl me*; their credulity would 
ardently embrace -a tale fo confo- 
nant to their wifhes; and their af- 
fertor might, in spreading it,, make 
a parade of his zeaL The difficulty 
will be to procure a proper emif- 
fary : if he conducts the bufiaeis 
well r he fhall be rewarded in pro- 
portion to the importance of the 
fervice. There is in their camp a 
Lieutenant-colonel Lacey, a prifooer 
on parole to us, who, endeavouring 
to perfuade Patten to follow his ex- 
ample, has been confined and in- 
jurioufly treated by Sumpter; pof- 
fibly that may be a good channel 
for the bufinefs. No evil can arife 
from a difcovery of the propofal.

in that manner as if I had been the 
aflailant. We muft only take care 
not to be duped; for if the perfon, * 
whom we try reveals the affair to 
Sumpter, the latter may go halves 
with him, and, to intitle him to the 
money, may encamp at Berkley's- 
creek one afternoon, and go off next 
morning. The terms muft be clear and 
bona fide towards us, at leaft. Should 
Sumpter be reinforced, I think him 
likely to take the ftep without in- 
stigation. Shew this letter to Major 
Mecan/ and believe me, Sir,

Such are the mean arts the enemy 
now ufe in hopes of fubduing this 
country. 

Richmond (Virginia) Nov. 4 The

great number ofarms, military ftores, 
and cloathing. Their naval force 
•is, the Romulus, of 40, but mounts 
44 guns, the Blonde of 32, the De- 
light (loop of xo> a twenty gun 
ftup of John Goodrich's, and two 
row-galHes, mounting a thirty-two 
pounder in their bows, and two 
fixes on each fide. Three of the 
Goodrich's, it is laid, came in this 
.fleet as pilots*

gratulating your Excellency on the 
-Snail dawn of good fortune which 



at length appears in the South, i$ 
you will find by the difpatches Ihave? 
the hbriour of inclofing to you, and* 
which I this momerit received from 
General Gates.*' 

*' Sir, BurkCoumy;Oa:t,\^oi 
** I am, at prefent, about 70 miles 
from Salifbury, in the fork of the 
Catabaw, with about 450 horfe- 
( men, in purfuit of Colonel Fergu- 
fon. On my croffing the Catabatf 
river I difpatched to difFererit quar- 
ters for intelligence, and this even- 
ing I was favoured with this news; 
Which you may deperid on : that Coh 
Clark, of the ftate of Georgia, with 
100 riflemen, forced his way through 
South-Carolina to Georgia. On 
his route thither, being joined by 
700 men, he proceeded to the town 
of Augufta, and has taken it with a 
large quantity of goods ; but not 
finding it prudent to continue there, 
he has retreated to the upper parts 
of South Carolina, in Ninety-fix 
diftricl,) and made a ftand with 800 
brave men. 

** This moment another of my 
exprefles is arrived from Colonels 
M'Dowell and Shelby : they were 
on their march, near Burk-Court- 
houfe, with 1500 brave mountain 
men, and Colonel Cleveland was 
within ten miles of them with 806 
men, and was to form a junction 
with them this day.

This we are 
allured of by Mr. Tate^ who was 
Major in General Sumpter's late 
fommand ; the particulars from that 
gentleman'* mouth ftands thus ; 



That Colonels Campbell, Cleve, 
land, Shelby, ' Seveer, Williams, 
Brandon, Lacey, &c. formed a con- 
junct body, near Gilbert-town, con- 
nfting of 3000. From thh body 
were felected 1600 good horfe, who 
imrhediately went in purfuit of Col. 
Fergufon, who was making his way 
to Charlotte. Our people overtook 
him well pofted on King's Mountain, 
and on the evening of the 7th inft. 
at 4 o'clock, began the attack, which 
continued 4.7 minutes. Colonel Fer- 
gufon fell in the action, betides 150 
of his men ; 810 were made prifon- 
ers, including the British; 150 of 
the prifoners are wounded: X500 
ftand of arms fell into our hands. 
Colonel Fergufon had about 1400 
men. Our people furrounded them, 
and the enemy furrendered. 

We loft about 20 men, among 
whom is Major Chronicle, of Lin- 
coln county ; Col. Williams is mor- 
tally wounded. The number of our 
wounded cannot be afcertained. This 
blow will certainly affect the Britifh 
very confiderably. The Brigade Ma- 
jor who gives this, was in the action. 
The above is true. The blow it 
great. I give you joy upon the oc 7 
cafion.

Whereas the honourable the Con- 
grefs of the United States of Ame- 
rica, by their refolve of the 18th 
day of October laft, recommend in 
the following words, to wit. 

■" Whereas it hath pleafed Al- 
mighty God, the father of all mer- 
cies, amidit the viciffitudes and ca- 
lamities of war, to beftow blef- 
fmgs on the people of thefe States, 
which call fjr their devout and 
thankful acknowledgments, more 
efpecially in the late remarkable in- 
terposition of his watchful provi- 
dence, in refcuing the perfon of 
our commander in chief and the 
army, from imminent dangers, at 
the moment when treafon was rip-, 
ened for execution ; in profperine 
the labours for the hufbandman, and 
caufing the earth to yield its en- 
creafe in plentiful harvefls; and a- 
bove all, in continuing us to the 
enjoyment of the gofpel of peace : 

It is, therefore, recommended to 
the feveral States, to fet apart 
Thurfday the, 7 th day of Decem- 
ber next, to be obferved as a day 
of public thankfgiving and prayer ; 
that all the people may aflernble 
on that^day, to celebrate thepraifes 
of our divine benefactor, to confefs 
our unworthinefs of the leaft of his 
favours, and to offer our fervent 
Supplications to the God of all 
grace, that it may pleafe him to 
pardon our heinous tranfgreflions, 
and incline our hearts for the future, 
to keep all his laws; to comfort 
-Vol.-XI. Y 



and relieve our brethren who are 
any wife afflicted or diitrefled; to 
fmile upon our induftry and trade; 
to direct our public councils, and 
lead our forces by land and fea to 
victory ; to take our illuftnous ally 
under his fpecial protection and fa- 
vour, of joint councils and exertions, 
for the eflablifhment of fpeedy and 
permanent peace ; to cherifh all 
fchools and feminaries of education, 
and to caufe the knowledge of 
Chriftianity to fpread over all the 
earth. 

Wherefore, as well in refpect of 
the faid recommendation of Con- , 
grefs, as the plain dictates of duty, 
to acknowledge the favour and good- 
nefs of Providence, and implore its 
further protection : we do hereby 
recommend it to the good people of 
Pennfylvania, to fet apart Thurf- 
day the feventh day of December 
next, for the pious purpofes expref- 
fed in the faid refolve, and that 
they abitain from all labour on that 
day.

Philadelphia. Nov* * 1 5 Yefter- 
day came on the election of a Pre- 
fident and Vice-Prefident of the Su- 
preme Executive Council of this 
Commonwealth. The Hon. thr 
Speaker of the Houfe and the Mem- 
bers of the General AfTembly, at- 
tended in the Council-chamber, and 
were received by his Excellency the 
Prefident and Council.. They im- 
mediately proceeded to the eleclionv 
and his Excellency Jofeph Reed, 
Efq. was unanimously chofen Prefi- 
dent, and the Hon ..William Moore, 
Efq. was, by a large majority if 
votes, chofen Vice-Prelident. Where- 
upon a declaration of the election 
being read* was figned by his Ex- 
cellency the Prefident and Council/ 
and by the Speaker of the Houfe, 
and Members of the General Af- 
fembly.

" I receive this, .as I do every 
other mark of public confidence, 
with gratitude and refpedt.

the greatefl honour, and muft en* 
gage me by the moft powerful of all 
motives, to fhew myfelf worthy of 
your choice. But as in becoming 
the fervant of the public, I do not 
lofe the privileges of a freeman, I 
- fliall, with the hoaeft boldnefs be- 
coming 
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toming fifth a character, take this 
opportunity (the lail which probably 
I may ever have) to lay before you 
fome fentiments, the refuk of obfer- 
vation, and the experience I have 
had in the government of this ftate. 
to accompliih fo great a revolution 
in fo fliort a time, to fubvert an efta- 
bliChed government,, and form a new 
one, unfupported by habits of obe- 
dience and opinion, will be allowed 
no eafy tafk, if perfect union had 
fubfifted in all other refpects. But 
when, to the difafFection of a confi* 
derable number in the ftate, we add 
the internal "diviiions which have 
fubfifted among ourfelves, and fo- 
mented by ftrangers occaiionally re- 
fiding among us, it is to be admir- 
*d, that we Have preferved any go- 
vernment; much more that it fnould 
have grown to the vigour and 
ftrength it now has. 

" But to be ufeful, government 
muft not only be obeyed, it mull be 
refpected, and I confider much more 
implied in election than barely no- 
minating a man to the office. It 
implies confidence, a prorrtife of fup- 
port in the performance of his duty, 
a fair reprcfentation and candid 
conftrudtion of all his actions. Events 
Have juftified the government of this 
Hate in many meafures, which for a 
feafon were the fubject of the greatefl 
complain!, and in which the moil 
laudable actions were afcribed to the 
moil ungenerous motives, and yet 
the torrent of calumny, public and 
perfonal, does not ceafe to flow. 
We know human nature too well to 
expect, while in office, that even 
your fufFrages will abafh envy and 
difappointment ; but your example 
will go far to check their effects up- 
on our public affairs, and teach our 
fellow-citizens, that while they ex- 
ercife the inefiimable privilege of 
freely canvafling the meafures of go- 
vernment, they mould do it with 
(Jeccncy .arul candour, ever remem- 



bering that they have not chofen axn 
gels, but men, fubject to like paf- 
fions and infirmities with themfelves. 
In governments formed like ours^ 
this is peculiarly necefTary, to check 
thofe excefTes, which, turning ,li- ' 
berty into licentioufnefs, have been 
often improved by bad men, in other 
countries, to the deftructiou of li- 
berty itfelf. To the harmony which 
has fubfifted for a conjiderable time 
paft between the legiflative and ex- 
ecutive branches of government, 1 
am perfuaded much of our prefent 
tranquility and the energy of go* 
vernment is to be afcribed; and 
though it is too much the fafhion .of 
this world to afTume fuperior. wifdom 
and merit, by depreciating the mea- 
fures of their predecefTors, ;t favours 
as little of prudence as of charity, 
and lefs of policy than either ; as, in 
the courfe of fuch frequent elections, 
we f^all foon be in the like ftf uation- 
ourfelves, and it muft lefTen the con- 
fidence of the people, where the pub- 
lic good requires it to be moftexten- 
frvely placed. The laws which have 
been pafTed under the prefent govern^ 
rnent in favour of the rights of hu- 
man nature, for the advancement of 
education on the mofl general prin- 
ciples, providing for and rewarding 
thofe brave men, who are defending 
their liberties and property of their 
country, befides feveral wholefome- 
municipal laws, will, , in my poor 
opinion, do honour to the authors, 
when they are laid low in the dull. 
The prefent time is perhaps the mofl 
frying and arduous to a public cha- 
racter, when we feem to be called to 
(erve our country at the rifque of 
fome prefent popularity ; but a wife 
and generous people will foon dif- 
tingui(h the fkilful and frren. phyfi* 
cian, who applies fuitable remedies,; 
from the vain and ignorant quack, 
who tampers with the difeafe,. arid: 
pleafes his patient at the expence of 
his fafety, 

Y ? ?• For 
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" For myfelf, Gentlemen (if Aich 
a-fnbje£t ought to take up a moment 
of your time) I beg leave to add 
that I am confcious of many defects 
to fill the ftatioh to which I have 
been elected, but I have endea- 
voured to fupply them by affiduity 
and fidelity j with what fuccefs, my 
fellow-citizens will judge. At your 
call, I abandoned a lucrative profef- 
fion, in the prime of life and abili- 
ties, when the ftate of my family 
and fortune, on any other occafion, 
would 'not have warranted fuch a 
Sacrifice ; and Providence has added 
domeftic to public cares : the allow- 
ances of the ftate, generous as they 
appeared at firft view, have fallen 
ihort of that fupport, which a decent 
regard to my ftation, with proper 
ceconomy, required. But think not 
that: I 'regret the facrifice I have 
made ; 1 rejoice that I had a life to 
rifque, and fome property to devore 
to the fervice 'of my country, in fuch 
a caufe ; and my fellow-citizens 
cannot receive it with more pleafure 
thari I give it. 

" Butlfhould be wanting in juf- 
tice and gratitude, if I did not ac- 
knowledge the generous intentions 
of former AfTemblies, though fruf- 
trated by unforefeen events. A fup- 
port fuitable to the circumftances, 
and the rank to which you have 
raifed us, mud, I prefume, be as 
agreeable to your conftituents, as it 
i* conformable to the conftitutioru 
And whatever charms power and 
diftinction may have for fome minds, 
I look forward with pleafure to the 
day, when J fhall mingle again with 
the mafs of my fellow-citizens ; 
though no length of time can erafe 
the remembrance of thofe marks of 
affection and refpect which I have re- 
ceived from a great part of this ftate, 
for whofe profperity and happinefs it 
Is impoffible any one would enter- 
tain more fincere, devout, and fer- 
vent wifhes, and to whofe fervice I 
am ever faithfully devoted." '' 



Copy of a letter frw Majot-getural 
Smallwood, dated ftt-w Mora' 
<vian-To<wn f Oct, 1 6, 1 780. 

" Dear Sir, 
" On my route to the Yadkin, I 
was informed on the 14th inftant, at 
Capt. Lindfay's, about twelve miles 
fouth of Guildford Court-houfe, that 
the Tones in the upperpart of Surry 
County had embodied, and marched 
down through Richmond to the old 
Moravian town, with a view to crofs 
at the Shallow Ford, in their way to 
join the Britifh ; their ftrength was 
reported to be nine hundred. 

On their way they plundered, dif- 
armed and paroled many of the in- 
habitants, and determined to im- 
prifon and carry off others who had 
been more obnoxious.- — This induced 
me to march with all poffible expe- 
dition to this place, with an intention 
to attack and intercept them. 

" I arrived here about 12 o'clock 
yefterday, and immediately fent out 
fcouts to obtain more certain intel- 
ligence of their real ftrength and 
fituation, and in the interim aflem- 
bled about 200, militia volunteer 
horfe, , moftly with rifles, and pro- 
pofed marching at 10 o'clock laft 
night, in order to furprize them at 
day-break tnis morning, as I was 
well aftured they could have no in- 
telligence of the continental horfe in ■ 
this quarter ; but upon the return of 
my fcouts laft evening, they in- 
formed me, the enemy had at- 
tempted to crofs the Shallow Ford on 
the Yadkin-river, about 15 miles 
from the Moravian towns, the day 
before, when they were attacked 
and defeated by Major Cloyd, with 
160 of the Virginia and Carolina 
militia, juft as Col T Paifley, who had 
been detached with 380 men from 
Sumner's camp, had arrived within 
a mile of the fceneof action. Fifteen 
of the Tories were found dead, and 
four wounded ; but it is fuppofed 
they loft more, as thefe were found 
fcattered in the woods. Our iofs 
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was one Captain killed, and four 
priyates wounded. No prifoners 
were taken, the Tories being well 
mounted made their efcape in that, 
woody part of the country ; but I 
have ordered the volunteer militia 
in purfuit, and make no doubt they 
will fall in with them. I have di- 
rected Col. Paifley to return, with 
his detachment to camp, for which 
place I ihall march immediately with 
the cavalry. I am, &,c.

Chatham, New Jerfey, Dec. 6. 
Extras of a letter from a gentleman 
at Newark, dated A J o*v, 24. 

" Lafl Tuefday morning a party 
of the Refugees came from Bergen 
Point to Newark, under the com- 
mand of Thomas Ward, a native of 
this place, who fpme time ago de- 
ferted from our army. He com- 
manded at the Block-houfe on North 
River, when it was attacked by Ge- 
neral Wayne, and for fonie time part 
has commanded a banditti of Refu- 
gees, many of them Negroes, at 
Bergen Point, where they have built 
a houfe of defence on the fide of 
Newark Bay, with a defign of cut- 
ting wood for New- York ; but as 
they live by plunder, their principal 
view feems to be to ravage and de- 
ilroy the adjacent country. 

" They lauded at the ferry, three 
miles below the town, a little before 
day, and got into town before they 
were difcovered. The guards had 
been -patroling all night, as ufual, 
on every road that leads to town, 
and had juft come in. Some of the 
inhabitants had been patroling with 
them, having been alarmed in the 
evening with boats coming up the 
river, which they fuppofed to be the 
enemy, but found to be London 
traders, with which this place is 
much infefted, fo they retired to reft 
(if it may be called reft to fleejp on 



their arms, aj for fome time paft 
they have done.) 

'* As foon as the alarm was given, 
the militia colle&e'd and attacked 
with great fpirit, which prevented 
their coming any further into town, 
notwithftanding they had a field piece* 
advantageoufly potted. However, 
they burnt a large new houfe belong- 
ing to Mr. Robert Neil, and drove 
oif a few hories, about an hundred 
cattle, and a great many fhecp and 
hogs, moft of them being in the 
fields between the town and the 
ferry. 

" They were foon drove out of 
town, and clofely purfued to their 
boats by the militia, where they were 
obliged to leave moft of their plun- 
der, choofing rather to loofe that, 
than run the rifle of being killed or 
taken prifoners themfelves, as they 
muft inevitably have been, if they 
had flayed a little longer, for we 
had brought one field piece down, 
which played brifkly upon them, 
and we had more and larger comings 
juft by, and Col. Cortlandt, with 
his men, were determined, and all 
ready, to clofe in with them with 
fixed bayonets, when they thought 
proper to fave themfelves by a pre- 
cipitate flight. 

*' Unhappily for us, it was given 
QUt that they were gone, as foon as 
they left the town.- This fpread 
ftrangely every way, as faft as the 
news of their being over, as if on 
purpofe to fave thofe robbers from 
deftru&ion. It prevented the back' 
militia and the artillery from getting 
down in feafon. Many upon hear- 
ing it turne4 back, and thofe who 
did not, flayed loitering in town, 
thinking the enemy were gone. , 

" As it were, all the horfes, and 
all the cattle, except two yearlings, 
were recovered, and many of the 
fheep and hogs. Five of the enemy 
were badly wounded, and one taken* 
Only three of their balls hit our 

people. 
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people, and they did but juft graze, 
and not one was taken prifoner It 
was generally fuppofed that the party 
coniifled of near an hundred, but 
the prifoner fays they were DUt fixty. 

** Some more armed veflels came 
up the bay to the mouth of the ri- 
ver, to cover their retreat, and re- 
gain their booty, but our artillery 
prevented their getting up, and 
forced them back. 

*' This is not the firfl time we 
have fufrered by being off our guard 
early in the morning.: At Paramus 
it was notorioufly the cafe. I could 
wifh we might be taught prudence 
by pall misfortunes. We have long 
fince found to our coft, that the ten- 
der mercies of our more than favage 
foe are cruelty. Defolation and de- 
finition mark their way. Ambi- 
tion, avarice, and ravage are their 
darling paflions. 

«* Oh Britain! How art thou 
fallen 1 - Once overfond and much- 
beloved parent, to whom we thought 
it an honour to be allied, and to 
whofe national vices we were blind 
to a proverb, bnt now, by fad, dear- 
bought experience, we find her more 
yelentlefs than death, more cruel 
than the grave. 

«* Awake then! Awake my coun- 
trymen, from this lethargy into 
which yon have fallen ! Do but 
exert yourfelves — ufe the means 
which God in his providence has 
put into your hands, and your inde- 
pendence is certain. Humanly fpeak- 
ing, your falvation k in your own 
hands, and if you fail ef it, you 
deferye to be flaves for ever. Hea- 
ven and earfih are on our fide. Our 
greatefl enemies are among ourfelves, 
within our own bofoms, and wc 
{hall, be of all men the mpft inex- 
cusable, if we fufifer them to pre- 
vail. Money has long been called 
the root of all evil. The love of 
this firft brought our enemies up- 
dn ut, and if' any thing prevents 
our ihaking ofF the yoke, and fecu,- 



ring our liberty, it will be this for* 
did, defpicable juflton taking fuch. 
fa ft hold of us, engrofling our whole 
attention, and getting the entire pof- 
feffion of our fouls !" 



Extras of a fetter from FhilaiiU 
phia> Dec. 6, 1 7 So. 
" One of the principal advan- 
tages that the revolution of United 
America would produce, has been 
evident from the beginning to every 
impartial mind, which takes plea* 
fure in reflecting on thofe events 
which are for the general interefts of 
mankind. It cannot fail of exalting, 
and, if I may be allowed the exprefr 
fion, of vivifying the fpirit of com- 
merce, and general communication, 
between the inhabitants of the ok} 
and new world, in freeing their na- 
vigation from thofe (hackles, which 
one ambitious nation had impofed for 
its own exclufive intereft. Provi* 
dence, which prepares revolutions, 
and in the mean time, difpofes cir- 
cumftances favourable to their being 
brought to light, has thought proper 
that a Princef ftiould reign at this 
time* animated with fentiments of 
general juftice and benevolence, an4 
determined to enforce them by every 
means, which ftie derives from her 
power and refpe&ability in Europe. 
The Congrsfsy as foon as they were 
informed of the fyftem formed by 
that fovereign, and her able mini- 
Iters, for the eftablifhing a gttirat 
code for all nations, loft no time in 
"expreifing their approbation of die 
plan, by coming to the following re- 
folutions : 

In Congrefs\ Friday, Sept* I, 1780. 
A letter from the Honourable John* 
Adams, dated 10th April, was read. 
Saturday, 2d Sept, A motion be- 
ing made by Mr. S. Adams, fecond- 
ed by Mr. Sherman : ordered, -that 
the faid motion, together with the 
letter of the Hon. John Adams, dat- 
ed the roth* April, be fent back to a 
committee of three, Then members 

when 
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when chofen were, Meflrs. S. Adams, 
J. Jones, and Scott. 

Tuefday, 26th Sept. Congrefs 
took into confideration the report of 
the committee on Mr. Adams's mo- 
tion. On the qucftion being put, it 
was refolded to poftpone it to another 
day, and a motion was made by Mr, 
Livingfton, feconded by Mr. Mat- 
thews, viz. 

The Congrefs has taken into con- 
fideration, the declaration of the 
Emprefs of the Rufiias, concerning 
the rights of neutral <vr£els ; the re- 
- gulations it contains are falutary, 
wife, andjuft. The aclsofthe fo- 
vereign, who labours to promote the 
good of her fubjedts, and extends 
her views to the general welfare of 
nations, who forms laws for a vaft 
empire, and corrects the grand code 
of the world, demand the moil im- 
mediate attention of a rifing republic. 
In confequence it is refolded, " that 
the Admiralty Office fhall prepare 
and report inftruclions for the com- 
manders of armed mips, bearing the 
commiffion of the United States, 
which inftruSions fhall be conform- 
able to the principles contained in 
the faid declaration. • 

Refolved alfo, that a copy of the 
above- refolution, (hall be refpective- 
ly fent to the feveral ministers of the 
United States, and to Mr. de Mar- 
bois, charge des affaires of his Moil 
Chriftian Majefty." 

A motion was made by Mr. Mat- 
lack, feconded by Mr. Sherman, that 
the faid motion be fent back to 
a committee; and the votes being 
collected, this proportion pafied in 
the affirmative. Refolved, that the 
committee confiA of three members, 
and the members chofen were, MefT. 
S« Adams, Livingfton, and Bland. 
Ordered, that the report of the com- 
mittee on Mr. AdamsVj motion, 
which had beep deferred, and a 
motion of Mr. Bland's, mould be fent 
tack to the faid committee. 

W«dn«fday, 4th October. The 



committee to whom tie report oil 
Mr. Adams's motion was committed, 
relative to the proportions of neu- 
trality made by the Emprefs of 
Rufiia, made their report. Ordered, 
that the confiderition of the iaid re- 
port be fixed for to-morrow. 

Thurfday, 5 October. Congrefs 
took into confideration the report of 
the committee, on the motion rela- 
tive to the proportion of the Emprefs 
of Rufiia, on Which they came to the 
following refolutions: 

" Her Imperial Majefty of all the 
Rujpas, attentive to the liberty of 
commerce and the rights of nations, 
in her declaration to the belligert*t ' 
and neutral powers, having propofed 
certain regulations, founded on the 
principles of jufHce, equity, and mo- 
deration, of which their Moft Ckrif- 
f/tfwand Molt C#/>W/V MajcfHes have 
already declared their approbation ; 
Congrefs, anxious to demonitrater 
their regard for the rights of com- 
merce, and their refpecl for the So- 
vereign who propofed, as well as for 
the powers which have approved the* 
faid regulations, do refolve, " That 
the Admiralty- office fhall preparer- 
and report inftru&ions for the com^ 
manders of armed (hips, bearing the ' 
commiflions of the United States^ 
which initru&ions fhall b« conform- 
able to the principles contained in', 
the declaration of the Emprefs of all ; 
the Rufiias, concerning the rights of 
neutral bottoms : that the Ministers . 
Plenipotentiary of the United Stater* 
in cafe they (hall be invited thereto, 
mall be refpeclively aithoriaed, as 
they are authorized by thefe prefents, 
to accede to fuch regulations, con^ 
formable to the fpirit of the faid de- 
claration, as fhall be framed by the 
General Congrefs, which is expect* 
ed to afTemble (in Europe) in con- 
fluence of her Imperial Majefty's 
invitation." 

Ordered, that copies of the above 
refolution be fent to the refpeclive 
Minifters of the United States at 

foreiga 
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foreign courts, and to the honour- 
able Minifler Plenipotentiary from 
France. 

" It is impoflible to add any thing 
t6 the fplendid eulogium of Con- 
grefs, in their refolution of the 26th 
of Sept. of the auguft Catherine the 
Second, who with the fame hand 
with wh^ch fhe perfects the work of 
Peter the Great, plans univerfal 
laws, from whence will fpring the 
happinefs of all nations." 

Another refolution, which does 
the higheft honour to Congrefs, is 
that of the 14th of October, con- 
ceived in the following words : 

Congrefs having re fumed the con- 
sideration of the report of the com- 
mittee to which General Gates's let- 
ter had been referred, for the pur- 
pofe of decreeing the honours due to 
the memory of Major-general Baron 
de Kalb, and the other officers and 
foldiers, it was 

Refolved, That a monument be 
erecled to the memfcry of the de* 
ceafed Mr.jor-general Baron d$ Kalb, 
in the town of Annapolis, in the ftate 
of Maryland, with the following in- 
fcription : 

*' Sacred to the memory of the 
Baron de Kalb, Knight of the Royal 
Order of Military Merit, Brigadier 
of the armies of France, and Major- 
general in the fervice of the United 
States of America. Having ferved 
with honour and reputation for three 
years, he gave a laft and glorious 
proof of his attachment to the liber- 
ties of mankind, and to the caufe of 
America, in the action near Cam- 
den, in the State of South Carolina, 
where, leading on the regular troops 
of Maryland and Delaware againft 
fuperior forces, and animating them 
by his example to deeds of valour, 
He was 'wounded in feveral places, 
and died the 19th of Auguil follow- 
ing, in the '48th year of his age. 
The Congrefs of the United States of 
America, in acknowledgment of his 



zeal, of his fen-ice, and of his merit, 
hath erefted this monument.'' 

Refolved, That the thanks of Con- 
grefs be given to the Brigadiers 
Smallwood and Gill, and to the offi- 
cers, and regular troops of Maryland 
and Delaware ; to the different corps 
of light infantry, under Coll Porter-* 
field and Major Armflrong, and to 
the cavalry under Colonel Arrnaml, 
for the bravery and good conduft 
which they difplayed in the action of 
the 10th of Auguft laft, near Cam- 
den, in the State of South Caro- 
lina. 

Refolved, That the thanks of Con- 
grefs be given to fuch of the officers 
and foWiers of the militia as diftin- 
guifhed themfclves by their valour 
on that occafion. 

On the motion of Mr. Sullivan, 
fecended by Mr. S. Adams, it was 

Ordered, That an extract of Ge- 
neral*Wafhington's letter, anouncing 
the death of Brigadier-general Poor, 
mould be fentback to the committee 
of information, and publifiied as a 
teftimon/ of the great efteem which 
Congrefs has for the merit and fer- 
vices of the faid Brigadier-general. 

." It is thus, in honouring the 
memory of the Montgomerys, and 
the De Kalbs, and in thanking thofe 
who have diftinguifhed themfelves 
even in an unfortunate a8ion> that 
Congrefs will eftablim victory under 
her oanners, much better than by 
fubjeftion to the rigour of t a court- 
martial thofe Generals, whofe- mis- 
carriages can only be' attributed to 
unforeseen accidents" 



From the South Carolina and American 
Gtntral Gazette, of Dee. 23, 178*. 
Savannah (in Georgia) Dec*y» 
Yefterday fe'nnight the brigantine 
Swift, ^ Capt. Thomfon, which was 
loaded* at Great Ogechee with flaves, 
and was going out to fea on her voy- 
age to Jamaica, was captured by an 
armed boat from Philadelphia, man- 
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ltd with about fifty hands, 'chiefly 
Frenchmen, and having" a carronade 
(a twelve pounder) in her bow, with 
a number of fwivels in her fides; 
Extratf of & letter from Penfacola f 
dated Oil. 3 ! . 

" The Spaniards at Mobile have 
been very fickly, and they have bu- 
ried a great number. I believe they 
are heartily fick of their conquefts in 
this prdvirice*. The Indians and they 
are at loggerheads already ; their 
foldiers have been fcalped at nobn- 
day in the town, arid they dare not 
now go without their lines. The 
Chaftaws arfd Chick'efaws have kill- 
ed a good many of the Spaniards, 
and fome French inhabitants. There\ 
b hardly a plantation on the river 
that is not -defer ted. In Auguft they 
had a fevere hurficane at New Or- 
leans, which overflowed dfe ctfhrftfy, 
famed the crops, and blew* down 
manyhoufesi In Ihort, there fee ms 
to be a curfe of God attending 
them.** 

ExtraS 6/ a Utt^r from Ninety-Six", 
dated Dec, i'j. 

" On Sunday laft a; detachment of 
tine hundred' and fifty men, under 
Colonel Allen, went in queft of Few' 
and ClarRe, who had about three 
Hundred rebels at Long Canes* After 
marching about twenty miles, we 
halted on Monday afternoon, and 
tad not been l6ng on our ground 
before we were reconnoitred oy the 
rebels; Luckily only faw the militia, 
which* emboldened them to refolve 
cm an attack. About furifet they 
made their appearance, came within 
one hundred yards, difmounted, tied 
their horfes to a fence, and came on 
in a rapid manner. 

" It not being expecled that they^ 
would be fb quick in attacking, the 
regular troops were but juff then 
formed, and were fo pofted as not to ■ 
fe obferved by the rebels, till they 
got over a fmall rifmg ground ; be- 
ing then within forty yards, they 
found their miftake, in thinking they 
had nothing but militia to contend

with. A ftfdden halt was made, 
and a fire given to us, which wound- 
ed only three of our men. It was 
immediately returned, and they were 
then charged with bayonets, when a 
general rout enfued. Our mounted 
militia purfued them, and from the 
beft intelligence killed agreat'many. 
" We have taken a Major Lind- 
fay, who is wounded, and fix pri- 
vates. Thofe who efcaped have gone 
over the Saluda River, and I ima- 
gine will not come near us again. 
We havp not yet afcertained the 
precife lofs of the enemy, but as 
many were killed, wounded, an4 
taken ; ih ptfrfuit, it cannot be lefs 
than fiity iifafK"

office* of Treaferer and Storekeeper, 
which I aat jpeffuaded is in a great 
degree the fource of that profufion 
yon fo much complain of. 

'* Your civil rights, confiftent 
with the oonftttotion of Great- 
Britain, and the powers I am in- 
*ettd with iff the ardeons fituation 
t Mi fitted in, fhaU be exerted 
«tat Miper end becoming nrmnefs ; 
tml «• fcery » obftrve, the mis. 
Ibrtej a e t ye* attribute to bad feafons, 
ejMft in a gveat meafure be owing to

Seven American ' prifoners,, who 
had eicaped with Paul Jones from 
the prifon at Plymouth, and con- 
cealed themfelves fome days in the 
country, were at length accidentally 
taken up by fome private militia 
men of the Suffex regiment, whV 
were fo ftruck with their wretched 
Situation, worn out with fatigue, 
and nearly ftarved, that they in- 
flaritly relieved them with ail the 
money they had, joined with the 
m6H humane attentions. f When 
Ihev were conveyed to head-quartern 
fucn generofity could hardly efcape 
their officers, whofe fortunes ena- 
bled them to do effectually what the 
Jbldiers. had as well intended ; thus t 
byiproper care, the prifoners were 
all reftored to health, and fafely re- 
conveyed by the fame party to flvr 
mouth, from whence the following 
paper was immediately tjranfmitted 
|o the commanding officer : 

Addrefs cf the American Prifoners to 
the Suffex Regiment of Militia, 
The American prifoners offer their 
fincere acknowledgments to the offi- 
cers of the SufTex regiment for their 
generous benefaction, which, in al- 
leviating the miferies of human na- 
ture, produced ftill nobler fenfations 
in the mind ; having taught us, that 
the misfortunes of war abolifh every 
hoftile idea in the hearts of Britifh 
fcldiers ; or, perhaps, that the love 
of freedom is a crime tfie brave can 

overlook. An attempt to regain 

that liberty we have been' .three years 
deprived of, un accompan ied wi th 
violence, or mifchief, was furely not 
wnjuftifiable ; yet, if bound to fecure 
us, you therein did your duty as fol- 



diers ; by relieving us, you have 
diftinguifhed yourfelves as men. Va- 
lour and humanity have ever march- 
ed united ; the prefence of the one 
is the fureft noftage for the other. 

The {entiments of liberality ac- 
quired by a fuperior education, were 
too well known for ycur bounty to 
excite an/ emotion of. furprize j but 
when we were fo ^eneroufly relieved 
by the private foldiert who retook us,, 
gratitude was fufnendedL between 
wonder and veneration* 

The feelings of humanity are 
alien to no Englifh heart (beneath a 
Minister of State) yet this fplendid 
exertion of them, i* * #ank finely 
not opulent, ot«& lor ever -dtftin* 
gttim the fctfex R#gia*nfc with un- 
rivalled luftr*. 

We are not without hopes, that 
the caufe of being taken in arms 
might ht favourably explained ; and 
could truly plead our being yet quiet 
fthermen, if even that fourcexut o£ 
had not^ompelled us £q Another line;, 
every ihip, when commerce was de- 
ftroyed, became warlike from ne- 
ceffity ; but this need not be entered 
into ! The appeal has been made to 
the God of armies who feems, dead- 
ing on the conteft. America con- 
iides in his juiUce, and fends no 
commiflioneri to fue for peace. If 
our conduct required a vindication, 
the hour is not yet propitious. The 
fame Minifters who have loft Ame 7 
rica, and ruined Ireland, ftill guide 
the helm of Britain, nor will the 
wifh of any rival nation fuggeft a re- 
moval. They have been your ene- 
mies more than ours, although op- 
preffion has been equally extended ; 
and, in fome points of view, our 
fufTerings are of the lighter kind.— 
You have loft your braveft troops, 
have had your treafures wafted, and 
your commerce deftroyed, without 
one gleam ofadvantage to cheer the 
fad profpect of deftruclion, when in r 
vafions threaten the remnant of a 
difmembered empire. — Through the 

famfl 
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(anie .baneful influence we have been 
maflacred, and impoverilhed, but; 
are rifing from our afhes with a luflre 
which no fuccefs can reitore to you* 

To fome thefe truths would feem 
harm, but we are fpealdng to men 
guiltlefs of the crimen who havo 
predicted their confoquences, and 
oppofed their progrefs. — We are 
muled too, if all the militia of this 
kingdom are not cfie patrons of li- 
berty abroad, as well as its palladium 
at home. — From their hone ft Jettons 
a King of England may hereafter 
learn, that he has no power but 
what he derives from his people. 
Whatever deftroys the caufe, anni- 
hilates the e£t& ; a** to ctrewm- 
fcriba their rights is to make his 
own.— In a p*!" 1 * dilated by the 
warmeft feelings of the heart, malice 
itfelf cannot difcern difrefpeel, even- 
if the heavy hours of a prifon (hould 
lender mifery loquacious.— We have 
been diffufe in wilhing but to fay 
how much we thanked you* — Yet 
words were the only tribute we had 
left to offer; although gratitude 
and memory will be coeval with 
exiitence.

It likewife 
appears, on the information of Sa- 
muel Jones and Ifrael Jofeph, ftiop- 
keepersj that on the fale of their 
goods in the beginning of the year 
1777, it was ufual for them to pay 
outfmall filver and gaper-currency 
promifcuoufly, in exchange, to their 
cuftomers : and that on the inform- 
ation of Mr. William Logan, even 
folate as the 10th of March, 1777, 
he received a debt on bond, partly 
in filver, .and partly in Continental 
dollars, at 32s. 6d. each. Never - 
thelefs we find, on the other hand, 



that in fomc inftances, an acvmce 
had been given for fpecie in the 
clofe of the year> 1776 ; 'but the 
proofs and evidences that there was 
no real depreciation of die paper 
currency in this province on the firft 
of January, 1777, greatly prepon- 
derating ; and it being the concur- 
rent opinion of the mod refpeclable

OBSERVATIONS, 
As the afcertaining of the pro- 
greffive depreciation of the paper 
currency in this province, during the 
ufurpation, is an object of the ut- 
moft importance to the community, 
arid of courfe hath excited the pub- 
lic expectation, it may not be im* 
proper for us who are appointed Com* 
roilTioners for that purpofe, to snake 
a Yew obfervations tending to eluci- 
date fo intricate a fubject. 

In the courfe of the war, which 
commenced in the year 1739, and 
ended }n 174(1 and the fabfequen,t 
war which broke our, in 17561 and 
terminated in 176$, the paper cur- 
rency of this province was the com* 
mon meafure of the value of things, : 
fcF although fpecie fometimes ap- 
peared among us, yet, as the ba- 
lance of trade was invariably in fa- 
vour of the parent country, after a 
tranfitory circulation it croflfed the 
Atlantic, as naturally as weighty SoV 
dies tend to the centre by the laws of 
gravitation : but as the emiffions of 
papex were reftricled by the Royal 
inftru&ons, 
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iriftrrfftions, ' bri principles' of the 
founded policy, and regularly fund- 
ed, it paffed current in a fixed ratio 
to fpecie, of feven for one, without 
the leail deviation here, notwith- 
ftanding an advance was frequently 
paid for bills of exchange on Eu- 
rope. 

After the. treaty of Paris, this pro- 
vince fpU the benign influence of the 
national tranquility, and arrived to 
a pitch of profperity, which it had 
never before, experienced ; and the 
balance of trade in favour of the pa- 
rent fhtes being greatly diminifhed, 
t con&dering the comparative affluence 
of this country, gold and filver in 
confequence, acquired a permanent 
refidence among us j fo that many 
years anterior to the commencement 
of the late unhappy diftradlions, pay- 
ments were made in fpecie in the pro- 
portion, it is imagined, of eight or 
nine for one of the paper currency ; 
although it is an indubitable fac"t 
.there were circulating in the province 
not left of the latter, at fome pe- 
riods, than £• 1,000,000 : and it was 
common for perfons to folicit the ex- 
change of gold and filver for paper 
money, only becaufe it might be 
more conveniently carried into the 
country. 

In the progrefs of the ufurpation, 
our trade labouring under the fevertlt 
reftri&ions by frequent and long em- 
bargoes, gold and filver were ex- 
ported for a variety of purpofes ; 
and in the beginning of the year 
1777, people in general, intimidat- 
ed with the profpect of a perilous 
crisis, faw the neceffity of laying up 
their remaining fpecie, for timet of 
greater difficulty and dilfcrefs. 

It appears by the moil authentic 
evidence, that the paper currency in 
calculation on the ift January, 1777, 
emitted in this province,., did not 
asnoun-t to £• 3,000,000, and there 
was fo little continental money then 
among us, that fome gentlemen who 
had considerable pecuniary coocena. 



never fiw a Corfgrefs bill ufitil tfne^ 
funvner of that year, when a pre- 
mium of ten per cent, wis paid td 
procure that kind of currency, for 
the accommodation of perfons tra- 
velling to the northward ; and as 
fpecie for eighteen months preceding, • 
had been exporting, and laid op by 
people of forecaft, it is apprehended 
the money in circulation on the tft 
.January, 1777, did not exceed the 
lawful currency formerly circulating 
under the confthutionai government*, 
including gold and filver. 

Hence, a farther proof rsdeduciW, 
correlponding with the evidence of 
fpecie, that there was no real depre- 
ciation of the paper currency on the 
ift January, 1777* although there 
was increafc in the prices of the 
country produce, which, we arc in- 
duced to-think, proceeded from ad- ■ 
ventidous caufes. 

But the emifiions of paper being 
no longer reftrained by prudential li- 
mitations* or funded* and large 
quantities of Continental dollars ai*- 
riving here from Congrefs, gold and 
filver in time totally difappoared | 
which rendered it obvious that the 
fixed ratio between the paper cur- 
rency and fpecie was annihilated ; 
and inltead of its being the common 
measure of the value of things, like 
an overwhelming torrent it deftroyed 
our eftablifhcd land marks, and ex- 
tended its pernicious influence uo 
every other fpecies of property ; to 
remedy which, our late rulers had re- 
course to the mob unjud and defpo* 
tic edicts, whereby thoufands wefe 
mined. 

The papef currency having thus 
loft its true end and ufe by its da- 
preciauoo or departure from its fixed 
ratio to fpecie,- has occasioned our 
-prefem enquiry f in thecourfe where 
of we were naturally led to endea- 
vour to ascertain that depreciation by 
she vstlee of gold and filver ; but 
, this method a?o*e, appeared to us on 
reflexion, not to afrbrd a certain 

r«le. 
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tale, becaufe it involved in it the 
fceceffities of the unhappy exile, as 
well as the fpecnlative views of the 
adventurer in trade, who from their 
fit nation and circumftances, might 
lie induced to give more for gold 
and filver, than they were intrinfi- 
cally worth : on which principle 
plate w equally iiable * to objection 
from the arbitrary va!ue annexed 
to it, founded on fajicy and fafhion. 
BilUof Exchange, fell next under 
our confideraiien, but as the credit 
of thofe formeily mod opulent among 
us, wai materially affecled in fuch diU 
tracled times, there was not, per- 
haps* One peffon ia a hundred who 
could draw or pure hale bills, on 
which, moreover, no certain reli- 
ance could be placed, wi hout a pre- 
vious knowledge of the refponfibiiity 
as well as difpo£tion of the drawer : 
be fides, if we had evidence to go by, 
which it was impoflible to obtain, 
we apprehended tbe wants of a few, 
would no: be a proper criterion to 
after tain the depreciation of the pa- 
per currency, fcr the community at 

The natural commodities of this 
country* which include income de- 
gree the value of our hads and ne- 
groes, claimed the utmoft attention;

Upon the whole, -as the paper enf* 
treaty circulated in no->£*eo* propor- 
tion to-fpecre, in confequeuce of ea- 
,ce1fcveand unfunded emiffions daring 
:tte ufurpation, the eftablifhing the 
pnogrefiwe tbpreciatton of that car" 
rency which had been- ufed asaoe- 
■ lufive- roeafure, not only in the pat- 
caafe of the productions of tfca gan- 
try 
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try as well as other things, but in 
the payment of old contracted debts 
to the widow, orphan and others, on 
loans of gold and filver, by the true 
value of that produce, and the in- 
trinfic value of ^>ecie, at the dif- 
ferent periods mentioned in our com* 
million, taking an average of both, 
which will in a great degree blend 
and interweave the advantages and 
difadvantages incident to all ranks 
and orders of men in the community 
in fuch times of general difficulty 
and diftrefs, appears to us, on the 
mature!* confideration of the nature 
of the cafe, to be the mod impartial, 
juft and equitable method that can 
be adopted: although, perhaps, there 
may be fome cafes attended with 
fuch particular circum (lances, as to 
tender a deviation from this, as well 
as every other general rule, una- 
voidable.

The vefTel that gave 
them this intelligence arrived at 
Cuba a few days before the Mercury 
failed from thence.

tion of the pilot, it is faid, ftruck 
upon the Silver Kays, a clufter of 
rocks almoft under water, a little to 
the northward of Old Cape Fran- 
cois, in Hifpaniola, and in a few 
minutes went to pieces :— -That part 
.of the wreck which gave a wretched 
afylum to thefe people, was driven 
to the northward, with near twenty 
perfons on it, without a drop of 
water or any provisions, excepting a 
few pieces of pork, which the greedy 
waves foon fnatched from their fee- 
ble grafp'. In this deplorable actua- 
tion, they were toffed *bout leveral 



days, many of them dying raving 
mad, and thofe who . furvived, re- 
duced to the dreadful neceffity of 
fucking the blood of their deceafed 
companions, to fupport a miferable 
exiftence, until they were providen- 
tially relieved by a fmall vefTel that 
carried them to Hifpaniola* 

Dec. 6. On Sunday Iaft, paft by 
Englifh Harbour, Admiral Sir G. 
B. Rodney, in his Majefty's fhip 
Sandwich, with the Intrepid, Capt. 
Mollov ; Triumphant, Capt. P. 
AmecK, and Boreas frigate, Capt. 
John Rodney. They Ie?c the Hook 
the 15th ult. and the whole fleet 
were feparated on the 17th in a 
ftorm, in which his Majefty's Hoop 
Shark foundered, and every foul on 
board perifhed ; it being impracti- 
cable for any of the (hips in com- 
pany to give the lealt amftance.

** Sir, 
" I have this day received your 
letter, with my difraiflion from the 
fervice of the United States; nor 
can I complain of it as an a£ of in- 
juftice. The greatefl refped is in- 
difputably due to every public body 
of men, and above all, to thofe wlio 
are the reprefentatives, and at the 
fame time the legiflature of a free 
people ; and I ingenuoufly confefs, 
that the note which J dictated was 
fo far from being drefled , in ternu 
properly refpeclful, that they were 
highly improper, difrepeclful, and 
even contumacious. But although 
I do not mean 'to juftify the mea- 
fure, I flatter myfelf 1 mall be able 
to extenuate the ofFenfivenefs, by 
relating t^e circumftances which 
'gave birth to it. I "unfortunately, 
Sir, received letters from two friends, 
whofe zeal fojr my fervice was grea- 
ter than fheir intelligence was au- 
thentic, informing me that the fame 
men, who by art and management 
had brought about, in a thin Houfe, 
the confirmation of the abfurd and 
iniquitous fentence of the court 
martial, were determined to purfue 
the matter flill further, and on the 
pretence of ceconomy, to make a 
motion for the final removal of me 
from the army, as an incumbrance. 
It happened, that at. the very mo- 
ment thefe letters came to my hands 
I was very much indifpofed, fo a» 
not to be able to write myfelf, and 
at the fame time my horfes were at 
the door to carry me down the coun- 
try, where bufinefs called me. The 
bodily pain I was in, joined to the 
mifinformation I received, ruffled 
my temper beyond all bounds, and 
the neceffity of fetting out imme- - 
G g diatejy 
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diately prevented me giving myfelf 
time to confider of the propriety or 
impropriety of what I was about; 
and thus thefe two circumftances 
concurring, gave birth to the note 
which I dictated, which no man can 
more fincerely reprobate than I do 
myfelf, and for which I mqfl fin- 
cerely beg pardon of the Congrefs. 
"But, Sir, I muft intreat, that in thus 
acknowledging the impropriety and 
indecorum ofmy conduct in this af- 
fair, it may not be fuppofed I mean 
to court a reftoration to the rank I 
held ; fo far from it, that I do afiurc 
them, had not this incident fallen 
out, I mould have requeftel Con- 
grefs to have accepted of iriy refig- 
nation, as, from obvious reafons, 
whilft the army is continued in its 
prefent circumftances, I could not 
hive ferved with fafety and dignity. 
" My prefent acknowledgments, 
therefore, of the impropriety and 
indecorum of the meafure I fuffered 
myfelf to be hurried into f and my 
fubjniffion, without a complaint, to 
the confequent.decifion of Congrefs, 
will,. I hope, be attributed to the 
real motive, the conviction of 
having really done wrong. I mall 
now, Sir, conclude with wiftiing 
that Congrefs may find t many fer- 
vants ready to make as great facri- 
♦fices as I have made, and pofleffejd 
with the fame degree of zeal ■ for 
-their fervice as has from the begin- 1 
• ai n g governed all my actions; but 
'with the good fortune never, by one 
act of imprudence, to incur their 
; difpleafure : and I can, without arro- 
gance, aiTert, on felf-examination, 
that this is the only Hep in the whole 
"line of my 'conduct which "could 
:juftly furnifh matter of 1 offence to. 
J that honourable body.

The committee, to whom were 
referred the letter of Abraham Skin- 
ner, Commiflary-general of prifon- 
ers, and other papers relative to the 
treatment of prifoners in the hands 
of the enemy, delivered in a report, 
as follows : 

" That notwithstanding every ef- 
fort of Congrefs to obtain for our 
people, prifoners in the hands of the 
enemy, that treatment which huma-. 
nity alone mould have dictated, the 
Britifh commander, unmindful of 
the tendernefs exercifed towards 
their men, prifoners in our hands, 
and regardlefs of the practice of 
civilized nations, has perfifted in 
treating our people, prifoners to 
them, with every fpecies of infult, 
outrage and cruelty. Officers and 
men are indifcriminately thrown into 
the holds of prifon-fhips, and into 
loathfome dungeons, and there de- 
prived of fuel and the common ne- 
cefiaries of life, by which means 
many of the citizens of thefe States 
have been compelled to enter into 
: their 
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their fervice,* to tveid thofe diftreflfes 
which a conduct To contrary to the 
law of nations had brought upon 
them. Our Teamen taken upon the 
American coafts have been fent to 
Great Britain, or other parts beyond 
Teas, to prevent their being ex- 
changed, or to force them to take 
arms againft their country ; that, in 
the opinion of the committee, an 
exercife of the law of retaliation has 
become neceflary, as a juftice due to 
thofe citizens of America, whom the 
fortune of war has thrown into the 
hands of our enemy." Whereupon 
refolved, that copies of the letter of 
Mr. A. Skinner, and the other pa- 
pers referred, be tra.nfmitted to the 
commander in chief, and that he be 
directed to enquire into the manner 
, in^which our people, who are prifon- 
ers, are treated by the enemy, and 
that he gives immediate orders to the 
commanding officers at the different 
poits, to take particular care that the 
Britifh prifoners receive the fame al- 
lowance and treatment, in every re- 
fpedl, as our people, who are prifon- 
ers, receive from the enemy. 

Refolved, That it be recommend- 
ed to the refpettive executives, to 
take effectual meafures for carrying 
into execution the aft of Congrefs 
of January 13, 1780, refpecttng 
prifoners taken by the citizens, 
troops or {hips of particular States : 

That the Boardof Admiralty iflue 
orders not to exchange any Britifh 
fea officers or feamen, until the ene- 
my have returned, to fome of their 
garrifons in America, fuch feamen 
as they have taken upon the Ameri- 
can coafts, and fent to Great Britain, 
or other parts beyond fea ; and that 
the Board of Admiralty give orders 
for continuing the treatment of pri- 
foners as herein directed, until they 
receive orders to the contrary from 
Congrefs or the Commander in 
Chief.

The depofition of George Batter- 
man, palfenger oa board the brig 
Providence, from Turks Ifland, 
bound to Rhode Ifland, of lawful 
age, teftifies and declares, " That 
he was captured the fifteenth day of 
September laft, by the Intrepid, a 
fixty-four gun fhip, belonging to 
the Britifh King, commanded by 
, James Anthony Piccamewloy, who 
with his own hands took every Hitch 
of the cloaths the prifoners brought 
on board, and hove them overboard, 
on purpofe to diftrefs them, as they 
were of no fervice to him ; and on 
the twenty-eighth of faid month 
put, us on board of the prifon-fhip , 
at New-York, where we were ferved 
about eight ounces of condemned 
bread per day, and about eight 
ounces meat per week, from thence 
tranfported on board tWb Jerfev, a 
fixty-fou* gun (hip, where there were 
fuppofed to be eleven hundred Ame- 
ricans on board, and we were told 
that we were now in a King's (hip, 
and that if they ran away we fhould 
be brought to the gang-way and 
flogged, according to their articles 
of war ; where we were fupplied 
with the fame quantity of bread and 
meat, though neither of them fit to 
eat ; and after we were on board a 
few days, there came on board re- 
cruiting officers, and finding that 
our officers perfuaded our people not 
to enlift, or enter into their fervice, 
they came on board, and told all 
the officers to give in their names to 
be exchanged ; the day following 
there came on board feveral boats 
and took them afhore : we were in - 
formed they were fent to the Provofl, 
then telling the people that they 
never would be exchanged, they en- 
ticed them to enlift. After they 
found that this fcheme would not 
take, they took another method, 
made another draft of officers, and 
fent them on board cf the Yar- 
mouth, a fixty-four gun (hip, and 
they informed us that they were fent 

to 
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citizen, I always did, and always 
will bear an aftive part in whatever 
may maintain the privileges and ad- 
vance the interefl and happinefs of 
my fellow-citizens.

they now fjftfs empire and indepin- 
demy. — 1 hey glory in the acqui- 
sition, and it wilt not be in oar 
pawer to prevail on them to return to 
the condition of fubjects. 

The Right Hon. Geriileman fays, 
the Americans do not like the Frtnch, 
60 we were told at the commence- 
ment of the war. But what ^proofs 
have they given of this averfion ? 
Have they not entered into alliances 
with them, formed mutual intererta \ 
and is not their rifing reputation as 
States, dependent on the faithful ob-* 
fervance of their treaties : and are not 
the French and Spaniards alfo bound 
to them, not only by treaty, but by 
the more prevailing tier of inttreft--- 
the ftrongeft tie which ftatefmen 
know. 

Sir, I am forry to hear arguments 
again repeated, which woeful experi- 
ence has fo Itrongly refuted. How 
-often have the gentlemen on theTrea* 
•fury bench laughed at the idea of the 
French and Spaniards taking part 
with the Americans, and told us, 
that their intereft, maaners, religion, 
principles, government, were too op- 
posite: that fuch heterogeneous na- 
tures could never coalefce. And yet, 
BOtwithftanding thefe advances, the 
event has been contrary to their^a/- 
latiotu prediction », and the union fo 
much derided, has fatally taken plac* 
'Much lefs reafon therefore hdve we 
to believe them, when they now 
v again fo confidently affert that the 
'union cannot be lading, and that 
local and religious diflinftions will 
* get the better of their jntercft, grati- 
tude, and regard to their faith as a 
' feofie, fo as to deftroy an alliance 
which they could not prevent. 

Sir, we are in a Situation much 
|vorfe than our enemies: they arc 
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that the more likely to . diftate to us, than we 



to them. Our fleets ha<oi J!ed froai 
theirs. The Hon. Admiral in my 
eye, (Sir Charles Hardy) who com*- 
manded thai fleet laft year, fay*, it 
did not run away. Yet, I muft in^ 
fift upon this, (if a change of term* 
will pleafe him better) that mt leaf 
they purfued ut y and weJid nti ckmpt 
to wait for them. But, Sir, be that 
as it may, we are not at present in a 
condition to prefcribe to the French 
and Spaniards: on what ground then 
do we talk of holding out fuch terms 
of pacification to the American*. 
They will think that the ** liour of 
infolence" is returned again. Is h 
to be fuppofed that any thing bat 
extreme^ neceCGty will make thofe 
powers relinquifh their objeclr h 
will be of too much profit, if they 
obtain it. But the zeal of fome gen- 
tlemen will lead them tofupfofe they 
may he fo 1 educed. I argue not a- 
bout fojfihilities ; but let us examine 
what Uprohakle. You have been at 
war before with France and Spain': 
America was then *with you: The. 
navy you had to contend with, mack 
inferior to your own. YomTGazettes 
filled with the mod brilliant fuccenes 
in every quarter of the globe. Bat 
what was the refult ? with fuch ad- 
vantages, had you fuch a fuperiorry 
as enabled you to level thofe powers 
in the. daft, or reduce them to the 
neceffity of accepting any terms you 
would dictate ?

Sir, the honourable gentleman 
(Mr. Eden) who moved the " order 
of the day," grant* that, at prefent, 
nothing jbort of independency will fa- 
tufy the Americans-— and the noble 
lord who fpoke after him fays the 
fame ; and that <we cannot prevent 
independency. Sir, I concur with 
the fentiments of thofe two honour- 
able members ; but 1 lhall never; be- 
lefs vote for the bill, not that I ex- 
pect any great good from it, but be- 
caufe I have, and will, uniformly vote 
for ^very motion that tends to recon- 
ciliation* totally regardlefs of the 
quarter from whence it comes. I 
voted for the •* conciliatory bill," 
brought in by the noble lord with 
the blue ribbon. On this'account, I 
was a victim to obloquy ; but I (hall 
always be ready to be a facrifice to 
the caufe of peace. I deprecated and 
cppofed taxation — I did it from 
principle; and reprobated the/ ob- 
flinacy of mini iters in purfuing the 
obnoxious, unconstitutional meafure : 
I equally exerted myfelf to di [courage 
the extremities to which the American 
leaders were running : In my con- 
science, I thought I was acting right. 
J meant it for the good of both 
countries : I have no reafon now to 
find fault with my conduct— the prin- 
ciples on which I acted, will never 
ejftorb me; they mall go to my

Tis this 
Which has grained us of our men and 
money, cfofed the channels of pur 
commerce, and expo fed us, not only 
to the vengeance of France and 
Spain-/ but to the contempt of every

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power in Europe* This is, therefore tbofe whom they had been aectejhmedi

The CjpngTefs muii 
wiih to gire liability to their govern- 
meat by tranquility j anil to enjoy 
the. objeel fur which the/ fought. 
They have declared . that indepen- 
dency is tbeir ultimatum : if we ad* 
mit that, they will have no pretext 
left to continue the. war, 1 he voice 
of peace will be then heard from one 
end of that extenfive continent to the 
pther. — It Ihould be conlljdeted, iir, 
that tho' a conqutft of the country is 
deeded impracticable, yet a main'

(he w.;rU,. we mall retain oar power 
of 'defending our territories in cafe of 
any future Cornell;* whereas by a 
cpntipuance of thelprefeiit war* we 
hot only ftrengtheri their hatred, 
fever all the remaining ties of amity ^ 
out by an ignominious wade of blood 
and treafure, invite attacks % and may 
at lali expofe our remaining terrfcorie* 
to*b?i an ealy prey to our 'enemies. 
The Dutch, l ^ e Danes,, and form- 
gueie, by a prudent f/item have Jong 
poHciTcd fettlements in the Welt- 
ludies ancl South-America, encircled 
by. other powers,, without invafion; 
ah3 ho'reaion can be given why 1 
Great-Britain may, cot. retain her'** 
with equal falety. 

If the intere;js of commerce are* 
our objects,, little beed.be laid to 
mew the abfurdity 6/ a profecutioa 
orf the war in this view. Will th<* 
burning their, villages and towns,, 
and laying wafte their lands, allure 
them to our intereih, or enable then* 
to be better cuilomers f Is not tin* 
cutting down the tree to obtain the 
fruit, and rending alunder ev&ry fo* 
cial bond b.-tween. the two countries/ 
- * No, reply the advocates for war; 
fuccefs will retrieve our honour, an4 
fecure, us more advantageous terms of 
peace/' But why riik she prefeat 
opportunity, on the uncertain/ an4 
improbable event ot future fuccefs r\ 

lt % fhould be remembered, Mf> 
Speaker, that everyday e^hauils puf 
ftrength in a degree. i*$fc untKompUd* 
That diflentions at home, ajid the 
wail t of alliances abroad, wjl \ render 
our operations more and more feeble, 
Vicimtude,. common to war, haj 
r Ven us a tranfient gleam of yiftorj^ 
u^prove it then by getting rid of thie 
molt ruioous wax; by doing with a 

good 
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fpod grace what ij inevitable : by 
granting to America, fuch terms, as 
miniftry know, if they continue the 
war to all eternity, (he will obtain 
and ellabliih without their confent. 
She may now feel gratitude for a 
conce&on, which will be a new mat- 
ter of triumph, if (he mould acquire 
it by force, by her own glory, and 
your defeat and difgrace. 

Sir,* we will for a moment fuppofe, 
that America could be Jubdued by 
your arms. What advantage is to 
Tefalt, and compenjate the ftruggle ? 
She mufl in fuch a cafe be impoverifh- 
ed and almoft defolated. Revenue 
yon have difcl aimed ; and for com- 
merce, you ,wouid have laid wafte 
the fields, from whence you promife 
us a harveft : neither could you ex- 
pect better terms of commerce than 
you might obtain : you would con- 
quer their bodies, but you would 
tender their hatred irrefiftible and 
immortal. You could only hope 
from them that commerce, to which 
the ftrong bias of neceffity and intereft 
would impel them; and thefe ad- 
vantages of trade would be better 
fecured , by conquering their jealoufies 
and animofuies, and by wife and 
equitable treaties* 

Sir, the magnanimity of Englifli- 
toen is too great — their love of free- 
dom too ardent, to wilh that the li- 
berties and happinefs of the Ameri- 
cans mould lie proftrate at our feet, 
and that they mould be retained in 
obedience by ftanding armre« and 
military execution: But this is the 
enly method by which oar fupremacy 
over them, if obtained by conqueft, 
could be maintained. Mi/er able con- 
Vttiort indeed I to which, no man of 
humanity could wilh his fellow' crea- 
tures reduced. - And we of this 
country have the moft forcible reafoni 
to deteft fuch a fyttem : For, whetir- 
ever the liberties of America are held 
«t the 'will of a conquering army, we 
may 1 tremble for our own. If Jub+ 
dutd into fubtoiflion, they can be 



held obedient only by the terror of 
arms ; and when their valour, their 
fenfibility of injury, and their Jovt 
of freedom have been fuppreffed and 
borne down, the fame weapons may 
be employed againft us, and even 
they, when flaves, be induced to af- 
M in reducing us to the fame fenfi- 
bility. 

5>ir, I beg pardon of the Houfe for 
taking up fo much more of their 
time than I at fir ft meant to do: but 
tne fubjeel is fo copious and affecting, 
it is not an eafy matter to quit it : 
with your permiffion, I will, how- 
ever, add one fhort word more. 

Sir, no man's mind can poffibly 
be more hurt than mine is, at the • 
reparation between the two countries^ 
which appears to me fo unavoidable* 
When reconciliation was practicable, 
I was the uniform advocate for re- 
Conciliation : but circumffanced as 
we now fatally are, I own, I would 
more chearfully give my vote for the 
recognition of independency, than for 
the continuance of this defperate, < 
ruinous war. All ranks of people 
arc wearied out, their hopes fail them* 
and the voice for " Peace with A- 
merica" is almoft univerfal. It is, 
I fear, no longer a matter of choice 
ho*w we (hall obtain it : the granting 
independency to America will alone 
fee u re that peace : let thofe look to 
it, through whofe mifconducl and 
ohjlinacy, thofe invaluable provinces 
have been (in all appearance) revered 
from the crown of Great-Britain for 
ever. ' 

The ideas of conqueft, always vir 
fionary, is at length exploded by all. 
Misfortune and defeat have taught 
men to be afhamed of their raft con- 
fidence in victory, and their in* 
decent contempt of ^their enemies. 
\For what fhen are wc contending } 
If the war wHf produce no advantages 
to our national glory, ftrength, or 
commerce; . If it will rather tarnifh 
and exhatrflr them; rf it will oniV 
add to the unfupportabk burden of 

our 
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5ur debts, wafte oar ftrength ia frait- 
sfs operations, and expofe us to the 
attack of our ancient enemies, for 
God's fake ! why purfue the ruinous 
meafure? Where neceffity and public 
^vantages 'do not juftify it, war is 
Criminal, and humanity and religion 
mad condemn us. // is a belplefs 
war. This is my opinion, notwith- 
standing the late flittering accounts 
from America, which have too often 
deceived us : and under this impref- 
fion, I fcruple not to pronounce it a 
mzr of revenge and cruelty. We 
punim ourfelves to wreak our ven- 
geance on thofe whom our impolicy 
and injuftice alone have made our 
enemies. With a fpecies of defpe- 
ration, we exert the ftrength of the 
ftate, to deprive the Americans of 
thofe bleffings which we were not 
content to pare nuitb them : hateful 
principle ! detefted fyftem ! let us 
rather attempt to heal the wounds 
we have given. 

Sir, fince we cannot conquer them 
by the fword, let us endeavour to 
fubdue their refentments, and con- 
quer them by generofity. Let us 
for the fake of peace, not*bnly adopt 
the bill now offered to us, but even 
propofe a truce and ceflation of arms, 
tho they fhould lead in the end to 
that independency which we deplore, 
but cannot prevent. Our late fuc- 
cefles will rencUr fuch propofals of 
peace honourable ; which, if hereafter 
extorted, by misfortune, defeat, and 
neceffity, will be confidcred, not on- 
ly by America, but by every power 
in Europe, as new marks of oqr 
pollt, weaknefs, and difgrace* 

For the Remembrancer. 
Not having" an opportunity of d$? 
livering my fen ti meats again ft the 
tax, which the Premier has juft pro- 
pofed, (being ou$ of Parliament and 
never wifhing fo be there again, 
whilft the present Minifters prevail, 
from a conviction that the laft two 
Parliaments,, which I had the morti- 



fication to fit In, were governed by 

a majority of the mod corrupt men 
that ever difgraced a Senate). I de« 
fw 9 therefore, to give my opinion of 
this tax, from what has already bee* 
ftated of it; and I appeal to any 
mercantile houfe in the city, for the 
juftnefs of my calculations. Firft, 
Lord North has taken the medium 
price of fugars a great deal too high, 
for in (lead of 6is, he ought to have 
Hated them at 55s. or 56s. per hun- 
dred, which, if not owing to mifin- 
formation, is unfair. The additional 
duty of a halfpenny per pound, which 
his Lord /hip feems to think the re* 
tailers will double, wi{l make tbt 
price fo exorbitant to the publick, a* 
to leilen the confuraption, already 
much reduced. And the halfpenny 

?er nound duty, will affect the WeH- 
ndia planters as much, if not more, 
than landed Gentlemen would be af- 
fected by an additional four {hillings 
in the pound Land-Tax. My calcu- 
lation is made thus ; a Jamaica hogf- 
head of fugar generally contains about 
fourteen hundred pounds of fugar, 
which, at 3d. per pound, t mounts to, 
171. 103. this, after deducting the 
prefent high freight, infuranee, &c. 
&c. is as much as the hogfhead of 
fugar generally nets to the proprietor 
at the above medium price of 55s* 
per hundred; therefore the prefent 
additional duty is one fixth part of 
3d. and occafions a deduction in that 
proportion of , the net proceeJs of 
each hog/bead of fugar, (for 'tis too 
abfurd to think that this, and every 
tax of the fame kind, will not come 
out of the planter's pocket); fo that 
though 49. in the pound is a fiftfc 
part, yet it mud be- considered that 
eftates in general are rated much be-, 
low (heir rent. Then his Lord {hip 
has propofed to take off the feven per 
•ent. difcount, which was a deduction 
allqwed pn the former duties on fu*- 
gars ; fo that taking it off, is exactly 
the fame thing as laying a. farther 
duty of feyen pej cent, on$ ^o3ir 
' much 
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Mbxb this atadftnts to, I am not yet 
informed* but am told it will be about 
OM Quarter part more, which, with 
the other duty, and the many difad- 
Vantages the Weft-Fndia Wands are 
labouring under, muft caufe the ma- 
nufactory of -fugar to decline, and 
probably occafion the fame cataftrophe 
in that article, as formerly happened 
Mi Jamaica with indigo, it having 
been produced there in large quanti- 
ties, which the infatuation of former 
Minifters (like our prefent) taxed un- 
til they ruined the manufactory* loft 
the duty, and have ever fince paid 
a bounty for its import, bcfides pav- 
ing an immenfc annual fum iot 
French indigo. 

His Lordfiiip has alfo propofed art 
additional duty on rum, an article 
already taxed at more tkan fix (hiffings 
j>er gallon, which is about four times 
its original value. 

His Lordfiiip having laid all the 
taxes of this year tfpon articles of 
commerce, thinks, no doubt, fuch a 
ananceuvre will encourage Country 
Gentlemen to go on with the war, as 
their eftates are not to bear the bur : 
then, but :hey will find tfaemfdvVs 
much difappointed, for this impolitic 
and heavy ftroke at once muit leflen 
If not totally ruin, that branch . of 
our commerce, and it is the only one 
of value now left, except indeed the 
glorious trade of war !

tffch Mightinefies, Wh» always eiis- 
neftly wifhed to avoid giving the fmaU 
left caufe of difcontent to his Britan- 
nic Majefty, have conjtantly endea- 
voured to promote and cultivate pen 
feftharmony i but hu Bruannxc Ma-r 
jefty's conduct towards the Republic 
has been diametrically oppoiite. 

The differences between the Courts! 
0/ London and VerfaUles had fcarce- 
ly oroke put, when they beheld 
the ports of England filled with 
Dutch vefTels, which were unj-uftly 
feized and detained ; thefe vefleif 
navigated upon the faith of the 
treaties, and were not laden with 
any other merchandife than what the 
exprefs tenor of the treaties had de- 
clared free a^id legal. They beheld 
thofe free cargoes forced to fubmit to 
an arbitrary and defpotic authority, 
^he^ cabinet at Si. James's knowing 
no other rule ^han an affumed right 
of temporary anHttnienct, thought 
proper to appropriate thofe cargoes 
}g the ufe of the Crown by a forcible 

J^rchafe, and \o employ diem in the 
erwee of the King's navy. The 
iaoft earneft.and ferious reprefentav 
tions on ine part of their High 
Kfightinefle* again ft thofe proceed^ 
Ings were ineftdual, and it was in 
vain that they urgpd, in fhe ftrongeft 
manner poffible, the freaty fubnfting 
between England and! the Republic^ 
By this treaty, the rights and liber- 
ties of the neufral flag are deciiively 
and clearly ftatecL Th$ fubje^b of 
Great Britain had fully enjoyed the 
advantages of this treaty, in the 
firft and only cafe, wherein it pica- 
fed the Court of London to remain 
neuter, whilft the Republic was en- 
gaged in a war* Certainly then in 
a reciprocal cafe that Court could 
not; without the greateft injufticc, 
refute the enjoyment of the iame ad- 
vantages to the Republic, and .as 
little right as his "Britannic Majefhr 
had to withold th<f advantageous ef. 
feels of this treaty 'from twir High 
Mighdnen^*, he had as liftl*&a*- 
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4*tion&f attempting to make them 
ask the neutrality they had enw 
braced, and to force them to plunge 
into a war, the caufe of which re* 
Jated immediately to the rights and 
poffdjoiu of his Britannjt Majefty 
lying beyond the limits of defeniive

nlied daily. The merchant veflfcla 
became the innocent vi&or of the 
exadioas and accumulated violences 
of the Engiilh men of war and 
privateers. They did not, however 
ieft 'there.— The 1 very flag of the 
States was not (pared, bJl openly 
and oatrageoufly $nfulted by a hoitile 
attack upon the epnvoy, unier the 
care of the Rear- Admiral Comte de 
jftyland. The ftfongeit reprefenta* 
tions frpm the States to his Britan- 
nic Majefty were disregarded, the 
Clips taken from the convoy were de- 
clared good prizes,, and this infult on 
the flag of the Republic was very 
foon followed by an open violation 
pf their neutral territory, *» WC U m 
Europe as America, ' They will con- 
tent themfci/es, hbweyer/ with re- 
citing two examples. 
* ' At the ifland of $t. Martin his 
Britannic Maje^y attacked*, and car* 
rted away by force feveral veflels that 
lay at anchor under the cannon of 
the fort, where, according to the in- 
violable rights of mankind* thevef* 
icls ought to have found a secure 
acfylom. The intuits committed by 
an armed En^liuY veflfel on the coaA 
of the republic, near Guitrttd$ t fur- 
aidh a fecond example of thefe vio- 
lations Thefe infaltsv were carried 
$ ftV ha* many u^abitaats of the 



navigation and commerce of their 
W^jeSU, on which the ruin or prof* 
pehty of their republic alone de* 
penis, totally annihilated, or eHe to 
adopt measures hoftik to their c4i 
friend and ally ; at this period ther 
Empreft of Raffia, urged by a ge- 
nerous magnanimity of difpofition, 
thought proper to interfere, and with 
as much afledion as humanity in- 
vited the republic to take the jufteft 
meafures, and fuch too as were en* 
tirely confiftent with the treaty fub- 
fifting between the States and other 
ppwers, for the defending and main* 
taining, in conjunction with her Im- 
perial Majefty, and the other north- 
ern powers, thofe privileges and im- 
munities Which the rights of nations* 
and the most (okmn treaties allowed 
to neutral flags. 

This invitation could not but be 
infinitely agreeable to their High 
MightineiTes, fince they confiderei 
it as a means of ft curing the undif- 
turbed commerce' of their fubjecls 
upon the moft folid bafts^ and as 
holding out a method of protecting 
their independence againft every in* 
fraction, at the fame time that it 
ptopofed nothing at all derogatory 
to the alliance contracted betweesjr 
them and his Britannic Majefty, or 
the other belligerent powers, But 
this was a srieafare of which tho 
Court of London endeavoured to de- 
prive the Republic by proceeding 
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*ith 'precipitation t« the meft dh{* : 
perate extremities, by recalling their v 
Atnbaffador, bythe publication df a' 
Manifefto, containing a lift- of fie- ' 
titious grievances, and by granting 
letters of marque and pretended re"-" 
prifal ' againft the ftate*, their fub-* 
je£b, and their property,* by which', 
violence indeed this Cotfft did -rioS* 
thing more than clearly carry 'into* 
proof and practice the defigtftCwhlcn/ 
they have for a loffg time faltered,*

& replete with injuftice." 

It will not be at all neceflary- tei 
enter into an elaborate refutation^ 
the reafons, and pretended grief* 
which were alledged in*the< mftftt 
fcfto, to convince every impartial 
man of their entire want of folidity. 
It will be fufficientto obferee, in few 
words, with refpect to the offer which 
was made by his Britannic Majefty 
for opening an amicable conference, 
that the fole object of thefe confe- 
rences could only be this, to take into 
confideration the naval treaty fpoken 
?f above ; that the conftruction of 
this treaty, conceived as it is, in 
terms the moil clear and exprefjy 
could not be a fubject of any doubt 
or equivocation ; that it gives the 
neutral powers a free right of con- 
veying to the belligerent powers all 
kinds of naval ftores ; *hat the Re- 
public, neither propofmg any thing 
tlk to themfelves, nor defiring any 
thing more of hb Britannic Majefty, 
than the quiet, undifturbed enjoy-

Britannic Ifajefty. *fba 4ra|»ftrt 
complaints of the SsA India Erec- 
tion, addrefled to them, and which 
the love of peace had obliged' the 
latter to fmoihcr, as it were, in their 
breads, are fo many incontrovertible 
proofs of the aflcrtion. The mea« 
fares taken in >egard to the Weft 
Indies, before-mentioned, will ferve 
at all times for an nnqneftsoonble 
proof of the fmccrity of the zeal, and 
of the- attention with which their 
High Mightiaefles have atfdnoefly 
endeavoured to observe m tbefe 
countries the mot exa& and ftrtft 
neutrality j nor could their High 
Mightiaefles find oat the lee ft Kg* 1 
proof of any infraction of their or* 
ders in this tttpeJL 

As for what concerns the projea 
of an eventual treaty -of eoswaautt 
with North America, framed by a 
member of the g o vern ment of the 

E ovine* of Holland, wiihont the 
utwawof any poMc adthorky % mi 
the aaemorsab presented Mttbi* mat* 
ter by the Caevalier York*, the 
matter happened as follows: 

As toon as this AmbnSador hud 
pnfcaeed a memorial, dated Nor. 
to, 17S0, their High MrghdneiJc*, 
without noticing ths> c^meeanont, 
rather unbecoming betw e en Ave* 
reigns, with which this memorial 
abounded, did not delay entering in* 
to the most serious dcUberaejon on 
that matter; and by- their resolution 
of the 17 th o/ the umo month, they 
did not hefitate to difclaim and dif- 
approve publicly whatever had been 
done in this atffcir* 

After this they had every reafoo to 
aspect that hit Britannic Majefty 
wenld have acceded to this ootlara- 
tsoa, finco he could not be ignorant 
that their High Mightiaefles have do 
jorifdi&iott over the refpeftive pro* 
vinees, and that it was to the States 
of Holland to whom, as being le- 
velled as the States of the other pto- 
-VHKPS with a ibvor eign and eEclufive 
authority orcr their ftbjcdfcs, was ta 
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fce fubmkteci an affair which their 
High MightineiTes had no reafon to 
'doubt buttheother States of the faid 
provinces rwould regulate according 
to the exigency of the cite, and con- 
formable to the laws of the flare, and 
the principles of equity. The eager r 
ttefi with which the Chevalier Yorke, 
by his fecbnd memorial, ihfifted on 
the punifhmenr, could not, of courfe, 
but appear very ftrange to their High 
Mightineffes, that if he did^iot re- 
CeSve the very fame day an anfwer to 
his memorial in every refpeft fatis- 
ftc^ory, J he mould'find himfeif obliged 
Co acquaint his court thereof by an 
extraordinary courier. Their High f 
Mighfmeffes, informed 'of this de- 
claration, foon perceived its im- 
Jibrtahce, as a manifeftation of the 
ineaTtfres already determined on in 
thfe King's' council; and although 
According to the eftablifhed cuftom, 
fee h Verbal declarations from foreign 
Ittinifters admit of no deliberation, 
-they neverthelefs thought proper to 
4fet it afihde on this'occafion, andtotle- 
fire their Recorder to wait on the Che^ * 
'VaiieV and inform him; that his me«r 
Wbrial'had been taken ad referendum 
% v the deputies' of the refpeftive 
piwihces, according to the received' 
COSom and conftitutioh of govern- 
ittentV adding at the fame time, 
whlafc feeined defiigriedly omitted in 
• the manifefto, that they would en- 
deaVour to frame an anfwer to his 
ihembrial as foon as poflible* and the 
conftitution of government would 
permit. In confequehce thereof, a 
few days after, the Deputies of the 
province of 'Holland gave notice to 
the aflembly of their High Mighti- 
ness, that' the Gates of their province 
Itfrtl una voce refolved to require the 
advice of their court of-juftice in 
regard to the requifition of punifh- 
ment, requefting the faid court to 
give their opinion as fob n aspbffible, 
foregoing* all other 'affairs. Their 
High Mi^htihetjes* did" not fail to 
acquaint the Chevalier Yorke with 
the- above refolve j but what was 
Vol. XI. 



their furprize and aftonimment, when 
they understood that the faid Am- ■ 
baffador, after having read his in r 
ftruftions, had fent a note to the Re- 
corder, which in this he called the 
above/aid refolve iliufive, and flatly 
refufed to tranfmit it to his court I 
This obliged their High Mightineffrs 
to fend it to Count Welderen, their 
Minifter at London, with orders to 
lay it immediately before the Minifter 
of his Britanriic Majefty, but the re- 
fufal of the latter created anobftacle 
to the execution of thofc orders. 

All the circumftances of this affair 
being thus expofed, the impartial 
public will be enabled to appreciate 
the principal mdtive, or rather pre- 
tence to which his Britannic M a j e ^/- 
has had recourfe, "in order to give x 
fcope to his defigrfs again ft the Re- 
public, To this we may reduce the 
whole matter, his Majefty was in- 
formed of a negociation which Would 
have taken place between a member 
qf the government of one % of the 
provinces, and a reprefentative of 
the American Congrefs ; which ne- 
gociation intended to lay the plan of 
a treaty of commerce to be concluded 
between^ the Republic and the laid 
colonies, cafu quo, that is to fay, 
that in cafe the independency of thofe 
colonies mould be acknowledged by 
the crown of England; this negoci- 
ation, although .conditional, and 
holding by a claufe which depended 
on the anterior aft of his Majefty, 
this negociation, which without the 
faid aft, or anterior declaration could 
not have the lead effeft, was fo mif- 
conftrued by his Majefty, and excited 
his difpleafure to fuch a degree, that 
he thought, proper to require from 
the States a public difavowal and , 
disapprobation, as well as a complete 
punifhment and fatisfaftion ; it was 
in confequence , and without the 
leaft delay, that their High Mighri- 
nefles acceded to the fir it part of his 
requifition ; but the punifhcuent in- 
filled upon was not within their 
power, and they could cot afljent to 
LI ' ' it, 
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it, without ftriking at the root of the 
fundamental conftitution of the (late. 
The States of the province of Hol- 
land were the only ones to which it 
pertained lawfully to take cognizance 
of it, and to provide thereto by the 
ordinary means, and the authority 
of the laws. This fovereign (late 
adhering to the maxims which oblige 
them to refpeft the authority of the 
laws, and fully convinced that the 
maintaining that 'department in all 
its integrity and impartiality which 
are infeparablc from it, is the fumeft 
bafts of the fupreme power ; that fo- 
vereign ftate obliged by what is held 
mort facred, to defend and protect 
the rights and privileges of its fub- 
jecls, could not forget itfelf fo far as 
to fubmit to the will of his Britannic 
Majefty, by attempting to overturn 
thofe rights and privileges, and ex- 
ceeding the limits prefcribed by the 
fundamental laws of its government ; 
thefe "laws required the intervention 
of the judicial department, and thefe 
were the means which the above 
Hates refolved to ufe, by requiring 
on this object, the advice of the court 
of juftice, eftablifhed in their pro- 
vine*. 

By an adherence to this method it 
was, that, before the e>es of his 
Britannic Majefty, the Englifh na- 
tion, and all Europe, were difplayed 
the unalterable principles of that 
juftice and equity which form the 
leading feature of the Dutch con- 
stitution, and which, in fo important 
a part of public adminiftration, we 
mean that which concerns the exer- 
cife of the judiciary power, will for 
ever ferve as a bulwark againft what- 
ever could militate with the fecurity 
and independence of a free nation. 
It was alio by thefe means, and by 
following this road, that far from 
precluding juftice or evading the pu- 
nifhment required, a free courfe on 
the contrary has been laid open to a 
regular procefs, conformable to the 
conftuutional principles of the Re- 



public ; and by the fame reafon, in 
ihort, depriving the Court of Lon- 
don of any pretence to complaintofa 
denial of juftice, care has been taken 
to anticipate the leaft fhadfow or ap- 
pearance of reafon, which might have 
authorifed that Court to make re* 
prifals ; to which, neverthelefs, if 
has had recourfe without fcruple, in 
a manner equally odious and unjuft. 
To thefe ends, and fince, after the 
repeated outrages and heavy loflh 
which the fubjects of this Republic 
muft have experienced from his Bri- 
tannic Majefty, their High Mighti- 
neiTes find themfelves furthermore 
provoked, and aflailed by his afore- 
« faid Majefty, and compelled to ufe 
thofe means which they have in hand, 
in order to defend the precious righfj 
of their liberty and independence • 
they entertain the firmeft hope that 
the Lord of Hofts, the God of their 
fathers, who by the palpable direction 
of Providence fupported and carried 
this Republic through the greateft 
dangers, will blefs the means which 
they have determined to employ, by 
crowning the' juftice of their arms, 
with the ever triumphant affiftance of 
his omnipotent protection ;' whilft 
|heir High Mightinefles will ardently 
figh after the inftant, when they (hall 
fee their neighbour and old ally, but 
now their enemy, recalled to fenti- 
ments more moderate and equitable,. 
And it is at that period, where their 
High Mightiness will improve all 
the "opportunities which, confonant 
with the honour and independence 
of a free ftate, may tend to. a recon- 
ciliation between them and their old 
friend and ally.

Inglis, commanding bis Majefty* s 
ftop Zephyr, to Mr. Stephens, 
dated Spit head, March 11, 1 78 I, 
Pleafe to acquaint their Lord- 
(hips of his Majefty's fioop Zephyr, 
under my command, being arrived 
at Spithead from the coaft of Africa, 
after a pafTageof fifry-feven days. 

J likewife have the honour of ac- 
quainting their Lordftrips, that on 
the 31ft of October laft, being juft 
returned to Goree from a cruize, 
received intelligence from Gover- 
nor Wall of a French frigate of 24 
gans being in Gambia river, and 
had taken two tranfports and two 
floops there, wooding and watering 
for the garrifon of Goree. I imme- 
diately failed, with the Polly letter 
of marque, mounting 16 fhort four- 
pounders, with 30 men under my 
command', agreeable to the advice of 
Governor Wall. 

On the 2d of November, at ele- 
ven A. M. being at the entrance 
of the river, faw four fail at anchor 
offBarra Point, found them to be 
one of the -tranfports, two floops, 
and a French frigate ; the tranfport 
mounted 16 guns, and was, as I 
heard, manned with Frenchmen and 
negroes, belonging to Albedra, on 
the banks of Gambia, and interefted 
with the French. At twelve the 
tranfport and two floops were fet on 
fire, the other tranfport being burnt 
the preceding day. At one P. M. 
the enemy's fhip being under weigh, 
and the Zephyr within piftol-fhot of 
Jier, a warm action enfued, and lafted 
till four P. M. through chafing, the 
Zephyr and enemy grounded (at 
very low water) as clofe to each 
other as before, which occafioned the 
action, to be renewed with redoubled 
violence, hence more refembling two 
batteries on (hore, than a fea-fight. 
D uring the greateft part of the action , 
the letter of marque was anchored 
three quarters ©fa mile a-ftern ; but 



notwithftanding a continual fire wa s 
kept up by the Zephyr and enemy 
till fix, when the enemy ftruck, with 
the lofs of 12 killed and 28 wound- 
ed ,• the Zephyr 2 killed and 4 
wounded, her bowfprit, main-top- 
mall, and main-yards mot away, her 
hull, mads, yards, fails, and rig- 
ging very much mattered, infomuch 
that, with the greateft difficulty, on 
the 12th we arrived at Goree. Dur- 
ing the whole of the action, the 
Zephyr was in the utmoft danger 
from fire rafts, both under her bows 
andftern; but luckily the deftruc- 
tive intentions of the enemy proved 
abortive. 

After boarding the enemy, we 
found her to be the Senegal, (Lieu- 
tenant Commandant Allery) the 
French King's fhip, mounting 18 
fix-pounders, and 126 men, but 
fought the Zephyr with 22, owing 
to tranfporting guns. She was for- 
merly the Racehorfe, commanded by 
Lord Mulgrave, and lately the Sene- 
gal in his Majefty's fervice.' As fhe 
was of great detriment to his Ma- 
jefty's trading fubjects on the coaft 
of Africa, the taking of her gives 
me the utmoft pleafure and fatisfac- 
tion. 

On our arrival on the 12th at Go- 
ree, from Gambia, Governor Wall 
gave me information of two vefTels 
being off Senegal Bar, taking in 
gum. Ready to act' confonant with 
his information, though in fo fhat- 
tered a condition, and the Senegal 
not condemned, from which the pro- 
perty of the captors was at ftake, 
we chearfully confented to proceed 
in purfuit of the apparent fuccefs ; 
but the wind being at N. E. directly* 
contrary, and the Zephyr in an in- 
firm fituation, after beating five days 
out at fea, thefhips were obliged to 
return to Goree, in order to refit, on 
purpofe that we might a fecond time 
be able to attempt the expedition. 

On our return the condemnation 
of the fhip Sen«gal was entered

upon, and the Judge Advocate de- 
manding an inventory, proper offi- 
cers and men were fent from the 
Zephyr for that purpofe, and that 
of refitting her for the aforefaid ex- 
^edition ; but, alas ! through fome 
.unknown caufe, on the 2zd of No- 
vember, me was unhappily blown 
up, with the lofs of Lieutenant 
George Crofts, and 22 others, offi- 
cers and feamen, fpecified by the 
inclofed lift. 

. I flatter myself their Lordfhips 
will fliew all neceftary indulgence to 
the officers and feamen's friends, 
who nobly and gallantly fupported 
me in the late aftion, and unluckily 
buffered by the above accident.

My Lord, 
I have the honour to inform ydar 
Lordfhip of the arrival of the Chil- 
ders brig at Barbadoes on the 27th 
ult. *vith yourLordlhip's difpatches, 
tranfmitting to me his Majefty^ 
commands; and, in obedience to 
them, I immediately embarked on 
board the Sandwich, 'and proceeded 
with all poffible expedition to St. 
Euftatius,and anchored before the 
town about two o'clock on the 3d 
infL and, in conjunction with the 
Admiral^ fummoned the Governor 
to make an immediate furrender of 
the iiland and all its dependencies, 
which fummons I have the honour to 
inclofe to your Lor^fijip^ and alfo 
the Governor's anfwer. On the fol- 
lowing day I difpatcfaed a proper de- 
tachnwntto tjrc iflands of St. Mar- 
tin and Saba, which have likewife 
fubmitted to his Majefry's arms* 

The effec"b found in tbis place prove 
to be very considerable $ the whole 
ifland being one continued ftore of 
French, American, and Dutch pro- 
t perty. The particulars it is not in 
my power at prefent to afcertain. 

I have inclofed your Lordfhip a re- 
turn of the artillery found here. 

Captain M'AlMer, my Aid dti 
Camp, will have the honour to deli- 
ver this,, and can give your Lordfhip 
any further information* He is a 
very deferving good officer; and I 
could wifli particularly to recom- 
mend him to your Lordfhip's favour.

St. Euftatius and its dependencies ; a 
blow, I think, in its confequences, 
which cannot but be moft fenfibly 
felt by the enemy, as it has hitherto* 
been a fource of moft eflential fuc- 
cour to them ; and, I am well in- 
formed here, nothing could have fo 
deeply affefted theAmericans as this. 
This ifland, my Lord, is made up 
of a collection of confiderable pro- 
perty belonging to the French, 
Dutch, and Americans. 

I have alfo the pleafure to inform 
your Lordfhip, that the capture of. 
flapping is immenfe, and what yet 
adds to our fuccefs is the overtaking 
a convoy that had accidentally failed 
for Europe before our arrival, * con- 
futing of between twenty and thirty 
large mips, laden with fugar, con- 
voyed by a Dutch flag (hip, of 60 
guns, the Admiral of which would 
not liften to any remonftrance, and 
was killed in "an engagement with 
the Monarch ; the number of mips 
captured amounts altogether to up- 
wards of 200, befides the above flag 
lhip, and a frigateof 38 guns.« 

The confternation that reigns here 
/at prefent is inconceivable ; it is a 
ftroke they & little expefted, that 
they could fcarce believe Lieutenant 
Colonel Cockburne, whom I fent 
with the fummons. We took poflef- 
fion tothe amount of at leaft three 
million of money, and what gives 
me particular pleafure to find is, 
that Amfterdam will bear the chief 
weight of the lofs. 

The Fort, before called Fort 

" Orange, I now have the honour to

We have as yet, my Lord, conti-

Euflatia, arrived at this office this 
morning with difpatches from Ad- 
miral Sir George Brydges Rodney 
to Mr. Stephens, of which the fol- 
lowing are extracts and copies : 
Extras of a letter from Sir George 
Brydges Rodney to Mr. 
Stephens, dated Sandwich, St. 
Euflatia, February 4, 178 1. 
His Majefty's floop of war the 
Childers joined me on the 27th of 
January, ,with their Lordfliips mofl 
fecret orders, and his Majefty's royal • 
declaration again it the States of Hol- 
land and their fubje&s. N 

General Vaughan and myfelf loft 
not a moment's time in putting, his 
Majefty's commands into execution. 
We immediately embarked the 

troops 
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troops deftined for the enterprife, and 
the whole being kept a moft profound 
fecret, we failed from St. Lucia oa 
the 30th of January. 

To prevent the French penetrating 
our deiign, the whole fleet appeared 
before Fort Royal and St. Pierre'5 t 
Martinique, which ifland we greatly 
alarmed ; and having left Rear Ad* 
miral Drake, with fix fail of the line 
and two frigates, to watch the mo- 
tions of the four fail of the line and 
two frigates, then in the Bay of Fort 
Royal, Iaie in the evening of the 
faid day we proceeded for the Dutch 
ifland of St. Euitatia, and difpatched 
Rear Admiral Sir Samuel Hood, 
with his fquadron, toenviron the Bay 
of St. Euflatia, and prevent the 
efcape of any Dutch fhips of war, 
or merchant mips, that might be at 
* an anchor there. He moll effectual- 
ly performed thatjervice. 

On the 3d inft. the General and 
myfelf, with the remainder of the 
fleet and tranfports, arrived in the 
?ay. The men of war being fta- 
tloned againft the batteries, and the 
troops ready to difembark, the Ge- 
neral and myfeif, in order -to 
fave the effufion of blood, thought 
it neceflfary to fend to the Dutch 
Governor the fummons I have the 
honour to inclofe, with which he in- 
ftantly complied. 

The fufprifeand aftoni^hment of 
the Governor and inhabitants of St* 
Euitaria is fcarce to be conceived. 
The Mars, a Dutch (hip of war, of 
38 guns, and 300 men, commanded 
by Count Byland, and belonging 
to the department of the Admiralty 
of Amfterdam, having arrived at 
St. Euflatia, had allayed their fears 
of hoftilities. ' 

I moft fincerely congratulate their 
Lordfhips on the fevere blow the 
Dutch Weft India Company, and 
the perfidious magiftrates of Am- 
fterdam, have fuftained by the cap- 
ture of this ifland. Upwards of one 
hundred and fifty fail of (hips and vef- 



fels of all denominations (many of 
them richly loaded) are tain in the 
Bay, exclufive of the Duch frigate, 
called the Mars, which I have com- 
miflioned, manned, and in a few 
days (he will cruize againft the enemy 
as a Britifhfhip of war, 

There are befidei five (hips and 
ve&ls of war from 14 to 26, all com- 
pleat, and ready for fervice. 

A Dutch convoy, confifting of 33 
fail of merchant (hips richly loaden, 
having failed from St. Euflatia under 
the protection of a fixty gun fhip, 
about 36 hours before my arrival. 
I detached Capt. Reynolds, of his 
Majefty's (hip Monarch, with 
the Panther and Sybil, to purfue 
them as far as the'latitude of Bermu- 
das, mould he not intercept them 
before he got that length. 

All the magazines and flore-hdufes 
are filled, and even the beach covered 
with tobacco and fugar. 

The iflands of St, Martin and 
Saba have furrendered, no terms 
whatever having been allowed them, 

[The fummons and anfwers were 
the fame as thofe inclofed in General 
Vaughan's letter.]

George Brydges Rodney to 
Mr. Stephens, dated Sandwich, 
St. EuflatiuSy February 6, 1781. 

Sir, 

Since my letter of the 4th inftant, 
by the diligence and activity of Capt. 
Reynolds, the Dutch convoy, whi^h 
had failed from St. Euflatius before 
my arrival has been intercepted. I 
am forry to acquaint their Lordfhips, 
(hat the Dutch Admiral was killed 
in the action.

* I have to inform you, that yefter- 
day morning 1 fell in w'hh the con- 
voy you did me the honour to fend 
me in puriuit of. About ten o'clock 
I ordered the Mars, a Dutch (hip of 
60 guns, to ftrike her colours, which, 
Ihe refufiog to do, occasioned fome 
fhot to be exchanged. The Monarch 
received no damage excepting three 
men wounded ; I am not informed- 
of the number the Dutch had killed 
and wounded ; but among the former 
is their Admiral, though his flag was 
nothoifted at the time of the action. 

From fo me fhot in her malts, t 
}*ave ordered the Panther to take 
her in tow. 

By the activity of Captain Harvey 
a^nd my Lord Charles Fitzgerald, we 
were 'enabled to take pofTeflion of 
the whole, and to make fail with 
them by four o'clock in the after- 
noon. 

I have put Mr. Drury, the firft 
lieutenant of the Monarch* into the 
Mars, and I beg leave to recommend* 
that gentleman to your notice, as an 
officer of much merit. 

I have difpatcheu the fjfteft failing 
veflel to give you this information, 
ana am concerned it is not in my 
power to be more particular.

Inftruttions for the Commandera 
of fuch merchant mips or vef- 
(L. S.) fels who fhall have letters of 
marque and reprisals for pri- 
vate men of war agaifiu: the 
States-General of the United 
Provinces, or their fubjects, 
or others inhabiting within 
any of the territories of the 
aforefaid States-Genera 1 , by 
virtue of our commiffion grant-' 
ed under otfr Great Seal of 
Great-Britain, bearing date 
the twentieth day of this'in- 
ftant December. Given at 
our Court at St. James's, the 
twenty-firft day of December, 
1780, in the twenty^firft year 
of our reign. 
Article I. That it fhall be lawful 
for the Commanders of fhips authori- 
zed by letters of marque and reprizal 
for private men of war, to fee upon 
by force of arms, and fubdue 3nd 
take, the men of war, mips and vef- 
fels, goods, wares, and merchandizes 
of the States General of the United 
Province?, and their fubjecls, and- 
v others inhabiting within any of' the 
territories of the aforefaid States- 
General ; bat fo as that no hoftility * 
be com-miucd, nor prizes attacked, 
feized, or taken, within the harbours 
of princes and. ftates in amity with 
us, or in their rivers or roads, within 
the fhot of th*ir cannon, unlefs by 
permiffion of fuch princes or ftates, 
or of iheir commanders or governors 
in chief in fuch places. 

Article II. That the commander 

of 
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of (hips and veJTels, fo authorized as 
aforefaid, fhall bring all fhips, vef- 
fels, and goods, which,, they fhall 
feize and take, into fuch port of this 
our realm of England, or fome other 
, port of our dominions not in rebel- 
lion, as fhall be molt convenient for 
them, in order to have the fame le- 
gally adjudged in our High Court 
of Admiralty of England, or before 
the judges of any other admiralty 
court lawfully authorized within our 
dominions. 

Article Iir. That after fuch Ihips, 
vetfels, and goods (hall be taken and 
brought into any port, the taker, or 
one of his cljief officers, or fome other 
pferfon prefent at the capture, fhall 
be obliged to bring or fend, as foon 
as poflibly may be, three or four of 
the principal of the company (where- 
of the mailer, mate, or boatfwain, to 
be always two) of every fhip-or vef- 
fel fo brought into port, before the 
judge of our High Court of Ad- 
miralty of England, or his furrogate, 
or before the judge of fuch other ad- 
miralty court within our dominions, 
lawfully authorized as aforefaid, or 
fuch as (hall be lawfully commiffion- 
ed in that behalf to be fworh and ex- 
amined upon fuch interrogatories as 
fhall tend to the difcovery of the 
truth concerning the interest or pro- 
perty of fuch fhip or fhips, veffel or 
veffels, and of the goods, merchan- 
dizes, or Other effects found therein ; 
and the taker fhall be farther obliged, 
at the time he produceth the com- 
pany to be examined, and before any 
monition fhall be iflued, to bring and 
deliver into the hands of the judge 
of the High Court of Admiralty of 
England, his furrogate, or the judge 
of fuch other admiralty court within 
our dominions lawfully authorized, 
or others commiffioned as aforefaid, 
all fuch papers, pafles, fea-briefs, 
charter-parties, bills of lading, cock- 
ets, letters, and other documents 
and writings, as fhall be delivered 
up, or found oa board any fhip, 
: Vol XI. 



The taker, or one of his chief officers, 
. or fome other perfon who was prefent

effects, taken by virtue of letters of 
marque and reprizals aforefaid, fhall 
be kept and preferved, and no part 
of them fhal^be fold, fpoiled, wafled, 
or diminished, and that the bulk 
thereof (hall not be broken before 
judgment be given in the High Court 
of Admiralty of England, or fome 
other Court of Admiralty lawfully 
authorized in that behalf, then the 
fhips, goods, and merchandizes are 
legal prize. 

Article V. That if any fhip or 
veffel blonging to us, or pur fubje&s, 
fhall be found in diftrefs by being ia 
fight, fet upon, or taken by the 
enemy, by reafon of any other acci- 
dent, the commanders, officers, and 
company of fuch merchant fhips or 
vefTels as fhall have letters of marque 
and reprizals as aforefaid, fhall ufe 
their beft endeavours, and give aid 
and fuccour to fuch fhip and fhips, 
and fhall, to the utmoft of their 
power, labour to free the fame from 
the enemy, or any other diftrefs. 

Article VI. That the commanders 
or owners of fuch fhips and vefTels, 
ttefcre the taking out lettersof marque 
and reprizals, fhall make application 
in writing, fubferibed with their 
hands, to our high admiral of Great- 
Britain, or our.commifTioners for ex- 
ecuting that office for the lime being, 

Mm or 
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or the lieutenant or judge of the faid 
High Court of -Admiralty, or his Ab- 
rogate, and ft all therein fet forth a 
particular, true, and exacl description 
of the fhip or veflei for which fuch 
letter of marque and reprizal is re- 
queued, fpecifying. the burthen of 
fuch fhip or veflei, and the number 
and nature of the guns, and what 
other warlike furniture and ammu- 
nition are on board the fame, to 
what place the (hip belongs, and the 
name or names of the principal 
owner or owners of fuch fhip and 
vefTel, and the number of men in- 
tended to be put on board the feme, 
and for what time they are victualled, 
alfo the names of the Commander 
and officers. 

Article VII. That the commanders 
of (hips and veflels having letters of 
marque and reprizals as aforefaid, 
ftall hold and keep, and are hereby 
enjoined to hold and keep a corre- 
fpondence, by all conveniences and 
upon all occasions, with our high 
admiral of Qreat Britain, or our 
commiflioners for executing that of- 
fice for the time being, or their fe- 
cretary ; fo as from time to time 
to render and give him or them not 
only an account or intelligence of 
their captures and proceedings by 
virtue of fuch commilfions, but alfo 
of whatfoever elfe fhatl occur unto 
them, or be difcovered and declared 
to them/ or found out by them > or 
by examination of, or con fa en ce 
whh, any mariner, or paflengers of 
or in the fhips or veflels taken, or by 
any other ways and means whatfo- 
ever, touching or concerning the de- 
fig ri's of the enemy, or any of their 
fleers, fhips, veflels, or parties, and' 
of the tiations, fea-ports, and places, 
and of their intents therein; and of 
what elfe material in thefe cafes may 
arrive at their knowledge, to the end 
fuch courfe may be thereupon taken, 
and fuch orders given, as may be 
rcquifite. 

Article VIIL That no coamande* 



of any Ihip or vefTel having a letter 
of marque and reprizal as aforefaid, 
fhall prefume, as they will anfwer 
it at their peril, to wear any jack, 
pennant, or other enfign, or coloms 
ufually borne by our fhips ; but that, 
betides the colours ufually borne by 
merchant fhips, they do wear a red 
jack, with the union jack defcribed 
in the canton at the upper corner 
thereof, near the ftafF. 

Article IX. That no commander 
of any fhip or veflei having a letwr 
of marque and reprizal as aforefaid, 
(hall ranfom or agree to ranfom, or 
quit, or fet at liberty, any fhip or 
vefTel, or their cargoes, which ihall 
be feized and taken. 

Article X. That all captains or 
commanding officers of fhips having 
letters of marque and reprizal*, do 
fend an account of, and deliver over, 
what prifoners (hall be taken on board 
any prizes, to the commiflioners ap- 
pointed or to be appointed for the 
exchange of prifoners of war, or 
the perfons appointed in the fea port 
towns to take charge of prifoners ; 
and that fuch prifoners be fubjecl on- 
ly to the orders, regulations, and di- 
rections of the faid commiflioners; 
and that no commander or other of- 
ficer of any fhip having a letter of 
marque and reprizal aforefaid, do 
prefume, upon any pretence whatfo- 
ever, to ranfom any prifoners. , 

Article XL Whereas information 
has been received, that feveral of the 
fearaen belonging to veflels employed 
in our fervice have been induced to 
defert from the faid veflels, and to 
enter on board privateers, by the 
offer of large bounties and other ad- 
vantages held out to them by the 
commanders of fuch privateers ; ia 
confequence of which, the faid vef- 
fels have been detained in port, to 
the great detriment and diftrefs of 
our fervice : for the avoiding fuch 
inconvenlencies- in future, Wc do 
hereby ftriclly charge and enjoin alt 
commander* of privateers and mer- 
chant 
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chant mip^hatving letters of marque, 
that they do upon no account receive 
and detain on board their fhips any 
feamen belonging to any of our (hips 
of war, or any other veflels employed 
in our fervice, either as tranfport?, 
ftor* fhips, or victuallers; and that 
if they fhould at anytime undefign- 
edly have received any fuch feaman, 
they do immediately deliver him up, 
upon application made by or on be- 
half of the Captain or Commander 
of fuch fhip of war, or other employ- 
ed in our fervice, to which he be- 
longed before he entered on board 
fuch prjvateer, or commiflioned fhip, 
under pain of our higheft difpleafure, 
and fuch penalty as by law may be 
iniliaed. . 7 

Art, XII. That no Commander of 
any man of war or privateer do, upon 
any pretence, take any French or 
Spanifh yeflel or veflels belonging to 
tbe United Provinces, or to any 
other enemies or rebellious fubjefts 
of the Crown of Great-Britain, out 
of any port belonging to the Ottoman 
empire, or moleft, detain, or im- 
prifon the perfons of any of the fub- 
jeas of the Grand Signor, nor feize 
or detain as prize their fhips or ef- 
fects, in the Levant feas, or any other 
part of the ocean, under pain of our 
higheft difpleafure, and fuch punifh- 
ment as by law may be infli&ed : an4 
that the Commanders of men of war 
and privateers do carry the fubjecls 
of the Ottoman empire, and their 
effea*, which they mail find on board 
French or Spanifh fhjps, or mips be- 
longing to the United Provinces, or 
to any other enemies or rebellious 
fubjefls of the Crown of Great. 
Britain, feized in the Levant Seas, 
bound to or from any port in Egypt, 
or to or from one port* to another in 
the Levant Seas, either to the neareft 
port in Turky or Egypt, or to their 
deftmed ports, and there land fuch 
perfons and effefts as fhall manifestly 
Wear to belong to the Turks ; and 
ftat ao effect <jr merchandize taken 



on board any French, Spanifh, Dutch, 
or other enemies or rebellious fubjefta 
fhip, which fhall be claimed by any 
fubje&s of the Grand Signor, as be- 
ing their property, fhall be proceeded 
againft for condemnation in any other 
Court but the High Court of Ad- 
miralty of England; and that no 
proceedings fhall be had in the faid 
High Court of Admiralty againft 
any goods or effe&s which fhall ap- 
pear to be the property of any fub- 
jecls of the Ottoman Empire, until 
notice be firft given of the faid pro- 
ceedings to the Turky Company, 
to the end that care may be taken 
that a proper and legal defence may 
be made on behalf of die claimants, 
or proprietors, fubjefts of the Grand 
Signor. 

Art. XIII. Whereas, notwithstand- 
ing our former Inftruclions to the 
feveral Commanders aforefaid, that 
nothing be in any wife attempted 
againft the fhips, veflels, and goods 
of any Prince or State in amity with 
us, or of their fubjecls ; yet it hath 
fo happened, from ignorance of the 
feveral treaties fubfifting between us 
and foreign powers, that feveral com- 
manders of private fhips of war have 
iubjecled themfelves to very great 
cofts and damages in our High Court 
of Admiralty for fuch irregular pro- 
ceedings : We being defirous to ad- 
here itriftly to the faith of treaties, 
and as much as poflible to prevent 
all illicit proceedings, do make known 
more particularly, that the feveral 
treaties of January 29, 164.1-2, and 
of July io, 1654, fubfifting between 
the Britifh and Portugueze nations, 
are to be duly obferved according to 
former precedents, and efpecially the 
2jd article of the laft mentioned 
treaty, whereby all goods and mer- 
chandize of the enemies of either of 
the contracting parties, put on board 
the fhips of either of them, or of 
their people or fubjefls, fhall remain 
untouched: provided always, that 
npthing fhall appear by any perfons 
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on board the faid Ihip, or by any 
letters, papers, or other documents 
foqod on board the fame, or by any 
other ftrong, circumftantial, and pro- 
bable proofs, that the fhip'belongs 
in the whole, or in part, to any ene- 
mies of the Crown of Great-Britain, 
or is going to, or coming from, the 
Britifh Colonies in America, or is 
carrying the goods of our rebellious 
fubjects, or is otherwife concerned in 
any illegal trade: tod we further 
will, that all due refpect be paid to 
the pafl'ports of her Portugueze Ma- 
jefty, and to the certificates or cockets 
of the officers of her cuftoms, where- 
by it fhall appear, that the party ob- 
taining the fame did make oath be- 
fore the proper magiftrate or officers* 
that the appearer was truly a fubject 
refident generally, himfeif and fa- 
mily, if he hath one, in the domini- 
ons of her Portugueze Majefty, and 
that no other perfon than himfeif, or 
other Portugueze fubjects, have, at 
the time of obtaining fuch pafTport 
or certificate, or will have in view, 
at the arrival of the fhip at her 
deflined port, any right, intereft, or 
property in the faid uup, and that 
the faid certificates or cockets contain 
a fair, full, and true particular of 
the goods on board ; and that fuch 
paflports be granted for the voyage 
only out *and home, and for fliips 
only lying at that time in fome port 
of the portugueze dominions, when 
or where the fame mall be granted. 

Art. XIV. That in, conformity to 
an explanatory article of the treaty of 
alliance and commerce between Eng- 
land and Denmark, concluded at Co- 
penhagen, July U, 1670, which 
hath been lately concluded and agreed 
upon between us and the King of 
Denmark, all forts of arms, and 
things thereto, belonging, as cannons, 
xquikets, mortars, petards, bombs, 
grenadoes, faucifbs, carriages, refts, 
bandaliers, powder, match, faltpetre, 
bullets, pikes, fworda, head-pieces,. 
cniraJTes, halberta, lances, javelins, 



horfes, faddles, holder^.; belts; and 
generally all other .implements of 
war ; as alfo fhip timber, piuih, tar, 
rofin, copper in (beets, fail cloth, 
hemp, cordage, and .generally every 
thing that is ufed in, the equipment 
of mips (except unwrpught iron and 
fir planks) laden in Danim (hips, and 
bound to the enemies' country, are 
accounted contraband geoda : but 
fifti and flefli, frefh or fa ted, wheat, 
or other grain, flour, pulfe, oil, wine, 
and generally e,very thing that fervfcs 
for, the nourifhmeht, and fufte nance . 
of life, laden in Damfli (hips, and 
bound to the enemies country* are 
not accounted contraband, .provided 
that" the places to which they are 
bound, are not befieged or blocked 
up. 

Art. XV. Whereas, notwithftand- 
ing our former inflru&ions to- the 
feveral commanders aforefaid, fome 
inconveniences have arifeit from am 
ignorance of the nature and extent 
of our engagements with our good 
fitter theEmprefs of all theRuffias: we 
being determined to adhere ffcri&ly 
to the faith of thofe engagements, 
and felicitous to prevent as much as 
poiEble all illicit proceedings/ do 
hereby enjoin to all the feveral com-. 
mandcrs aforefaid, the flrictefl: ob- 
fervance of the .Xtft and Xlth arti- 
cles of the treaty of commerce, con- 
cluded between us and her Imperial 
Majefly on the zoth of June, 1776, 
which articles are here inferred that 
they may be accurately known to all 
the aforefaid commanders', and ob- 
ferved by them as an inviolable law. 

Art. X* The fubjects of the two- 
high contracting parties {hall be at 
liberty to go, come, and trade freely' 
with the Hates with which one or 
other of the parties (hall at this or 
any future period be engaged ia war, 
provided they do not carry warlike; 
(lores to the enemy, 
.. This liberty, however* not to ex, 
tend tQ places actually blocked up-, 
or befieged, either byifik or land, 

Ac 
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At all other times, and with, the fm- 
gle exception of warlike {tores, the 
aforefaid fubjecls may tranfport to 
thefe places all forts of merchandize, 
as well as paflengers, without the 
leaft impediment. In the fearching 
of merchant mipsi nrenlof war and 
v privateers ihall behave as favourably 
as a Hate of actual wax can poilihly 
permit towards the mof friendly 
neutral powers, obferving, as far as 
maybe, the principles and maxims * 
of the law of nations that are gene- 
rally acknowledged. 
. Art ' XI. All cannon, mortars, 
fire arms, pjftols, l>onVbs, grenadoes, 
bullets, balls, fufees, flint ftones, 
matches, powder, faltpetre, fulphur, 
breaft plates, "pikes, fwords, belts, 
cartouch bags, faddles, and bridles, 
beyond the quantity that may be ne- 
ceflary for the ufe of the fhip, or 
beyond what every man ferving on 
bbard the 'fhip, and every pafTenger 
ought to have, fhall be accounted 
ammunition or warlike . Mores', and 
if found mail be confifcated accord- 
ing to law, a§ contraband goods, or 
prohibited effects ; but neither the 
ftjips nor. pafTengers, nor the other 
merchandizes found at the fame time, 
ihall be detained or hindered from 
profecuting their voyage. 

Art. XVI. That in cafe the com- 
mander of any fliip having a letter 
of marque and reprizal aforefaid, 
fhall aft contrary to thefe instruc- 
tions, of which he fhall have due no- 
tice, he fhall forfeit his commiffion 
to all intents and purpofes, and fhall 
together with his bail, be proceeded 
againft according to law, and be con- 
demned in cofts and damages. 

Art. XVII: That all commanders 
of ihips and vefTels having letters of 
marque and reprifal, fhall, by every 
opportunity, fend exacl copies of 
their journals to the Secretary of the 
Admiralty, and proceed to the con- 
demnation- of their prizes as foon as 
?hay be, and without delay. . 

Art. XVIII. Thar commanders of 
fripi and veflels having letters of

By the* mail of the Sandwich 
packet, which failed from Charles- 
town the 28th of February, difpatches 
were this day received by Lord 
George Germain, one of his Ma- 
jefty's principal Secretaries of State, 
from the Earl Cornwallis and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Balfour, of which 
the following are copies and extracts: 
Camp on Turkey-Creek> Broad River, 
January 18, 1781. 
My Lord, 
I think it necefTary to tranfmit to 
your Lordfhip a copy of my letter to 
Sir Henry Clinton, left the exag- 
gerated accounts from the rebels 
mould reach Europe before your 
Lordfhip could hear from New- York. 
I fhall only, fay, in addition to what 
I have faid to Sir -Henry Clinton, 
that this event was extremely unex- 
pected, for the greateft part of the 
' troops that were engaged, had, upon 
all former occafions, behaved with 
the moll diftinguifhed gallantry. 



ExtraS of a letter from Earl Corv- 
wallis to Sir Henry Clinton, 
dated, Camp, o*Turkey Creek % Broad 
River, January 18, 1 781. 
Jn my letter "of the 6th of this 
month, I had the honour to inform 
your Excellency, that 1 was ready to 
begin my march for North Carolina; 
having been delayed for fome days 
by a diverfion made by the enemy to- 
wards Ninety-fix. General Morgan 
ftill remained on the Pacolet; his 
corps, by the beft accounts I couid 
get, confifted of about 500 men, 
Continental and Virginia State troops, 
and 100 cavalry under Colonel Wafh- 
ing on, and fix or feven hundred 
militia ; but that body is fo fluctu- 
ating, that it is impoflible to afcertain 
its number, within fome hundreds, 
for three days following. Lieutenant- 
colooel Taileton, with the legion 
and corps annexed to it, confifting 
of about 300 cavalry and as many 
infantry, and the 1 ft battalion of the 
71ft regiment, and i three-pounder, 
had already palled the Broad-river 
- for the relief of Ninety-fix. I there- 
fore directed Lieutenant - colonel 
Tarleton to march on the weft of 
Broad-river to endeavour to ftrike a 
blow at General Morgan, and, at a'l 
events, to oblige him to pafs the 
Broad-river. I likewife ordered that 
he fhould take with him the 7th 
regiment, and 1 three- pounder, which 
were marching to reinforce the garri- 
fon of Ninety-fix, as long as he 
fhould think their fervices could be 
ufeful to him. The remainder of 
the army marched between the Broad- 
river and Catawbaw. As General 
Green had quitted Mecklenburgh 
couHty, and crofTed the Pedee, I 
made not the leaft doubt that General 
Morgan would retire on our ad- 
vancing. 

* The progrefs of the army wai 
greatly impeded by heavy rains which 
{welled the river and creeks; yet 
Lieutenant - colonel Tarleton con- 
dueled his march fo well, and got fo 

near 
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rear to General Morgan, who was 
retreating before him, as to maJte it 
dangerous for him to pafs Broad- 
river; and came up with him $t 
eight o'clock A. M. on the 17th in- 
tent. Every thing now bore the rpqft 
promi£ng afpecl ; the enemy were 
drawn up in an open wood, and, 
having been lately joioe # d by fame 
militia, were more numerous; but 
the different quality of the corps un- 
d^r Lieutenant - colonel Tarleton'a 
command, and his great fuperiority 
in cavalry, left him no room -to dotulv 
of the moil brilliant fuccefs. The at- 
tack was begun by the firft line of to 
fcuitry, confiding of the 7-th regiment, 
the jinfantry of the legion, • and corps 
of light infantry annexed to it j a 
troop of cavalry was placed on each 
flank; the 1 ft battalion of the 71 ft* 
and the remainder of the cavalry, 
formed the referye. Xhe enemy's 
line foon gave way, and their militia 
quitted the field; but our troops 
having been thrown into jfome ,dif- 
orrier by the purfuit, General Mor- 
gan's corps faced about, and gave 
them a heavy iiije : ^U, unexpected 
event occafioned tfce stwoii cqnfuftop 
io the firil line. 

The two th/.ee-pp^npV 8 W*c taken, 
and I fear th,e colours of the y\h regi- 
ment fhared the fame /ate. In 
juflice to the dejtach*n>ent of royal ar- 
tillery I mull beje pbferve, that no 
terrors could inducpthem to abandon 
their guns, and jfeey were ajl either 
|tilled or wounded in, defence of 
them. Lieu tenant-colonel TarJeton 
affembled fifty of his cavalry, and, 
being animated by the bravery of 
the officer who ha<ifopfteo led them 
to v : i£tory, charged and repulfed Co- 
lonel Wafhingtou'* Jwfe, rqtook (he 
haggage of the corps, and cut to 
pieces the detachment Qf (he eaemf 
that had taken po^eflion of it, aid, 
after dellroying what they could net 
conveniently bring off, retired witti 
the remainder unmolested fo Hamp- 
ton's ford, near the mouth of Bul» 
lpck's creek.

to Camden. 

At tfiat period it appears, Lord

I think I fhould be remifs in my 
duty if I did not remit, for their 
Lordfhips information, by this op- 
portunity of the packet's failing, 
the events that have taken place 
there; and as their Lordihips will 



of Major Craig, of the 82d 'regi- 
ment, I got over the Bar of Charles- 
town the 2 1 ft of January, and arrived 
in Cape Fear river the 25th ; con- 
trary winds and the intricate navi- 
gation prevented us getting to the 
place where the landing was deter- - 
mined upon, till the 28th. 

Colonel Balfour, commandant of 
Charles- town, not being able to fpare 
more troops from the defence of 
Charles-town, induced me to land 
the marines of the Blonde, Delight, 
and Otter, confiding of eighty-one 
men under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Griffiths, of the Blonde, 
with orders to him to join Major 
Craig. 

On the evening of the 27th, depu- 
tations came from Wilmington, with 
propofals for delivering, up the town :

The next morning the troops landed 
at Ellis's plantation, nine miles be- 
low the town ; at the fame time I

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were fortunate enough to get pof- 
feflk>* of ihofe vcffels the next 
rooming, which they brought down 
with them, except a fchooner and a 
floop leaden entirely with provifions 
and ammuniusn, which they were 
obliged to bora ; I inclofe a litl of 
thofe captured. 

The inhabitants remaining in 
town, and ia the- neighboariag ports, 
have delivered up their arm*, and 
have given their paroles. They mod 
ardently wjfli, once more; to enjoy 
the Weffings of peace, and a re- 
union with the mother country. 

I herewith inclofe an extracl of a 
letter I received from Colonel Bal- 
four, expreifing. his thanks for B the 
aflifiance of the navy on this expe- 
dition; and it will afford me much 
fatisfa&ton if my conduct mould 
meet their Lordfhipa approbation.

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the United ProvrEces-at thii Court, 
has lately held a conference with 
Count Ulrich Schieffer, Miniiier 
and Secretary of State for the fo- 
reign 'department, to whom he de- 
livered the following Memorial : 
€t The underwritten Envoy Ex- 
traordinary from their High Mighti- 
nefles the States General of the 
United Provinces, to his Majefty the 
King of Sweden, in purfuance of an 
exprefs order from his mailers, has 
the honour to propofe to his Swediih 
Majefty, 

" That their High MightinefTes 
having acceded, by their refolution 
of the 20th of November, 1780, to 
the treaty of armed neutrality, in 
conformity to the invitation of the 
Northern Powers ; and placing the 
moll perfect confidence in the power, 
magnanimity, and fidelity of their 
imperial and royal Majefties, for the 
fulfilling of their engagements and 
the maintaining of their dignity, by 
accomplifhing a work fo glorioufly 
undertaken, namely, the liberty of 
the feas, and freedom of navigation 
for all neutral nations, were not de- 
terred by the consideration of the 
confequences, which that acceflion 
and declaration might be productive 
of to the Republic, from the part of 
the belligerent powers. But their 
High Mightiness have declared in 
favour of this acceflion and declara- 
tion, in relying implicitly on the 
fentiments of their imperial and royal 
Majefties, whom they alio acquainted 
in doe rime, of the meafures taken 
in confequence thereof. 

" That the event has alfojuftified 
their requisition, in regard to the 
Biitiih Court ; fince the minifter of 
the latter, after his fruitlefs endea- 
vours to thwart the acceflion to the 
alliance, took the refolution, on the 
firft notice he had of it, to fpeak in 
a ftrain truly unprecedented, and 
ill fuited to the mutual regard which 
the refpe&ive fovereigns owe to' each 
other.: without io much as granting 



to the Republic a faffideat time to* 
confider on the matter, according to 
the political fyflem of the Republic,, 
which his Britannic Majefty is fully 
acquainted with; the Englilh Mi- 
nifter inftfled, neverthelefs, upon an 
immediate and fpeedy fatisfa&ion,. 
and the punifhment of a pretended 
offence, occafioned by the difcovery 
of a negotiation with North -Ame- 
rica, without receiving:, as an ample 
fatisfa&ion, the provifumal anftver, 
nor the formal difavowal of their 
High Mightiness of a negotiation, 
of which (as acknowledged e^en by 
his Britannic Majefty) they had not 
the leafl lhare, or knowledge ; of & 
negociation, relating to a pretended 
treaty, which, in itfelf, fufficiertrty 
denotes from its terms, only the 
fketch of an eventual" treaty entered 
into by private perfons, without be- 
ing formally authorifed thereto by 
the body of the Mxgiftrates of Am- 
fteriam, nor by the States of the 
Province of Holland, and much lefs 
b'y the States General, whofe mem-* 
bers are alone authorifed to enter in- 
to engagements in the name of the 
Republic. 

" The Britifh minifter went even 
fo far as to refufe noticing the re- 
folution, by which the Province of 
Holland (the only one concerned) 
was required to deliberate, how for 
the laws of the" country Blight* give 
authority to profecute the= perfon* 
accufed, and punifh them ? A for- 
mality, without which no punifh- 
ment can be inflifled, neither in 
England nor in this Republk, or any 
other cottntry. Nay, the faid mi- 
nifter went fo far as to threaten, that 
in cafe of a refufal, his Sovereign 
would adapt fuch means, as to pro- 
cure himfeif that fatisfattien. It 
was, at the fame time, refolved' to 
attack the, Republic by furprife, ami . 
fo far haflen the meafures taken to 
begin hofHlities, that Lord Stormoht, 
making ufe of vain pretences, would 
not fo much as accept from Coofne 
Welderen, 
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Weleleren, tbeaforefaid declaration; 
and anfwered, under his hand, 
" That he (Stormont) could no 
longer look upon him as the minifter 
of a friendly power, after having of- 
ficially acquainted him of his King's 
Manifefto: whtlft this very Mani- 
fefto (and this fhould be' noted) was 
delivered into the hands of Count 
Welder^n, only an hour before the 
time appointed by Lord Stormont, 
the preceding day, for giving him 
audience. That, moreover, altho* 
no mention is made in the Manifefto 
alluded to, of the Republic acceding 
to the treaty of the armed neutrality 
(which it was of the utmoft import- 
ance to pafs over in filencc) it never- 
thelefs appears clearly, to the pene- 
trating eye of your Majefty, as well 
as to all Europe, jf the whole pro- 
ceedings are attended to, and the 
time and manner in which the Ma- 
nifefto was published, that the ha- 
tred, occafioned by the Republic 
acceding to the confederation of arm- 
ed neutrality, is the true motive of 
his Britim Majefty's refentment, and 
the only one that could excite him 
to an open attack againfc the Re- 
public, by feizing at once upon a 
great number of Dutch merchantmen 
and fome mips of war. Befides, that 
the aforefaid Manifefto, known to 
your Majefty, fufficiently difplays 
the caufe of England's difpleafure ; 
the more fo as amongft the pretences 
made ufe of to varniJh over the hofti- 
lities againft the Republic, it is faid, 
that it had taken a neutral par/ : 
without the cabinet of St. James's 
deigning to obferve, that fuch an- 
fwer was infulting to the neutral 
powers, who are perfectly acquainted 
with the treaties now in force between 
England and the Republic ; and that 
the latter could not be charged with 
an intention of entering into an al- 
liance with a power not lawfully 
neuter in the prefent conteft, and 
without obferving that this liberty of 
negociating had been put beyond ajJ 



doubt, by England itfelf; fintfe, by 
fufpending in April 1780, the effect* 
of the treaty patted in 1674, the 
Englim have manifefted their intent 
of looking henceforth upon the Re- 
public as a neutral power, no ways 
privileged by any treaty. 

** That for the reafons here above- 
mentioned, the animofity of Great- 
Britain appears ftill more confpicu- 
ous, from the ill-grounded reproach, 
contained in the faid Manifefto 
againft thi? Republic, that their 
High MightinefTes had encouraged 
the exportation of naval ftores for , 
France, by fufpending the ufual du- 
ties on thofe commodities, whilft it 
is known to all the world that fuch a 
fufpenfion has never taken place, 
and that the Republic had a right to 
export thofe commodities, not only 
agreeable to the treaty of 1674, but 
affo in conformity 'of the principles 
hid down by the neutral powers in 
the convention of armed neutrality. 
That confeqnently it would be need- 
lefs to enter any farther into the me- 
rits of the faid Manifefto ; as his 
Swedifh Majelly has it in his power 
to appreciate himfelf its value, and 
muft, moreover, be fully perfuaded 
that the line of conduct purfued by 
their H'gh Migitinefles £nce the be- 
ginning of the troubles with America, 
is an evident poof, that they have 
never favoured or countenanced the 
revolted colonies ; witnefs the many' 
partial condefcenfions in favour of 
England, which were merely gra- 
tuitous on the. part of their High 
MightinefTes, by circumfcribing the 
trade within their own colonies ; by 
refufmg to grant the protection of 
their convoys to vefTels laden with 
fhip timber; and by recalling the 
Governor of St. Euftatia on fome 
ill-grounded complaints of the BritiJh 
Miniltry : condefcenfions which have 
been rewarded by the attack and fei- 
zure of the contoy of Count Syland; 
by a violation of the territories of this 
Republic, and by the taking by- 
force 
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force fome American veflels, from 
imder the very batteries of the iiland 
of St. Martin. 

." That their High Mightineffes 
having thus faithfully adhered to the 
fyftem of moderation, it is evident 
that the refentment of his Britannic 
iMajefry arifes merely from their ac- 
ceflion to the treaty of armed neu- 
trality ; and that confequently, their 
H gh MightinefTes are fuliyauthorifed 
to claim the performance of the con- 
ditions ftipulated in the articles VII. 
VIII. and IX. of the treaty of armed 
neutrality, which form the bails of 
that union and alliance contracted 
between their Imperial and Royal 
Majefties and the Republic. That 
therefore no obftacle's' can hinder or 
delay the'' fulfilling of the engage- 
ments contracted by' virtue of the 
laid confederation,' of which the Re- 
public ought to be confidered as a 
jnember from J the very^ moment in 
which their High MightinefTes ac- 
ceded to the fame refolutipn at the 
Hague; and difpatched their de- 
claration, in conformity to the fald 
acceflion and convention, to the bel- 
ligerent powers. 

That if their High Mtghtineffes 
hid to complain only of a fingle act 
of offence, or an attack committed 
againft them, which was likely to be 
redrefTed by the friendly interpofition 
of their allies, they would have 
claimed their intervention rather than 
have recourfe to arms; but as their 
High MightinefTes find themfelves 
actually and fuddenly attacked in an 
hoftile manner by his Britannic Ma- 
jefty, in confequence of, and from 
mere refentment of the above men- 
tioned alliance, they find themfelves 
under the neceffity of repelling force 
by force, and to return hoftilities 
for hoftilities ;' being fully perfuaded 
that the allied powers will not 
hefitate to make this their common 
"caufe, and to procure to the Repub- 
lic due fatisfaction and indemnity for 
the loflcs occafioned by an attack 



equally unjuft and violent; and tha* 
the faid powers will moreover, ir* 
conjunction with the States-General, 
take fucK farther meafures, as the 
exigencies of the prefent circum- 
stances may require. This their 
High Mightlnefles Tolicit with great 
earneftneis, and rely upon it with fo 
much more confidence, as they ar« 
firmly perfuaded, that the generous 
and equitable fentiments, which ac- 
tuate their Imperial and Royal Ma- 
jeities, will not fufFer them to let the 
Republic fall a vi&im to-a fyftem of 
politics, not lefs glorious than found- 
ed in equity, and eftablifhed for the 
fecurity of the rights of neutral na- 
tions ; and efpecially as the Repub r 
lie, iS Jeft firigly expofed to the in- 
iquitous and violent attacks of Eng*- 
l%nd, would hardly be able to cop* 
with that overbearing power, and 
thus run the hazard of becoming to- 
tally ufelefs to the faid confederation. 

For thefe reafons, the under-writ- 
ten Envoy Extraordinary, infifting 
on the motives urged here above, 
and fully perfuaded that the ratifica- 
tions of the treaty figned at Peters T 
burgh, .will take, place as foon as 
poflible, has the honour, in the name 
and by exprefs order of his matters, 
to claim ,$he performance of the en- 
gagements ftipjlated in the Article* 
VII. VIII. and JX of the {aid 
Treaty,, and to require, in virtue 
thereof, a fpeedy and adequate af- 
fiftance from his Swedifh Majefty, 
whofe noble and equitable fentimenrs, 
acknowledged by all Europ?, will 
not permit him to abandon the com- 
pleat eflabliihraent of a fyftem worthy 
the highest praife. 

" The friendfhip and affection of 
your Majefty towards their High 
MightinefTes, leave them no doubt 
of your Majefty's willingly granting 
the affiftance which they now claim, 
and alfo promife to the underwritten 
Envoy a fpeedy and facis factory an- 
fvver, which he folicits the more 
anxioufly, as every moment's delay 

may 
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**ay be tended with Heavy ajid ir-» 
leparable ioJes to the Republic. "

The people in Georgia finding the 
army marched towards North Caro- 
lina, took up arms, and attacked 
Colonel Browne in Augufta, who, 
facing weak, was obliged to give way 
and retreat into a fort where he had 
his flores for the Indians ; about the 
fame time a party of Indians coming 
down, found means alio to get into 
the fort, which enabled Col. Browne 
to fally out ; Jie then drove them out 
of town, and in their retreat took 
between two and three hundred of 
them ; by this time, being joined by 
Colonels Cruger and Allen of our 
brigade, they purfued them and took 
a great many more, feveral of whom 
they immediately hanged, and have a 
great many more yet to hang. We 
banit now got a method that iviU foon. 
put an end to the rebellion in a jhort 
time, by hanging every man that has 
taken protection, and is found aSing 
againft us. 

Camp (Fair Forefi in $. C.J. No<y. 5. 
Dear Sir, 
I embrace this opportunity of writ- 
ing to you, which will inform you 
'that we are on our way back to our 
own country, but finding the ftrength 
dlftiqed for Georgia, not to be fo 
large as was reported to me before I 
Crowed from your fide the mountains, 
we beg leave once more to aflc your 
■ afljftance in oppofing the enemy in 
thefe Southern parts of the States, 
and I make no doubt but you, and 
all the true friends of America in 
your country will feel refentment for 
the fmgular cruelties that have been 
exercifed in Georgia fince we left 
that place. Several men of credit 
lately from that ftate, who have 
efcaped the general m&flacre, relate, 
the matter in words to the following 
purport: That after the unexpected 
^low I gave the enemy under Browne

in Augufta, about the middle of Sep- 
tember laft, and my neceflary retreat 
from that country to your fide the 
mountains, a Colonel Cruger from 
Ninety-fix, with Browne and a body 
of Tories and Indians, followed us 
into the upper fettlements of Geor-v 
gia, and finding us out of their 
reach, fell upon pur fick and wound- 
ed, together with old men, women, 
and children of the families of thofe 
that adheVed to, or retreated with 
me ; alfo feveral Tory families, I 
fuppofe through miftake of the In- 
dians, were all murdered in the moft 
cruel manner ; women and children 
(tripped, fcalped, and fuffered to 
welter in their gore unaffifted, until 
they expired with hunger and pain ; 
others obliged to dance, naked be- 
tween two large fires, until they 
were fqprcjied to death ; men ftrip- 
ped, difinembered, and fcalped, af- 
terwards hung up. It is too painful 
for me to dwell on this gloomy fub- 
jeft, my own family being I oft in the 
general calamity I What affiftance 
you can poflibly fend, the fooner the 
better, and you may affure thofe 
that voluntarily turn out to join us, 
if we proye fuccefsful, will have no 
ireafon to complain of not being am- 
ply rewarded for their time and 
(rouble, as the enemy's property and 
ftores are very considerable, and it 
will be but juftice to ferve them as 
they have done 'us. 

It is improper for me to fix a place, 
where to meet your men, but on 
their arrival in the South, a friend 
of mine will feek for them, and give 
neceflary information. I am, Sir,

Extract of a letter from CoL Camp- 
bell, to the Governor, dated 
WaJBingtcn, Dec. J, 1780* " 
" By recent intelligence from the 
Cherokee country, it appears that 
the whole of the towns had agreed 
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in a late treaty with <mr enemies to 
the fouthward, to take up the hatchet, 
and attack the inhabitants of Virgi- 
nia and Carolina, fettle, at the back 
of the mountains, immediately, which 
country was to be given them by the 
King over the great water, befides 
a ftipulated quantity of goods for 
every fcalp they might take. Some 
©f the American traders were mur- 
dered, others confined, and every 
preparation making by the Tories 
,and Indians to give a general and 
unexpected blow to our defencelefs 
inhabitants, when Mr. John Martin, 
with three other traders, by the 
goodnefs and addrefs of an Indian 
woman, made their efcape from the 
enemy. From the traders accounts 
that have got in, which I am fatisfi- 
ed may be depended on, your warn- 
ing is but fhort, the enemy intend- 
ing to fet out within two or three 
days after they left the towns. I 
am, however, endeavouring to raife 
a force that, I hope, will not permit 
them to advance far in the country, 
until fuccours can be fent from the 
more interior parts of the State. 
where families can be fafe in the ab- 
fenceof the men." 



Philadelphia* 'January 19, 178 1. 
ixtraB of a Letter from Europe, 
dated June 2, 1780. 
" Lord George Gernwin, in the 
debate in the Houfe of Commons, 
on the 6th of May, declared, that 
*' he flattered himfelf the contera- 
. plation of the chief wifh of his heart, 
peace with America, on what he 
thought good and honourable terms 
for Great- Britain, was. not far off; 
he verily believed, and his belief was 
not merely fpeculative, but founded 
on recent information, that the mo- 
ment pf conciliation was r»car. His 
Lordftup defcribed the mifery which 
tfhe Americans felt at this time, and 
hated, that the greateft majority of 
the people there were ready and defi- 
rous to mora to their allegiance, but 



that they were prevented by the tyr 
ranny of thofe who had got the power 
of government into their hands. He 
did not believe the Congrefs would 
ever treat for peace ; but from the 
condition of affairs in America, from 
the depreciation o( their paper cur- 
rency, from the poverty and diftre6 
of the country, from the great debt 
it groaned under, from the great diff 
fatisfaftion which all ranks of people 
exprefled at the alliance with France. 
from the little benefit America had 
derived from that alliance; from all 
thofe confiderations, he did believe, 
that the people of America, theaf- 
femblies of America, would (boa 
come to terms." 

«' There may be fome ambiguity 
in the phrafe " good and honourable 
terms for Great-Britain ;" but there 
can be no reafonable doubt that his 
Lord (hip meant either to return t*> 
their allegiance to Great-Britain, or 
at leaft to make peace with her, fe- 
parate from France. 

«' Whether the Americans ever 
agree to fuch terms, or not, being a 
que (Hon concerning a future event, 
cannot be decided by witneffes, nor 
in any .other way, but by probable 
arguments. There is one argument 
which his Lordthip does not appear 
to have confidered ; it is of fom;e 
weight; it is this: that in order to 
return to their allegiance to the King 
of England, or make peace with him 
feparate from France, they mull in- 
volve themfelves in acenain war with 
France and Spain at leaft ; and in- 
deed, according to prefent appear- 
ances, with Ruffia, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Holland, and Portugal; for 
every one of thofe powers appears to 
be as decided againft the claims, pre- 
tentions, and ufurpations of Great- 
Britain upon the feas, as France and 
Spain are. There is not an Ameri- 
can merchant, yeoman; tradefman, 
or feamen, but knows this, or will 
know it very foon. Americans mutt 
therefore be deilitute of th£t common 
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fhare ofreafon which God has given 
to men, to exchange the friendfhip 
of all the nations of »he world, for 
their enmity, merely for the fake of 
returning to a connection: with Great- 
Britain, which could noc protect 
them, and which they have the beft 
reafons to dread as the greateft evil 
which coujd befal them, from the 
unheard-of tyrannies and crue'ties 
they have already experienced from 
her. His Lord(hipis defired to con- 
fiderthis, and to afk himfelf, if 1 e 
was an American, whether he would 
wiih to run under the broken frag- 
ments of an empire that is dafhed to 
pieces like a china vafe, and com- 
mence a frelh war againft a combina- 
tion of all the nations of the world, 
who now difcover a degree of e fie em 
and regard for America. 

*« Ifthe Americans are as mifer- 
abJe as hisLordfliip reprcfents them, 
will they not be likely to increafe that 
mifery tenfold, and make it perpe- 
tual, by efpoufing the caufe of a 
mined empire, and going to war witfi 
lialf a dozen that are not ruined ? 

** If we believe the teilimonies of 
witneiles who come from all parts of 
America, we mall be convinced that 
his Lordihip deceived himfelf. Every 
man from, that country, who knows 
the principles and opinions of the 
people, declare that- they are with 
an unanimity that is unexampled in 
any other revolution, firmly deter- 
mined to maintain their fovereignty, 
and their alliances ; and that theie is 
nobody there who utters a wifh of re- 
turning to the government of Great- 
Britain, or even of making a feparate 
peace. 

." But if his Lordfhip was a can- 
did enquirer after truth, and, had a 
mind fuificiently enlightened to dif- 
cover the means that are in the power 
of all men* of obtaining it, he might 
have feen his error. There are cer- 
tain marks by which the opinions, 
principles, inclinations, and wilhes 
of a people may be difcovered with 



infallible certainty, without recur- 
ring to witnefTes or to far-fetched 
arguments. The prtfs, the to*wn 
the juries, and the ajemblies, art 
four fourCes from whence an un- 
erring demonftration of the trtie fen-« 
timents of the people of America 
may be drawn. v 

" There is not in any nation of the 
world fo unlimitted a freedom of the 
prefr as is now eftablimed in every 
ftate of America, both by law and 
practice. Every man in Europe who 
reads their news-papers muft fee it. 
There is nothing that the people dif- 
like that they do not attack. They 
attack 'officers* of every rank in the 
militia, and in the army : they at- 
tack judges, governors, and magi- 
flratest of every denomination : they 
attack oJfemblUi and councils, mem* 
hers of Congrefs, and Congrefs it/elf* 
whenever they diflike their conduct. 
But 1 appeal to" every news-paper 
upon the Continent, whether one 
paragraph, pne wijb or bint of return* 
ing to ibe government ofGreat-Bri* 
tain, or of making a feparate peace, 
has ever appeared. 

" The towns in many parts of 
America are faiall diftridts of terri- 
tory, on an average perhaps fix 
miles fquare. By the ancient law9 
of the country, which are £1111 in 
force, any feven inhabitants of one 
of thefe towns have a right to demand 
of the magiftrates a public aflembly 
of all. There are necelTarily feveraK 
of thefe town meetings every year, 
and generally a great number of 
them. In thefe aflemblies every man, 
high and low, every yeoman, tradef- 
man, and every day-labourer, as 
well as every gentleman, and public 
magiilrate, has a right to vote and 
to Ipeak his fentiments upon public 
affairs, to propofe meafures, to in*- 
ftruft their reprefentatives in theV- 
giflature, &c. This right was con- 
stantly and frequently ufed under 
their former government, and is now 
much more frequently ufed under 
Q02 . the 
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the nfHv* The world has feen fome 
hundreds of fcts of inftruSions to re- 
prefentativcs under the former go* 
vernment, wherein they enjoined an 
open oppojttiott to judges, a8s *f 'par- 
liament, Kings, Lords, and Commons 
cf Great-Britain. What is there 
now to prevent from eppoung Con* 
grefs ! Nothing. Has a finglt vote 
of any one of thefe towns been read, 
or one fpeech heard, propofing or 
uttering a wifh to return to the go- 
vernment of Gnat - Britain P Not 
one. Is not this a demonftration of 
the fentiments of the people ? 

" Juries in America were former- 
ly another organ by which the fen- 
timenrt of the people were conveyed 
to the public : both grand juries and* 
petit juries have expreued themfelves 
in language fufficiently bold and free 
againft ads of Parliament, and the 
conduct of Great-Britain* But has 
any ever uttered a word againft Con- 
grefs, or the dfftmblies, or the Judges 
under their new government, or a 
wiih to return to the obedience of 
England ? Not one. 

" But it isfaid, paper money em- 
barrafles Cong/efc. What then, does 
this tend to make them diflolve their 
union, to violate their alliances? 
Would the paper money embarrafs 
Congrefs lefs if they had a war to 
maintain againft. France and Spain 
than it does now ? Would not the 
^mbarrafifment be much greater ? 
Does the paper money prevent the in- 
creafe and the population of the 
States? No— Does the war prevent 
it ? no— both the population and the 
' property of States have encreafed 
every year fin ce this war began, and 
all the efforts of Great-Britain can- 
not prevent it; On the contrary, has 
the wealth and population of Great- 
Britain encreafed? Has her commerce 
tncjeafed ? Has the political weight 
of the nation in the icales of Europe 
encreafed ?.-— Let a melancholy Bri- 
tain tell. 

" His Lordflup talks about the 
mifery *of tne people in America. 



Let him took at home, and then fay, 
where is mifery?. when the hideous 
profpect of an internal civil war is 
added to a war with all the world. 
The truth is, that agriculture and 
manufactures, not of luxuries, but 
of nece/Taries, have been fo much 
encreafed by this war, that itls much 
to be doubted whether they ever fed 
or cloathed themfelves more eaiily or 
more comfortably. But befides this, 
the immenfe depredations they have 
made upon the Britifh trade, havt 
introduced vail quantities of Britifh 
merchandize of every fort, and in 
fpite of all the exertions of the Bri- 
tifh fleet, their trade is opening and 
extending with various countries eve- 
ry year, and Great-Britain berfelf is 
forced to aid it, and will be more 
and more, a. recent proof of which 
is the ptrmifjion to import American 
tobacco into the kingdom from *wrjf 
part of the world in neutral bottoms, 

" The great debt is alfo mention- 
ed. Do they pay an intereft for this 
debt ? Is every neceflary and con- 
venience of life taxed to perpetuity 
to pay their intereft? Is the whole 
equal in proportion to their abilities 
to the debt of England*? Would the 
debt be rendered lefs by joiniag 
Great-Britain againft France and 
Spain ? Would the war againft France 
and Spain be (horter, leis bloody, or 
lefs expenfive than the war againft 
England ? By returning to England, 
would not their debt be ten times 
more burthenfome ? This debt is as 
nothing to America, once give her 
peace. Let the Americans trade free- 
ly with one another, and with all 
other nations, and this debt would 
be but a feather. Let them come 
under Great-Britain again, and have 
the communication between one co- 
lony and another obilrucled, ^as here-: 
tofore, and their trade confined to 
Great-Britain, as heretofore, and 
this debt would be an heavier mill* 
flone about their necks, than that of 
England is about theirs. 

" A general repugnance to the 
Alliance 
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alliance tuitb France Is mentioned. 
A greater mtfafo was never made ; 
on the contrary, every ftep of Con* 
grifs, every proceeding of every 
ajjembly upon the Continent, every 
prayer that is made in the pulpit, 
and every fpeculation in the news- 
papers, demonftrate the high fenfe 
they have of the importance of this 
alliance. It is faid, that this alliance 
has been of little utility. Has it not 
employed the Britijh army f Has it 
npt cut out work enough for the 
Britijh navy f Has it not wafted for 
England her annual twenty millions ? 
Has it not prevented thofe from be- 
ing employed againfl America ? Has- 
it not given fcope to American pri- 
vateers t Has it not protected Ame- 
rican trade ? Has it not hurt that of 
Great-Britain ? Has it not engaged 
Ruifia, Holland, Sweden, Denmark, 
and Portugal, at leaft to a neutrality ? 
At leaft, has it not contributed much 
to thefe <vaft advantages to America? 
Has it not taken away from Great- 
Britain the dominion of the Jea, fo far 
as to allow liberty of navigation to 
others : it is true, the alliance might 
have been of more utility to all the 
allies, with the fam« expence, if 
France and Spain had (boner adopt- 
ed the policy offending more of their 
forces to America. But they are 
now fo well convinced of it, that; un- 
lefs miracles are wrought to prevent 
it, America and England too will 
foon fee more of the effects of this 
alliance. Let Britain tremble at the 
eonfequences of her own folly and 
her own crimes. 

" His Lordihip fays, that the peo- 
ple would return to their allegiance, 
if they were not reftrained by the 
tyranny of thofe who have got the 
power of government : thefe are the 
Affemblies, Senates, Governors, and 
Congrefs. Now what power have 
any of thefe, but what the people 
pleafe to allow them ! By <what cn- 

finet is this tyranny exercifed ? Is it 
y the militia ? In order to confider 



this, let usconfider the conftirotioft 
of the militia. The militia is, in 
fact, the whole people; for by the 
laws of every State, every man from 
fixteen to fifty, or fixty years of age, 
belongs to the militia ; is obliged to 
be armed, to train, and to march 
upon occafion, or find a fubftitute. 
The officers are chofen by the men, 
except the general officers, who are 
^appointed by the affemblies. It itf 
*this very militia that forms the body 
of voters, who annually chofe the 
members of affembly, and the fen a- 
tors, and, in fome States, the go- 
vernors. Is it pojftble that thefe men 
fhould tyrannize over men, upon 
whom they are fo entirely dependent ? 
As well might it be reproached to his 
Lordihip and his colleagues in admi- 
niitration, that ihey tyrannifed over 
their royal mafter, who can difplace 
them at his pleafure . The aflem blies 
thus annually chofen by the people 
or militia, annually clioofe their de- 
legates in Congrefs, and have power 
to recall them at pleafure. Will the 
militia obey their affemblies, or Con- 
grefs, in the execution of tyrannical 
orders, or any orders that are not 
generally agreeable to them? The 
thing fpeaks for itfelf. Is it the 
continental army then, that is the in- 
ftmment of their own fervitude, and 
that of their country ? Every officer 
holds his commiulon at the pleafure 
of Congrefs. But his Lordihip and 
his colleagues often reprefent the 
continental army as fo fmall and 
feeble as to be unable to make head 
againfl the Britifh troops, and it is 
true, that they are conftantly em* 
ployed in that fervice, and it is true, 
that they are nothing in comparifon 
of the militia. What would become 
of them then, if the militia, or any 
confiderable number of them, were 
to join the Britifh troops ? There has 
never been any part of the continen- 
tal army in more than three or four 
of the Thirteen States at a time, 
watching the motions of the Britifh 

army,

army, and confining them to the 
protection of their men of war. What 
has there been, then, in the remain- 
ing nine or ten Hates for an inftru- 
ment of tyranny ? This is too ridicu- 
lous to need many words. 

** His Lordihip concludes with a 
diflin£Iion t if poifible, left grounded 
than his ejfertions. He lays that 
Congrefs will never treat ; but that 
the people and the afjemblies will, 
Where does his Lordfhip find the 
ground of his difference between the 
Congrefs and the Affemblies ? Are 
not the members of Congrefs- made 
of the fame clay ? Are they not 
themfelves members of the Aflem- 
blies ? Are they not the creatures of 
the Afiemblies ? Are they not annu- 
ally created? Are they not depen- 
dent every moment upon the Afiem- 
blies for their exiftence ? Have not 
the Afiemblies a right to recall them 
when they pleafe, and appoint others, 
by law and the conftitution ? Have 
not the Afiemblies a right to inftruft 
them how to ad ? If they do not obey 
thefe inftruclions, cannot the Aflem- 
bly difplace them, and appoint others 
who will be more obedient ? If the 
afftmblus defired a reconciliation 
with England, could not they appoint 
a Congrefs who defired it tot)? If the 
people defired it, could not they ap- 
pointJJemblies who would foori make 
a Congrefs fuitable for their purpofe ? 
— But I have been too long. 
* ■ " His Lord (hip betrays fuch mif- 
information of facts ; fuch an inat- 
tention to thofe obvious marks of 
the feeling of a people as an infal- 
lible indication of their defigns; and 
fuch a want of knowledge of the 
laws and conftitution of the United 
States, is excite aftonifhment in an 
impartial examiner, and a real com- 
miseration for the unhappy nation 
who are devoted to deftruftion from 
his errors and delufions*"'

The Sentiments of an Aajirica* 
Woman. 
*' ON the commencement of ac- 
tual war, the women of America 
•manifefted a firm refolutton to con- 
tribute as much as could depend oa 
them, to the deliverance of their 
country. Animated by the pureft 
patriotifm, they are fenfible of for- 
row at this day in not offering more 
than barren wifhes for the fuccefs of 
fo glorious a revolution. They af- 
pire to render themfelves more really 
ufeful ; and the fentiment is univer- 
fal from the north to the fouth of the 
Thirteen United States. Our am- 
bition is killed by the fame of thofe 
heroines of antiquity, who have ren- 
dered their fex illuftrious, and have 
proved to the univerfe, that if the 
weaknefs of our conftitution, if opi- 
nion and manners did not forbid us 
to march to glory by the fame paths 
as men, we mould at leaft equal, and 
fometimes furpafs them in our lovt 
for the public good. I glory in all 
that which my fex has done great and ■ 
commendable. I call to mind with : 
enthufiafm and with admiration, alP 
thofe afts of courage, of conftancy 
and patriotifm, which hiftory has 
tranfmitted to us. The people fa- 
voured by Heaven* preferved from 
deftrudlion by the virtues, the zeal, 
and the refolution of Deborah, of 
Judith, of Efther ! The fortitude 
of the mother of the Maccabees, in 
giving up her fons to die before her 
eyes : Rome faved from the fury of 
a victorious enemy by the efforts of 
Volumnia, and other Roman ladies: 
fo many famous fieges where the 
women have been feen, forgetting the 
weaknefs^of their fex, building new 
walls, digging trenches with their 
feeble hands, furniihing arms to their 
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defenders, they themfelves darting 
t^e miflile weapons on the enemy, 
resigning the ornaments of their ap- 
parel, and their fortune, -to fill op 
the public treafury, and to haften 
the deliverance of their country ; 
burying themfelves under its ruins ; 
throwing themfelves into the flames, 
rather than fubmit to the difgrace of 
humiliation before a proud enemy. 

" Bora for liberty, difdaining to 
bear the irons of tyrannic govern- 
ment, we aflbciate ourfelves to the 
grandeur of thofe fovereigns, che- 
rished and revered, who have held 
with fo much fplendor the fceptre of 
the greatelt flates, the Batildas, the 
Elizabeths, the Marias, the Cathe- 
rines, who have extended the em- 
pire of liberty, and contented to 
reign by fweetnefs and juftice, have 
broken the chains of flavery, forged 
by tyrants in the times of ignorance 
and barbarity. The Spanifh women, 
do they not make at this moment the 
JOoft patriotic facrifices, to encreafe 
the means of victory in the hands of 
their fovereign. He is a friend to 
the French nation. They are our 
allies. We call to mind, doubly in- 
jerefted, that it was a French maid 
that kindled up amongft her fellow 
cittzens, the flame of patriotifm 
buried in long misfortunes : it was 
the Maid of Orleans, who drove 
from the kingdom of France, the 
ancestors of thofe fame Britifh/whofe 
odious yoke we have juft fhaken off; 
and whom it is necefTary we drive 
from this continent. 

** But I mult limit myfelf to the 
collection of this fmall number of 
atchievements. Who knows, if per- 
sons difpofed to cenfure, and fome- 
fimes too feverely with regard to us, 
may not difapprove of our appearing 
acquainted even with the actions of 
which our fex boafts ? We are at Ieall 
certain, that he cannot be a good ci- 
tizen who will nop applaud our ef- 
forts for the relief of the armies which 
defend our Jives, our ppfleflions, qur 
Jibyty ! The fituation of our foldiery 



has been reprefented to me ; the 
evils infeparable from war, and the 
firm and generous fpirit which has 
enabledtbem to fupport thefe. But 
it has. been faid, that they may ap- 
prehend, that in the courfe of a long 
war, the view of their diftrefTes may 
be loft, and their- fervices be forgot- 
ten. Forgotten ! never! I can an- 
Aver in the name of all my fex. 
Brave Americans, your difinterefled- 
nefs, your courage, and ypur coft- 
ftancy will always be dear to Ame- 
rica, as long as me fhall preferve 
her virtues. 

" /We know that at a diftance' 
from the theatre of war, if we enjoy 
any tranquility, it is in the fruit of 
your watchings, your labours, your 
dangers. If l live happy in the" 
midit of my family; ifmyhufbancf 
cultivates his field and reaps his har- 
veft in peace : if furrounded with 
my children, I myfelf nourifh the 
youngeft, and prefs it to my bofom, 
without being afraid of feeing my- 
felf feparated from it, by a ferocious 
enemy ^ if the houfe in which we 
dwell, if our barns, our orchards are 
fafe at the prefent time from the 
hands of thofe incendiaries, it is to 
you that we owe it. 

" And (hall we hefitate to evidence 
to you our gratitude ? Shall we 
hefitate to wear a clothing more 
fimple, hair drefTed Iefs elegant, 
while at the price of this fmall 
privation, we mall deferve your 
benedictions ? Who amongft us. 
will not renounce, with the greatefl 
pleafure, thofe vain ornaments, when 
fhe fhall confider that the valiant de- 
fenders of America will be able to , 
draw fome advantage from the money 
which fhe might have laid out in 
thefe ; that they will be better de- 
fended from the rigours of the fea- 
fon, that after their painful toils-, 
they will receive fome extraordinary 
and unexpected relief; that the pre- 
fents will perhaps be valued by them 
at a greater price, when they will 
have in their power to fay, This is 
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tbi offering of the Ladies. The time 
is arrived to difplay the fame fenti- 
ments which animated us at the be- 
ginning of the revolution,, when we 
renounced *he ufe of teas,' however 
agreeable to our tafte, rather than 
receive them from our perfecutcrs ; 
when we made it appear to them 
that we placed former neceflaries in 
the rank of fuperfluities, when our 
liberty was interefted ; when our re- 
publican laborious hands fpun the 
flax, .prepared the linen intended for 
the uie of our foldiers ; when exiles 
,and fugitives, we fupported with 
courage all the evils which are the 
concomitants of war. Let us not 
lofe a moment ; let us be engaged 
to offer homage of our gratitude at 
the altar of military ardor, and you, 
our brave deliverers, while mercenary 
ilaves combat to caufe you to fliare 
with them, the irons with which they 
are loaded, receive with a free hand 
our offering, the pureft which can 
be prefented to your virtue, by

All the figures here fet down are 
not pretended to be abfolutely accu- 
rate ; in fums of fuch extent it is not 
material that they fhould ; but mould 
any error of confequence, one way or 
the other, more or lefs, be pointed 
out, on conviction it fliall be altered, 
and the information acknowledged 
as a favour; to offer a fair and can- 
did view to the public of the public 
fituation, is the only object of the 
writer. Here his power, here his

laft-lndia Houfi, April 19, I78l. 
The 24th of July, 1780, advice 
was received at Fort St. George^ 
that Hyder Alli's cavalry had en- 
tered the Carnatic in different places^ 
whereupon the troops in cantonments 
were ordered to affemble at St. Tho-* 
mas's Mount ; and a ftrong detach- 
ment under Colonel BailTie, wJdo 
commanded in the Guntoor Circar, 
was ordered to the Prefidency. In 
the mean time, Hyder himfelf was 
with the main body of the army, en- 
tered by the pafs of Changamah* 
reduced Pollour, Chittaapet, and Ar- 
nee, and on the 22d of Auguft fet 
down before Arcot. 

The 26th of Auguft Sir Heetor 
Munro took the field, and moved 
towards Conjeveram. 

The 6th of September the General 
was informed, that a large detach- 
ment from Hyder's army had attack- 
ed Colonel Baillie at Perambancum, 
and been repulfed, but as Colonel 
Baillie. was thereby weakened, he 
found it not in his power to join the 
General ; it was therefore refolved 
to reinforce Colonel Baillie with a 
ftrong deta«h m en t, and Colonel 
Fletcher was orderd on that fervice. 

The 10th of September the Ge- 
neral was informed, that Colonel 
Baillie had been attacked and en-

• So foon as intelligence of the a- 
bove difafter reached Madras, re- 
quiiition was made to Bengal for a 
fuijable reinforcement to T>e fent 
from thence with all expedition ; 
whereupon it was refolved, that a 
fupply of money mould be fent to 
the relief of Fort St, George, and 
that a large detachment of European 
infantry and artillery fhould alfo 
proceed thither immediately ; and 
Iikewife that Lieutenant-general Sir 
Eyre Coote fhould fail directly to 
take upon himfelf the command of 
the. army on the coaft. 

It was alfo refolved to detach a 
large body of Seapoys for the further 
protection and defence of the country, 
fa foon as the feafon mould permit 
of their marching by land. 

In confequence of the above reso- 
lutions, Geaeral Coote left Cal- 
cutta the 13th of October, 1780, 
and arrived at Fort St. George the 
5th of November following, with two 
companies of European artillery, 
660 Lafcars, fix companies of Eu- 
ropean infantry, and one company 
£>f volunteers, but Arcot had un- 
fortunately furrendered to Hyder 
two days before the arrival of Ge- 
neral Coote a£ Madras. 

The army under General Coote 

was formed into three grand divifions 

on Choultry Plain, between three 

.and four miles fouthward of Madras,

By the Nymph floop of war which 
arrived in the river this day from 
Madras, we had the following difa- 
greeable advice from that Prefidency. 
* That Lieutenant-colonel Baillie 
returning from the Northward, with 
intention to join the gravid army un- 
der Major-general Sir Hector Mun- 
ro, had been attacked by the fon of 
Hyder Alii, whom he defeated. His 
detachment confifted of 900 Euro- 
pean infantry, fome artillery, three 
battalions of Seapoys, and ten piece* 
of cannon ; but hearing afterwards 
that Hyder in perfon, with the body 
of his forces, had got between him and 
Sir Hector Munro, he thought proper 
to halt where he wan, and immedi- 
ately dffpatched feveral letters by 
different route* to that Genera), ac- 
quainting him of his firuation, and 
tagging that he would make a motion 
with the army under his command, 
to favour " his junction. Not-vitb* 
ft'anding this* interefting news, and 
the repeated intreaty of Lord M'Leod, 
and the reft of the principal officers, 
no notice was taken until an elapffe 
of three days, when inftead of making 
a'movement with the grand' army, a 
detachment was farmed under Lieu- 
nant-colonel Fletcher It confifted

His- 
difpofition was excellent : he formed 
the troops in a kind of oblong fquare, 
the grenadiers leading, and the bag- 
gage in the center.; and although the 
enemy's cavalry hovered round them 
in the whole march, no impreiUbn 
could be made. 

About noon, when the troops were 
much fatigued with their march, 
they arrived at a Tape, which they 
were neceflarily obliged, from the 
fttuation of the country, topafs thro*. 
Here Hyder had laid his ambuih, 
which fucceeded to his wifh. The 
troops, not fufpecling any thing, en- 
tered the grove, but were very foon 
convinced of their error, for they 
were falu'ed fhortly after by a very 
heavy firefrom three maflted batteries, 
one in front, and one on each flank, 
which played furioufly upon them; 
and at the fame time a prodigious 
number of rockets being thrown 
amongft them, fet fire to one of the 
tumbrils, and the flames communi- 
cating with three others, the whole 
blew up. This threw the Seapoys 
into the utmoft diforder ; however, 
the Europeans moved brifkly on, at- 
tacked and carried one of the batteries 
with great bravery * but the fire from 
the other two were fo hot, that they 
were obliged to abandon it. They 
then formed therafelves into a com- 
pact body, and maintained their 
ground with gallantry and refolution, 
until their ammunition was expend- 
ed, when' they were foon broken, and 
the greateft part, fome fay the whole, 
were put to the fword. 

General Munro, it is faid, was 
within feven miles of the fcene of 
a&ton ; and as foon as he was certi- 
fied of the fate of the day, he re- 
treated with great precipitation to 
Chingleput, being twenty-fix miles, 
leaving his baggage, iome fay his 
artillery behind him, which confe- 
quently miiil have fallen into the 
panels of the enemy.

A bercrombie, of the Walpole ; B lack- 
burn, of the Fox; and Timbrel!, of 
the Trut Briton, were ordered to at- 
tend the Council to give their opini- 
on, if there was any juft caufe why 
Captain Nutt could not comply with 
his orders. They all declared thac 
he could not poffibly be ready before - 
the 8th of next month, as the fhip 
was unrigged, and fcarcely any water 
On board. 

Extraft of an authentic Utter from a 
Britijh officer in the Company's 
troops, dated Calcutta > Oclober 12, 
1780. 

" In my lad letter I gave you a 
fhort account of the iituation of pub- 
He affairs in this quarter of the world. 
Since the commencement of the war 
with the Marattas, the Englifh army, 
under the command of General God- 
dard, have been continually victori- 
ous, and have conquered the whole 
country to the Northward of pombay, 
belonging to the Marattas, extend- 
ing above 100 miles along the fea T 
coafts and double in breadth ; be fides 
this, the important fortrefs Gwalior, 
a place fituated in the very heart of 
Indofian, and fo ftrong both by na- 
ture and art (being formed out of a 
rocky hill near ten miles in circum- 
Ppz " ferencc 
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frrence) that it has always been 
deemed impregnable, and for ages 
made ufe of as a royal prifon, 
till it fell into the hands of the Ma- 
rattas about 30 years ago. Captain 
w Pophatn, who commanded a (mall 
army, took it by ftorm, without the 
lofsof a man, only 18 wounded ; he 
made the defperate attempt of fixing 
ladders to the walls, the firft twelve, 
the fecond thirty feet high ; and by 
this means, being favoured by the 
darknefs of the night, he introduced 
a fmall party, who turned theguns of 
the enemy upon them before they re- 
covered from their aftonifhment. The 
fl4aratta commander, however, col- 
lected his men, rufhed on to the 
charge; but was drove back, and 
finding the place was loft, he plunged 
a dagger into his heart, and fell by 
liisown hands. The riches difcover- 
ed here are not known; but, from 
the ftrength of the placed it is fup- 
pofed they mufi be very great.

4€ I informed you lately of the 
probability of Hyder Alli's entering 
the Carnatic; this he has done at 
the head of 100,000. men, and in 
full expectation of being joined by an 
army from the French iflands. When 
lie firft commenced hostilities, he 
fent a body of 5000 horfe to plunder 
the country near Madras, and their 
motion- were fo rapid, that they ap- . 
proacned within two miles of the fort, 
and deftroyed the gardens, houfes, 
<&c. of the gentlemen before it was 
known they were there. Thefe in- 
curfions of Hyder's cavalry, foon 
threw the whole country into con- 
fufrjn, all ranks of the people crowd- 
Ing to the town to be protected by 
the fort : the confequence of this was 
a fudden rife in the price of provi- 
flons, and not fufficient for fuch a 



number, and famine threatening 
,them ; but the Supreme.Couneilhere 
have freighted many fhips with rice, 
which are now on their way to Ma- 
dras. 

"The forces belonging to Madras 
were at this time much divided in 
their different garrifons, and much 
time was loft in forming an army, as, 
Hyder's cavalry over-run the country, 
and prevented fmall parries joining. 
An army of twenty thoufand of his 
beft horfe, under his fon, fell in with 
a large detachment of our forces, con r 
filling of 3000 Seapoys, 400 Eu- 
ropeans, and aboat'eo officers, under 
the command of Col- Bailiie ; thefe 
they attacked, and after being de- 
feated by us they retreated for a re- 
inforcement, which obtainipg, they 
attacked the Colonel again, who was 
only diftant five or fix miles from the 
grand army, Under Sir Hedor Mun- 
ro ; hij detachment he had formed 
into a long fquare, and marching 
them two miles, an£ fighting his 
way till they came to a place where 
two roads met, they had no foonej 
entered this place, than Hyder Alii 
•opened two batteries upon them, 
and which he was unable to difcover, 
being obliged to keep hi§ whole army 
together; thefe the Company's troops 
ftormed and took; but a third, which 
commanded the other two, unex- 
pectedly opening upon them, threyv 
them into confufion, w.hich, added 
to the blowing up of two tumbrils, 
gave Hyder's horfe an opportunity 
of charging, and Colonel Baillie's 
line was entirely broke ; the Colonel 
however, and the remains of his de- 
tachment made a defperate charge 
with their bayonets, and forced their 
way to an adjacent village, where a 
frefh party of the enemy being ready, 
fell on, and cut them fo effectually 
to pieces, that it is no$ known here 
yet, whether"a fingle European was 
faved. Thefe batteries were con- 
ftrndted and directed by a Monfieur 
Lally, a frenchman in the fervice of 

Hyder, 
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Hyder, who has four or five thoufand 
of tljat nation in his army. Thus, 
by one fatal accident, the officers of 
the Englifh here, before in fo profper- 
ons a way, are now in a very pre- 
carious lituation. Sir Hector Munro 
retreated tp a place near Madras, fo 
lhat this defeat feeras to have ltruck 
a panic in every breuft."

YOUR Excellencies having re- 
fufed the requeft of our former me- 
morial, we have thought it nece/Tary 
to intrude upon you with a fecond 
application, that we may not be 
wanting in all due refpecfc to your 
Excellencies characters, that our pro- 
ceedings may be conducted with that 
caution and deliberation which is 
fonfiftent w £ < the equity of our de- 
mands ; and that your 'Excellencies 
may be made acquainted with our 
further determination, in cafe thofe 
demands continue to be refufed. 

Wc have already reprefen ted, that 
Our property, and. that of our con- 
stituents, fairly bought, under the 
fanttion of acts of parliament, with 
their and our money, has been forci- 
bly taken from us, without our being 
allowed to mark or number the pack- 
ages, and without knowing on what 
. ihips they were to be loaded. We 
|iave now to add to that information, 
that infurances for fome of thofe very 
gcods have been ordered to be made 



in England, before the capture of 
the ifland, on mips engaged for the 
purpofe of carrying them to Great 
Britain, and now actually in this 
port. As'by thefe means our pro- 
perty is wrelted out of our hands, and 
the infurers abfolved from their en- * 
gagements, we confider your Excel- 
lencies, and thofe employed under 
you, as anfwerable for all rifques v 
whatever of fea, as well as the ene- 
my, until the delivery of our good* 
into the hands of our refpective cor- 
refpendents in England ; and your 
Excellencies will not be furprized at 
our ufing all the means which the 
laws of our country have provided 

for us to feek fedrefs. This is a 

duty we owe to ourfelves, our fami- 
lies, our creditors, and our constitu- 
ents, however difagreeable it muft 
be to have any difputes with gentle- 
men, whom we have always confider- 
ed as the protectors of our perfons 
and fortunes. In this application 
for ourfelves, we wilh it to be under- 
stood^ that the property of all the 
inhabitants of the captured iflands is 
included, that may have been forci- 
bly taken off from St. Euflatius, in 
the fame manner that ours h£ve been. 
Their produce was brought and ours 
purchafed there, under the fanction 
ot acts of parliament ; and in what- 
ever light men of your high rank 
and elevated Stations may confider * 
fuch authorities, we have been taught 
to look up to them with reverence 
and veneration, and have always un- 
derstood, that even his Majelty can- 
not difpenfe with them ; confequent- 
ly cannot delegate fuch a power to 
others. 

In regard to the European goods, 
now in our flores, and in the hands 
of our factors at St. Euftatius, we 
imreat your Excellencies to deter- 
mine their fate as foon as poffibie ; 
and, Should there be a general con- 
fifcation, and the proceeds to remain 
in^ agents hands, or the goods de- 
tained from us, till his Majefty's 
pleafure is known ; — we beg leave to 
reprefent, that we confider ourfelTes 
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as no ways obliged to reft fatisfied 
with fuch fales or detention, but, on 
the contrary, will feek all lawful re . 
drefs, in this country and in Eng- 
land, againft your Excellencies, and 
all employed to take them out of our 
poffcffion, or who prevent our re- 
moving or difpofing of them in fuch 
a manner, that they may fell for their 
full vulue. 

As it is not only neceffary to the 
fecurity of our rights, but alfo in 
conformity with your Excellencies 
defirc, that we fhould produce inven- 
tories of all our effects at St. Eufta- 
tius, we doubt not but your Excel- 
lencies will readily furnifn us with 
the means of procuring them. Wc 
have therefore to requeft of your Ex- 
cellencies, that, in order to enable 
us, and our partners and faftors at 
St. Euftatius, to afcertain the a- 
mount -of the goods already fhipped 
off by authority of your Excellencies, 
and of what may hereafter be taken 
from us ; • you would be pleafed to 
permit fuch an intercourfe perfonal, 
and by correfpondence between us 
and them, as may facilitate a mea- 
fure fo neceffary to give the laws of 
our country their proper courfe; and 
as your Excellencies, in reply to our 
former Memorial, were pleafed to 
refer us to that channel, we have ftill 
an additional reafon to expect that 
this requeft will be complied with. 

And as the inhabitants of the cap- 
tured illands, in whofe behalf we al- 
io claim, have confiderable property 
on board of Dutch veffels, now in St. 
Euftatius road, which, we are in- 
formed, are under your Excellencies 
orders for England ;— we think it 
highly proper we ftiould here requeft 
your Excellencies to direct that all 
papers, particularly the certificates 
relating to fuch property, be trans- 
mitted to England, by each veffel, 
and that the principal officers of each 
ihip be likewife fent home, to prcve 
the fhipment and property of fuch 
goods, in compliance with his Ma- 
jefty's inftruftiens. 



We (hall further ufe the freedom 
to reprefent to your Excellencies one 
ferious bad confequence that may 
arife to Britifh fubjects, from the 
meafures threatened by your Excel- 
lencies, if ptt in execution. It is 
impoffible for many of us to be more 
effectually ruined by future events 
than by the prefent ; but our more 
wealthy conftituents, and the nation 
at large, may fuffer from the example 
fet by your Excellencies to other 
powers : If by the fate of war thefe 
iflands fliould fall into the hands of 
an enraged enemy, there will he a 
pretext for them to retaliate, and con- 
hTcate private property ;— fuch fteps 
will totally deprive us of the means 
of paying our generous creditors in 
England, and be the caufe of nu- 
merous bankruptcies there. Thus 
there will be ruin inflicted on the 
very people in the mother country, 
who are, with unparallelled liberali- 
ty, fubferibing to fupport the war, 
and thfc principal pillars of the ftate 
will full to the ground. The con- 
querors of all civilized nations have 
ever had an eye to this, and both 
motives o£ humanity and policy, pre- 
ferved the property of individuals. 
One inftance lately happened to the 
contrary : Grenada having been 
taken by ftorm, without capitulation, 
was at the mercy of the conquerors. 
Though the Count d'Eftaign did not 
feize the property of individuals, 
yet he iffued edicts to prevent pay- 
ment of debts due in Great Britain, 
and difplaced agents-of abfentees, by 
appointing truftees to receive the pro- 
duce of the eftates. Thofe meafures 
occafioncd an univerfal clamour a- 
mong the enlightened part of the 
French nation, who carried remon- 
ftrance* to the throne of an abfolute 
Monarch, and Count d'Eftaigu's 
conduct was feverely reprobated, his 
edicts refcinded, and the inhabitants 
put upon the fame footing with 
French fubjects in that ifland. 

It is fo far from our inclination to 
give any trouble to your Excellen- 
cies- 
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cics, that it is with reluclance we 
have once more trefpafled upon your 
attention ; but as we areafking for a 
right, and not foliciting a favour, 
and as that right is of the greatefl 
importance to us, we not only hope 
that we (hall Hand excufed to your 
Excellencies, but that you will, upon 
farther reflection, comply with our 
juft requefl.

To the Kings Moft Extellent Majefty* 
The Petition of the Weft-India Planters 
and Merchants, 
Moft humbly Jhewetb y 

THAT your petitioners have very 
confiderable property, and debts due 
to them, in the feveral iflands in the 
Weil-Indies, fubjecl to the crown of 
Great Britain, as alfo in the iflands 
of Grenada, the Grenadines, Do- 
minica, and St. Vincent, which have, 
in- the courfe of the prefent hoftili- 
ties, fallen under . the dominion of 
France, 

That they have always conceived 
it to be a. maxim -among civilized 
nations, eflablifhed in humanity and 
found policy, " ^har. war fhould be 
** carried on with the leaft poflible 
" injury to private property, found 
ce in any countries or towns, which 
" may be invaded or conquered:*' 
the happy effecls of which wife prin- 
ciple your petitioners have hitherto 
experienced in the fecurity of their 
eftaies and ctfecls from rapine and 
plunder, which have been recipro- 
cally difcountenancsd hy the gover- 
nor* in the Wefi Jndies, as ruinous 
to individuals, and productive of no 
decifive advantage to any of the fo- 
vereign flates concerned. 

Your petitioners are therefore fe^ 
rioufly alarmed at the general feizure 
made by the commanders of your 
Majefly's fea and land forces, of 
goods, merchandize, and fpecie, 
found in the iflands of' St. Euftatius 
and St. Martin, on their furrender- 
ing, without refinance, and at dif- 
cretion, to the faid commanders. ; 
humbly conceiving, that the inha- 
bitants of places, which fubmit to 
the will, and furrender themfelves 
to the difcretion of an invading ene • 
my; immediately upon fuch fub- 

miflion, 
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miflion, become the fubjecls of jjjat 
fovereign, or ftate, to whom the 
victorious army belongs ; and, con- 
fequently, by their allegiance, are 
entitled to fecurity in their perfons 
and property ; it being as repug- 
nant to policy as humanity, to per- 
mit one clafs of fubjects to plunder 
another, the trader having an equal 
claim with the foldier to the protec- 
tion of government. 

Your petitioners humbly beg leave 
to reprefent to your Majefty, that 
thofe Dutch iflands did belong to a 
fovereign ftate, by whofe authority 
and permiffion they were made, and 
have ever fince been, free forts ; and 
that they have been recognized as 
fuch by Great-Britain, and all the 
other maritime powers of Europe, 
who have poileffions in the Weft- 
Indies. 

That Great-Britain, in particular, 
has never interdicted, or prohibited, 
to her fubjects, the trade of thofe 
Dutch iflands, but has, on the con- 
trary, permitted the exportation of 
great quantities of various articles of 
goods of the growth, produce, and 
manufacture of this country, which 
nave been regularly and openly en- 
tered out, at the feveral ports in 
this kingdom, for the faid Dutch 
iflands. 

That an act was pafTed Iafl feflion 
of parliament, for removing any le- 
gal doubts arifingout of the Naviga- 
tion Act, reflecting the importation 
of tobacco of the growth of the co- 
lonies in North America, which, 
Jiaving efcaped Britifh capture, had 
been imported from the colonies in 
rebellion, into thofe Dutch iflands, 
declaring and enacting, " that fuch 
*• tobacco might be legally imported 
4i from thofe, or any other neutral 
" iflands, into any Britifli inland, 
* F and from thence into Great-Bri- 
" tain ;" by which act, the trade 
to the faid "iflands of St. Euftatius 
and St, Martin, which had always 
fc^fen in many refpects legal, became 



an object of public encouragement 
by being extended, beyond what the 
ftrict construction of law feemed for- 
merly to authorize. 

That fince the pafling the faid act, 
and even before, during the prefen* 
rebellion, a great part of the to- 
bacco, abfolutely neceflary for the 
confumption and revenue of Great- 
Britain, has been imported through, 
that channel, to the manifeft benefit 
of the navigation of this kingdom ; 
for, if the market had not been fup- 
plied by thofe means, there would 
have been an indifpenfible necefiity 
for admitting tobacco from Holland, 
after having been carried thither 
from thofe iflands in Dutch veflels j 
and Great-Britain would, confei 
quently, have been deprived of the 
profit arifmg ffdm the long naviga- 
tion of that bulky commodity. 

That fince the -commencement of 
the American rebellion, the faid 
iflands of Sr. Euftatius and St. Mar- 
tin have been frequently of the moft 
efTential ferVice to the Britifh lee- 
ward iflands, particularly in the 
years 1777 aud 1778, when the 
iflands of Antigua and St. Chrifto- 
pher would have fuffered ajl the mi- 
feries of actual famine, had not they 
drawn from St. Euftatius thofe fup- 
plies which they formerly received 
from North America. 

That, fince the capture of Gre- 
nada, the Grenadines, Dominica, 
and St. Vincent, thofe iflands have 
been principally fupplied with the 
feveral neceflaries for their confump- 
tion, and for the cultivation of their 
plantations, through the medium of 
St. Euftatius, and that many Britifh 
fubjects, having property in thofe 
captured iflands, have bee,n obliged 
to eftablifh houfes of trade in the 
faid ifland of St. Euftatius, for the 
exprefs porpofe of fupplying thofe 
iflands, and have ordered various 
articles to be ihipped for St. Eufta- 
tius from Great-Britain as well as 
from Holland. . . 

That 
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- Thabthe great want of plantation 
Hores, and other neceflaries, in thoie 
captured iflands, has alfo obliged 
many of the planters to fhip, from 
time to time, a great part of the 
produce of their plantations to St. 
Euftatius, for the purpofe of pur- 
chafmg fuch plantation ftores and 
neceflaries. 

That many of your . Majefty's 
faithful and loyal fubjedts, on the 
faith of Great-Britain, having re- 
cognized the trade, have fettled as 
general traders in thofe D utch iflattJs, 
and have considerable property in 
goods, merchandize, and money, in 
the faid iflands ; and that others of 
your Majefty's moft faithful and 
loyal fubjects, as agents for the 
Dutch as well as Britifh merchants 
in thofe iflands, have fhipped oonfi- 
derabJe quantities of goods and mer- 
chandize on Account of the Grid mer- 
chants. 

That thofe Dutch iflands, parti- 
cularly St. Euftatius, have therefore 
been, and ought to be, considered 
as free ports, open to all the world, 
where the fubjects of all ftates in 
Amity with Holland were equally 
welcome, where the goods imported 
By the hand of commerce were at 
open market, ready to be fold to 
the bed bidder, without favour and 
aifection, without any partial or po- 
litical attachment or predilection to 
any of the powers at war, without 
regard to any other object than that 
or mercantile profit, which is the 
spring and foul of all commerce 
whatever ; and that the value of 
the faid iflands to that fovereign 
.power to which they belonged, as 
well as to your Majefty's fubjects 
and other nations, confided in their 
being univerfal open marts, and not 
in the inconfiderable production of 
their foil. 

Your petitioners humbly beg leave 
* to represent to your Majefty, that, 
•as a very conaderable part of the

property found in *hofe ©.ntdi iflanth 
muft neceflarily belong to many of 
your Majenys moft faithful and 
loyal fubjects, from the cauies above 
ftated, fo there are likewife others 
of your Majefty's fubjects, rending 
in Great-Britain, and the Jkitifh 
Leeward-iflands, who are hrge cre- 
ditors of the Dutch and Brkiih, mer- 
chants in thofe Dutch iflands, not 
only on account of goods and mer- 
chandize, openly and avowedly 
Jbipped by them, as the agents of* 
the faid merchants, but alfo in re- 
fpect of dealings and engagements, 
antecedent to, and unconnected with; 
the trade carried on by fuch their 
debtors in thofe iflands. 

With refpect to tfce property found 
in the fud iflands, belonging to the 
fubjects of the ftates of Holland, or 
any others of ^our Majefty's' ene- 
mies, your petitioners having alrea- 
dy ftated what they humbly conceive 
to be the humane and political prac- 
tice of war, feel themfelves im- 
pelled, by the principle of gratitude, 
to prefent to your royal view the 
conduct of the commanders of the 
French Xing's forces^ and of the 
court of France, in the cafe of thfe 
conqueft pf the iflands of Grenada 
and the Grenadines. 

When the ifland of Grenada, af- 
ter having made a zealous but un- 
fuccefsful defence againft rhe ene- 
my's force, furrendered at discre- 
tion, there was no plunder allowed, 
except on the Hofpital Hill, which 
was taken by ftorm, and where thp 
fmall effects that were lodged necef- 
farily fell, in furore belli, to the firft 
of the aflailants who could lay their 
hands upon them. The goods and 
merchandize in the town of St. 
George, in that ifland, to a very 
large amount, not merely intended 
for the ufe and confumptipn of the 
ifland, but for the general market 
of the Weft-Indies, remained un- 
touched, and every fpecies of pro-

petty whatever was left inviolate, 
even the goods upon the keys and 
beach in various parts of the bland. 

There were indeed certain ordi- 
nances lifted by the French gover- 
nor, on taking poiTeffion of the faid 
iiland, by which the produce of all 
plantations belonging to abfentees 
Mas to be feqaefterei until a peace, 
find the payment of all debts due to 
your Majefty's - fubje&s, refiding in 
any part of your Majefty's domi- 
nions, was prohibited under pain of 
military execution. Bat, on the 
application of the parties interefted 
to the Court of France, thofe ordi- 
nances were immediately revoked by 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty, and all 
perfons whatever, whether prefent or 
abfent, were fecured in the full pof- 
feffion of their eftates and effects : 
his moft Chriftian MajeAy having 
been pleafed at the fame time to ex- 
•prefs his difapprobation of thofe or- 
dinances, . " as tending to injure 
** civil contrails, which -are founded 
" on the law of nature, and which 
41 form the. moil facred bond of fb- 
" ciety, being. the principal fource 
** tlmi reciprocal communication and 
<: intercourfe fubfiftkrg between the 
** fubjecls of aU nations ; to which 
" contracts and to private property 
** in general, the. pra&ice of war, 
* t among civilized ftates, has ever 
" had the moft, tender regard." 

Your petitioners Hkewife *vith 
pleafure reflect, that your Majefty, 
in the very beginning of your reign, 
gave a ftriking example of clemency 
upon the capture of Dominica, the 
inhabitants of whkh ifknd were fet- 
tled there, againft exprefs treaties, 
.unacknowledged by any fovereign, 
profeffing neutrality, yet exerciiing 
\hoftiiities againft your Majefty's fuo- 
5efts; and, when fummoncd to ful>- 
mit to yonr Majefty's arms, not only 
refufed to furrerakr, but, provoking 
an aiTault, were reduced (word in 
hand.— Yet, by your Majefty's wit- 
riom and generofity, the inhabitants 



of that iiland were preferred in the 
pofleflion of all their property. 

Your petitioners . do not conceive, 
that thofe defencelefs Dutch iflzndi 
were furprrfed, and taken poffeffion 
of, by your Majefty's arms for the 
fake of inglorious fpoil, but merely 
frith . a view to great political ob- 
jects in conducting the prefenthofti- 
ikies againft the combined enemies 
of Rritain, by depriving them, ia 
future, of the convenience and ad- 
vantage of thofe marts. They have 
pver considered Great-Jhitain as 
priding herfelf in ads of generofity 
and humanity, not le£s than inbrilr 
liant atchievments of valour in war: 
and they are confident, that your 
Majefty wiii not permit the Britim 
name to be ftained, by a departure 
from that line of conduct, which has 
hitherto fo peculiarly chara&erifed 
this nation, and her facrod regard tat 
the rights of mankind. 

They beg leave to repeat to your 
Majefty, that the confifcation of 
private property in thofe Dutch 
jflands would grievoufly aftecl many 
of your Majefty's. moft faithful and 
loyal fubjecls, who have tradedthes* 
under the fanction of our laws, or 
who are creditors of merchants in 
the faid rflands ; and, at the fame 
.time*, to ftate to your Majefty then* 
<apprehenfions, that fuch a meafure, 
fo far as it would injure the pro- 
- perty of the futye&s of the enemy, 
muft neceflarily tend to increafc the 
calamities of war, by exciting def- 
•perate refiftance, by exafperating 
our foes againft the trading inhabi- 
tants of thofe iflands which may 
hereafter be obliged to fubmit to 
their arms, and. by eftablifhing a 
predatory fyflem, deftru&ive- and 
ruinous la its coniequences to indi- 
viduals, and of no foHd benefit to 
the feveral ibites concerned. 
--. Your petitioners, therefore, do 
moft humbly, but fervently, 1 
. pray, that your Majefty will be 
gracioufiy pleafed to take thri 
t '- , premifes

THE order of the Court of Spain 
to his Excellency Admiral Cordova, 
dated Madrid the 31ft of December 
laft, by which the faid Admiral is 
directed how to proceed with refpeft 
to the Panifh flag. This order hav- 
ing been fo totally mifreprefented in 
the public prints, equally prejudi- 
cial to the Danifh navigation, and 
the trade of this country, that I am' 



particularly ordered to afTure the 
public, that the real intention of' 
the fame, is only to prevent (befides 
military ftores) fliip-timber, pitch, 
tar, rofin, copper in meets, fail- 
cloth, hemp, cordage, and gene- 
rally every thing which is ufech in 
the equipment of fliips. This order 
is, in fail, nothing but the contains 
of the convention pafTed the 15th of 
September Iaft between the courts 
of Great-Britain and Denmark. 
' It caufed alfo, that the court of 
Spain ifTued direcli6ns for fearching 
all Danifh fhips, and to make prizes 
of thofe where the above articles 
were found. 

As to every other innocent pro- 
perty, which migkt be either con- 
signed to, or belong to Britifh fub- 
je&s, the fame will hereafter, as 
before, pafs unmolested.

On Wednefday laft his Majefty's 
£kip Iris f Captain Dawfon, arrived 
with the following account of the 
proceedings of the army under Bri- 
gadier General Arnold: 

The fleet having been feparated 
oy a hard gale of wind, on the 26th 
and 27th of December, rejoined off 
the Capes of Virginia, and arrived 
in Hampton-Road on the 30th, ex- 
cept three tranfports and one armed 
veiTel, with upwards of 400 troops. 

On the 31ft of December, the 
troops were embarked in fmall vef- 
ijels and boats (part of which were 
captured on their arrival) and pro- 
ceeded up James River, with the 
Hope and Swift armed veiTels. On 
the 3,d of January* in the evening, 
the,y anchored at Flour de Hundred, 
about half a mile from Hood's Fort, 
which kept up a heavy fire from a 
battery of three \%\ and one 24 
pounder, and one brafs 8 inch how- 
itzer, which only killed one man. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Simcoe, with 
250 men, landed and took poffef- 
fion of the battery without oppofition, 



fpiked the iron guns* and brought 
off the howitzer. 

On the 4th, the fleet proceeded 
tn Weftove, about 140 miles from 
the Capes of Virginia, where the 
troops were immediately landed, and 
marched to Richmond, which they 
reached without oppofition ; the mi- 
litia that was collected, having every 
where fled on their approach. — From 
hence Lieutenant-Colonel Simcoe 
marched with a detachment of the 
army to Weftham, where the troops 
burnt and deftroyed one of the fineft 
foundries for cannon in America * 
and a large quantity of cannon, 
ftores, &c. as fpecified in the re- 
turn. 

General Arnold^ oa his. arrival at 
Richmond, found there large quan- 
tities of tobacco, fait, rum, fail cloth, 
and merchandize, and that part 
which was public property he de> 
ftroyed. 

The public ftores, &c. faid to be 
at Peteriburgh, being found, on en- 
quiry, not an object worth attention, 
the ihips onlv were fent up within 
flx miles of that place, from whence 
they brought off feme veffels, feveral 
( having 
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having been previoufly funk by the 
rebels. 

The troops having effected this 
fervice, inarched back with five very 
fine brafs field pieces, fix pounders, 
which they had taken, and arrived 
at Wefiover on the 7 th, having per- 
formed a inarch ot fixty-fix miles, 
through very heavy roads, and ex- 
ceffive rains, in three days, in an ene- 
my's country, where they were forae- 
times retarded for hours, by the de- 
ftrucHon of bridges, &c. 

The 8th, in the evening, Lieut. 
Colonel Simcoe, was detached with 
42 cavalry to Charles-City Court 
Houfe„ nine miles from Richmond, 
where, with his ufual addrefs, he 
furprifed about 200 of the enemy's 
cavalry and foot, killed about twenty 
and took eight prifoners, with the 
lofs of one man killed and three 
wounded; Captain Shanks^ of the 
Queen's Rangers, behaved on fhis* 
as on every other occafion, with great 
bravery. ,. 

Oil the 9th. the army was joined 
by the troops in the miffing tranf- 
ports > and on the 10th, the whole 
fell down the river to Flour de Hun- 
dred, where the General being in- 
formed there was a party of fix or 
eight hundred rebels, under the 
command of Baron Steuben, he 
landed with part of his troops r and 
fent Lieutenant Colonel Simcoe, 
with 30a men r ahout two miles to 
the. crofs toads, where the enemy 
were pofted ; Captain Hatch, who 
commanded the van guard, having 
with great gallantry drove in their 
picquet on tjjie main body. A very 
heavy fire from the rebels killed 
.three men T and wounded Captain 
Hatch, Enfign Sword, and about 20 
privates of the Loyal American Re- 
giment, whofe conduct on this occa~ 
fion does them great honour; they 
then charged the enemy with fuch 
.firmnefs and refolution, that they 
inftantly fled on all fides, and were 
purfued about two miles, but the 



darknefs of^the night, badnefs ojf th« 

roads, and a heavy mower of rain fal- 
ling about the time, put an end to 
the purfuit* On their return,* 3 
pieces of heavy, and fome light can- 
non, with a quantity of ftores, &c. 
taken from the enemy* were put on ' 
board, and the troops- embarked at 
four next morning; on the nth, 
fell' down the river; taking fome 
fibres, &c. on their way: they, on 
the 1 4th, anchored at Harding's 
Ferry; the troops, horfes, artillery,, ' 
. &c. were landed, and, on the 15th, 
the army marched to Smithfield, on- 
Pagan Creek, feventeen miles fronx 
thence, where a quantity of provi- 
fion, &c were collected. 

On the 16th, Lieutenant Colonel 
Simcoe, with 200 men, was detached* 
to Mackay's Mills, three miles from 
Smithfield, to diflodge about 200 of 
the enemy, who had taken poll there,, 
and who fled upon his approach. 
Major Gordon was at the fame time 
thrown over the creek to cutoiFtheitf 
retreat, but they took the woods. 
On the 18th the army moved! to> 
Sk epy Hole, on Nanfernond River, 
which Lieut. Col. Simcoe pafled with 
200 men, and at two o'clock in the 
morning the army began to crofs the 
Ferry ; they were all over by eleven, 
and marched fifteen miles. When 
they were within five miles of Porti^ 
mouth, Lieut* Col. Simcoe was de- 
tached thither, and arrived at ten 
the next morning, time enough tc» 
prevent the town from being burnt, 
as threatened by the Rebels, and on 
the 20th, inthe morning, the whole 
army, to the great joy of the inhabi- 
tants, marched into Portfmouth, in 
good health and high fpirits> , 

General _ Arnold acknowledges 
having received every afliftance frQm 
Commodore Symmonds, who cohv ^ 
xnands the fleet, and fpeaks in the 
highefl terms of the behaviour of the 
oihcers^aad men of the rvavy au<^ 
army. '\ * '

Intelligence from the Southward. 

By authentic' advices we le^m, 
that General Morgan collected near 
one hundred pifoners, by parties fenf 
out for the purpoft, after the ac- 
count he gave in bis letter to Ge* 
neral Green, dated the 19th of (Ja- 
nuary Jaft. That upon receiving the 
news of Col. Tarletcm's defeat, Lord 
Cornwallis marched with his army 
in purfuit of the light infantry and 
prifoners. As foon as General 
Green was informed of the move- 
ment of Lord Cornwallis, he put the 
army in motion on Pedee, and tear- 
ing 
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k$ it under the command of Ge- 
neral Huger, fetout to join. the Light 
infantry,: ia order to colled the mi- 
litia and embarrafs the enemy, until 
he» could e#ec"fc a jun&ion of his 
forces. General Morgan after his 
attack on ,Col. Tarletorf, had rery 
judicioufly made forced marches up 
into the country, and happily crofled 
the Catawba the evening before a 
great rain, which, fuelled the river to 
Juch a -degree, as prevented the ene- 
my frvoi croffiag for fcverai -days, 
during which time the prifoocra were* 
got over the Yadkin, and on their 
march toDaji river, which they paf- 
led, and o& the 14th of this month 
had reached Bedford Court Houfe, 
in the State of Virginia. 

General Green, on the latter end 
of January, arrived at ihe light in- 
fantry camp at Sherard's Ford, on 
the Catawba* The enemy were a 
little lower down the river at M'Cow^ 
an'a Ford, and the river was Ail] fo 
high that they could not crofs. 
.They had destroyed their waggons 
and equipped themfelves completely 
as light infantry. Their force eon* 
filled of between 1500 and 3000 
troops, including near 300 dragoons, 
and their mounted infantry. On 
the full of February they crofted at 
M'Cowan's Ford, GeneVal Davidfo* 
.with a party of militia, was polled 
there iq order to oppofe their crofs- 
ing, but he falling by the firll dif- 
charge, the enemy made good their 
landing, and the militia retreated. 

A place of rendezvous was appoint- 
ed for the militia to collect at, who 
were potfed 'at the different Fords up 
and dawn the river. Part of them 
halted about feveti miles (hort of the 
place of rendezvous, and were over- 
taken by Tarieton and difperfed. 
General Green waited 'that night at 
the place appointed,- but finding the 
militia did not collect, the light in- 
fantry next morning continued' their 
inarch to Saliibury, and crofted the 
*yadkiu«* Before they had got over 



ail the baggage and (lores the enemy; 
approached, and there was a preuy 
fmart fkirmifh between a part of our 
riflemen and the advance of the ene- 
my near the Ford. The boats be- 
ing fee u red, and the river continaing 
high from the late rains, the enemy 
were for fome time ftopped ia their 
purfuit. — Heavy rains, deep creeks, 
and bad roads as well as delays for 
want of provifions and other caafes. 
prevented our forming a jim&ion as 
fpon as was expected. General Green 
therefore, fearing the river m^ght fall 
fo as to be fordable, ordered the army 
to file off to Guildford Court Hoafe,- 
where part of them arrived on the 
evening of the 6 ^h, and the reifc were 
expected to Be in on the 9th. Ths 
enemy finding they could not pafs ao 
the Trading Ford, near Salisbury; 
marched u-p the fouth fide of the* 
Yadkin, and on the night of the 7th 
croiled at the Shallow Kord.and had 
on the 9th advanced towards Salem, 
one of the Moravian towns, within 
25 or 30 miles of Guildford Coarc 
Houfe. 

Thefe rapid movements having 
prevented the junction of the militia, 
General Greet ordered the (tores and 
heavy baggage to be removed to 
Prince Edward Court Houfe, in the 
State of Virginia, and having form- 
ed a light army, compofed of the 
cavalry of the firft y and third regi- 
ments, Lieutenant-Coionel Lee's le- 
gion, a detachment of light Infantry 
tinder Col. Howard, and fome *l**v 
Virginia riflemen, makmg in tfio 
whole 700, ordered t^em with the 
militia to harrafs the enemy in their 
advance, and check their prog^efs, 
while he with the reft of the army 
crofTed the Roanoke. In the mean 
time General Sumpter was ordered 
to collect the militia in the uppe* 
part of South Carolina, and General 
Pickens had orders to take the com- 
mand of the men in arms in the 
rear of the enemy. Such was the 
Situation of the two armies at the 
J J date 
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date of the Iaft difpatehes, which was 
the i6th of this month. 

Extraft of a letter from Major Ge- 
neral Green, dated at Sherrard'a Fort, 
on the Catawba river, January 31, 
1781, 4t I have received intelli- 
gence that 400 troops have failed 
from Charles- town for Wilmington, 
in North-Carolina. 

Extract of a letter from Col. Dray- 
ton to Major General Green, dated 
Feb. a, 1781. " On Monday even- 
ing the 13th ult. the enemy's fleet 
appeared off. On Tuesday part got 
in, and on Thursday following th« 
whole of them reached the firft flats. 
The inhabitants of Wilmington then 
keld a cohfultation on the propriety 
of meeting their foes with a flag, and 
Concluded on it* In cenfequence, 
they infifted on Col. Young, who 
commanded the militia, to withdraw 
the few he had (not more than 50) 
and leave the town to make their 
own terms. This* he did, and on 
Saturday a flag was fent, with an 
offer to furrender as prifoncrsof war 
until exchanged. This the Britiih 
tnfwered, by taking pofleflion of the 
town with two galhes, and about 203 
infantry, on Monday fhe 9th, at 12 
o'clock. 

The Uft 
advices from Carolina lay, that Lord 
Cornwallis having diverted himfelf 
of his. heavy baggage, and collected 
his troops togeiner, had, by rapid 
mrarche^ penetrated far back into

Thefe fpirited loyali/ts made three 
attempts to effect the bufinefs pointed 
out to them. In the firft, the wea- 
ther obliged, them to return to the 
Neck without landing.— Their fe* 
cond attempt was on the 28 th ult. 
when contrary winds and bad wea- 
ther again prevented the Gen. Wolfe 
(an armed fchooner furnifhed by bis 
Excellency the Commander in Chief, 
for the ufe of the board) from eroding 
the Sound, Captain Hubbel then 
marned four whale-boats, and pro- 
ceeded to Compo, in Connecticut, 
where the party landed, and being 
fired upon from two guard-houfes, 
the rebels were immediately driven 
from them, and the guard-houfe* 
burnt. 

By this time the alarm guns were 
fired, and the militia muitered to the 
number of 300, as the loyalifta were 
well informed, and therefore it was 
thought bell to retire to their boats ; 
in which they proceeded to Five 
Mile River, where they again land- 
ed, and marched fome dinance into 
the country, but the beacons being 
lighted, and the militia cvtry where 
collected, Captain Hubbel drew off 
his men, and returned to Long-?

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On tne morning of the 4th inftant, 
tfhe party were embarked on board

After effecting this bufinefs and 
collecting a few fheep, they returned 
to their boats, and proceeded tp Rou- 
ton River, and again landed about 
fun-rife, and marched into tfce coun- 
try to a rebel guard-houfe, which they 
burned, and alfo deftroyed a fait- 
work, and collected fome cattle, but 
finding the rebels embodying again ft 
them, they retreated to their boats, 
being fired at by the rebels, and 
landed in one of the Nor walk Iflands, 
where they expected the Gen W6lfe 
wonld have joined them, bat being 
difappointed they, were obliged to. 
pafs the night on the ifland; about 
break of day they difcovered a large 
barge and three whale-boats, full 
manned with continentals and militia, 
rowing towards them f but on being 
challenged by the loyalifts, they 
turned and landed on an i$and within 
a few rods of the one occupied by 
Captain Hubbel, and began a heavy 
fire on the loyaKfts and their boats, 
which were turned up on the fhore 
to (belter the men during the night. 
In the face of this fire they, however, 
launched their boats and effe&ecj 
their retreat without any lofs or da- 
mage, except a few fhot holes through 
^heir boats.

acquisition of the two Dutch colonies 
of Demerary and Iffequibo, upon 
the Spanifh main ; aad although 
thofe colonies had furrendered upon 
the fuppofed terms given to St. 
Euftatius, yet Gen. Vaughan and 
aiyfelf thought they ought to be put 
quite on a different footing, and 
not treated as an iiland, wiiofe in- 
habitants, though belonging to a 
ftate, who by public treaty was 
bound to affift Great Britain again ft 
her avowed enemies, had neverthelefs 
openly aflifled her public enemy, and 
the rebels to her ftate, with every 
neceflary and implement of war and 
provifions, perfidioufly breaking the 
trearies they had fworn to maintain : 

We, therefore, to cafe the minds 
of the inhabitants of thofe colonies, 
and to enable them to experience 
the happinefs and fccurity of Britifh 
government, difpatcHed their depu- 
ties back with the enclofed terms, 
which we flatter ourfelves will meet 
with his Majefly's royal approbation. 

Great merit is due to General 
Cunningham, Governorof Barbadoes, 
who fent a fummons by Capt. Pender, 
of his Majefly's floop Barbuda, and 
the Surprize, Capt. Day, who I had 
ordered to be Rationed off that coaft, 
in order to blockade thofe rivers. 

Inclofed I have the honour to fend 
their Lord ihips an account of the 
prefetvt infant produce of the colonies 
of Demerary and Iftcqurbo, as given 
ape by the gentlemen fent as deputies 
tfr General Vaughan and myfelf. 

Thefe colonies, in the hands of 
Great Britain, if properly encouraged, 
in a few years will employ more fhipfr, 
and produce more revenue to the 
-Crown, than air the Britifh Weil 
India iilands united. 

P. S. The Dutch fhips feized by 
the privateers at Demerary are droits 
to the Admiralty, the privateers 
laving no commiflion to take item*

Captain Balfour arrived this morn % 
ing with difpatches from Vice- Admi- 
ral Arburthnot, Commander in Chief 
of his Majefty's fhips in North Ame- 
rica, to Mr. Stephens, of which tjbe 
following are copy and extract - ? 
Copy of a letter from Vice- Admiral 
Arburthnot to Mr. Ste- 
phens, dated Royal Oak, in Lynne- 
ba<ven Bay, March zo, 17^1 . 
My letter of the 15th- ult. by the 
Mercury Pacquet will have acquaint* 
ed their Lordihips with the lofs of" 
the Culloden, and diftnafture of the 
Bedford, in a gale of wind on the 
23d of January, at the eaft end of 
Long Ifland, and of the abfence of 
the America, which at that time was 
driven to fea, but returned without 
damage On the 8th ult. 

In the mean while every poflible 
exertion was made to get the lower 
mafts out of the Culloden, for the" 
Bedford s but the weather Was to 
exceedingly fevere and tempeftous, 
that it was not effected until the lit 
iuftant. 
The enemy deriving- courage and* 
, confidence from thefe misfortunes, 
at onetime, during- the abfence' of 
the America, and beKeying thac the 
Bedford was alfo loft*, meditated an 
attack upon us, which however they 
laid afide, after their emiflaries had 

recon- 
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jeconnitredour pofitionjn Gardiner's 

/%ay. 
^ An attempt was next made againft 
pur naval for.ce employed to co-ope- 
rate with Brigadier^General Arnold 
in Virginia., I. received early intima- 
tion of their intentions, and accordr 
ingly put thefe officers upon their 
guard. This was to have been exe- 
cuted by the Eveille, a coppered 64, 
and two frigates which failed from 
Rhode Iflaad on the 8th of February $ 
J>ut finding it impoflible to fucceed 
in that quarter, left j ton the 19th 
following. 

I had, on the communication of 
this intelligence, difpatched the 
Charleilown to Carolina,, to order 
the Chatham (of whofe arrival I had 
been informed) with the Roebuck, 
komulus, and fome frigates, to pro- 
teed to Virginia, and endeavour to 
cut off their return ; which, however, 
was rendered abortive by the fliort- 
nefs of their itay. I am fctfry to add, 
that they fell in with and captured 
the Romulus on their pafTage back 
"off the Capes of Virginia, as me was 
proceeding thither from Charleilown 
to relieve the Charon ; having failed, 
in confequence of a prior engage- 
ment, before the Charleilown could 
reach her. 

It was now necefTary, from the 
difcontents in the Rebel army, and 
among the minds of the people, ux 
attempt fomething to revive a droop- 
ing caufe; the danger of Virginia 
from the enterprizing fpirit of Briga- 
dier-General Arnold, ha4 he been 
itrengthened, .which was likely to 
happen, mult become imminent; the 
plan therefore adopted by the Rebels 
and their Allies, was by a combined 
operation to attack him, and, by re- 
ducing him and his detachment, to 
fet at liberty the* whole force of the 
Southern Provinces, to act againit 
'Lord Cornwallis in Carolina. The 
parties from Mr. Waihington's army, 
tinder the Marquis de Fayette, were 
to proceed down the Elk by the way 



Maryland; whiltf a large body of 
Virginian Militia, under a Mr. Nel- 
fon in this colony, were collecting 
to attack him in concert with the 
French troops, commanded by the 
Count de Rochambault. I had the 
honour to give information of thefe 
defigns to Sir Henry Clinton at New 
York; and as my intelligence from 
Rhode Iiland was frequently and ac- 
curately repeated, theobjefts for the 
fervice of the fquadron became clear 
and open to my view. 

The feafon the enemy chofe to ex- 
ecute this meafure was while the Bed. 
ford was remafting. The lower mails 
of the Culioden having been brought 
into Gardiner's Bay, ihe hauled a- 
longfide the London* arid got them 
in on the $th iuft. and was complete- 
ly rigged and ready for fea the 9th; 

The enemy, I prefume, were very 
foon apprized of the Bedford being 
entirely {tripped, and conceiving thi» 
work would take up a conftderable 
time, began to embark troops on the 
5th: By the 8th near 2000 of their 
troops were put on board the fqua- 
dron, which had been previoufly pre- 
pared in other refpe&s, and pumed 
to fea with a ftrong eafterly gale the 
evening of the fame day. 

On the 9th the whole oF his Ma- 
)efty's fquadron under my command, 
fell down to the entrance of Gardi- 
ner's- Bay i and the next morning, 
juil before I weighed, I received 
corroborative information from Sir 
Henry Clinton, that very fionfide- 
rable detachments were fending to 
the fouthwpii from Mr. Warning, 
ton's army ; but his Excellency did 
not appear to have any immediate 
idea of reinforcing Brigadier-Gene- 
ral Arnold with troops. Supposing, 
however, that he might afterwards 
judge it necefTary, as his fituation 
would become extremely critical, I 
direaed. Captain Hudfon, of the 
Richmond, the fenior officer at Newr 
York, to take his Excellency's fend- 
ments on the fubjea; and, ihould 

. it 
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it be deemed' proper, tQ take under 
his convoy the troops that might be 
fent to aid thofe already employed in 
Virginia ; but, fhould his Excellency 
think fuch relief unnecefTary, he was 
to join me off the Chefeapeak with 
the Richmond, Orpheus, and any 
others of his Majefty's (hips that 
might arrive at New- York in the in- 
terim. 

On the K>th I cleared the coaft of 
Long Ifland with the fquadron, and 
proceeded to the fouthward as expe* 
ditioofly as pofiible, in the hope of 
being able to fight the enemy before 
their entry to the Chefeapeak, or, 
if practicable, to attack them there. 

On the 1 5th, in lat. 39 : 30 north, 
within- a few leagues of the coaft, I 
fpoke with a veflel from London for 
New-York, which had feen the 
French (cruadron the day before, a 
degree to Lfce fouthward, confifting 
of .eight fail of large (hips, three fri- 
gates, and a tender. I parted from 
her the fame evening, and fteered 
fuch a courie as> would beft enable 
me to intercept it. 

The fame evening a gale from the 
N. W. was exceedingly favourable 
to the purfuit, and pufhed the fqua- 
dron on ; its violence, however, ap- 
pears by the event, to have equally 
retarded the enemy, which muft have 
lain to while it laited. 

On the r6th at fix A. M. the Iris 
made theTignal for diicovering five 
ftrange fail to the N. N. E. and foon 
afterwards hailed, that they were 
large mips tteering for the Capes of 
Virginia* and fuppofed to be diftant 
about three miles. I immediately 
concluded it mitft be the enemy I 
was in fearch of, and accordingly 
prepared the fquadron for battle, by 
forming the line a-head, a cable's 
length afunder, on a wind which 
was then freih, and proceeding to 7 
wards them with a prefs of fail : at 
this, time Cape Kenry bore S. W. 
by W. diftant about fourteen leagues, 
wind at Weft; the French bearing 
fen us N. N. £. the weather ,fo 



hazy, that the length of the Britifc 
line could fcarcely be difcerned. 

At a quarter of an hour after eight, 
A. M. the wind veered to N. W. by 
W. and foon after to N. by W. 
which gave the enemy the advantage 
of the weather-gage. About this 
time feveral of the enemy's fhips 
were difcovered to windward, ma- 
neuvering to form their line. 

At twenty-five minutes after eight, 
the Gaadulupe ranged up under oar 
lee, bringing the fame intelligence 
with that already given by the Iris, 
and was ordered to make foil, and 
endeavour to keep fight of the enemy. 
At thirty-five minutes after eight 
I directed the Iris by fignal to make 
fail a-head, and keep fight of the 
enemy, as the haze appeared to 
thicken. The Britifti line was, by 
this time, compleatly formed, and 
clofe hauled on the larboard tack. 

At twenty minutes after nine, the 
headmoft of the French fhips tacked, 
as did the reft in fucceffion, and 
formed the line on the (larboard tack. 
At thirty-five minutes after nine, 
the weather being very fqually, I 
formed the line a-head, at two cables 
length afunder. 

At a quarter of an hour after ten 
I made the fignal for the fquadron 
to tack, the headmoft and weather- 
moft firft, and gain the wind of the 
enemy. 

At a quarter of an hour after ele r 
ven, the headmoft of the French line 
tacked j but one of them having 
miffed ftays, the reft wore, and form- 
ed the line on the larboard tack. 

At forty minutes after eleven, I 
re-formed my line, at one cable's 
length afunder. 

At twelve o'clock, there being a 
profpect of my line reaching the ene- 
my, the whole of my line tacked by 
fignal, the van firft, and the leading 
fhip continuing to lead on the other 
tack. 

At ten o'clock the French fqua- 
dron having compleated their form 
in a line a-head, confifting of eight 
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two-deckers, bore E. by S. theBri- 
tifh line clofe-hauled, lteering E. S. 
E. wind at N. E. - 

At half an hour after one o'clock, 
the enemy being very apprehenfive 
of the danger and inconvenience of 1 
engaging to windward from the high 
fea that was running, and fqually 
weather, wore and formed their line 
to leeward of the Britifh line. 

At two o'clock, the van of my 
fquadron wore in the line, and in a 
few minutes the Robuft, which led 
the fleer, and afterwards behaved in 
the moft gallant manner, was warmly 
engaged with the van of the enemy. 
The mips in the van and center of 
the line were all engaged by half an 
hour paft two, and by three o'clock 
the French line were broke ; their 
fhips began foon after to wear, and 
to form their line again, with their 
head* to the fouth-eaft into the 
ocean. 

At twenty minutes after three, I 
wore and flood after them. I was 
forry to obferve the Robuft, Prudent 
and' Europe, which were the head- 
nioft mips, and received the whole of 
the enemy's fire at their rigging as 
they bore down, fo entirely difabled, 
and the London's main top-fail-yard 
being carried away, (the two firft 
unmanageable, laying with their 
heads from the enemy) as to be in- 
capable of purfuit, and of rendering 
the advantage we had gained decifive. 

At half after four the haze came 
on fo very thick; as entirely to in- 
tercept the enemy from my view, 
^he Medea joined me foon after, 
which I directed to follow, and ob- 
ferve the rout of the enemy, while I 
proceeded with the fquadron to the 
Chefapeak, in hope of intercepting 
them, mould they attempt to get in 
there. 

At feven o'clock 1 brought to with 
. the fquadron, to put the difabled 
mips in a fituation to execute thefe 
intentions. 

Next morning I made (ail, and 
the fame evening (the Robuft being 

•YOL« XI, 



towed by the America, and the Pru- 
dent by the Adamant) anchored with 
the whole fquadron about three lea- 
gues to the eaftward of Cape Charles, 
within Cape Henry: the evening 
after, the whole fquadron anchored 
in Lynne-haven Bay. 

I cannot but regret the early flight 
of the enemy prevented the aftion 
from becoming general. 

I have had a conference with Bri- 
gadier-general Arnold,' and find his 
force began to be prefTed for provi- 
sion, as well as by the formidable 
combination againft him. Fayette's 
continental detachment is blocked 
up at Annapolis, by his Majefty's 
(loops the Hope and General Monk. - 
The militia, difTaffeaed to the fer- 
vice, will fpeedily difperfe ; and the 
Count de Rochambeau muft feek 
another opportunity of vifiting Vir- 
ginia. The plan of the campaign 
is entirely difconcerted ; and I flat- 
ter myfelf thefe events will be pro- 
ductive of very folid advantages to 
his Majefty's fervice. 

I have detached frigates after the 
enemy, aad fhall put to fea imme- 
diately with the fquadron to follow 
their movements, and bring them, 
if poflible, to a fecond aftion. In 
this firft, they muft have loft great 
numbers of their men, though their 
rigging fufFered little to appearance. 

I have the honour to inclofe a re- 
turn of the killed and wounded, lift 
and difpofition of the fquadron, and 
line of battle. 

Captain Balfour, who is charged 
with the delivery of this letter, ferv- 
as a volunteer, for fix weeks, on 
board of the Royal Oak, and was 
with me in the day of aftion.

dated Royal Oak, in Lynne-haven 

Bay y March 30, 1781., 
In continuation of my letter of 
the 20th inftant, I have the honour 
to acquaint you, that I put to fca 
S s with 
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mand on the morning of the 24th, 
and fleered a courfe for the Dela- 
ware, where it was conceived likely 
the enemy might endeavour to take 
refuge ; but as the ftate of the wea- 
ther towards noon appeared to indi- 
cate a gale, which is generally ex- 
pected at this feafon, I judged it ad- 
vifeable to return to the Bay, where 
I anchored the fame evening. 

The next day, and the following, 
we had the wind from the northward, 
which, had we been at fea, mufl in- * 
evitably have crippled fome of our 
fhips, or driven me very confider- 
ub\j to the fouthward. 

On the 26th, a reinforcement of 
troops, in number about two thou- 
fand, commanded by Major General 
Philips, arrived from New York, un- 
der the efcort of Captain Hudfon, of 
the Richmond, with the mips and 
vefTels named in the margin*. At 
the fame time the Iris and Pearl, 
which had been detached to obferve 
the route of the enemy, returned 
without having difcovered them ; the 
former had fprung her main-mail in 
the late gale. 

The Medea was immediately dis- 
patched to reconnoitre the Dela- 
ware. 

The army under Major General 
Philips were immediately forwarded

Now, as the new additional duties, 
produced above 150,0001. and their 
produce mult be greatly encreafed, 
by the late new duties on account 
of their extenfion of trade, the dar- 
ling fcheme of Ireland, of equalizing 
their expences and their income, wijl 
not only be effected, but there will 
be fuch a furplus from their wife 
meafures of a land-tax, as to enable 
parliament to take off many taxes on 
fuch neceflaries of life, as more ime- 
cliately affeft the poor. 

Some of the public papers having 
mentioned that a land-tax would be 
propofed in Ireland, we are autho- 
rifed by a correfpondent, who was 
prefent in the Irifh parliament, when 
fuch a hint was dropped about fix 
years ago, that the matter was 
thought pregnant with much mif- 
chief; and in many refpe&s imprac- 
ticable.-^Firft, it was a dangerous 
innovation on lafoded property, as 
experience 1 teaches from the rapid 
progrefs, that fpecies of tax has made 
here; and Tecbndly it was deemed 
in many' parts impracticable, becaufe 
it would be impoffible to equalize 
the tax to the value of land, which, 
in fome parts, brought but one penny 
i>er acre, and ;ri others, let at 3I. 
per acre/ There are forrie thoufands 
of acres in Ireland, the fee fimple of 
which is not worth Eve fhillings an 
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acre. The only tax now in agita- 
tion is a tax on abfentees — a meafure 
propofed i and debated in the Irifh 
367,006 14 o houfe, during the vicegerency of 
■ EarlHarcourt, but which was nega- 

tived by a majority of three ; and 
that majority wat with difficulty pro- 
cured through the intereft of the 
Rockingham and Shelburne parties, 
as the eftates of thofe noblemen 
wduld feel the greateft part of the 
tax. This great matter is to be agi- 
tated in the next feffion, and will 
undoubtedly be carried by a great 
majority.

Whereas from a variety 

of caufes, the United States have 

not been able to comply with their 

engagements heretofore made to the 

officers and private men of the Penn- 

fylvania line, which hath occafioned 

great injury to thofe troops, to whofe 

virtuous exertions America is much 

indebted. 

Sett. 2. Be it therefore enacted, 
and it is hereby enacted, by the re- 
prefentatives of the freemen of the 
Commonwealth of Philadelphia, in 
General Aflembly met, and by the 
authority of the fame, That. the Su- 
preme Executive Council be, and 
they are hereby authoriftd and di- 
rected to appoint three auditors, to 
fettle the depreciation of the pay. 
accounts of all the officers and pri- 
vate men of the Pennfylvania line, 
from the firft day of January, one 
thonfand feven hundred and feventy- 
feven, to the firilday of Auguft, one 
thoufand feven hundred and eighty; 
and the faid auditors, or any two of 
them, are hereby imjpowered and di- 
rected, to eflimate in fpecie, all fums 
of continental money received by the 
Cud officers and private men, on ac- 
count of their pay, within the period 
aforefaid, agreeable to a fale of de- 
preciation, herein after menuoasd 
And contained. 



Seel. j. And be it further enacted

Having therefore no means 
of ascertaining whether the Admiral 
was gone to the Chefapeak or no, 
or whether he had even failed from 
Gardiner's Bay, or whether the 
whole or any part of the French fleet 
had moved from Rhode Ifiand to the 
Chefapeak, I thought it right to fub- 
mit to Captain Hudfon the propriety 
of Haying a little longer, in expec- 
tation of this matter being cleared 
up, either by the Admiral's appear- 
ance off the Hook, or at leaft a mef- 
fage from him declaratory of his in- 
tentions, as during pur prefent. un- 
certainty, I did not think it advife- 
able to let the troops go, before I 
heard again from the Admiral, with 
which he was fo obliging to ac- 
quiefce. 

I immediately after this wrote a- 
gain to the Admiral, informing him 
that the expedition to th« Chefapeak 
only waited for his orders ; and ear r 
neflly requefling that he would, with- 
out lofs of time, favour me with his 
pofitive advice rtfpe&ing this very fe- 
rioui and inter efting fubje3 ; becaufe, 
ai long as I had realbn, from this in- 
formation, to fuppofe that part of 
the French fleet were gone to the 
Chefapeak, I could not think of Hik- 
ing fuch 4 corps of troops under the 
convoy o£only two frigates, unlefs I 
was aflured that he was in a fituatiou 
to cover them. 

' March 1 1 . Soon after this letter 
was difpatched, information arrived 
fromBrigadier-General Arnold, dated 
the 8th, that the Chefapeak was en- 
tirely clear of a French naval force. 
By which, being perfuaded that the 
report of one having failed thither 

• bom 
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from Rhode-Ifland on the 37th ulti- 
mo, was not founded, I did not he- 
fitate a moment to give it to Captain 
Hudfon, as my opinion, that the 
expedition mould fail, without lofs 
of time, under the convoy the Ad- 
miral had allotted it ; fuggefting 
to him, at the fame time, whether 
he had not better take with him all 
the King's mips now here, or which 
he might fall in with on his paffage. 
I was- alfo more ftrongly confirmed 
in this opinion by a letter I receive9 
from the Admiral, dated the 8th, 
informing me, " That in confe-

March 14. This day a letter, 
dated the nth, at fea, was brought 
to me from the Admiral by the Ha- 
lifax floop of war. Captain Bowers, 
who fortunately fell in with him off 
Montack Point, the 10th inftant: 
In addition to what the Admiral fays, 
Captain Bowers informs me, that the 
whole French fleet failed from New- 
' port on the &th inftant. I am not 
without hopes, that, as the Admiral 
is clear of all incumbrance, notwith- 
ftanding they had two days ftart of 
hira, he will overtake them before 
they get the length of the Chefapeak, 
fhould that be /va /(y their deftination. 
But, mould" the Vice-Admiral be fb 
fortunate to overtake the French fleet 
before they reacli the Chefapeak, I 
have every hope of his fuccej^/vrfiich 
fo fine a fleet, and the abilities of its 
Commander, can give me. 

: From Brigadier-General Arnold's 
letters to me, yourLordlhip will per- 
ceive he is under no a^prehenfioos 
of any fudden misfortunc|: and, 
with icfpect to the rebel troops 
rfiarched to the Southward under 
Fayette, I have no doubt their pro- 
gvefc (at leall by water) will be im- 



peded, if the officer 'commanding the 
Xing'* fhips in the Chefapeak lias 
availed himfelf of the information I 
have fent him ; nor do I think they 
can arrive near our pofts before the 
20th at fooneft, Tfce reinforcement 
under Genera* Phillips ^aits only for 
a wind to go to fea. I wifti it could 
have been ftronger, but I have not 
another tranfport left: thofe fent 
to Virginia with General Arnold re- 
maining ftill there, I fuppofe for want 
of convoy to bring them back. 

The beft information which my 
late letters from the Southward, and 
intelligence from the rebel country,

Cbarleflonvn, March 24. 

By the inclofed letter to the Com- 
mander in Chief, your Lordfhip will 
fee with what ,aftonifhing rapidity the 
afmy under Lord Cornwallis ad- 
vanced through North Carolina,, and 
penetrated to the remoteft extremities 
of that province, on the banks of the 
Dan : the greater part of thefe ac- 
counts, I nave now the honour to 
inform your Lordfhip, are verified by 
dispatches of the 2 1 ft ult. 5th and 8th 
inftant, this day received from Earl 
Cornwallis, through Lord Rawdon, 
and which enable me to communi- 
cate to your Lordfhip the further ope- 
rations and fuccefTes of his Majefty's 
arms in thefe parts. 

Lord Cornwallis's unremitting ex- 
ertions were fuch, as precluded Ge- 
neral Green's being joined by any 
confiderable body of the militia, and 
forced him for a while to retire into 
Virginia, where his army have gain- 
ed fome fmall reinforcements. 

Having accomplished this, Lord 
Cornwallis moved to Hillfborough, 
in order to erect the royal ftandard 
iHhe, refrefh his troops, greathr fa-

tlgued by uncommon fliarches, and 
afford fuch fupport to the diftreifed 
friends of Government, as might en* 
able them to make head, and main- 
tain the King's caufe againft their 
enemies. 

To fruftrate obje&s fo erfential, 
cdlled naturally for every effort from 
Gfeneral Green, who therefore re- 
crofled the l)an, and, by his light 
corps, attempted to hinder the af- 
fembling of our friends between Deep 
arid Haw Rivers ; but, in this endea- 
vour, they were impeded by Lieute- 
nant-colonel Tarleton, who, on the 
2d inftant, fell in with a Confiderable 
body of thofe troops, of which ninety 
were killed in the field, and many 
others in the purfuit ; and 1 am truly 
happy to add, with fcarcely any loft 
on our fide- 

^ At this time General Green, with 
his army, was in thofe parts of Guild- 
ford county r fouth of Reedy Fork, 
when Lord Cornwallis found it ne- 
ceiTary to crofs Haw River, in order 
to protect the loyalifts, whom Green, 
by his Ration, ftrove to check ; but on 
a corps of fix hundred of his militia 
being forced by Lord Cornwallis to 
retire with precipitation, General 
Green marched without delay for th« , 
iron works on Troublefome Creek, 
■ which being to the northward, as 
your Lordfhip knows, of Reedy 
Fork, on which the King's army was 
moving, indicates, either the view of 
meeting his reinforcements, or an 
intention of retiring a fecond time 
into Virginia. However Lord Corn- 
wallis has, at prefent, no defign, as 
I apprehend from his letters, of pur-* 
fuing him on that route, as his army 
is in the gieateft want of the fup- 
plies which have been long waiting 
for it in Cape Fear River, and which 
he will receive on his communicat- 
ing with Crafs Creek, which he 
means to do, after palling through 
Guildford county, and favouring in, 
his way the exertions of our friends, 
to free themfelves from their late op* 
preffions and perfecutions.

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By his Lordfhip's letters I learn, 
reinforcementsffromPennfylvaniaand 
Virginia are daily expected by the 
rebel army ; and I raufl further beg 
leave to inform your Lordfhip of 
the exertions of the enemy to raife a 
focce in 'this province; either, as I 
apprehend, with a view to diftrefs us, 
by frequent interruption of the com- 
munications, or on a more enlarged 
idea, if greatly.fuccefsful, of drawing 
back Lord Cornwallis*S attention to 
the more immediate protection of 
South Carolina.

Copy of a letter from .Lieutenant-colonel 

Balfov* to Sir Hen. Clinton. 

Charleftv<wn> March 3, 1*78 1. 

Sir, 

In my letter of the 24th ult. I had 

the honour to communicate to your 

Excellency the fituation of the Con- 

garees, and of its being invefted by 

a'force under Colonel Sumpter. . I 

have now the honour to inform you, 

that by the good conduct of Major 

Maxwell, of the Prince of Wales's 

regiment, the rebels were repulfed. 

in their attempts on thatpofh They 

next turned their views to Thomp- 

Ton's, and were there likewife de- 



feated with fome lofs. Sumpter then 
reconnoitred Nclfon's ; but finding 
it too ftrong, pafled the Santee five 
miles above that, where he was op- 
pofed by fome provincial light in- 
fantry under Lieutenant-colonel Wat- 
fon, and obliged to retreat, with the 
lofs of 18 killed, a few taken, and 
many horfas.. 

This aclion was brought on by 
Sumpter's having furrounded Lieu- 
tenant Cooper, with a fmall party of 
the light infantry^ on which oc- 
cafion Colonel Watfon mentions, - 
with high applaufe, the meritorious 
conduct and gallant refinance of 
that officer, and which I therefore 
think it my duty to communicate to 
your Excellency. 

Having yefterday received by an 
officer, who has been long a prifoner 
of war at Hillfborough, accounts of 
Lord Cornwallis's rapid advances into 
North Carolina; and wifbing, as 
they feem to me elTential, to giye 
your Excellency tl>e earlieft infor- 
mation of them, T have difpatched for 
this purpofe the Sandwich packet, 
which was retaken in the Chefapeak, 
and is now fit for fea. 

On the 10th of laft month it ap- 
pears GeneralGreene retired, on the 
approach of Lord Cornwallis, from 
Guildford Court-Houfe, where, it is 
faid, he had been previoufly joined 
by the corps under General Morgan. 

On the evening of the 1 2tlj he had 
reached the length of Moore's Plan^ 
, tation, on Country Line Creek, 15 
miles from the Dan, and £0 to the 
northward of Hillfborough j this he 
quitted- the fucceeding day, when the 
fame ground was taken up by the 
King's army. 

On the 12th I learn Gen v Greene 
had fent an exprefs to a Coloner Gun T 
by, the Rebel Commander at Hillf- 
borough, ordering him to forward to 
the army the baggage of the Mary- 
. land line, particularly fhoes, pf which 
they were 'in the tttmoft want : th^ 
was followed by 'another exprejs that 
evening, diredting the fajne to meet

oak) as he was fo clofely purfued 
and harraffed by Lord Cornwallis, as 
to be unable to meet it elfewhere. 

In this laft exprefs General Greene 
fignified to Colonel Gunby, that it 
had been his intentions to have pa/Ted 
the Dan River at Dixon's Ferry ; 
but the clofe preflure of Lord Corn- 
wallis had obliged him to change this 
route, and take that of Boyd's; where 
he was in hopes of finding the river 
fordable. 

At this time a belief was current 
at Hillfborough and in the country, 
that Lord Cornwallis .had detached 
a corps on the other fide the Dan, 
fomewhere near the lower Sawra town, 
to ihtercept the paffage of the rebels, 
either over that river or the Roan- " 
oak. 

And it is further confidently af- 
ferted, that for two or three days the 
armies were fo near each other, that 
frequent flurmimes pa/Ted between 
the rear guard of Greene's, and the 
advanced of Lord Cornwaliis's* 

As thefe particulars may eflentjally 
affect the corps under General Ar- 
nold, I have requefted a veffel mould 
be lent without delay to the Che- 
fapeak, and by her fhall tranfinit to 
that officer a copy of this letter to 
your Excellency, as I am apprehen- 
sive leaft his fituation at Portfmouth 
mould flop other channels of infor- 
mation,

Ah exprefs, difpatched by Lieu- 
tenant General Earl Cornwallis, ar- 
rived here this day with the letter" 
which I have the honour to enclofe. 
I have endeavoured to collect from 



the meiTenge'r (a guide whoias been ' 
long attendant on the army) fuch \ 
additional circumftances of this very I 
impprtant victory as I conceived might 
be in any degree fatisfaftory to yoor- 
Lordfhip : he cannot, however, af- » 
certain the lofs on either part, fur- . 
ther than that our's bore but a fmall 
proportion, efpecially in point of flain 
to that of the enemy. * He mentions 
that Brigadier-general O'Hara, Co-* 
lonel V/eb'fter, Lieutenant-Colonel ' 
Tarleton, and Lord Dunglafs, are 
among the wounded, but none of ^ 
them in any danger. Lord Corn- 
wallis moft happily efcaped unhurt, * 
althoughTiis Lordfhjp had two horfts 
mot under him in the action. The 
drfperfion of the enemy's army was 
compleat, and the flaughter very con- 
siderable. 

Your Lofdfhip may probably ex- 
pect, that, as circumftanees have al- > 
lowed me the honour of writing to 
you, I mould not negleft tp. mention' 
the ftate of affairs in the diftrift 
which Lord Cornwallishas committed 
to my charge. Some daring but ill— 
firpported efforts have been made by 
Generals Sumpter, and Marion to 
excite infurrettion in that province. 
They have, failed in every attempt, 
and have been repeatedly routed By . 
our detachments ; but as every man 
in both their corps is mounted (part 
being armed with fwords as cavalry, 
and part with firelocks) they quickly 
re-affemble. The difficulty of get- 
ting proper appointments in Charlef- 
town, and the labour of tranfporting 
them through fuch a diftant and pre- 
carious communication, have p're r 
vented m'y being able to eftablilh a" 
cavalry fufficiently numerous to cope 
of themfelves with the force of either 
Sumpter or Marion. As the enemy 
have no baggage, pur infantry can 
rarely get up to them, and can nev$r 
force them to a decifive conteft in a t 
country penetrable in every part. As 
yet, therefore, we have not been able 
to crufti thefe invaders. Their en- 
terprizes, however, though very trou^- 

U u 2 biefbme'' /- 
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Mefome, arc not very fcrious ;■ and as 
tKeir profpe&s of fupport muft now 
abandon them, I hope that this petty 
warfare may foon expire of itfelf.

Mr Dpar Loap, 

General Greene having been very 
eonfiderably reinforced from Virginia 
by eighteen months men and mili- 
tia, and having collected all the mi- 
litia of this Province, advanced with 
an^army of about five or fix thoufand 
jfnen, and four fix-pounders, to this 
place, I attacked him on the 15 th, 
andj after a very /harp action, routed 
his army, and took his cannon. 
The great fatigue of the troops, the 
number of the wounded, and the 
want of provifions, prevented qut 

Jurfuing them beyond the Reedy 
ork. — Lieutenant- Colonel Stewart 
and Captain Goodrich of the guards, 
Lieutenant Robinfon of the 23d, 
Enfign Talbot of the 33d, Enfign 
Grant of the 71ft, and Lieutenant 
O'Hara of the artillery, are killed; 
Captain Schutz, of the guards, is mor- 
tally wounded ; no other officer in 
any danger. I ftiall fend my aid- 
de-camp Captain Broderick, as foon 
as poffible, to England, with the par- 
ticulars ; inthe mean time J beg you

Admiralty-office, My 10, 1781, 
Captain Reiad, of the Galatea fri- 
frigate, arrived on the 3d of May 
at Kinfale/fromCharlertown, Caro- 
lina, which place'Jhe left on the 30th 
•f March, and brings a letter from 
Capt. Barkley, of the Blonde, to Mr. 
Stephens, of which the following is 
a copy: *

Charltfttnun, March 26, 1781. 
Difpatches from Lord Cornwallis, 
dated Guildford, March 17, 1781, 
give the fulleft authority for inform- 
ing the public, that General Greene 
having been confiderably reinforced, 
andhis army amounting. to near Soco 
men,- he was induced to advance, 
with four fix-pounders, after Lord 
Cornwallis to Guildford ; when his 
Lordfhip having drawn him thus far, 
on the 1 jth inftant attacked the rebel 
army, and, after a (harp engagement, 
totally routed U, and took all their 
cannon, purfuing the flying remains 
to Reedy-Fork. 

On thisoccafion, Lieutenant-colo- 
nel StUart, and Captain Goodrich of 
the guards, Lieutenant O'Hara of 
the Royal Artillery, Lieutenant Ro- 
binfon of the 23d, Enfign Talbot 
of the 33d, and Enfign Grant of the 
7 lit, were killed; and Captain Schutz 
of the guards, mortally wounded: 
but no other officers dangeroufly. 

Thus far we are fanctioned by the . 
difpatches, which, being written on 
the field, contain not fo many parti- 
culars as we may look for in thofe 
fhortly expected; bat the reports * 
which accompany thefe, mention Ge- 
neral Greene's being wounded, and , 
. the enemy having loft 2000 men in 
this defeat; and alfo, that Brigadier- 
General O'Hara, Colonel Webfter, 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Tarleton, 
were flightly wounded. 

In confequence of fo fignal a fuc- 
cefs, numbers of the continentals, as 
well as militia, are daily joining the 
King's forees, and claiming their pro- 
tection.

Chartres, a prize taken by the fqua-. 
dron under the command of V ice- 
Admiral Darby, arrived laft eight 
with difpatches from the Vice- Ad- 
miral, dated off Cape Spariel the 
nth of April, giving an account of 
hrs being then fleering for Gibraltar, 
with a fair wind, and with his whole 
convoy for the relief of that garri- 
fon except one collier, which had 
parted company with him. 

The Vice- Admiral not finding any 
Spaniih fleet off Cape St* Vincent, 
or between that Cape and the Straits 
mouth, concluded that they had re* 
tired into the harbour of Cadiz*

You will be p'eafed to acquaint 
ray Lords CommifEoners of the Ad- 
miralty, that early on the morning 
of the nth intt. we faw three fail at 
a diilance from each other. I fent 
the Alexander, Foudroyant, and Mi* 
nerira, to chace. Capt. Fielding, 
who came up the nearefl Co (hem, 
faid they were three frigates, which 
made into Cadiz, where he counted 
. 33 fail of large fhips ; fix of them 
Jiad flags and diiiinguifhing pendants, 



with a number of /ball (hips and 
craft of all kinds. That evening we 
brought- to off Cape Spartel, when 
I difpatched the*Rite cutter with a 
letter to Gen, Elliot. The next day 
about noon, the convoy, with about 
four fhips of the line and fome fri- 
gates to protect them, anchored in 
and about Rofier Bay, in Gibraltar. 
I kept under fail with the reft of the 
fquadron. At dufk the Flora and 
Crefcent parted company with 13 fait 
for Minorca. As won as the fhips 
were fecured they began unloading 
the victuallers. The morning of the 
14th, finding the wind likely to con- 
tinue Weftcrly, and being deflrous 
of giving thegarrifonallthe a Alliance 
in my power during our flay, by fa- 
cilitating the unloading the victuallers, 
and protecting them from the enemy's 
gun-boats, I directed Sir John Rofs 
(who hoifled his flag on board the 
Alexander) to anchor with the other 
two-decked fhips of his division ia 
the road. 

The 19th I anchored with fome 
of the fhips to the Eaflward of Eu- 
ro pa Point, in order to fet up the 
r 'gging> and get off fome frefh water* 
The next morning, the 20th, the 
wind fprung up to the Eaflward, 
which being willing to avail myfelf 
of as foon as poflible, Sir John Rofs 
having unmoored the fhips in the 
road, I at nine made the fignal to 
weigh, notwithflanding which it was 
five o'clock in the evening before I 
could make fail, owing to the ufual 
delays on thofe occafions. 

Sir John Rofs has been indefati* 
gable in his attention to all points of 
this duty; and the Captains, both of 
the line of battle mips and frigates, 
have greatly exerted themfelves in 
their attacks upon the gun-boats. 
The Minerva and Monfieur have had 
feme men badly wounded, and the 
Nonfuch's mizen-maft fo much hurt 
that it was fhifted,

■■■ ' Heroes then arofe ;

I T is the high reward of thofe 
who have rifked their lives in ajuft 
and neceflary war, that their names 
aie fweet in the mouths of men., and 
every age (hall know their actions. 
I am happy in having it in my 
power, before a polite aflembly, to 
cxprefs what I think of thofe who 
have rifked their lives in the war of 
America. I know my abilities rife 
not to a level with fo great a fubjeft, 
but I leve the memory of the men ; 
and it is my hope, that the affe&ion 
which I feel, will be to me inftead of 
genius, and give me warm* words to 
'advance their praifes. ' 



I conceive it as the firft hdndnr of 
tfceft men, that before they engaged- 
in the war, they faw k to be }uft and 
neceftary. They were not the vaflals 
of a proud chieftain roufmg them, in 
barbarous times, by the blind im- 
pulse of attachment to his famiJjr, or 
engaging them to efpoufc his quarrel, 
by the rauuc and entertainments of 
his halJ. They were themfelves the 
chieftains of their own caufe, highly 
inftrucled in the na*ure*of it, and, 
from the belt principles of patriotism, 
refoJute in its defence. They bad 
heard the declaration of the court 
and p*r hment of Great Britain, 
claiming the authority of bindings 
them in all cafes whatsoever. They 
had examined this claim, and found 
it to be, as to its foundation, ground- 
lefs ; as to irs nature, tyrannical ; 
and as to its confequences, ruinous 
to the pea ,e and happinefs of both 
countries. On this clear apprehenfion 
and decided judgment of the caufe, 
afcertained by their own reafon, and 
collected from the befl writers, it was - 
the noble purpofe of their minds to 
itand forth and affert it, at the ex- 
pence of fortune, and the hazard of* 
their lives, 

Thefe brave me'n were not fbldiets 
by profeffion, bred to arms, and 
from a habit of military life attached' 
to it. They were men in the eafy 
walks of life ; mechanics of the city, 
merchants of the ccunting-houfc, 
youths engaged in literary ftudies, 
and hufbandmen, peaceful cultivators 
of the foil, Happy in the fociabilify * 
and converfation of the town, the 
fimplicity and innocence of the coun-* 
try village, the philofophic eafe of 
academic leifure, and the fweets of 
rural life, they wilhed- not a change'* 
of thefe fcenes of pleafure, for the 
dangers and calamities of war. It 
was the pure love of virtue and of 
freedom, burning bright within their 
minds, that alone could engage them 
to embark in the undertaking cf (o 
bcld and perilous a nature. 

Thefe 
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Thefe brave men were not unac- 
quainted with the circumftances of 
their fituation, and their unprepared 
flat* for war. Not a bayonet was 
anvilled out, not a fire-arm manu- 
factured, and icar'cely a charge for 
a fire-arm was in their pofleflion* 
No redoubt was caft up to fecurejhe 
city, no fort was erected to refift iiu 
vafion, no gun mounted on the deck 
of the veiTel, and no veflel launched , 
upon the flream. 

The power of Britain, on the other 
hand, was well known ; and by the 
lightning of her orators, in a thou- 
fand writings and harangues, had 
been thrown, in full force, upon 
their minds. They were taughtto 
believe her, (what indeed She was) 
old in arts and in arms, and en- 
riched with the fjpoils of a thoufand 
victories,, 'derived from the ancient 
captains and the heroes of hkr ifle. 
Embraced, by the ocean as her fa- 
vourite, her commerce wasextenfive, 
and fbe fent out her Ihips of war to 
every fea. Her thunder was heard 
in the JEait-Indies and the Weft^ an4 
no fort or battery on the dare had ; 
been proof to her aflault. Allud- 
ing in men, her armies were in ,fuU 
force; her fleets were compleatly 
manned; her difcipline was regular ; 
and the fpirit of 'her enterprize by 
fea and land, had, in moil cafes, in- 
fured he; fuccefs.

War has again arifen : , and 
it has been fought from fpring to 
autumn, and from autumn to the 
fpring, through the heats of fummer, 
aftd the inclemencies of winter, with 
unabated ardour, and the moft un- 
Ihaken pelfeverance. What tra& of 
country has not been marked with 
the veftiges of war t Whaj ground 
has not been cut with trenches? What 
hiH has not been covered with re- 
doubts? What plain has not been ' 
madfe the fcene of the engagement ? - 
What foil of the whole earth has not 
been fbwed with ball ? ^ 

Great, in the mean time, have 
teen the* labours of the foldier, 
marching to receive the enemy in 
every ftate : defifting from the march 
for a fhort night, he has flept with- 
out teat or covering, expofed to fum- 
mer rains and autumnal dews ; or in 
the folftitial month, he has built his 



hut on the bleak hills, hasoutwatcbed 
the cold ftars certtinelsof the winter 
fky. 

Thefe have been the toils of the 
heroes of our army ; but the brave 
men whom we this day more parti- 
cularly celebrate, have added more . 
than toils refuking from the calami- 
ties of life, even life itfelf. They

When 
they mean to drefs the hero with the 
faueft praties, they ihall iay he was 
gallant and dJltinguifhed in his early 
tail, as Warren ; ha was virtuous and 
prudent, anJ intrepid, as Montgo- 
mery ; he wan young, and faithful, 
and generous a^.Macpherfcn ; hefel! 
in the bold and refulute advance, like 
Haflei and like Mercer; be faw the 
honour which his valour had acquired, 
and fainted in the arms of vic-lory, 
like Harkimer ; having gallantly 
jepulfed the foe, he fell covered wj.di 
wounds, inhb old age, like Wo^ller. 
The flames of thefe brave men 
IhaU be read ; and the earth lhail be 
fenfible of happiness where their 
bodies. are depofi ted . H i ! Is of Uoiion , 
where the God of ajms gave uncom- 
mon valour to the patriot i Here the 
Mufes mallobferve the night, and 
hymn heroic acts, and trim their 
lighted lamps to the dawn of morn- 
ing; the little, babbling my flic brook, 
ilia 11 hear the melody, and, itealing 
wito a filver foot, Ihall tell it to tht;

I will felicitate America thro* all 
her plains, and on all her bending 
rivers : Rivers over whom did the 
{hade of filcncc brood, and rolling 
down, you had it not to tell of feati 
of valour to the Hftening groves. 
The Kennebec could nflt tell of an 
adventurous band which had ilemmed 
his current, and frim the cataract 
and the ridge uf hills, had advanced 
beyond his fource The great St. 
Lawrence could not tell of naval bat- 
tles which had been fought upon his 
lakes, or of enagements near his tide ; 
but moved filent, though majeftical, 
along the antient Huron, and Al- 
gonquin plains. The Hudfon could 
convey no account from the heights 
where the valiant Gates was fueeefs- 
ful ; Heights— where though the 
tombs of the enemy are chiefly feen, 
yet becaufe they were brave, I wilt 
admit you to renown, and cloche you 
with my praifes ; Even there fhall the 
foot of bards wander, and the mtife> 
ihall delight to dwell.

" nerous enemy I" For this peni- 
tential figh, and the juft tribute of 
thy praife, O Donop ! I will mix 
thee with the fame of heroes, and on 
thy memory drop a tear* 

But why drop a tear? I will lift 
my eyes to fairer profpefh, the woods, 
and the plains, and the rivers of 
America. Smile, O woods! exult, 
O plains! and be not infenfible, O 
rivers ! of the fame to which you are 
advanced. When you roll your wa- 
ters in the ocean, tell her that fhe 
wake not the heroes who fleep upon 
your banks ; chide her that fhe roll 
her billows foftly to the mores. Nay, 
chide her not ; for me herfelf has be- 
come partial to our fhores. The 
ocean has beheld the timber cut 
from the mountain, the veflel-rifmg 
on the flocks, launched upon the 
ilream, and maintaining an equal 
combat on the Britifh feas, with the 
fhip of fuperior force. The ocean 
has beheld the valour of our noble 
captains. When they have fallen, 
fhe has embraced their bodies, and 
has borne them to the rifing fprings 
and the green caves, concealed be- 
neath her furface. Ocean ! thou 
did ft embrace the body of the gallant 
Weeks, the intrepid Mugford, the 
adventurous Campbell: Ocean ! thou 
didft embrace the body of the noble 
Biddle. Why fhould the heroes be 
difturbed with ftorms ? Let thy How 
be calm over them: Soothe them on 
tby coral beds, and kifs them with 
thy waves. 

Having paid that refpeft to the 
memory of thefe men, which the an- 
nual return of this day demanded,' it 
* remains that we foothe the griefs of 
thofe who have been deprived of a 
father, bereaved of a fon, or who 
have loft a brother, a hufband, or a 
lover in the conteft. Fathers, whofe 
Tieroic fons have offered up their lives 
in the debate j it is yours to recoiled, 
that their lives were given them for 
the fervice of their country. They 



have paid the debt ; and they (hall 
be fenfible of joy, when, with you, 
in a ftate of nobler exigence, they 
fhall behold their names written on 
the jafper walls and pearl fhining 
gates of Heaven. The angel of A- 
merica (hall wrre, with his diamond 
point, the names of thofe who have 
fought at Cexington, at Bunker V 
hill, on the lake9 of Canada, at 
Three Rivers, and before Quebec : 
The names of thofe who have fought 
at Still-water, at Fort Stanwix, Fort 
Montgomery, Fort Washington ; at 
the German Flats, at Bennington, 
and on the heights adjacent to the 
heights of Saratoga : The names of 
thole who have fought at Trenton, 
at Princeton, at the Afh-fwamp, at 
the battle of Short-hiila, at Mon- 
mouth, and on every field of bold 
encounter, and fuccefsful attion on 
the pleafant farms and cultivated foil 
of Jerfey: The names of thofe who 
who have fought at Moore's Bridge 
in North-Carolina, at the Great 
bridge in Virginia, at Brandywinr, 
at German-town, on the Schuylkill, 
on the i Hands of the Delaware, and 
in every fcene of glorious aftion ia 
the ftate of Pennfylvania : The 
names of thofe who have fought in 
other dates, refitting the Briton un- 
equalled in cruelty ; the mercenary 
ofHefle, offirunfwick, ofWaldeck, 
of Anfpach, horrid in his inroad jj 
the Savage (fo called from his uncul- 
tivated ftate) armed with bis hatchet 
and his knife, and fierce in bis in- 
curfions on the weftern country ; the 
treafon- fraught American leagued in 
thoughts of hoftility with the foreign 
enemy. The Angel arrayed in his 
dazzling robes, mail write the names 
of tbofe in the languages of heaven f 
in all languages that are, that have 
been, or that fhall yet fpring from 
the ufe of men. They fhall be read 
by the feen, the fages, and the he- 
roes of the world. Daniel, who once 
read the hand-writing on the wall of 
Belihaazar : Cato, who, in bis oM 
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jrge, read the! Greek writings, for 
the fake of the noble worthies whofe 
lives are related in them: Csefar, 
though a tyrant, yet from the great- 
nefs of his mind, fhall admire our 
atchievements. 

Kings of Memphis, you fhall read 
the names of thofe, tho* your coun- 
tenances are dejected. The hiero- 
glyphics of yotfr greatnefs on the py. 
ramids built by you are defaced, but 
tbe names of tl^ofe {hall be read for 
ever. Montefauieu fhall read the 
names of thofe who have laid the 
foundations of " the confederate re- 
public," a government of which he 
djfeourfed as the bell model. Hamp- 
den fhall read the names of thofe, 
who have overcome, that tyranny 
which he early com batted. Newton, 
though his eye is chiefly fixed on the 
gjobes of light, yet as on earth he 
difdained nop to mark the aeras of the 
acts of mea, fo in heaven fhall he 
fometimes. drop his attention to the 
ilairy orbs, and fhall read the in- 
scription, ' Great fouls of the world 
in every period ! You fhall read the 
names of thofe cut in glorious capi- 
tals with the fair engraving of their 
actions. You fhall admire the ex- 
amples of that virtue which you know 
yourfeives to have pofTefTed, and 
which has brightly beamed forth in 
others. You fhall exult, and join- 
jog in the wide acclame of heaven, 
its arches fhall ring with an eulo- 
giam. . 

The names of thofe fhall be read 
more efpecialiy by the, early naviga- 
tors and the firfl difcoverers of Ame- . 
rica : The. great Columbus, who 
with heaven • (aught f&gacity and 
mighty reach of thought, conceived 
the apprehenfion of a continent to-r 
wards t(»e weft ; with unconquerable 
fortitude of mind explored the fea 
unknown, big with ftorms ; and with 
greatly merited fuccefs, attained thefe 
ffapres : Americo Vefputius the Flo- 
rentine, wfco from' the pleafing re- 
lation which he writ of his voyages, 



fubfequent to to the difcovery of Co- 
lumbus, was fortunate enough to give 
his name to this continent : Cabot, 
who coafted North-America from the 
bay of Mexico to the cold feas, where 
the icy mountains roll ; Raleigh, 
who firfl hailed the native of Guiana, 
and the native at the mouth of the 
Roanoque : You, mighty fouls, fhall 
behold the rifmg glory of the NEW 
WORLD, which you had difcovered: 
You fhall hail the independence of 
the States, and fhall read the names, 
of thofe who have afGfled to eflablifti 
them. 

The names of thofe fhall be read 
with equal admiration by the early 
fettlcrs of America : Men pious and 
virtuous, and fimple in their mode of 
life ; who hating tyranny, and lov- 
ing liberty civil and religious, quit- 
ted their native ifland, adventured 
on the ocean, penetrated to thefe 
fhores, and chofe a refidence at once 
the boundary and the object of their 
emigration : Men patient and labo- 
rious, who with induflry cut the tree 
from the mountain, fwept the foreft 
from the foil, erected habitations^ 
and changed the wildernefs to fields 
of paflure, v and to cultivated v allies ^ 
A refolute and bold band of brothers, 
who roufed the Terpen t in the brake,' 
the Indian, and the wild beaft, and' 
combatted the warrior of Europe, 
rendered hoftile becaufe of their con- 
nection with Britain, once fondly 
called the Mother-Country : An un- 
wearied, a vigilant, a dfeceafed, but 
immortal race of men, who, as hewn. 
pillars at the bottom of the building, 
have fupported the ftrength, and dig- 
nity, and riches, and renown of A- 
xnerica. Sky-inhabiting progenitors I 
you fhall read the exertions of thofe 
your immediate defendants, who 
have retributed to Britainfor the in- 
juries and oppreflions, and difdains 
you had received from her.< You 
fhall arrive amongft the multitude of 
nations, and kindreds and people, 
who fhall pore, with the affection of 
Xxz * love* 
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i lover for the name of his miftrefs, 
On the names infcribed by the angel/ 
The names of thofe (hail be read 
hy the nation, with whom we are 
united in alliance. France fhall'he* 
hbld the names of her own fons, who, 
with the fpeed and the pleafant breathy 
fjfthe vernal gales, over the Atlar/tic* 
wave, rufhed to our afliftance, They t 
have fallen, and we have plactd their 
bodies" with our own heroes, and their, 
fame in the wefte/n heavens, that it 
may remain to tell whAt we owe tO' 
the illurtrious Houfe of Bourbon/ 
prance! w-ith the laurels Acquired 
on our foil, thou haft planted fprigs 
of the cyprefs ; But let it not repent 
thee to have fhed thy blood in the 1 
noble caufe of America. In this thou ; 
haft crufhed the power of Britain, 
and become protect 6 r cf the rights' 
of men. What liar is that which *e ; 
behold amidft the conftellations of' 
the fta'tes? It is the fame of Louis; 
JCVl. lighted up for immortality. 
It (hall burn above the circle of the' 
night, and the wide fields of heaven J 
• fllall retain its Iuftre.' 
; The names of thofe brave rrlert of 
America, and the names of the fc-^ 
reigners who ha\e fought in the fame' 
£aufe, fhall be read on the walls, the 1 
gates, the columns, and the temples 
of the high heaven. Fathers! dif-' 
.mifs every fhade of grief, and let the' 
rays of immortal pleafure fpring with- 
in your minds/ You are happy in' 
paving been the parent of him who 
u written with the" heroes of his" 
country. 

\bons, whofe heroic fathers have, 
early left you, 'and* in the conflict', qf^ 
war, have mixed wi h. departed he-* 
rpes, be congratulated on the fair in-" 
hentance of fame which you are in- 
tiued to pofleia. If.it is at all law~ , 
ful to array our ft Ives in borrowed 
honour, iurely it is beft Jrawn from ; 
ihofc who havt.iidkd a diftlnguifhed.; 
part in the fervj.ee of theii country. ' 
If it is at all cpnfiilen.t vvith 'the feel- 
ings of philofophy and reajofi tp boait 



of lineal glory,- furely -It is moft afc 
lowa'ble in thofe who 'boaft' of it as 
flowing from truly patriot anceftors. 
We ftiall^defpife the uninftruaed 
mirid of that man who (hall obtrude 
upon pur ears the ideas* of a ^ain an- 
ceftraf'honour ; but we mail love the 
youth, and transfer to him 1 the reptt-' 
ta'tion of his father, who, when the' 
rich and haughty citizen {hall frown' ' 
upon him as ignbbly defended, ffiall 
only fay with modefty, ' " I had a 
father who has fallen in . the fervice' 
of his country.** £ 

Siflers of the youth' who have fal- 
len in Che conteft with the tyrant : he 
was yours in his eariy bloOnr, and in - 
his more' advanced 1 years : he was 
yours in the evening walk; at the 
morning "hour: in the fcenes of un- 
clouded happinefs: he was yours 
while he could be yours confiftent 
with the will of : heaven, that he 
fhould be ranked wrth' the herdes of 
his country.

- Sir, . 

Your Excellency, having done me 
t\# honour of mentioning your ret* 
ions for connTcating the property of 
rris Majelly's fubjects taken at Su 
Euftatius, I ihall be pardoned the li- 
berty I take of (u omitting to your 
confideration, fame ciixumihnces of 
wljich you are probably not apprized ; 
indeed it become* my duty to'do fo, 
when I fee a favourable opportunity 
of removing the hard opinion you 
entertain of the gentlemen for whom 
1 aft in this htt&ncis* . 



Your, Excellency is pleafed to obv 
ferve, that it was in the power pf 
men who call therafeJves Britilh fub- 
jedb and merchants, to lodge their 
eflfecls, with fafety, in the Windward 
J {lands. You will pardon my ob* 
fervation, that however proper this 
ftep might be, if a practicable one, 
it would be, in effect, a total renun- 
ciation of trade. The merchant, 
who is compelled to confult only the 
prefervation, and. not, the difpafaJ 
of his effects, ceafes to be any longer 
» merchant. 

All Europe and America know,, 
and acknowledge the juftice of your 
reflection on the trade of Britifh 
tnerechnts to the ifland of St. Eu- 
ftatius, from whence the King's ene- 
mies were fupplied, 

. Without attempting to lead your 
Excellency into any invejligation of 
a (yftcm of commerce, which, I nei- 
ther understand, nor pretend to ex* 
plain, I ftjall beexcufed in obferving 
that the nature and extent of that 
fyilcm, the privileges granted, and 
the reftridtions impofed, flew frond 
the legislature alone ; and it feems 
onje of the firii principles .of a great 
commercial nation, toknoW no limits 
to its trade, but what are impofed by 
the laws. Under this principle, and 
with the laws for their guide, British 
merchants have a£ied. They faw 
that the laws of their country did not 
forbid the trade to St. Euftatius. 
They faw that the officers of his Ma- 
jefty's cuftoms cleared out vcffels from 
the principal ports of Great-Britain 
and Ireland for St r Euftatius. They 
faw too, and were encouraged in their 
opinion* not of the legality only but 
even of the prqpriety of this -trade, 
by the conduct of his Majeily's naval 
officers in thefe feas* I mean not to 
offend, Sir, but criminated as thofe 
gentlemen are, it becomes me to fay 
on their behalf, that if the King's 
enemies were fupplied, by the trade 
of his fubjecls through St. Euftatius, 
they were likewifc fttppjied* tfrough 
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the fame channel, By the fait ofprixet 
captured by.hu Majefiy y s jbifs of<war* 
The tone fail is a* notorious as the 
other, and equally criminal; and 
though your Excellency may be of- 
fended with the freedom of my pen, 
J will add that it would not be amifs, 
if you were to make fome enquiry 
into the difpofal of a capita] armed 
ftup, captured at St. Martin's, in 
Auguft laft, by part of the fleet under 
your command, and into the amount 
of the debts owing from perfons in 
this ifland to the agents ot the fleet 
in Antigua and St. Chfiftopher, and 
how fuch debts accmed. 

The principle that every thing 
captured at St* Euftatius is Dutch, 
and therefore liable to confifcation, 
wilk be difputed before the tribunals 
to which it belongs to determine the 
queition 5 bat in the mean time, and 
before the diftrefs of the gentlemen 
for whom I aft, and their innumer- 
able commercial connections, be fur- 
ther aggravated, I entreat your Ex- 
cellency to be better informed ; and 
as a Britifh fubject can in no time, ■ 
place, or circumftance, diveft himfeif 
of the allegiance which he owes to 
his fovereign, fo in every fttuation, is 
he entitled to the protection of the 
laws ; to them he re forts for protec- 
tion; to them is he anfwerable for 
his conduct. 

I (hall be happy in receiving, your 
commands in this bufinefs, at your 
leifure, if I may "be informed when 
I may expect ta.;be honoured wich 
them, otherwise, I propofe failing for 
St. Ghriftopher r s this evening.

It is the peculiar happinefs of thofe 
who live under a Britifh conftitution, 
to be indulged with their own fenti- 
fiients in matters of religion, when 
thefe principles of religion are not in- 
compatible with, or fubverfive of the 
conftitution in Churc"h or State; and 
it is the peculiar happinefs of the 
Hebrew nation to fay, that their re^ 
ligion teaches peace, and obedience 
to the government under which they 
live ; and when civil diflenflons have 
threatened to fubvert the conftitution, 
the Hebrew nation have ever pre- 
ferved a peaceful demeanour, with 
true loyalty to the King, and a firm 
and fleady attachment to the laws and 
conftitution.

The mod recent and authentic let- 
ters from Sc. Euflatia of the 6th of 
March, jufl arrived, all agree in the 
ejcription of the mofl horrid con- 
duel of the Englifh conquerors of 
that fettlement. Their proceedings 
arc fuch, as ail other civilized na- 
tions would be afhamed to be guilty 
of. There is no feverity, according 
to thefe Tetters, that has not been al- 
ready inflicted by the Englifh com- 
manders upon the poor inhabitants. 
They called it clemency to abflain 
from fliedding blood wh*re no refin- 
ance was made, and thought that 
the inhabitants ought toefleem them- 
felves very happy that their Jives were 
fpared, though plundered of every 
thing, and reduced to the mofl 
wretched exigence. The depreda- 
tions went fo far, lhat even the Eng- 
lifh fubjects,who had connections with 
that ifland, have ' fallen victims to 
their rapacity. 

The merchants of St. Chriflopher 
have fent deputies to claim their ef- 
fects, feized in that ifland, and to re- 
pre fent to the Englifh commanders 
that they were authorifed by an Eng- 
lifh Act of Parliament to purchafe 
tobacco, &c. in the Dutch fettle- 
ments; but thefe remonftrances were 
rejected in the moft haughty manner ; 
the deputies had the epithets of rogues 
and fcouhdrels for their pains, and 
were given tp underftand that no re- 
gard would be paid to the above- 
mentioned act, but that their pro- 
perty, being found on an enemy's 
fhore, would be deemed lawful prizes. 
The merchants of St. Chriflopher in- 
tend to prefent a petition to the En- 
glifh Government in confequence of 
this * f but there is no likelihood of 
their obtaining any redrefs. Govern- 
ment has determined to keep all pri- 
vate property, under pretence that it 
belongs to fmugglers and thieves. 
All thofe who have had any ihare in 
the booty, will not relinquifh any 



part of their prey. They have even 
feized books and papers, in order 
that no perfon fhould efcape. They 
have fet up a kind of inquifition,. to 
whofe examination every one is o- 
bliged to fubmit, relative to their 
correfpondences. 

Judge by this of the melancholy 
fate of the inhabitants : this is only a 
fketch of the miferies they have been, 
and are flill the victims of. 

The Jews eftablifhcd in the 
ifland have been treated in a manner 
that cries for vengeance. They had 
notice to quit the ifland ; they were 
compelled to afTemble on a certain 
day, under pretence ofj embarking 
them ; they were then all driven in- 
to the Cuflom-houfe, where every 
one was unmercifully ftripped of his 
all. There was taken from them, 
about 8000 pounds flerling in fpecie. 
After this act of violence, they were 
told they might return to their habi- 
tations. 

Another letter from St. Euflatia, 
of the 6th of March, fays, " That 
Admiral Rodney has given orders to 
flrip the inhabitants of that ifland 
of all their money, which has been 
executed. ' This money has been 
carried on board his fhip. All the 
provifions and warlike flores have 
been depofited in magazines, and a 
guard placed over them, that nothing 
might be reflored to the inhabitants 
of the ifland." 



Petition for the Removal of Major- 

General Cunninghame. 
To the KING'S Mofl Excellent 
Majefly. 
Mofl Gracious Sovereign, 
W E, your Majefty's mofl loyal 
and dutiful fubjects, the members of 
the General AfTembly of this ifland, 
with hearts devoted to your Majefly's 
interefls, and the flrongefl attach- 
ment to your perfon and government, 
are contained, with grief and for- 
row, to fupplicate the gracious, in- 
terpofitioh of your Majefty's royal 
/ authority 
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authority, in protection of the rights 
and liberties of the inhabitants of 
this ifland, much affected and injur- 
ed by an order of the Governor and 
Council, made on the 20th day of 
September laft, eftablifhing new and 
oppreffive fees, to be paid to the Se- 
cretary of this ifland, for the ufe of 
the faid Governor, on all writs, or- 
ders, procefles, and papers, iflued 
by him, or in his name, in the courts 
of juftice, ordinary, council, as Com-' 
mander in Chief; and, in lhort, in 
all cafes and inftances whatever. An 
order fo extraordinary and unprece- 
dented, that no former Governor, 
or Commander in Chief, however 
arbitrary or rapacious, ever attempt- 
ed, in the moft flouriihing times of 
this once profperous jfland, to fet up 
fuch claims and pretentions. At this 
unhappy juncture, when your Ma- 
jelly's diftrefTed and afflicted people 
are ill able to bear the necefTary taxes, 
to impofe uppn them new. and illegal 
burdens and exactions, is the highefl 
cruelty : nor can the reprefentatives 
of your people, moft gracious fire, 
fee, without the deepeft concern, the 
facred-name and delegated authority 
of your Majelty proftituted to the 
mean and fordid purpofe of railing a 
revenue for the Governor ; to the 
great oppreffion of your Majefly's 
dutiful and loyal fubjecb, contrary 
to the ancient laws and ltatutes of 
Great-Britain, which forbid your 
Majefly's minifters of every rank and 
denomination to take fee, gift, or 
brocage, on the difpofal of places and 
offices, contrary to the ancient char- 
ter of liberties, which provides that 
juftice fhall not be fold, contrary to 
immemorial ufage, and fubverfive of 
the very principles of the Britifh con- 
fticutidn, and in direct oppofition to 
an exprefs law of this your Majefly's 
colony of Barbadoes (confirmed by 
your Majefly's predecelTors) entitled, 
" An act for ;he certain and con- 
flant appointment of all officers fees 
within this ifland," which referves 



the right of creating new fees for 
public officers of the legiflative body 
of the ifland; notwithftanding too 
your Majefly's moft gracious allow- 
ance to the Governor, for fupport- 
ing the honour and .dignity of his 
fituation, to which the AfTembly 
added, on Major-general Cunning- 
hame's arrival, the further Aim of 
two tboufand pounds, current money, 
per annum, during his refidence in 
this ifland. Thus circumftanced, 
your Majefly's people are driven to 
apply to their beloved fovereign for 
redrefs of thefe unmerited and un- 
exampled ufurpations, tending to 
take from the legiflative body the 
right of raifing taxes, and appro- 
priating the public money, and to 
fix the fame in the hands of the Go- 
vernor and Council ; befides the fur- 
ther power, not only of Appending 
the laws of this ifland, and the con- 
ftitutional rights of the people, but 
alfo of fufpending and letting afide 
the laws and ftatutes of your Ma- 
jefly's kingdom of Great-Britain. 

In proof and fupport of this charge, 
we humbly beg leave to refer to the 
proceedings of the Governor and 
Council on the faid 29th day of Sep- 
tember.

Bruffels, April 27. Many difficul- 
ties having lately arifen in the port 
of Oftend, with regard to the load- 
ing and unloading of the very great 
number of (hips and veflels which at 
prefent frequent the faid port, on 
aecount of the merchants and com- 
miflioners, often delaying the entries 
of their cargoes, by which many 
veflels are frequently detained for 
feveral weeks longer in port than 
they otherwife need to be ; and the 
fame having been^duly reprefented 
to our Government by the magi- 
strates of Oftend, together- -with the 
different means to obviate fuch diffi- 
culties, our Government has taken 
the whole into confederation, and 
with the confent of his Imperial 
Majefty, has publifhed an ordinance 
tending to that effect. 
His Imperial Majefty** Ordinance for 
f regulating and accelerating the un- 
loading of'Jhips and wjjels in the 
fort of Oftend. Given at Brufels 
the l^lh day of April, 1781. 
By the Emperor and King. 
His Imperial Majefty being de- 
firous to eftablifti more efHcacioufly, 
by new regulations, the fpeedy un- 
loading of all goods and merchan- 
dize, from the fhips and veflels ar, 
riving by fea at the port of Oftend, 
has ordered and enacted, and by 
thefe prefents does order and enact, 
after the deliberation of his dear be- 
loved and faithful coufin, the Prince 



of Staremberg, his Lieutenant-go- 
vernor and Captain-general of the 
Auftrian Netherlands, all the regu- 
lations and articles as follows : 

Art. I. All brokers for any 
fhip or vefTel arriving by fea at the 
port of Oftend, mall be obliged to 
apply on the fame day when he 
makes the entry of the cargo of fuch 
fhip or veffel, at, his Imperial Ma- 
jefty's Cuflom-houfe at the faid port 
of Oftend, to the mafter or overfeer 
of the keys, for a place on the key 
to unload fuch fhip or yeflfel ; which 
application fhall be make in writing, 
figned by the broker, and fhall con- 
tain the name of the vefTel, that of 
the captain or mafter who commands 
her, and the date on which the ap- 
plication is made. In cafe of neg- 
lect hereof, the broker fhall be liable 
to a penalty of fixty florins. The 
mafter of the keys fhall keep and file 
all thefe notes, ready to be produced 
whenever they fhall be required of 
him. 

Art. II. As foon as a fhip or 
veflel has obtained a place on the 
key, the whole unloading her fhall 
be completed within, the term of 
twelve working days, fucceeding 
each other, at fartheft ; to which 
end all entries and declarations fhall 
be made to the Cuftom-houfe, and 
the necefTary warrants taken out with 
the greateft expedition. In cafe, that 
during the unloading of a fhip or 
veflel, any unclaimed goods "or mer- 
chandizes fhould be found, which 
might interrupt the continuation of 
fuch unloading, or if any fuch be 
left in the fhip, after all the other 
goods are unloaded, the broker of 
fuch fhip or veflel, is hereby ordered 
to caufe all fuch remaining and un- 
claimed goods anc} merchandizes to be 
likewife unloaded, without any Jofs 
of time, and to be depofited in his 
Imperial Majefty 's warehoufe for 
unclaimed goods, &c. All fees and 
expences attending the unloading of 
fuch goods, fhall be advanced by the 
broker of the fhip or veflel, who

(hall be intitled to recover the double 
offuch charges from the proprietors, 
who have negleded to claim fuch 
goods in proper time ; and the faid 
goods thus unloaded, fhall not be 
delivered up, until thefe and all 
other expences and duties are duly 
paid. All brokers, who (hall neg- 
lect to comply with the contents of 
the prefent article, will incur a pe- 
nalty of 200 florins, and in that cafe, 
the commiffioners of his Imperial 
Majefty's cuftoms mall caufe fuch 
fhips or vefTels to be unloaded with 
all pofSble expedition, as a double 
expence to thofe who negleft to com- 
ply with the regulations ordered 
here-above* 

Art. III. As it is his Majefty's 
pleafure that notwithftanding the 
time fixed above, all fhips and vef- 
fels mall be unloaded without inter- 
ruption, and in the fhorteft time 
poflible, it is hereby ordered that 
the bailiff of Oftend, and the matter 
of the keys, mail each in their re- 
fpeclive departments pay the utmoft 
attention in removing every hin- 
drance that might caufe any delay. - 

Art. IV. If a broker of any fhip 
orveflel, of which one part of the 
cargo is deftined for Oftend, and the 
other for Bruges, cannot obtain a 
convenient place on the key for un- 
loading fuch fhip or vefTel, within 
two days after he has made the ap- 
plication to that effect, according to 
the form prefcribed by the hrft Ar- 
ticle, he fhall be obliged to fend 
fuch fhip or vefTel immediately up to 
Bruges ; upon failure of this, he 
fhall incur a penalty of 100 florins, 
recoverable, by him, upon the cap- 
tain, or any other perfon whom he 
. may believe to have failed in this re- 
fpecl. 

Art. V. When a fhip orveflel, 
of which one part of the cargo is 
deftined for Oftend, and the^ other 
for Bruges, fhall have obtained a 
place on the key at Oftend, the un- 
loading of all goods and merchan- 



dizes deftined for Oftend fhall be ef- 
fected an! completed within the term 
of eight working days fucceeding 
each other, at fartheft, in obferving 
the formalities prefcribed by the 
Cuftom-houfe; the whole upon for- 
feiture of zoo florins, at the charge 
of the broker, and recoverable "by 
him, from whomfoever fhall be found 
to be in fault. And after the faid 
term of eight days, nothing fhall be 
permitted to be taken out of fuch 
fhip or veflel, which fhall be obliged 
to proceed up to Bruges the next 
day, if no phyfical obftacle prevents 
her. For which purpofe the Bailiff 
of Oftend, the principal officers of hb 
Imperial Majefty's cuftoms, and the 
mafter of the Joeys, fhall refpeftively 
attend, and enforce the obfervance 
of this regulation ; and if it fhould 
be proved, that any goods or mer- 
chandize had been unloaded at Of- 
tend, from on board of fuch fhip or 
vefTel, after the expiration of the 
eighth day, the broker offuch fhip 
or veflel fhall be liable to the penally 
of 10 florins for each bale, cafe, or 
parcel, thus unloaded, the whole at 
his charge, and recoverable by him 
upon fuch perfon or perfons as fhall 
appear to be in fault. 

Art. VI. All fhips or veflels ar- 
riving at Bruges, and having ftill on 
board any goods or merchandize 
deftined for Oftend, or to return to 
fea, fhall likewife unload at Bruges 
all goods and merchandize deftined 
for the faid city of Bruges, within 
the term of eight working days, fol- 
lowing immediately that of her ar- 
rival at Bruges. And after the ex- 
piration of the eighth day, nothing 
fhall be permitted to be unloaded at 
Bruges, from on board of any fuch 
fhip or veflel, which fhall be obliged 
to return to Oftend the next day, if 
no phyfical obftacle prevents her. 
For which purpofe the principal of- 
ficers of his Imperial Majefty's cuf- 
toms there, and the perfons exerciflng 
the functions of the mafter of the 
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keys, (hall /efpeftively attend, and 
enforce the obfervance of this regu- 
lation. All brokers of (hips or veffels 
at Bruges, fhall conform to the fame 
formalities as are prescribed for the 
port of Oilend, and in cafe of neg- 
lect thereof, (hall be liable to the 
fame fines and penalties as mentioned 
in Article V. the whole at their 
charge, and recoverable by them, 
from fuch pcrfon or perfons as fhall 
appear to be in fault. And all un- 
claimed goods and merchandize de- 
fined for Bruges, fhall be unloaded 
and depofitcd in his Imperial Ma- 
jetty's warchoufes at Bruges, before 
the expiration of the eighth day, in 
the fame manner, and under the 
fame condition and penalties as men- 
tioned in Article II. 

Art. VII. No perfon or perfons 
fhall be heard in excufe of payment 
of the fines and penalties decreed by 
this prefent ordinance, till after it 
is duly proved, that he or they have 
lodged the amount thereof in the 
hands of the Receiver-General at the 
place where fuch penalties have been 
incurred. 

Art. VIII. The recovery ofthefe 
penalties, in cafe of any refufal or 
retard, fhall be made by dittrefs of 
all ooqds and chattels, and fhall not 
be bailable. 

Art. IX. One third part ofthefe 
penalties fhall belong to his Imperial 
Jvlajefty ; one third part to the offi- 
'cer or officers recovering the fame ; 
•fcndlhe remaining third part to the 
informer, if there is any ; and if not, 
this third part fhall 'likewife be to 
the profit of his Imperial Majefty. 

Art, X. His Imperial Majetty 
declares, that the ordinances of the 
4th of March, 1779, fhall remain 
in full force, for as much as is not 
contrary to this prefent ordinance. 
His Imperial Majeily, . therefore, 
frrictlY orders and enjoins all thofe 
whom it may concern, to conform 
thereto and to obferve the fame ; and 
this prefent ordinance fhall be print- 



ed and publi/hed in the ufual man- 
ner, at Oftend and at Bruges, in or- 
der that no perfon may plead any 
pretence or caufe of ignorance.

Translation of the Memorial 
prefented to their High Might inejfes 
the States~General of the United 
Provinces, by Mr. John Adams, 
Agent for tfo American Congfefs at 
the Hague. 

High and Mighty Lords , 
The under figned has the honour 
to acquaint your High Mignonettes, 
that the United States of America, 
in Congrefs aflembled, have lately 
thought proper to fend him a com- 
mifTion, with inttru&ions and full 
powers to confer with your High 
Mightinettes, relative to a treaty of 
amity and commerce, of which cora- 
mrflion he has the honour to join an 
'authentic copy to this memorial. 

At the time when this Republic be- 
came connected with Great-Britain, 
by the conclufion of treaties^ the 
people, who at tKis time compofe 
the United States of America, made 
part of the Englifh nation, and as 
fuch they were the allies of the Re- 
public participating of the fame trea- 
ties. As they find a pleafure in ac- 
knowledging the obligations of that 
alliance, they therefore have a righc 
to claim the advantages thereof. — 
It was not till the Britifh govern- 
ment, throwing oft* ail the fentiments 
of generofity, probity, and humanity 
which formerly characterized the En- 
lifh nation, had conceived the pro- 
ject of annihilating the political con- 
ttitution of the colonies, depriving 
them of the rights and liberties of 
Englifh citizens, fubjcdling them to 
the moft dreadful ofallfyttems of 
government, caufing the people to 
perifh by famine, in blocking up 
their ports, and putting a ttop to 

their 
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their fifheries and commerce, by 
fending fleets and armies to extirpate 
every principle and fentiment of li- 
berty, and dettroying their habita- 
tions and their lives : it was not till 
they formed treaties engaging foreign 
troops, and alliances with favages, 
employing them in the execution of 
their defigns : it was not till they 
attempted formally to deprive, by an 
ad of Parliament, three millions of 
men, at once, of the protection of 
the crown : it was not tili after all 
thefe violences, that the United 
States of America, in Congrcfs af- 
fembled, pa fled that memorable aft, 
wherein they announced to the whole 
world, that they took their place 
and rank among independent naiiens. 
This ever memorable declaration, 
made the 4*h ' of July, 1 776, at a 
time when America was attacked and 
furrounded by near \oo ihips of war, 
and, according to the accounts laid 
before Parliament, invaded by 50,000 
veteran troops, was not the effect of 
fudden paftion, of a momentary en- 
tnufiafm ; it was a proceeding on 
which the people had a long time 
deliberated, and maturely difcufled 
in more than one hundred popular 
aflemblies, and in the literary pub- 
lications of all the States. It was a 
proceeding which the Cortgrefs were 
cautious of adopting till they had re- 
ceived the pofnive inllruQions of 
their conftituents, in each of the dif- 
ferent States. It was then unani- 
moufly adopted by Congrefs, figned 
by each of its members, tranfmitted 
to the aflemblies of the States re- 
flectively, received and ratified by 
each of tjjem, and depofited in their 
archives. Never was any decree, 
edicl, flatute, placard, or fundamen- 
tal law, in any nation whatever, 
made with more folemnity, adopted 
with more unanimity and ardour, 
than this ; nor had any other a more 
juil title to the name of an ad, de- 
rived from the free and fupreme will 
of a whole people. Every State has 



held it fo facred to this day, and are 
attached to it with fuch refo'ute firm- 
nefs, that the lefs coniiderable, as 
well as the molt formidable ones, have 
never been ihggered in their reiolu- 
tion.— The Engiifh have fquandered 
millions, loll numerous armies, and 
facrifked great fleers ; but far from 
having (hook its foundations, they 
have feen each of the Thirteen States 
form to itfelf a particular mode of 
government, under the authority of 
the people; inftitute laws in all 
branches of legiflation ; erect an exe- 
cutive power, with all the oiHces de- 
pendent thereon ; form judicial de- ' 
p^rtments, and appoint members of 
juiUce; create an army, a militia, 
revenues, and fome even a navy 5 — 
The organization of all the parts 
of government has b^en executed ia 
a regular and legal manner, during- 
five years, under the fu pert or influ- 
ence of a foedoal afTembly, knowa 
by the name of Congrefs. And it 
may now be affirmed, that this or- 
ganization has fince acquired a con- 
fittency, ibiidity, anda&ivity, com- 
parable to all that the mofi ancient 
and bell eftablifhed governments caa 
boaft in this refpedt. 

It is true, that the Engiifh, in fome 
difcourfes and writings, have, ani 
itili attempt to maintain, that the 
people of America are iHII full of 
inclination and attachment to Great 
Britain ; but thefe afleriions are fo 
contrary to truth and evidence, that 
it is fingularly furprifmg to find, 
that there are flill minds credulous 
enough to attend to them. We neeJ 
but call our eye upon ihe writings of 
the Britifh Administration for feven- 
teen vears back, to be convinced that 
they have, during all that time, ia- 
ceffantly published afTertions equallr 
falfe and deceitful. We need but 
reflet how the magnificent pro mites, 
and brilliant predictions which their 
h.ive regularly hazarded at the com- 
mencement of every year, have beea 
conltantly belied by the events at the 
cOQciuiioa cherof. 

The 
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The under-figned takes the liberty 
* to affirm* after ihe exact knowledge 
he has of the people of America, (a 
knowledge which he flatters himfelf 
to poflefs in a higher degree than any 
Englishman whatever) that thefe 
people are immutable in their refo- 
lution to maintain their indepen- 
dences Hp even confefles, that not- 
withftanding he has been fully con- 
vinced by experience, during *the 
courfe of his life, of the virtuous fen- 
timents, and uniform principles, 
which characterife his countrymen, 
he could not help being aftoniihed at 
their unanimity in the great caufe of 
independency. Jf we reflect, that, 
on the one fide, all the fprings of 
power, all artifices, intrigues, and 
means of feduction, have been fet to 
work and employed throughout the 
Thirteen States; and that on the 
other fide, but very few, and thofe 
the moft defpicable beings, have been 
prevailed upon to defer: the ftandard 
of virtue, we muft confefs, that it is 
a "phenomenon fcarcely to be paral- 
lelled in the annals of hiftory, and 
which has exceeded ail expectations. 
This independence is now firmly 
cftablifhea upon the great and folid 
bafis of the common intereft, the ho- 
nour, tha, conference, and the moft 
natural affections of the people, and 
io fuch a manner, that it can no 
more be fhaken by aoy fuccefles 
which England may obtain during 
this war, either in America or in 
Europe, nor by any alliance (he may 
torm, if even it fhould be pofiible for 
her to .find ah ally, who would 
efpoufea caufe fo unjuik and fo def- 
perate. 

But though the inhabitants of Ame- 
rica, compelled by neceflity, and'au- 
thonfed by the fundamental laws of 
the colonies and the BrinfH conftitu- 
tion ; by the principles- generally 
received in the Englifh code of laws, 
and confirmed by many examples in 
the Britifh annals ; by thofe juftified 
in the«hiftory of nations, eftabliihed 



in the public rights of Europe, and 
particularly in the ftriking examples 
of<he Swifsand Batavian revolutions, 
principles which have been universal- 
ly acknowledged and often ratified 

by the whole diplomatic body ; 

principles, in a word, founded upoa 
the laws of God and nature ; though, 
I fay, the inhabitants of America 
have broke, for ever, the ties which 
united them to the empire of Grcac 
Britain, of which they constituted a 
conftderable part, they have, how- 
ever, never confidered themfelves a» 
difunited from their allies, and ef- 
peciaUy from the Republic of the 
United Provinces, nor as freed from 
all connections with the people un- 
der her government. On the con- 
trary, they have invariably, and in 
all parts of the world, preferved and 
manifefted the fame fentiments of 
affection, of eileem, and refpect-, for 
the Dutch nation, which have been 
tranfmitted unto them by their an* 
ceftors. 

When the maxims of a wife policy 
fuggefted the notion to the American 
Congrefs, to fend proper perfons to 
different Courts in Europe, in order 
to negociate ftich alliances, as the 
fituation of affairs rendered the moft 
natural, it was not from a want of 
refpect, thattheydid not at the fame 
time fend a Miniiter to your High 
MightinefTes. Knowing the politi- 
cal connections between this Repub- 
lic and Great Britain, as we!l as the 
fyflem of peace and neutrality, which 
^your v High MightinefTes have ever 
held in view, they thought it their 
duty to refpect that fyflem, and not 
to take any meafures which might in 
the Ieaftappaar as tending to fet the 
RepuuHc at variance with her allies, 
to foment any difcord within the na- 
tion, or to caufe it the leaft trouble. 

But fince the Britifh Miniftry, al- 
ways uniform in their plans of ini- 
quity, defpifing their allies in the 
lame manner as they defpifed their 
fellow fobjects io the colonies ; pay- 
ing 
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ing no more regard to the faith of 
treaties, than they did to the royal 
charters j violating the laws of na- 
tions, the fame as they had violated 
the fundamental laws of the colonies, 
and tire eflential rights and privi- 
leges of all Britifh fubjecls — Since, 
1 fay, they have arbitrarily broken 
all the treaties between that Crown 
and the Republic, declared war, and 
commenced hoflilitie?, which as it is 
well known to every one, have been 
premeditated and prepared a long 
while before $ all the reafons and 
motives which retained the Congrefs 
from adopting that meafure, exiit.no 
longer, and they feize the prefent 
opportunity to propofe to your High 
MightinefTes fuch connections and 
treaties as the. United States ot 
America are imitled to form, with* 
out violating thofe already contracted* 
.with France and Spain, and which 
their duty, their intereft, and their 
inclination* oblige them to Confider 
as faered and inviolable $ and alfo 
without prejudice to thofe treaties, 
which they intended to propofe to 
other Sovereigns. 

If ever any connection has natu- 
rally taken place between two nations, 
it is certainly that wtiich may now 
be formed between the two Repub- 
lics. The firft emigrants, who laid 
the foundation of the foul 1 northern- 
States of America, found in Holland 
an afylum agaioft religious perfec- 
tions. In opening our annals, we 
find, that they itayed there from Che 
year 1608, till 1620, confequemly 
twelve years previous to their emi- 
gration to America, They have 
conflantly entertained with jileafure, 
and tranfmijted to their M&erity, 
their fen tim eats of gratitude for the 
generous protection and hofpitality, 
and particularly that religious liberty 
which they experienced in the United 
Provinces, after having in vain 
rooked for thefe advantages in Eug-. 
land. The firft inhabitants of two 
qther States, viz. New York and

Newjerfey, canje direclly from th$ 
territories of the United Provinces, 
and have preferred tpthis day the 
religion, language, manners, and 
cuflomiof that nation* And I can, 
with truth aflert, that America in 
general, before (he formed any con- 
nections with the Houfe of Bourbon, 
has always confidered the Dutchna- 
Uoaas the firft and bef£ of her friends, 
in Europe; and that tfce principal 
events in the hiftory 0/ that nation, 
as a!fo the many great men it has 
pnoduced, and who have illuftrated 
t&'eir country as well in time of 
peace as in war, have always been 
looked upon as the moll proper pat* 
terns and objects of ftudy, admiral 
tion, and imitation throughout tfcei 
different States of America. 

The conformity of religion, tho* 
not looked upon at prefent fo eflen- 
tially neceffary in forming alliances.' 
as it was in former ages, remains not- 
witkAanding an object worthy of 
confideration in tEe prefent happy 
circamftances. It may therefore be, 
affirmed, without deviating from 
truth, thac there are not two nations 
in the world that have a greater con-* 
formity with regard'to their religion* 
their do&rine, and ecclefiaftic difci* 
pline, than thefe two Republics; 
and that after this confideration, for 
as. much a* it may have weight in' 
this affair, ^he alliance between the 
two States would likewife be per* 
fe£Uy,natnc*K . 

The refemblaric'e of forms offfp- 
vernment is generally coofideredas 
another circumftance, which renders 
alliances between two nations the 
moil natural.- But notwithftanding 
the constitutions of the two Repub- 
lic* ar$ not exactly the fame, there 
is howevejr a great affinity between 
them 7 , and more than fufheient to fa- 
cilitate reciprocal connections. 

With regard to manners and cuf* 
toms in general, the freedom of 
thinking and expreffing our ideas 
upon the molt important points, the' 
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permiffion to examine, and to judge 
for ourfelves in all matters that con- 
cern the public weal, and above all, 
the liberty of coofcience \ advantages 
4b precious and fo neceffary for the 
tranquility and happlnefs of mankind, 
and which are at prefent greatly ex- 
pofed in England ;p the perfecurions 
Of that fpirit of intolerance which 
now ferments in that country more 
than in any other ; even with regard 
to thefe vatrtms points, the two na- 
tions refcmble eachvither more than 
*ny other, upon the faceof the globe, 
* The very origin of the two Repub- 
lics b?ars fuch a flrong refemblafcce, 
that the hiftory of the one appears to 
fce no more than a copy of the other ; 
and there is not one enlightened cw 
tizen in all the United Provinces, 
who can deny the juftice and necef- 
fity of the American Revolution, un- 
lefs he means to condemn a; the fame 
time the rooft brilliant actions of his 
anceftors; actions which have been 
approved and applauoed by the wfco'o 
worid f and jnftined even by the yre* 
vocable decrees of Providence. 

But there is another circumftance, 
ajgreat and powerful object, which, 
especially in the prefeat century, has 
-tfriore influence than all others on the 
formation frf national friendfhip and 
connection" | namejy, the intereil of 
commerce** 

Your High Miphtinffles ere too 
wellacquuinfed *ith tbefeneral fyf- 
tcm of that intereft, and its continual 
progrefs throughout the cbtferent 
part* of the globe, to make it neCef- 
lary for aim to endeavour to throw any 
new light upon that JubjccV It may 1 , 
however, not be improper. for me to 
obferve here, thaf the central por- 
tion of this republio, the vaft extent 
of her navigation, thejmportaftce of 
her eftablifhmems in the Weil-Indies, 
tne fuperior knowledge and induftry 
of her merchants, the great number 
of her richmhabitants, and her ricij 
funds, are objects which muil natu-f 
rally infpire America, with ^ deHrc of 



becoming connected with her; and 
that, on the other fide, the abun- 
dance and variety of the productions 
Of America, her different materials 
for the ufe of manufactories naviga- 
' tion and commerce ; her immenfe 
demand and consumption of Euro- 
pean manufactories and ail kinds of 
commodities from the Baltic and the 
Kaft-Indies; and faftly, the fituatitfn 
of the Dutch fcttlements-in the Weft- 
Indies, Jeave no doubt whatever of the 
many advantages which that Republic 
ana* derive from an aUiance with the 
Uni*ed Sta'es of America. The En- 
glnfh arefo well convinced ofrberruth 
of thu afTer ion, th^t they have ever 
Coniidcred the Dutch as their rival*, ia 
the commerce with America; and it 
(s that conviction only, which hasin- 
fpired them with the idea of publifh. 
Ing and maintaining that terrible acl 
of navigation*, equally detrimental to 
^the maritime commerce and powec of 
this Republic, as to the commerce 
and rights and privileges of the colo- 
nies. The opportunity now offers 
for both fates to throw off, for ever, 
thefe odious fhacklcs. If any con- 
sideration could ever have induced 
England to b'efitate in declaring war 
againft your High Mightinefles, it 
muil certainly have been the appre- 
heniion of an alliance between the two 
Republics $ for it is eafy to perceive, 
that nothing will force Great Britain 
fooner to fue for peace, than fuch an 
alliance once completely formed and 
eftablifhed. 

It woold be needleG for me to enu- 
merate the many advantages which 
the Dutch fettlcments in the Weft- 
Indies would detrve from a commerce, 
properly encouraged and protected, 
with America. It is equally needlef* 
for me to mention the immenfe ad- 
vantages which would -in courfe ac- 
crue to the Dutch Eaft-India Com- 
pany, by fending her commodities 
ftraight to the /imerfcan markets; 
Dor what fecurity and extenfion there 
would naturally refult to the com- 
merce 
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rneree of the Baltic from a free inter- 
courfe with America, which has aJ* 
^ways made great demands, and will 
cetainiy henceforth have occafion to 
make ftill greater ones, in he articles 
of hemp, cordage, fail-cloth, and 
ttiany^other obj <fb of commerce ; nor. 
what advantages might moreover re* 
fuk to the national navigation of this 
Republic from the confirmation or , 
purchafe of mips in America, and 
the augmentation of the number of 
her failors ; and laflly, the advan- 
tages which both States would derive 
from mutually opening their ports 
forthe fhips of war and privateers "of 
both nations and their prizes. 
r If therefore, the conformjryof re- 
ligion, if government,, if origin and 
manners— if the meft extenfive and 
xnofl durable interefts of commerce 
can be conftrued as valid and necef- 
iary motives and inducements for 
forming political connections, the. 
jnnderfigned flatters himfslf, that the 
propofed union will in every refpecT 
appear Jo perfectly natural, that it 
will be difficult to find in the annafs 
of the world, two nations more evi- 
dently defigned to lend each other a 
helping hand. 

The under-figned farther fubmits 
to the wifdom and bamanity of your 
High Mightinefles, whether it is uot 
viAbly neccflary for the happinefs of 
mankind, that all tjie powers of £o* . 
rope, who are convinced of thejuftke 
of the American caufe (and it is to be 
hoped that there are none who are 
not fully'coimnced thereof) ftould. 
haften to acknowledge the indepen- 
dence of the United States of Ame- 
rica, and to form wtth them equit- 
able treaties, as the fureft means to 
convince threat-Britain, 'df the ito- 
poffibiHty of her obtaining the pro* 
pofedend. 

It is further' fubmitted to thje con- 
fideration of your High MightinelTes, 
whether the latt maritime code of 
laws, relative to the rights and privi- 
leges of neutral veflcls, notwithftand- 
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ing al! the femiments of equity and 
humanity which thine forth in the-faid 
code, can poflibly beeftablifhed with- 
out the independence of America, as 
Great Britain will certainly never 
adopt it, nor fubmit to it, unlefs 
forced by neceility. 

Another object worthy the con fi-. 
deration of your High MighiinefTes 
is, that, fuppofe for a moment, if it 
was practicable, that America mould 
return with the nurfery of her failors, 
And the immenfe quantity of her 
rough materials for the navigation 
and commerce, under the dominion 
andmono'poly of Great Britain, whe- 
ther all the fettlementi of other na- 
tions on the other fide of the Atlantic, 
would not be entirely at the mercy of 
that immenfis> empire, which has 
fince a long wTiile known -no other 
rule of conduct than the wiH of 
p wer, and which has never paid any 
rq£pe& to j«ilice, huraauity, or de- 
cency. 

^urt, therefore, it h evident, on 
fc the„one fide, that the Americans have 
no inclination to return under the 
Bririih dominion ; and ,that, on the 
other fide, the European power* 
fhould not, nor cannot confent there- 
to with *ny fecurity, why fhould thif 
dreadful fource of quarrel be left 
open, to produce hereafter events,, 
which may plunge the European na- 
tions into frefti effufions of blood, and 
new fcenet of horror, *hen the ma- 
ritime powers have only ore Hep to 
take* to ihut it up for ever: namely, 
that of concluding treaties with a na- 
tion, which fince a long while en- 
joys the advantages of a fove reign 
Hate, and which is fuch in fact, and 
by right, 

I even flatter xnyfelf that the ex- 
ample tf your High Mightinefles 
would foon be followed by all the 
other maritime powers, and efpccially 
" by thofe who are contracting parties 
•in the treaty of armed neutrality, for 
the cftablilhment of the lajl maritime 
code of laws* For the idea that the 
Z z a independence 
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independence of America might in' no fear of colonies proceeding to liks 



the leaft prove prejudicial to the 
Commerce of the Baltic, is a frivo- 
lous apprehenfion. All the jealoufy 
in that refpecl is not only groundlefs, 
but it may evente affirmed, that the 
very reverfe will be the cafe. 

The freight and infurance In voy-' 

ages acrofs the Atlantic arr fo high, 

and labour fo dear in Ameii a, .that 

pitch, tar, fofm, and fhip timber can 

never be traofported into Europe at 

fuch reafohable prices as from th«>fe 

countries bordering on the Baltic. 

This commerce was carried on by the 

Englilh, before the Revolution, with 

great difficulty, and only by means 

of large premiums granted by farlia- 

tnent for the encouragement of that 

branch of induftry. A* to anchors, 

cordage, and fail-cloth, many ages 

.will produce fofficient for her own 

consumption ; and for this plain rea- 

fon, that thefe articles may be 

brought from Amfterdam, or even 

from Peterfbjjrgh, or Archangel, at 

mueh eafier rates than they could be 

procured in America. Confequently 

America will he, for fome age*, the 

rood advantageous market for the 

greater part of thofe Commodities 

which come from the Baltic, 

There is no more foundation in an- 
'Other fuppofitSon, which the Engiifh 
'have invented, to miflead other na- 
tions from following their true inte- 
refts, viz. that the colonies of other 
"nations will follow the example of 
'the United States. Thofe powers, 
"who haVe the moft extenfive pqiTef- 
fions- beyond the Atlantic, have al- 
ready declared againft England, with- 
t out fearing thofe conferences ; and, 
"indeed, it is not' probable that any 
other European power fhould follow 
the example of England, \n endea- 
vouring to change the whole fytlem 
* of government in their colonies, and 
to force them, by Oppofiticn, to the 
neceffity of governing themfelves. In 
fact, if the parent ftate never exercifes 
^ like oppreffions and cruelties, ^therc is 



enterpnzes. The moft folid founda- 
tion of a well-eftablifhcd government 
is in the hearts, the paflions, the 
ideas, and the genius of the people. 
The moll violent innovations are re- 
quired to change the inclination and 
the charader of a whole nation ; 
and it is rot natural for mankind to • 
prefer dangers 10 repofe and (^fety, 
and uncertain advantages to a prefenc 
good.' 

Another matter to be rabmitted to 
thcconfideration of your High Migh- 
t'mefles, is the fyftem of the United 
Stages, maturely examined, fcrupu- 
Joufly difcufted, and unaniraoufly 
adopted in Congrefs, in .1776, at the 
time of fealing the treaty afterward* 
proposed to France; a fyftem accord- 
ing to which it was refolved to make 
treaties with all the maritime powers 
of' Europe, and to yield to no indi- 
vidual power, the governmentor mo- 
nopoly of this commerce ; a fyftem 
afterwards approved by the King of 
France, and which ferved as the bafis 
of the treaties concluded with his Ma* 
jefty ; a fyftem to which the United 
States have fince conftantly adhere^ 
and from whence they will never de- 
part, unlefs fome power, contrary to 
their expectation* fhould declare a- 
gainft them. And appeal to your 
High Mightinefles,, if this fyftem be. 
not the true and only means of pre- 
venting thefe rifing States from be- 
coming an object of eternal jealoufy, 
rivalfhip, and war among nations. 
If this idea be juft, it follows that all 
the ftates of Europe are interested in 
immediately acknowledging the in- 
dependence of America : and if this

THE dominions of the King* of 
Denmark and Norway, my mailer, 
are (o fituated, that the commerce of 
his fubjecls between tht* different pro- 
vinces belonging to his crown, would 
be greatly difturbtd, if his Majefty 
ihould neglect to take the necetiary 
raeafures to fecuro his coafts, as well 
as the Baltic in general, from all fcind 
of hostilities and violences/ to which 
they lipoid otherwife be eapofed,

war and privateers of the belligerent 
powers. 

The King, my mailer, has there- 
fore refolved to declare^ in, aider to 
preferve a free and peaceful communi- 
carion between his provinces, ** That 
*' the. Baltic being, from its peculiar 
u and local fuuation, an inrfo&dfea, 
** in which the mips of ail nations 
*' may and fhould navigate in peace, 
" and enjoy all the advantages of t 
-< perfect tranquility, his Majefty 
" cannot permit, that any fhjpsof' 
** war or privateers of the betfigerent 
" powers, mould enter the faid fe* 
" with a view to- commit holtUiue* 
** againft whomsoever." 

The two other northern Courts 
have adopted and will frppart the

Ever fince the beginning of the 
prefent maritime war, which has 
fince fpread over almoft all the fou- 
thern parts of Europe* the King has 
been particularly attentive to procure 
to all his fcibjefts, who traffic by fea, 
or praclife navigation, all the fecurity 
they Were intitled to. To this end, 
his Majefty has, by means of his mi- 
niHers, requefted of the belligerent* 
powers, that they would give drift 
fcnd precife orders to all commanders 
of their (hips of war and privateers, 
to refpecl the Pruffian flag, and to 
4 let all Pruffian flups, laden with g«*ds" 
* and merchandizes, which according 
to the law of nations are lawful and 
not contraband, free and peaceably 
pafs and repafs, without caufing' 
them the leaff damage or retard ; and 
much lefs . t» conduct them with- 
out any right Or' neceffity in any 
foreign porcji. To this requeft the 
faid powers tiave not only returned 
the mod fati&faclory anfwers, but 
have alfo given the moflf friendly af- 
furauces that u mould be complied 
with in every refpecl. 

To obtain this end, with ftill more 
certainty, his Majefty has commanded' 
all his minifters, refiding at the courts 
of the belligerent powers, to intereft 
ihemfelve* it the moft efficacioos 
manner, and by the moft tnergic 
reprefentations, in favour of the Pruf- 
fian fubjedts, trading by fea, whofe 
lhips may have been taken, conducted 
in any foreign port, or, a* it has of- 
ten happened, pillaged and robbed in 
the open fea j and to infift that they 
be fpeedily released, and that all law 
foits, which their capture may occa- 
fion, be decided with impartiality, 
and without loft of rime. ' 

In order, therefore, to fecond thefe 
beneficial views of hrt Majefty, and 



to enable the King's oiioifters to ac-~ 
quit themftlves of thofe his royal or- 
ders in that refpecl, k is neceflary that 
the fubjeels of his Majefly who may 
find thcmfelves in that cafe, fhould 
either apply perfonally, or by means 
of a commiffioner, to the King's Mi- 
nifler at the court where complaint i» 
to be exhibited, and that they fhould 
give him a true and clrcnmfhnuat 
account of the fubjeft of their com- 
plaint, in order that he may exhibit; 
and iupport the fame, where and 
when he ffiall feecaufe. They are, 
however, hot tOrely entirely and only 
on the intercdKon of the faid Mini- . 
fter; but they are likewife to exhibit 
their complaints, either by themfelves 
or by their commiflioners, before the 
admiralties or maritime colleges of 
the country where their 'mips may 
have been conduced, or wherein they 
may have Tui'ained any damage ; to 
ifcpport thefe complaints with the ne- 
cefLry proofs ; to conform to the ju- 
diciary forms eftablrfhed in each 
country; and to' plead and purfue 
their caufes with all poflible diligence, 
by means of their attorn^es, or other 
perfons properly qualified. By thefe 
meads, his Majefty flatters himfelf, 
that they will obtain a prompt ao4 
impartial decifion ; but if the con- 
trary fliould be che cafe, they (hail 
then apply tp the King's Envoys, for 
them to lay before each court fuch 
complaints' as che cafe may require, 
and to obtain due fatisfaclion. 

But in order to fecurc the more* 
far the future, the' navigation of hia 
fubjeels from all "infuFts, the King 
has, by his Minifter, requefted her 
Majefty, the Emprefs of Ruffia, and 
the two other Northern maritime 
powers, who, as it is well known, 
have joined in a convention for main- 
taining the maritime' neutrality, that 
they would be pleafed, as power*' 
with whom ' the King has the fatis- 
faclion to live in perfecl harmony and 
friendfhip, to give orders to all com- 
manders of their fhips of war, to 

take 
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take .the Pruffian merchant mips, 
which they may meet with at fea, 
within fight, and within reach of their 
cannons, under their protection ana* 
convoy, and to "aflift and defend them 
in all cafes where they fhall be at- 
tacked or any ways molefted by tht 
fliips of war or privateer* of the bel- 
ligerent powers. 

Her Majefty 1 the Emprefs of Raf- 
fia has aflured the King, by a writ- 
ten declaration from her miniftry, 
that me has not only caafed the moil 
precife orders to be givea to all com- 
manders of her fhips of war, that 
they mall p rot eft, again It all attacks 
and moleftations whatever, the fhips 
and property of the Prufljan merr 
chants and navigators, which ihey 
may meet with either at fea or in any 
port, as belonging to a power allied 
with Ruffia, and which fha I fcrupu- 
loufly obferve the rules of maritime 
neutrality, as. (founded on the law of 
nations; but that fhe would likewife 
enjoin all her Minifters at the Courts 
of the belligerent powers, that when- 
ever the Pruffian Envoys may have 
any complaint to exhibit at the 
Court where they refide, concerning 
flny hindrance or vexation caufed to 
the maritime commerce of Pruffisn 
fubjects, that they fhall flipper t the 
fame, in the name of her I p penal 
Ivlajefty, with all the good offices, 
influence, and aflift nice in their pow- 
er ; and that in return to this* Jji&r 
Imperial Majefty expects, that nts 
Majefty the' King of Pruffia would 
alfo furnifh his Minifters, refiding a^ 
ihe Courts of the belligerent powers, 
with inftru£lk>ns conformable to the 
convention of the northern maritime 
powers, with orders to fuJ)port like- 
wife, by the moft energic reprefen- 
tation?, all the complaints of the Mi- 
nifters of the allied powers fur the 
defence of maritime neutrality, in all 
cafes where they may have any fatif- 
faction to demand for the fubjecls of 
their fovereigns. , 



The King has accepted this ami- 
cable declaration of her Imperial Ma- 
jefty with great pleafure and grati* 
tude ; and by a counter declaration, 
every ways conformable to the above, 
has fignified his willingnefs to com- 
ply with the views of her Imperial 
Majefty, and in confequence thereof,, 
has caufed the neceflary inftructions 
to be given to his minivers refiding 
at the different courts. 

Already before this, his Majeily 
had, on the occafion of another ne- 
gociation with the Court of Den- 
mark, requefting his Danilh Majefty 
to grant the protection of his naval 
forces to the Pruflian merchant mips; 
from whom his Majefty had likewife 
received the friendly afTurance, that 
the Danifh fhips of war fhould take 
under their protection and + convoy all 
.fuch Pruflian fhips as (bould conform 
to the treaties fubfifting between the 
court of DenmaYk and the bellige- 
rent powers, with regard to contra- 
band commodities. The Kpag has 
caufed the fame requeft to be made 
to the court of Sweden, and he flat- 
ters jiimfeif with an anfwer from h»s 
Swedijh Maj.'fty equally favourable 
as thpl^ from their Majefties the 
Emprefs of Raffia and' the King of 
Denmark, 

His Majefty, therefore, thinks pro- 
per to acquaint all his fubjecls, who 
traffic by fea, or practice navigation, 
and all others whom it may concern, 
with the above, arrangements, in or- 
4er that they, or the captains and 
commanders of their fhips' may con- 
form thereto ; and that in cafe they 
fhould be attacked, molefted, or taken 
by the fhips of war or privateers of 
the belligerent nations, that they may 
"apply, to the Ruffian, Danifh, or 
Swedifh fhips of w^r,- that may be 
within their reach, to demand their 
protection and afftftance, and that 
they may join* as much as poffible, 
the fleets and convoys of thefe three 
Northern maritime powers. 

But 
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-"• But the King's Intention is merely 
to fecure, by the above arrangements,* 
tfce lawful commerce of hfe fabjefts, 
And ndt to cadfc any prejudice to .the 
different powers at war, with whom 
be lives in perfect harmony, nor to 
faveuf any contraband dealings what* 
^ver ; all the Tubjedls of his Majefty, 
who traffic by fea, or practice navi- 
gation, are hereby enjoined to obferve 
the moll exacl neutrality, conform- 
able to the Jaws of nature, *nJ the 
rights and privileges of nations, al- 
moft univerfally acknowledged. But 
as the different treaties, refpe&ing 
the maritime commerce, which fe- 
Vfral powers have concluded between 
thetnfclves, might create fome dif- 
fcrence in theferighb and privileges, 
it is principally to the known decla- 
ration, nhich her Majefty the Em- 
prefs of Ruffia has can fed to&pre- 
lented, laft year, to tKe beFlt^Sent 
powers; and to the ordinance which 
her {Wajeity has afterwards ifTued on 
the 8th of March, 1780, for the 
regulation of her colleges of com- 
merce, to which the fubjefts of the 
Xing' are to conform with regard to 
their maritime commerce; tfee prin- 
ciples fet forth therein being fuch as

In confequence .thereof it'is order * 
<?d bj - ' this prefent edicl, to all the 
Pr^ffian'- fubjeSs, who are any ways 
concerned in the maritime commerce 
■and rravi-gation, as follows : 

Ait'irCLE I. That they fhall not 
take any; part, under *whar pretence 
ftever, *m the preient'war; and (hall 
fcot carry to any of the belligerent 
powers, utider the Pruflian flag, any 
goods or merchandize generally ac- 
knowledged as contraband, arid which 
properly conftittrte implements or 
ammunitions of war*, luch as can- 
nons, incrtars, flings, marches, gun- 
powder, fahpetre, pilces, fnlphur 4 , 
iwords, and faddles. The iubjetts 



of the King fhall a!f5 be cabtioqs«iot 
to carry on board of their trading 
fliips, any more of thefe articles than 
what is abfolutely necefla^y for*their 
own ufe. 

Art. IL £fl Proffian fabje&s are, 
on the contrary allowed ani permit* 
ed to carry, uq^rthe F^rutfian flafcj 
as well as to the belligerent as to 
other neutral nations, and all kinds 
of goods and merchandizes which 
are not comprehended in the foregoing 
article, and which cannot properly 
be eonftrued as implements or am- 
munitions of war; nor are hereby 
prohibited, but particularly allowed, 
all the productions of all the dif- 
ferent provinces of his Majelty's 
dominions. His Majefty expects, 
From the equity and friend [hip of 
the belligerent powers, that they wifl 
not .henceforth permit their (hips of 
war, or privateers, to flaoleft&r feize 
any Pruffian fhips la deli with mafts, 
hemp, pitch, corn, and 'other ma- 
terials, which without being warlike 
ftores, may howeveJL be converted 
into fach, t wd which conftitute the 
principal and alMofl only.oMecT of 
the Pruffian commerce.— Tftfe pow- 
ers, it isJm&£, aretoojuft, to ex- 
pect that the commerce of a neutral 
nation fiiould be fufpended or intire- 
ly apainii^d on account of their 
broils ano* war* After thefe prin- 
ciples, 'it is liltewife hoped, that the 
dtijferent powflr* at war will hence- 
forth: let freely pafs and repafs, with- 
out fcizing or confiscating ,„9U law/itf 
cargoei, goods and raerc^*a$2*, tag 
longing to Pruffian fubje&S, **& 
which may be laden on board of 
fhips belonging to any of the belli* 
gerent nations; and in . the fara< 
manner all lawful cargoes, goods v 
and merchandize belonging to fhe 
futne&s of any belligerent powers, 
and Vhat may be laden on board of 
.Pruffian fhips; "forSn all: the/e cafes, 
his Majefty will meft efficaciously in- 
terfere in favour of his fubjec"ts trad- 
ing by fea,'* * 

But 
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; Hut 33 it is prudent tp avoid con- 
teftattons as much as poffible, his 
J^ajefty moft earneftly recommends 
%o all his fubjefts to endeavour, as 
mnch as can be, to load their goods 
and effects on board of Pruflian mips, 
and always to carry the fame under 
the Pruflian flag ; as alfo not to em- 
ploy themfelves, more than need be, 
in any coafting trade ; but to adhere 
principally to the Pruflian commerce 
cmly, in order to avoid the better all 
accidents, mifunderftandings, and 
jdiificulties. 

Art. III. All Rruffian mips, be- 
fore they put to fea, {hall provide 
themfelves with proper j>aflports and 
attestations from the admiralties, ma- 
ritime colleges, or magiftrates of the 
city or port from which they fail ; 
qs alfo with proper clearances, bills 
of lading, and other cuftomary cer- 
tificates, in which {hall be exprefTed 
•the quality and quantity of the car- 
go, the name of the proprietor, and 
of the perfon to whom the goods are 
fent, as well as the name of the place 
for which the fhip is deftined. All 
thefe papers fhajl in every refpect be 
clear and not equivocal. They {hall 
always be kept on board, and {hall not 
be thrown into die fea, under any 
pretext whatever. 

All captains or commanders of 
{hips are above all hereby forbidden 
to have on. board of their fhips any 
double, equivocal or entirely falfe 
papers of pafljports ; in which cafe 
upon due conyi&ion thereof, they 
fhall not only be deprived of his Ma- 
jelly's protection, but alfo incur fe- 
vere punifhment. 

Art. IV. All Pruflian mips tak- 
ing in any cargo in a foreign port, 
{hall likewife provide themfelves with 
the neceflary pafTports and clearances^ 
which are cuftomarily granted to tra-i 
.ding fhips in that port, in order that 
they may prove every where 6F what 
nation they are, what their cargo 
confifts of, from whence they comet

gnd for what port they arc bound ; 
and if any pirate or other fhould 
take the faid papers from them by- 
force, the King will confider it as an 
offence of the firft magnitude. 

Art. V. No officers, or other 
perfons employed in the navy of any 
of the belligerent nations, mall be 
taken as paflengers, or otherwife be 
found onboard of any Pruflian {hip : 
nor mall any more than one third part 
of the crew, confift of natives of any 
of thefe nations* 

Art. VI. All Pruflian navigators 
are hereby ftriclly commanded, not 
to carry any cargoes, goods or mer- 
chandizes whatever, %o a,ny fortified 
place or port, that may he befieged,, 
blockaded or furrounded by the Slips 
of war of any of the belligerent 
powers. 

Art. VTI. All Pruflian navigator* 
are likewife exprefsly forbidden to 
lend their names, papers, &c, to any 
other nation ; for they are to carry 
qn their trade in general in a manner 
conformable to the rights and cuf- 
toms of all nations, fo that they may 
not occafion any prejudice to the, 
rights of the belligerent powers, nor, 
fubject themfelves to any reafpn of 
complaint. 

* All thofe of his Majefty's fubje£b» 
who fhall ftridtly conform to the tenor^ 
of this prefent edi£t, may rely on thq 
King's moft efficacious protection £ 
but all thofe whp ; , fhall negle£t to 1 
conform thereto,/ (hall not only be^ 
deprived of this protection', but may 
attribute to themfelves all the dan- 
gers and damages which they xazf 
draw upon them by a conduct con- 
trary to the tenor of thjs prefent 6S

Appointed by the General Court of 
. the Eaft-India Company, on the 
joth of April, 1781, 4< To en* 
• *■ quire into the chartered Rights 
"of this Company and the Na- 
*' ture and Extent of its Right to 
" the feveral .Territorial PoiTef- 
'* iions acquired in India ; and to 
•* prepare the Means of fupport- 
" ing thofe rights Should the Ne- 
fs gotiation of the Court of £>i-. 
cc reftors with the Miniiler fail of 
** producing the defired Accom- 
*' modation." 

Vour Committee find, that on the 
Inpayment by Parliament of the fum 
of 4,203,000!. (at different times 
advanced by the Company to the 
Public) and all arrears of annuities 
in refpect thereof, in purfuance of a 
notice given by the Right Honour- 
able the Speaker of the' Houfe of 
Commons, the Co'mpany's right to 
the whole, fole, and exclufive trade 
to the Eaft-Indies will ceaie and de- 
termine, on the 10th day of April, 
m the year of our Lord, J783 ; but 
it is likewife certain, that the Com- 
pany will, after that period, retain 
aright to trade, in, to, and from, 
the Eaft-Indies, in common, with the 
other fubjefts of Great-Britain for 
ever, together with all our rights de- 
rived under royal Charters and Adfcs 
cf Parliament j and particularly that 
their forts, factories, fettlements and 
poflbffions, with all the powers and 
privileges under which the fame have 
^ecn acquired, are confirmed to the 
Company by Parliament, in the third 
year of his late Majefty George the 
Second. And your Committee alfo 
ibid, that this confirmation was grant T 
cd upon the following valuable con» 
deration, viz. of the Company's 
relinquifhing a right to their perpe- 
tual exclufive 1 trade to India, claimed 
under fucceffive charters, and alfo 
nnder an aft patted in the tenth year 
of Queen Ann, and of their con- 
senting to reduce the annuity payable 



from the public to them, from 
i6o.oool.to 128,000!. thereby giving 
to the nation the annual fum of 
3a,«bol, from th a period to the 
prefent time; and alfo of their pay- 
ing into his Majefty's Treafury. for 
the ufe of the public, the further 
v fum of 200,000]. Your Committee 
therefore regard the public faith as 
pledged, by -this tranfaftion, for the 
perpetual exigence of all the Com- 
pany's rights, tfce trade in exclusion 
alone excepted. 

Your.Committee will not enum^ 
rate the privileges which the Com- 
pany pofiefs in common with other 
corporations; but in the progref* of 
their report, will direct their chief 
attention to the feveral territorial ac- 
quisitions in India, as forming the 
principal objeft referred to their con- 
iideration. 

It appears then, that the prefent 
Company became pofleffed of their 
three principal fettlements of Bom- 
bay, Fort St. Gecrge, and Fort Wil- 
liam, in Bengal, and the refpeftive 
territories thereunto belonging, toge- 
ther with many other forts, factories, 
and fettlements, enumerated in an 
indenture £>uinjuepartite, bearing date 
the 23d day ot July, 170*1 upon the 
union of the two Companies : and 
your Committee obferve, that her 
late Majelty Queen Ann did autho- 
rize the faid Union, and -by proper 
inftruments concur in the conveyance 
of the poffeflions, rights and privi- 
leges of the Governor and Company 
of merchants of London, to the pre- 
fent Company; the nature and ex- 
tent of which rights are defined in a 
charter of his Majeiry Charles the 
Second, made for granting Bombay 
to that Company, which charter par- 
ticularly referred to in an indenture 
Tripartite, bearing date the 2 2d July, 
j 702, to which her Majefty was a 
party. 

By a claufe in the faid charter, his 
Majefly Charles the Second, granted 
that the faid Governor and Company 
might not only exercife and <?njoy 
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the powers, liberties, privileges and 
authorities therein before-mentioned, 
within the ifland of Bombay, but in 
fuch and fo many ports, iflands, and 
other territories and places, as the 
Company fhould .acquire in or near 
the (aid ports or places in the faid 
E a. 1- In dies, within the bounds or 
limits of the Company's Charter, in 
as large and ample a manner, to all 
intents, conftruclions and purpofes 
whatfoeveY, as the faid Governor and 
Company might have, ufe, exercife 
or enjoy the fame, in the faid port or 
ifland of Bombay, by force or vir- 
tue of the faid Charter, or of any 
powers or authorities therein con- 
tained. 

Your .Committee, obferving that 
the rights to be enjoyed by the Old 
Company within the ifland of Bom- 
bay, were thus made the ftandard and 
criterion of the powers and privileges 
to be exercifed in the territories after- 
wards to be acquired in other parts 
of India, proceeded to examine into 
the nature and extent of thofe rights 
as defined by the faid charter, and 
find, that the faid ifland of Bom- 
bay, with all the rights, privileges, 
territories, and appurtenances there- 
of whatfoever, and all and fingular 
royalties, rents, revenues, cufloms, 
catties, forts, buildings and fortifi- 
cations, privileges, franchifes, pre- 
eminences and hereditaments within, 
the faid premifes, or to them, or any 
of them, belonging, were granted 
in as large and ample a manner as 
his late Majefty Charles the Second 
enjoyed the fame by the ceflion of 
the King of Portugal ; and alfo that 
the Company are confHtu'ted true and 
abfolute lords and proprietors of the 
faid port- and ifland, with a referva- 
tion to his Majefty, of the faith and 
allegiance to him belonging, and of 
his royal power and fovereignty, of 
and over his faid Majefty's fubjects, 
inhabitants there. As the whole be- 
neficial interefl in the ifland of pom- 
bay is thus given to the Company, 
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together with all, revenues and cuf* 
toms ufually applied to the Jjurpofes 
of Government, fo the faid charter 
further conveys all the powers necef- 
fary to the civil and military admini- 
flration in the. faid ifland, and au- 
thorizes the C6mpany to appoint go* 
vernors, to make laws, to ereft courts 
of judicature, and to entertain and 
take into their fervice officers and 
fcldiers; and empower their gover- 
nors, officers and commanders, for 
ever hereafter to encounter, expulfe, 
repel, refill, and;fubdue by force 
of arms, as well by fea as by land, 
and by all ways and means what- 
foever, not only all peitfans who 
fhall invade the faid ifland, but 
alfo all perfons who lhall enter- 
prize or attempt any hurt, detriment 
or annoyance thereunto, or to his 
Majefty's fubjecls inhabiting within 
the fame, or to any of their goods, 
merchandizes, interefls, properties* 
or efhtes whatfoever ; and the faid 
governor or governors have power to 
exercife martial law, and to puniflj 
fuch as refufe to ferve in wars, or fly 
to the enemy,, or forfake colours or 
enfigns ; and the better to enable 
the Company to enter upon the im- 
mediate exercife of thefe powers, the 
faid charter directs the King's go- 
vernor to deliver, to perfons having 
commiflions from the Company, not 
only the faid ifland and forts, but 
alfo all artillery, arms, ftores, am- 
munition, and provifions of war. 

The powers granted by this char- 
ter, and Iikewifc thereby extended 
to territories afterwards to be ac- 
quired in India, were confirmed by 
Queen Ann, under the great feal t 
and recognized by Parliament in the 
fixth year of her reign. And where- 
as, upon the redemption of the pre- 
fent Company's fund, the corpo- 
ration would have ceafed, Parlia- 
ment, for the exprefs purpofe of en- 
couraging the Company to make Iaft- 
ing fettlements, repealed the claufe 
of redemption, and rendered the 
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rights of the Company perpetual, as 
above ftated. 

Under thefe and firailar privileges 
granted by the charter of 1698, the 
Settlements of the Company appear 
to have been undertaken, in feveral 
inftances, with the concurrence of 
the Crown, until Parliament, in the 
twenty-feventh year of his late Ma- 
jefty George the fecond, thinking it 
expedient that the Company's troops 
fhould be fubjetted to more exact 
difcipline, extended the provifions of 
the mutiny aft to thofe officers and 
foldiers who had engaged to ferve 
the Company in India, with this dis- 
tinction, that as the military powers 
ef the Company in India were not 
limited in point of time, fo the pro- 
Vifions of the mutiny act, as applied 
to the forces in their pay, are in like 
manner extended. 



rize the exchange with country pdw-* 
ers, of pofTeflions obtained undef 
fuch circumftances. 

Your Committee obferve, that it 
has been the general policy of Euro- 
pean States which have poueffed a 
trade to India, to conduct fuch trade 
through the medium of an exclufive 
Company, empowered to maintain 
a military force, and to acquire ter- 
ritory. The Dutch and the French 
Companies were cotemporary with 
the Englifti ; nor does it appear, 
that the refpe&ive States of France 
or Holland have ever difputed the 
large pofTeflions which their Compa- 
nies, at different periods obtained. 
A right to maintain a military force 
has been coeval with the exift- 
ence of our Company, and though 
your Committee do not think it ne- 
ceiTary minutely to trace all the mili- 



The increaiing population of the, tary contefts in which the Company- 
Company's principal fettlements have been involved, nor can they af- 



made it expedient to vary the mode 
tof adrainiftering juftice, and a royal 
charter was obtained for that purpofe, 
In the twenty- fixth year of the reign 
ofhislataMajefty George the fecond, 
the year preceding the aft lad men- 
tioned, wherein military powers, by 
Tea and land, are granted, nearly on 
the terms of the charter of his late 
Majefty Charles the fecond, with 
authority to appoint generals and 
other officers at each of the fettle-' 
Inents of Bombay, Fort St. George, 
and Fort William, in Bengal. 

Your Committee are aware of let- 
ters patentof thethirty-firft of George 
the fecond, for the grant of booty 
and plunder taken in war, and alfo 
granting power to the Company to 
cede territories obtained by conqueft ; 
but it appears to your Committee, 
tkat this power of ceflion was applied 
for with a view to territories outain- 
ed, jointly by his Majcfty's forces, 
and by thofe of the Company, from 
the natives of India acting in con- 
junction with the French, and, as 
your Committee ftppofe, to autho- 



certain the exact degree of influence 
which arms have produced ; yet they 
deem it impoflible to discriminate: 
between the right, of the Company 
io thofe poflefRons which have been 
repeatedly and folemnly recogni2ed 
by the legiflature, and thofe more 
recently acquired, to which a claim 
is now advanced on the part of the 
State. * 

The firft grants of territory and 
revenue obtained by the Company in 
India, of which your Committee caa 
inveftigate the fource, appear to' 
have been the reward of military 
afliftance to the moft powerful Prince 
that ever reigned in Indoftan. The 
phirmaun from ^uirengtebe, the 
grants of Fort St, J&avid's, with % 
confiderable territory adjoining, and 
alfo of Sootanutee ][now Calcutta)., 
and its dependencies, were exprefsly 
given as a reward for military affiil- 
ance, and for an active part taken 
irt fupprefling a rebellion in Bengal* 
A moiety of the cuftoms in the port 
of Gombroon, was granted by the 
Sophy of Ferfn to the Company, for 
affiftawe 
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affiitance in expelling the Portuguese 
out of Ormus. In fhort, the un- 
fettled ftate of the governments in 
the Eaft-Indies appears to have fug- 
gefted to all European nations, who 
have traded to that part of the globe, 
the neceffity of connecting military 
powers with privileges of commerce. 
The cOnfufions which enfued on the 
decline of the empire, increafed the 
neceffity of the Company's exercifing 
fuch military powers, until the am- 
bition and intrigues of the French 
compelled them to contend even for 
their exigence. The approbation 
and occafional fupport of the State, 
accompanied their efforts. Nay, 
when the Company, influenced by 
the pacific fpirit hat«ral to a com- 
mercial body, had concluded* a neu- 
trality on the coait of Coromaadel, 
the Minifters of the Crown obliged 
them to renounce the convention. 
On that coail the Company, who had 
for fome years pofleffed a portion of 
the Jaghire lands, obtained in 1763, 
a grant of the whole from Mahomed 
Ally, Nabob of Arcot, whom they 
had uniformly fupported from the 
year 1749, to that period. 

While the Company were engaged 
in thefe itruggles on the coaft of Co- 
romandel, they were fuddenly dif- 
poffefTed by Sarajah Dowlah of their 
iettlements in Bengal ; in confe- 
rence of which, a variety of mili- 
tary events enfued ; which at length, 
in the year 1 7 60, produced to the 
Company the acquifition of the 
grants of Burdwan, Midnapore, and 
Chittagong. 

The Englifh Company had like- 
wife, during the wars between the 
two nations, been driven by the 
French from their fattory at'Mafu- 
lipatam, which they afterwards re- 
covered by arms; when Salabat Jung, 
the Soubahdar of the Decan, who 
obferving the declenfion of the French 
power, and being difpofed to con- 
ciliate with the Englifh, granted to 
them, in the year 1759, the diftricts 
adjoining to Mafulipatam. 
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Thefe tranfa&ions afterwards re- 
ceived the direil approbation of the 
Minifters of the Crown, who advifed 
his Majefty to ftipulate, in the treaty 
of peace concluded with the French 
King at Paris in 1763, that the two 
nations mould acknowledge Salabat 
Jung as lawful Soubah of the Decan, 
and Mahomed Ally as lawful Nabob * 
of the Carnatic ; and it' is in that 
treaty exprefsly provided, that the 
French (hall ereel no fortifications 
within the dominions of the Soubah 
of Bengal. Thus has the Crown of ^ 
Great-Britain, by a folemn treaty, 
which received the approbation of 
Parliament, recognized, in the face 
of all Europe, the titles and exifling 
authority of the feveral Princes under 
whofe prior grants the Company had 
derived their poffeiEons. By- the 
eleventh article of the treaty of Paris 
it k alfo provided, that both parties 
(hall renounce all demands and pre- 
tences of fatisfacYion with which they 
might charge each other, or their 
Indian allies, for the depredations or 
pillages committed on the one fide 
or the other during the war. j 

Thofe who advifed the Crown thus 
to flipulate, evidently confidered the 
poffeffions obtained by the Company, 
as the intended, though very inade- 
quate compenfation for their hazards 
and expence. 

Neither at this period, nor until 
the grant pf the office of collecting; 
the revenues of Bengal, Bahar, and 
OriiTa, under the name of the De- 
wannee, in 1765, was any claim fet 
up, on the part of the public, to 
thefe territorial pofTeflions, or to the 
northern drears, which are derived 
under treaties and grants confirmed 
by the Mogul in -the fame year, 
The Dewannce, therefore, becoming 
from the magnitude of its value, the 
origin of difference in ideas of right 
between the State and the Company, 
your Committee have thought it ne- 
ceffary to trace out the events which 
led to this aequ'fition. 

After 
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After the re-capture of Calcutta, 
So raj ah Dowlah entered into a treaty 
with the Company, by which he en- 
gaged to make reftitution and fatis- 
facliottrfor the injuries fuftained; but 
this he afterwards evaded, and con- 
nected himfelf with the French, in 
order to drive the Company entirely 
out of the Province. 
, On this emergency, felf-defence 
and prefervation obliged them • to 
take up arms, and induced them to 
enter into a treaty with Meer Jaf- 
fier, who offered to make them am- 
ple reparation for the damages they 
had fuftained, and alfo propofed 
other advantageous terms for other 
affiftance in the expulfion of Surajah 
Dowlah, wl^ich was accordingly ef- 
fected, a fhorttime before his death, 
chiefly by their forces. — In confe- 
quence of which Meer Jaffier, when 
eftablifhed, made the Company a 
grant, in the year 1757, of the Pur- 
gunnah lands, in order to enable 
them to maintain fuch a force as 
feemed neceflary at that time for 
their mutual fafety ; which grant 
was fome time afterwards confirmed 
by a phirmaun fr6m the Mogul. 

But Meer Jaffier foon forgot his. 
obligations to the Company, and 
was meditating their deftru&ion ; 
for there were fubftantial grounds to 
believe that he was fecretly uniting 
with the' Dutch, and taking other 
hoflile meafures, a naval armament 
from Batavia having aftualty entered 
the river ; on which accounts the 
Englifh were again obliged to take 
up .arms. They beat off the Dutch 
armament, and their fituation with 
refpecT: to Jaffier became fuch, that 
at length they found themfelves un- 
. der the neceffity of eftablifhing Cof- 
fim Ally as Naib Subah ; and Jaffier 
then relinquished the government. 

But a hoflile difpontion in Coffim 
Ally towards the Company foon dif- 
covered itfelf. Some difputes arofe 
concerning privileges of trade for- 
merly granted to them, which they 



were endeavouring to acfjuft in afl 
amicabfe fanner, and they appoint- 
ed commiffioners to Coffim Ally for 
that purpofe ; but during the nego- 
tiation he commenced hoftilities 
again ft them, by feizin^ on five hun- 
dred Hand of arms deffiiied for their 
troops at Patna; which obliged the 
Company to recur to force on their 
fide ; and the inhuman mafTacre, in 
cold blood, of the Commiffioners,' 
on their return from a fruitlefs nego-. 
ciation, together with their numerous 
attendants and other Englifh, to the 
number in all of about one hundred. 
and fifty perfons, was fuch an in- 
flance of atrocious barbarity, as re- 
duced the Company to an abfolute. 
neceflity, for their own prefervation,, 
of fuppreifing a power lb deftruftive 
to .their interefls. Jaffier was rein- 
ftated, and Coffim Ally being totally 
defeated, retired from Bengal with 
the remains of his army. He took 
refuge with Sujah Dowlah, the Vizier 
of the empire, who was the mod 
powerful prince of that part of'India, 
and who levied a very coniiderable 
force for his reftoration. 

The prefent Mogul, Shah Allum, 
whofe father had been difpofTefTed of 
Delhi, his capital city, fome time- 
before his death, by his rebel fub- 
jecls, had alfo applied to the Vizier, 
Sujah Dowlah, for affiftance towards 
its recovery. The Mogul had been 
followed by a few of his faithful ad-' 
herents, and joined Sujah Dowlah 
and Coffim Ally Cawn to invade the 
province of Bahar, in which enter- 
prize they were oppofed by the forces 
of the Company, and their combined 
army was totally defeated at the bat T 
tie of Buxar. Sujah Dowlah fled to 
Illiabad, and the Mogul, who, in 
confequence of this defeat, appears 
to have loft all hopes of being rein- 
ftated in his capital by the affiftance 
of Sujah Dowlah, became very, de- 
foe us of entering into an alliance 
with the Englifh ; and to that end, 
while Major Munro wa* marching 
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with- the Englilh army through 
Gauzepoor towards Benares, the 
Mogul trail frtiitted from thence, 
where he was with his army, pro- 
pofals for an ofFenfive and defenfive 

_ alliance "with the Company; and, 
for th<* advantage of fuch an alliance, 
he affigned to them, by phirmaun, 
the country of Gauzepoor and other 
diitri&s. 

From many repeated infrances it 
became extremely evident, that it 
was impofiible for the Company to 
carry on their trade, or even to con- 
tinue with fafety in that country, 
without a fufficient force to protect 
and defend them ; and that inch a 
force could not be maintained by the 
profits to be derived from their 
trade, had it been ever fo profper- 
ous. The death of Meer Jaffier, 
with the notorious imbecility of his 
fucceflbr, aggravated thefe evils and 
induced them to apply to the Mogul 
for a grant of the Dewannee of Ben- 
gal, Bahar and Orifla in perpetuity, 
which had been offered by him to 
the Company a few years before, 
when he was Shah Zadda : and it 
was agreed that they mould guaran- 
tee to him the full poffeffion of the 
province of Korah, and part of the 
province of Illiabad, and mould like- 
wife undertake to fectire to him the 
annual'payment of twenty-fix lacks 
of rupees out of the revenues of 
Bengal. 

The Jvlogul, who for many years 
pail had not received any part of the 
revenues of the Dewannee of Bengal, 
and hoped for the affiftance of the 
Company to re-eftablifh his authority 
a; Pelbi, granted them his phirmaun 

^or this' Dewannee for ever ; by 
which they have been enabled to 
maintain fuch a regular force, as 
not only to fecure their trade, but 
alfo to give them a refpeclable power 
in that country. 

Great as the profits arifing from 
the territorial pofleffions of the Com- 
pany may have teen deemed, your 
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Committee think k~ thrfr duty in 
this place to remark, that the pub- 
lic only are benefitted by the fame; 
for the Company are not yet by 
millions, reimbursed the expences of 
the acquifition : this will appear very 
evidently from an examination of the 
duties, cuftoms and excife that have 
been received by Government, on 
account of the Company's trade for 
fifteen years, antecedent to the ac- 
quifition of the Dewannee, and for 
a like number of years immediately 
fubfequent thereto : in the former 
of which periods, the amount was 
only 13,443,4481. and in the latter 
19,890,6061. which demonftrates 
that the total of the revenues in thefe 
articles has increafed to the amount 
of 6,447,168!. during the whole pe- 
riod, from the grant of the Dewan- 
nee to the prefent time. * 

It appears alfo that Government 
has received from the Company the 
fum of 2,169,3981. 18s. 2d. half- 
penny on account of the territorial , 
revenues, in confequence of agree- 
ments made in the years 1767, and 
1769, for the payment of 400,000!. 
per annum to the public ; which is 
more than 4I. 10s. per cent, per an- 
num on the capital ilock of the Com- 
pany for 15 years; and that the 
Proprietors, by the Increafe of their 
dividends above what had been 
ufually received merely from the 
profits of their trade, have received 
no more, within the fame period, 
than 426,679!. 4s. which is only on 
the average 4s. 6d. per cent, ptfr 
annum. 

Your Committee alfo find, that ( 
the military expences incurred by the 
Company from 1754 to 1766, in the 
acquifiticms of the revenues which 
were reqoifite to fupport the erpen* 
ces abfolutely neceflary for the fafety 
and protection of their commerce, 
has amounted to 8,510,3601, ios. 
and the expences during the faid 
period on account of fortification* 
creeled for the fecarity of thefe pof- 
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feftiftasv to t t?&4Oi0$9L which lar|^ 
expenditure, in the neceffary purfuic 
of thofe acquifiiions, has been prin- 
cipally fupplied from commercial 
profits, infomuch, that in the year 
1765, when the . pewannee wm 
granted to the Company, there was 
a balance of live millions and up- 
wards in favour of commerce. The 
poffclfion of the Dewannee produced 
a balance in .favour of revenue, the 
-accumulated amount of which, for 
the laft fifteen years, has not exceed* 
ed a million and a half; it appear* 
therefore, that the territorial pofr 
feffions in India, have actually in- 
curred a charge to the Company of 
three millions and an half, beyond 
the amount of their produce. 

Upon the whole, your Committee 
, Jiave fatisfied themfeJves with report- 
ing the fubftance of what appears to 
them upon evidence, refpeding the 
chartered rights of the Company, 
and the nature and extent of its 
right td the territorial acquifitions In 
India; and hope to be prepared to 
offer their opinion concerning the 
means of fupporting tbofe rights, 
mould the negociation of the Court 
of Directors with the Minifter fall 
of producing the defirqd accommo- 
dation ; but while they a/e in expec- 
tation of an amicable agreement 
being concluded, ihey thick it un- 
neceffary 10 fbue the mode of defend- 
ing thz Company's rjghts ;md pro- 
perties againii ndverfe cjaims, or to 
t>ring forward the reafpni,ng which 
occurs to them on every branch of 
the fubjeel ; *neiiher ,l does it appear 
-to them important; at this enfis, to 
point out, in detail,- the jaft com- 
pensation, *u> the Company for rifks 
.and expences, fhould an idea at any 
iuiure period be entertained of veil- 
ing the Company's territbriU pro- 
perty in the State, of fhculb a 
9>cafure be adopted hereafter fo dan- 
gerous to the commercial interel^s, 
and to the revenues of .thjis, country,

The following intelligence was 
this day received from Bombay, datc^ 
January ix, 1781. 

That it having been refolved to 
lay fiege to Bafan, on the coaft of 
Malabar, General Goddard, with 
the forces under his command, with 
great difficulty compleated his march 
from Surat, fo as to arrive before the 
place on the 13th of November;, 
where he was joined by reinforce* 
ments and (lores from Bombay. Thp 
General, finding it very ftrong, and 
defended by a numerous garrifoa, 
under the command of Vifagee Punt, 
determined to carry on his operations 
with regularity and, precaution. On 
the 28th in the morning, he had com-. 
pleted a battery of fix guns and fix 
mortars, within goo yards of the 
place, and, under cover of the fire, 
carried on his approaches to the fpot 
where he creeled the grand battery 
of nine . 24-pounders, which was 
opened"the 9th' of December in the 
morning,, within 500 yards of the 
wall ; befides which, a" battery of 
20 mortars, of different fizes, was 
opened upon one of the flanks of th!e 
parapet. 

Thcfe were fcrved with fuch effe£l 
that, on the iothin the morning, a 
practicable breach being nearly corn- 
pleated, a meflage was fent from the 
fort, offering to furrender ; and, after 
fome demur on the part of the ene- 
my^. which obliged the General to 
renew the fire from the batteries, 
the place furrendered the next day at 
difcretion. The garrifon marched 
*out, and laid down their arms in 
, front of the fort, being allowed only 
to 'carry away their own private ef- 
' •■' fects* 
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fects. It adds greatly to the fatis- 
factton which this important acqui- 
fition gives, that the lots we fuftain- 
ed is very fmall, one officer only, 
Lieutenant Sir John James Gordon, 
who, having been wounded, is fince 
dead, and about twelve men killed 
and wounded, of whom four only 
Were Europeans. A confiderable 
quantity of^ammunition was found 
in the fort, two hundred and twenty 
pieces of cannon, attd ten brafs mor- 
tars, of which nineteen pieces of 
brafs cannon, feveral of a very large 
calibre, orte hundred and twenty- 
eight pieces of the iron ordnance, 
and all the mortars, have been re* 
ported ferviceable.

For the Remembrancer. 
A eorrefpondent has favoured us *witb 
the following genuine fpeecb of a 
noble Lord 'f, in the Irijh Parliament, 
on the Free Trade ; <whieh we give 
nvitb pleajure to our readers* 

My Lords. 
In this day of diflrefs and general 
calamity, if I were to offer any thing 
to your confideration, which did not . 
fuit the complexion of the time, 
which did not tend intentionally, 
at lealt, to alleviate the public un- 
eafmefs, I fhould deferve but ill of 
my country, and little deferve to 
have my profeffions credited by your 
lordfhips. 

Upon a fubjeel of this importance, 
I feel how much f have undertaken \ 
the free trade of this country, is a 
fubjeft of the greateft exprafe and 
magnitude. I Hand before you op- 
preffed with the weight and import- 
ance of it, and I am led in a peculiar 
manner, to commit myfelf to your 
IordfhipSrWonted indulgence and at- 
tention ; that indulgence which has . 
be£n fo often, anVi fo prematurely be- 
llowed upon me, which ftill accom- 
panies my labours in the public fer- 
vfee, however unworthy and unde- 
fervingofit. 

My lords, it is not my intention, 
norwtthin my capacity, to enter into., 
a detail of the numerous laws of the 
Britifh Parliament, which de facto 
at leafl, if not de jure reftrain and ' 
fetter our commerce— let meafk your 
ldrdfhips, let me aflc the intelligent 
ini'this country, what trade have you 
free and unmolefted? Have you the 
woollen trade? No; you are debar- ,

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ed of the export by Britifti laws 

Have you the glafs trade ? No ; the 
exportation is prohibited by the Bri- 
tifh Parliament. Have you the filk 
trade ? No ; you are reftrained even 
there, in a competition with the 
French, by the fame power. Is 
your linnen manufa&ure encouraged 
to the utmoft — one half of it, the 
fail-cloth manufactory, is no more, 
and the parliamentary bounty ren- 
dered abortive. Your printed linens 
are fubjedled in England, to a duty 
equal to a prohibition contrary to 
that compact by which this country, 
In 1698, agreed to give up the wool- 
len manufacture, provided they were 
indulged in the fulleft enjoyment 
and encouragement of the linen 
trade. By theft, and other reftric- 
tions, too numerous to recite, the 
commercial advantages of this coun- 
try are rendered ufelefs, and a coun- 
try better qualified for trade by her 
harbours and fituation, than moft 
countries in Europe, derives no ad- 
vantages from them. The teftimony, 
of the Roman hiftorian of Tacitus, 
is the general fentiment and opinion 
with regard to us. and our commer- 
cial advantages ; will your lord/hips 
forgive my pedantry in quoting him. 
*' Solum & caelum in Hibernia haud 
multum, 'a Britannia differ t, melius 
adit us portufque per negociatores 
cogniti." 

My lords, if thefe reftri&ions upon 
our trade were beneficial to England, 
if they were founded on expedience 
or neceflity, though not in juftice, 
it might be fome confolation ; but 
whatever local prejudice may dictate 
upon this fubjeel, that unreafouable 
jealoufy, which wounds themfelves 
through our fides, is condemned by 
the greateft llatefmen and theif 
principal commercial authorities, as 
injurious to found policy, and to the 
true intereft of both kingdoms. 

I am bold to fay againil the opi- 
nions of the greatefl commercial au- 
thorities ia England, will your lord-

mips forgive me, I fear I mall be 
long in the detail ; but the greateffc 
commercial authorities in England 
are againil this fyftem of reftraint— 
their voice is uniform, that the re- 
ftri&ions upon our trade are prejudi- 
cial to the whole empire. 

When the firft regular fettlement 
of Ireland was in contemplation, ia 
the reign of James the Firft, that 
great luminary, Lord Bacon, in 
his advice to the King, exprefTes 
himfelf thus:— «' Next, as to the li- 
berties and franchifes your Majefty 
may be pleafed to give them ; when 
I fpeak of liberties,'! do not mean 
liberties of jurifdi&ion, as counties 
palatine, or the like, j but liberties 
tending only to commodity, as li- 
berty to tranfport their native com- 
modities, upon free and eafy terms, 
to this and other countries, which T 
would recommend to your Majetfy." 

My lords, Lord Strafford himfelf 
held the fame principle— in one of| 
his difpatches to Secretary Coke, he 
thus exprefTes himfelf: ** Next 1 
fend to you the remonftrances of the 
two Houfes of Parliament, about the 
prohibition on the export of hides, 
their reafons are unanfwerable, for 
where the general trade of a coun- 
try, and their export is concerned 
there, I have ever been of opinion, 
that the lefs you meddle the better. 

My lords, this was Lord Straf- 
ford's opinion, arbitrary in other re- 
fpedts — his notions about trade were 
juft and liberal, he was too wife not 
to know that a partial trade is no 
trade — for, trade Uckens at controul, 
and dies upon reftraint and prohi- 
bition. 

My lords, after the reftoration, 
when that unreafonable jealoufy took 
place, with regard to Ireland, when 
that a£t of parliament paffed, to 
gratify the prejudice of the feafon, 
in which the Irifh live cattle were 
denominated a nuifance, whatever 
opinion the vulgar might entertain, 
that policy was reprobated by the wife 
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and intelligent, and Sir Jofiah Child, 
in his Elements of Trade, exprefles 
himfelf in the ftrongeft manner a. 
gainft the fyftem which then pre- 
vailed, with regard to Ireland. 

My lords, it is true that, when 
we were deprived of the woollen 
trade, in the later days of King 
William, the idea of oar entering 
into competition with England, in 
her ftaple trade, and under-felling 
her took place univerfally, and Dr. 
Davenant, though he advifes every 
Indulgence to the trade of Ireland, 
yet he * withes it might reftrained 
in thofe particulars, where the 
cheapnefs of living might enable us 
to underfell them in material points ; 
but this reasoning of Dr. Davenant 
is fully refuted by a learned digni- 
tary of the church, by Dean Tucker; 
he has confidered the propofition ab- 
ftractedly, whether a poor country 
can underfell a rich one— and he has 
decided not only from reafoning on 
the fuperior fcience and expertnefs 
of the richer ftate, but what is more 
from fa$ and experience, that it 
cannot — one inftance, out of many, 
I fliall beg leave to cite to your lord- 
fhips, that is the cafe of Sweden — 
though the bar-iron is brought from 
thence to England — though it pays 
a duty in a raw unmanufactured 
ftate at entrance ; though it is car- 
ried to the inland countries and 
when manufactured there, pays a 
duty upon export, yet the Swedes 
have, in vain, fet up founderies and 
iron-works to rival them ; fuch is 
the advantage that fuperior fcience 
and wealth gives England over her — 
nor mould it be forgot, that Sweden 
is one of the cheapeft countries in 
Europe— the travelling in that coun- 
try, I have heard it faid from good 
authority, not exceeding one penny 
a mile, from which circumftance its 
cheapnefs in other refpe&s may be 
eafily inferred. , 

My lords,- the next commercial au- 
thority, Sir Matthew Decker, fpeaks- 



ftill more ftrongly in our favour — he 
confiders the reftraints upon our 
trade as beneficial to the natural 
enemies of England to France, and 
the prohibiting us to manufacture 
our woollen goods, as an obligation 
upon us, to fmuggle our raw wools 
to the French coafts at all hazards, 
and fupply them with that neceflary 
material, to the infinite prejudice 
and detriment of England and her 
ftaple trade. 

The laft authority, my lords, is 
Mr. Poftlethwaite, in his Commer- 
cial Dictionary,* he thinks, that 
every reftraint upon our trade is a 
drawback from the wealth of Eng- 
land ; that while England and her 
metropolis continues the emporium 
of the empire, the feat of the arts, 
of pleafure, of preferment, all our 
wealth, after circulating through. 
this country, mull terminate there 
at laft, as the blood, after circulat- 
ing through the limbs, centers and 
terminates in the heart in. the human 
body. 

My lords, I ~am now at an end, 
you have before you the opinions of 
the greateft commercial authorities in 
England ; , if there are any of note 
who maintain a Contrary opinion, 
I am not apprized of their doc- 
trine, or even of their names ; what 
then is the end and drift of this dif- 
cuflion ? you have already voted, that 
a free trade is neceflary to fave this 
country from utter ruin ; go a ftep 
further, prove it to be for the benefit 
of the whole empire. 

My lords, the motion which I 
mail have the honour of preferring to 
your confideration is, "that a com- 
mittee be appointed to enquire into 
the ftate of the nation," it remains 
for me to juftify it by precedents, to 
r^ften to a conclufion, and to relieve 
your lordfhips from the trouble of 
lifterting to me. 

The firft inftance that occurs oa 
your lordfhips Journals, of a proce- 
dure of this fort, was in the year 
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1703, when your anceftors thought 
proper to appoint a committee t6 
enquire into the diftrefled ftate of the 
country, and the refult of it was, 
an addrefs for an union with Eng- 
land, by which they hoped to obtain 
an equal participation of trade, and 
every other constitutional advantage. 
The next was in the other houfe of 
parliament, 1705, when they ad- 
dreffed for an allowance to export 
their linens tttrectly to America, and 
to the plantations ; and the third 
was, a committee to enquire into the 
ftate of the nation, and of the coin, 
in iyzt t in this houfe, which ter- 
minated in an addrefs againft Wood's 
patent. 

Upon the fecond of thefe prece- 
iplen^s, I mall beg leave to iwell, 
becaufe I wiih, my lords, before I 
conclude, to fay a few words on the 
prefent ne-n-importation agreement, 
and upon the linen trade, to which 
this tranfaction naturally leads me. 

Your lordfhips are well apprized, 
I make no doubt, that when this 
country was deprived, in 1698, of 
the woollen trade, it was on an ex- 
prefs ftipuiation, that they were to 
have the fulleft enjoyment of the 
linen trade, and that every poflible 
encouragement was to be given to it. 
Notwithftanding this, the direct 
export to America was withheld from 
them, and the extreme diftrefs of 
the nation, at that time, led our 
anceftors to advert to the only trade 
that was left, I mean the linen ma- 
nufactory. V 

The import of their addrefs was, 
that leave might be given to export 
their linen directly, to the planta- 
tions, and to the colonies in Ame- 
rica. When their addrefs was laid 
before, the Houfe of Lords, various 
reprefentations were made againft it, 
from the Hamburgh company, and 
from feveral trading towns : they 
cbnfidered fuch a permiflion as de- 
trimental to the woollen manufac- 
ture; becaufe the linens fent to 
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America, were chiefly foreign ; thgp 
would decreafe the demand for them, 
and confequently, that they might 
retaliate by reftraining the confump- 
tion of Engliih woollen cloths ; but 
this council was not acceptable to 
the great and excellent man, who 
prefided in that committee, to Lor4 
Somers, he decided like Ariftides of 
old, that no meafure could be for 
the benefit of a ftate, that was not 
founded in juftice. The report 
which was drawn up by him, recom- 
mends, , that the requeft might be 
granted ; arid notfatisfied with that, 
he urges the juftice of giving us the 
full benefit of the linen trade, in alt 
its branches, and recommends the 
eftablifhment of the fail-cloth mantf- 
factory in Ireland, and makhg it the: 
repofitory of thofe naval ftores, 
which were obtained^ from Ruffia. 
The lirft part of the report was car- 
ried into effe& : but fo far was the 
fyftem recommended by that great 
man from being carried into execu- 
tion, that fome years after, it was 
rendered abortive, and counteracted 
by the prohibition of the import of 
Iriih fail-cloth, by the Britifh Parli- 
ament. 

My lords, it muft be remembered, 
however, that the firft point was 
carried principally by the propofition 
of a non-importation agreement in 
the Houfe of Commons. A refolu- 
tion of that kind was propofed, as I 
have heard by Mr. Conolly, the an- 
ceftor of the gentleman of that name, 
who inherits the ample fortune with 
the patriotifm and public fpirit of 
his predeceffor. 

My lords, it is impoflible to quit 
this meafure of a non-importation a- 
greement, and its efficacy to carry 
our juft claims, without faying fome- 
what more on a meafure which the * 
wifeft in our own, as well as other 
countries, have found fo expedient 
and beneficial. 

Many of your lordmips, as well 
as myfelf, have had an opportunity 

of 
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of observing the operation of the 
funVp J tuary laws in" the republick of 
<Seneva, which may be regarded as 
a L perpetual nonimportation agrees 
ItienC. The plainnefs of their drefs* 
and the prohibition of wearing gold 
and Jilver, or eyen lace rufHes to 
4heir Syndicks*and other principal 
officers. Thus fupporting themfelves 
on' a fcanty trade, that of making 
batches, and other Bijouterie, by 
the prevention of the inundation of 
foreign fuperfluitiesand French lux- 
uries. % 

But why, my lords, fhould I ad- 
vert to other countries, when a late 
.domeftic inftance is fo appofite, I 
mean the American non-importation 
agreement ? A noble lord near me \ 
a member of the Britifh Parliament, 
remembers, I make no doubt, the 
fpeech of Mr, Glover, at the bar of 
the Houfe of Commons, in behalf of 
the Weft-India planters, wherein he 
♦confidered the American nonim- 
portation agreement as the moft 
powerful engine againft the Mother 
Country. 1 will not, fays he, enter 
into a difcuflion whether the colonifts 
will have recourfe to arms ; but if 
they wage a war of exports and im- 
ports, if the non-importation agree- 
ment is religioufly obferved, it will 
operate in the moft powerful man- 
ner, to the infinite mifchief and 
diftrefs of the Mother Country. 

And, my lords, I am ftill more 
confirmed in my opinion, of the effi- 
cacy of this meafure, when I recol- 
lect, what the noble marquis, who 
opened our caufe in the Houfe of 
Lords of England, faid upon that pc- 
caiion. 

He fpoke as a* Yorkfhire gentle- 
man, and ftated the great damage 
that the trading towns in that neigh- 
bourhood, received from the failure 
of the Irilh commimons and demands 
for their goods '; and wifhed that re- 
lief fhould be granted to us toreftore 



the trade and communication bev 
tween I/eland and the great manu- 
facturing towns in Yorkfhire. 

The conduct of the noble lord up-; 
on that occalion, does him the great- 
eft honour. His liberality to us, as 
well as his great flake and intereit in 
this country, are unqtfeftionable. t 
only mention this, my lords, to fhew 
that he was in earneft, and that he 
recommended the relief of this coun- 
try by the moft efficacious argument 
he could devife, 

Perfevere then, my honoured 
countrymen! Oh! perfevere in a 
meafure which reafon and juftice, 
and humanity, abfolutely require at 
your hands; and let us, my lords, 
in the more elevated ranks of life, 
whole fituation necefTarily qualifies 
us to take the lead, countenance a 
meafure productive of fo much pub- 
lic utility.; unlike the great in 
another country, who too often pa- 
tronize the coxcomb and adventurer, 
thofe things that dub and call 
thcmfelves fine gentlemen^ and are 
idolized by the fools of fafhion for 
fuch, becaufe decorated with foreign 
tinfel, and foreign frivoHty. Let us, 
I fay, by onr example, endeavour to 
mike plainnefs and good fenfe, pub-* 
lie expedience, and neceffity, the ton 
and the fafhion. 

Our men (hail appear more digni- 
fied in the plain garb of primitive 
fimplicity and patriotifm — nor our 
women, lefs pleafing, lefs attractive, 
or lefs lovely in their own native 
horaefpun; but on the contrary, like 
diamonds of the firft water, when 
plainly fet, they fhall appear more 
brilliant, and derive their graces and 
their attractions from their own ge- 
nuine intrinfic worth, value, luftre, 
and excellence. 

I hope, however, we /hall prodeed 

with ftrnrinefs and moderation, nor 

take the impetuofity of a giddy mul- 
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titude for our guide ; but like a 
wife difpaflionate man, engaged in 
an argument with an abfurd imprac- 
ticable adverfary, when reafons are 
vain, and arguments fruitlefs and in- 
effectual, bet and wager with them, 
upon the truth of your propofition ; 
make your appeal, not to their rea- 
fon or juftice, but to their purfe : 
avail yourfelves of that which is the 
moft cogent, irrefiftible argument, 
with your opprefibrs, the local in- 
tereits that oppofe you, their intereft 
and their felfifhnefs. 

Upo<n a fubjedl, my lords, of this 



importance, ideas pour in and crowd 
fail upon my mind ; but, it is time 
for me to have done. If the labours 
of my life can throw a ray of light 
upon this arduous fubjecl, or be of 
the moft diftant utility to my coun- 
try, I am overpaid by that reflection. 
My lords, I beg a thoufand par- 
dons for having trefpafied fo long 
upon your patience. The politenefs 
and attention which this Hoqfe has 
ever honoured me with, upon this 
and every other occafion, is my 
beft defence, my only apology and 
j unification. 
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
